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The  following  laws,  passed  by  the  One  Hundred

CHAPTER  25. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  borough  of  Ocean  Grove, 
in  the  county  of  Monmouth. 

Be  re  BKAOTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  inhabitMts  of  that  portion  of  the  town- 
ship of  Neptune,  in  the  eonnly  of  Monmouth,  con- 
tained within  the  limits  hereinafter  set  forth,  are 
hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body 
politic  and  corporate  in  fact  and  in  law  by  the 
name  of  the  Borough  of  Ocean  Grove,  and  shall  be 
governed  by  the  general  laws  of  this  State  relating 
to  boroughs. 

2.  The  territorial  Umits  of  said  borongh  shall  be 
as  follows:  Bounded  on  the  east  by  the  Atlantic 
ocean,  on  the  north  by  the  southerly  boundary  line 
of  the  city  of  Asbury  Park,  on  the  west  by  the  main 
road  leading  from  Asbury  Park  to  Belmar,  and 
on  the  south  by  the  northerly  boundary  line  of  the 
borough  of  Bradley  Beach. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  but 
shall  not  operate  to  effect  the  incorporation  of  the 
territory  above  described  as  a  borough  until  it  shall 
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have  been  accepted  by  a  majority  vote  of  the  quali- 
fied voters  residing  in  the  above  described  terri- 
tory at  a  special  election  to  be  held  therein  on  the 
first  Tuesday  of  May,  in  the  year  one  thousand 
mne  hundred  and  fourteen,  from  six  o'clock  A.  M. 
to  seven  o'clock  P.  M.  of  said  day. 

The  clerk  of  the  township  of  Neptune,  in  the  Noucof 
county  of  Monmouth,  shall  provide  a  suitable  "'•^"'^ 
place  in  each  of  the  election  districts  comprising 
the  territory  above  described  in  which  said  elec- 
tion shall  be  held.  The  county  board  of  elections 
shall  cause  public  notice  of  the  time,  place  and 
object  of  such  election  to  be  given  by  posting  said 
notice  in  at  least  ten  public  places  in  the  above  de- 
scribed territory  for  at  least  two  weeks  prior 
thereto,  which  notice  shall  also  be  published  once 
a  week  for  a  like  space  of  time  in  one  newspaper 
published  or  circulating  within  said  territory. 

Said  election  shall  be  by  ballot  and  shall  be  con-  fo'^'^"';^'"*" 
ducted  by  the  local  boards  of  registry  and  elections 
for  each  of  the  election  districts  in  which  the  above 
described  territory  is  situate.  The  registry  of  r.biiiit. 
voters  used  at  the  last  general  election  shall  be 
used  at  this  election  and  each  of  said  boards  of 
registry  and  elections  shall  meet  on  Tuesday  pre- 
ceding the  said  election  at  the  place  where  the  same 
is  to  be  held  in  each  of  said  districts  from  one 
o'clock  P.  M.  to  nine  o'clock  P.  M,  for  the  purpose 
of  revising  and  correcting  the  respective  registry 
lists  in  the  manner  provided  under  the  general 
election  laws.  Public  notice  of  such  meeting  shall 
be  given  by  the  said  county  board  of  registry  and 
elections  at  the  time  and  in  the  same  manner  as 
notice  of  said  election.  The  said  county  board  of  Bkiiou. 
election  shall  also  provide  the  necessary  ballots  to 
be  voted  at  such  election  upon  which  shall  be  printed 
the  proposition  with  instructions  to  the  voter  in 
the  following  form :

An  Act  to  create  the  Commander  of  the  Depart- 
ment of  New  Jersey  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic  ex-officio  a  member  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  New  Jersey  Home  for  Dis- 
abled Soldiers,  at  Kearny,  and  the  New  Jersey 
Home  for  Disabled  Soldiers,  Sailors,  Marines 
and  Their  Wives,  at  Vineland. 

Be  rr  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assent- 
bit/  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  Commander  of  the  Department  of  New 
Jersey  of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic,  for  the 
time  being,  is  hereby  appointed  and  created,  ex- 
officio,  a  member  of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the 
New  Jersey  Home  for  Disabled  Soldiers,  at 
Kearny,  and  of  the  Board  of  Managers  oif  the  New 
Jersey  Home  for  Disabled  Soldiers,  Sailors, 
Marines'  and  Their  Wives,  at  Vineland,  with  full 
power  to  act  and  share  in  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  respective  hoards  of  managers  as  a  due  and 
lawful  member  thereof.

to  act  as  legislative  advisor  and  bill  examiner,  who 
shall  hold  office  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Attorney- 
General.  Such  appointment  shall  be  evidenced  by 
certificate  of  the  Attorney-General  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the  salary  of 
SDch  advisor  and  examiner  shall  be  fifteen  bun-  s*ury 
dred  dollars  per  annnm,  payable  in  snch  instal- 
ments as  shall  be  authorized  by  certificate  of  the 
Attorney-General. 

2.  The  said  advisor  and  examiner  shall  maintain  oricp. 
an  office  in  conjunction  with  the  legislative  refer- 
ence department  of  the  State  Library  in  the  State 
Capitol,  in  rooms  assigned  by  the  State  House 
Commission,  which  shall  be  open  from  the  first  day  when  opei 
in  December  to  the  close  of  the  annual  legislative

on  request  of  either  house  of  the  Legislature,  or  of 
any  committee  or  member  thereof,  to  draw  pros- 
pective acts,  to  examine  any  bill  or  resolution,  or 
proposed  bill  or  resolution,  and  any  amendment  or 
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amendments  thereto,  for  the  pnipose  of  avoiding 
repetitions  and  unconstitutional  provisions,  and 
of  insuring  accuracy  in  the  text  and  references, 
clearness  and  conciseness  in  the  phraseology,  and 
consistency  with  existing  statutes,  and  to  advise  as 
to  the  coostitntiooality,  consistency  or  effect  of  pro- 
posed legislation. 

4.  TItis  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

lems, and  to  prepare  and  submit  digests  of  such 
information  and  material  upon  the  request  of  any 
legislative  committee  or  any  member  of  the  Legis- 
lature. 

2.  The  State  Librarian  is  hereby  authorized,  by 
and  with  the  approval  of  the  Governor  of  this 
State,  to  incur  the  necessary  expense  for  cariying 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act;  provided,  the 
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annual  cost  thereof  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one 
thousand  dollars. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately-.

CHAPTER  30. 

An  Act  to  regnlate  the  sale,  handling  and  distri- 
bution of  eggs  and  egg  products. 

6b  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Aasem- 
hly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  No  person  shall  operate  or  conduct  any  estab-  J^IS't^ 
lishment  where  the  business  of  breaking  eggs  is 
carried  on,  whether  such  eggs  are  broken  for  use 

as  food  or  for  other  purposes,  unless  a  license  has 
first  been  issued  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  to  the  owner,  operator  or 
manager  of  said  establishment  to  conduct  and  op- 
erate an  establishment  for  the  breaking  of  eggs. 
Any  such  license  issued  by  said  board  may  be  re-  luroomoo 
voked  if  the  establishment  for  which  it  is  issued  is  "     "°^ 
not  conducted  in  accordance  with  the  requirements 
of  law  and  the  rules  and  regulations  made  by  the    . 
State  Board  of  Health  nnder  authority  conferred 
by  section  two  of  this  act,  and  no  establishment  for 
the  breaking  of  eggs  shall  continue  to  be  operated 
after  the  revocation  of  such  license  by  the  State 
Board  of  Health. 

2.  The  State  Board  of  Health  shall  have  power  J^,^i. 
to  make  rales  and  regulations  for  the  enforcement 

of  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  for  the  conduct 
of  the  business  of  breaking  eggs ;  said  board  shall 
also  cause  inspections  to  be  made  of  all  places 
where  eggs  are  broken,  stored,  had  in  possession 
with  intent  to  sell  or  sold. 
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3.  No  eggs  shall  be  broken  for  nse  as  food  which 
are  of  the  grades  commoiily  known  as  "rots"  or 
"spots."  For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  the  term 
"Bot"  shall  be  held  to  mean  any  egg  which  has 
decomposed  to  such  an  extent  tiiat  it  has  a  putre- 
factive odor,  and  the  term  "Spot"  shall  be  held  to 
mean  any  egg  which  is  wholly  or  partly  decom- 
posed, mouldy  or  sour,  or  which  is  partially  hatched 
or  contains  blood  rings  or  veins  or  in  which  the 
yolk  is  broken. 

4.  All  eggs  which  are  broken  for  mannfactnring 
purposes  shall  be  denatured  at  the  time  of  break- 
ing by  the  addition  of  some  substance  to  the  eggs 
which  will  make  their  use  for  food  impossible,  and 
sQch  eggs  shall  be  pliunly  and  legibly  labeled  with 
the  words  "For  manufacturing  purposes  only," 
and  all  broken  eggs  not  so  denatured  nor  so  la- 
beled shall,  for  the  purposes  of  this  act,  be  held  to 
be  had  in  possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  use  for 
food. 

5.  No  person  shall  have  in  possession  any  broken 
eggs  of  the  grades  defined  in  section  three  of  this 
act  as  "rots"  or  "spots"  unless  the  containers  in 
which  sach  eggs  are  held  shall  be  plainly  and  leg- 
ibly marked  on  at  least  two  sides  with  the  words 
"Rots  and  Spots,  unfit  for  food"  in  solid  black 
letters  at  least  one  and  one-half  inches  in  height, 
and  the  several  lines  of  which  are  at  least  one- 
fourth  of  an  inch  in  width, 

6.  Any  person  who  shall  conduct  or  operate  any 
establishment  where  eggs  are  broken  without  hold- 
ing a  license  as  provided  in  section  one  of  this  act, 
or  who  shall  conduct  or  operate  or  continue  to  con- 
duct or  operate  any  such  establishment  after  revo- 
cation by  said  State  Board  of  Health  of  the  license 
to  conduct  or  operate  the  same  and  after  notice  in 
writinjr  has  been  served  on  said  person,  or  who 
shall  violnte  any  of  the  other  provisions  of  this  act, 
shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars. 
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7.  All  penalties  prescribed  by  the  provisions  of   RMov.rr  oc 
this  aet  shall  be  recovered  in  an  action  of  debt  by   '"""'"*•■ 
and  in  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 

State  of  New  Jersey  as  plaintiff.  The  pleading  ?"'^"'«'- 
shall  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  practice  pre- 
vailing in  the  court  in  which  any  such  action  shall 
be  instituted,  but  no  pleading  or  process  shall  be 
set  aside  or  invalidated  by  reason  of  any  formal  or 
technical  defects  therein  if  the  same  contain  a 
statement  of  the  nattire  of  the  alleged  violation  and 
of  the  section  of  the  act  alleged  to  have  been 
violated. 

8.  "When  judgment  shall  be  rendered  against  any  i-ue  of 
defendant  other  than  a  body  corporate  execution  '"'='""'■ 
shall  be  issued  against  his  goods  and  chattels  and

ate  execution  shall  be  issued  against  such  body 
corporate  as  in  other  actions  of  debt.  All  penal- 
ties collected  under  this  act  shall  be  paid  into  the 
treasury  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

9.  Whenever  any  person  shall  violate  any  of  the  injunction 
provisions  of  this  act  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  vioi™o1ii'' 
State  Board  of  Health,  either  before  or  after  the 
institution  of  proceedings  for  the  collection  of  the 
penalty  imposed  by  this  act  for  such  violation,  to 

file  a  bill  in  the  Court  of  Chancery  in  the  name  of 
the  State  at  the  relation  of  such  board  for  an  in- 
junction to  restrain  such  violation,  and  for  such  . 
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other  or  further  relief  in  the  premises  as  the  Coart 
of  Chancery  shall  deem  proper,  but  the  filing  of 
such  bill,  or  any  of  the  proceedings  tliereon,  shall 
not  relieve  any  party  to  such  proceedings  from  the 
penalty  or  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  for  such 
violation.

2.  Any  interment  provided  for  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  not  be  made  in  any  cemetery  or  plot 
used  exclusively  for  the  bnrial  of  pauper  dead ;  the 
graves  of  any  such  deceased  veterans  shall  bo 
marked  by  a  headstone,  containing  the  name  of  the 
deceased,  and,  if  possible,  the  organization  to  which 
he  belonged,  or  in  which  he  served ;  such  headstone 
shall  cost  not  more  than  twenty  dollars,  and  shall 
be  of  such  design  and  material  as  shall  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor,  Adjutant-Genera!  and 
Quartermaster-General  of  the  State.

Be  rr  enacted  by  the  Seriate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  five  of  the  act  of  which  this  act  is 
amendatory  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

5.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  catch 
and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  take  any  sturgeon 
from  the  Delaware  river  and  bay  lying  between  the 
States  of  New  Jersey  and  Delaware  and  any  of  the 
tributaries  of  said  river  and  bay  within  said  limits, 
wherein  the  tide  ebbs  and  flows,  with  any  device 
excepting  a  seine  or  gill*  net,  the  mn.shea  of  which 
shall  be  not  less  than  thirteen  inches,  stretched 
measure  while  being  fiRhed.  or  to  catch  and  take, 
or  attempt  to  catch  and  take,  any  other  food  fish 
from  said  waters  with  a  seine  the  meshes  of  which 
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shall  be  less  than  two  and  one-half  inches,  stretched 
measnre  while  being  fished,  or  any  ^  net,   the 
meshes  of  which  shall  be  less  than  five  and  one- 
qnarter  inches,    stretched    measure    while    being 
fished;  provided,  that  gill  nets  with  a  mesh   not  Fnvi». 
smaller  than  three  inches  may  be  need  from  March 
first  to  June  tenth,  in  each  year,  for  the  purpose  of 
taking  herring  only.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  b«k„  to 
person  to  catch  and  take  or  attempt  to  catch  and  ■"*  """"' 
take  any  food  fish  excepting  sturgeon,  by  means  of 
a  seine  or  gill  net,  between  the  tenth  day  of  June 
in  each  year  and  the  first  day  of  March  next  ensu- 
ing; provided,  however,  that  hauiintr  seines  for  the  pro»t»o. 
taking  of  food  fish  and  white  and  yellow  perch,  with 
mesh  not  smaller  than  two  and  one-quarter  inches 
stretched  measure,  while  being  fished  and  not  ex- 
ceeding fifty  fathoms  in  length,  and  drifting   gill 
nets  for  the  purpose  of  taking  food  fish,  and  white 
and  yellow  perch,  the  meshes  of  which  shall  not  be 
less  than  two  and  three-quarter  inches  stretched 
measure,  while  being  fished,  and  not  exceeding  fifty 
fathoms  in  lenjrth,  may  be  used  in  the  Delaware 
.  river  and  bay  from  the  first  day  of  March  to  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December  in  each  year ;  provided,  Provtao. 
that  not  more  than  one  gill  net  or  haulinjr  seine 
shall  be  Dsed  from  any  boat ;  and  further  provided,  ricima. 
that  stake  nets  not  exceeding  twenty-five  fathoms 
in  leuRtb.  and  the  meshes  of  said  nets  not  smaller 
than  three  inches  stretched  measnre  while   heini? 
fished,  may  be  set  approximatelv  parallel  with  the 
shore  in  the  tributaries  of  the  Delaware  river  and 
bay,  for  the  purpose  of  takinc  food  fish  and  white 
and  yellow  perch  from  July  fifteenth  to  April  first 
next  ensuing;  and  further  provided,  that  no  stake  Pronw. 
net  shall  be  set  within  two  hundred  feet  of  any 
other  net.  and  shall  not  be  set  within  two  hundred 
feet  of  any  sluice,  brpaeli  or  iutnke  emptving  into 
the  tributaries  of  the  Delaware  river  and  bav.  Anv  peoiiw. 
person  who  shall  violate  anv  of  the  provisions  of 
this  section  shall,  on  conviction  thereof,  be  subject 
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to  a  fine  of  one  hundred  dollars,  together  with  a 
forfeiture  of  all  nets,  boats  and  appliances  used. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

An  Act  to  validate,  legalize  and  confirm  bonds, 
contracts  and  other  obligations  issued,  author- 
ized, made  or  entered  into,  and  all  proceedings 
leading  up  to  the  issuing,  authorizing  or  making 
the  same,  by  boards  of  chosen  freeholders  of 
counties  of  this  State,  pursuant  to  and  under 
color  of  an  act  entitled  '  'An  act  to  provide  for  the 
permanent  improvement  of  public  roads  in  this 
State, ' '  approved  March  twenty-seventh,  nineteen 
hundred  and  five,  and  "An  act  to  provide  for  the 
permanent  improvement  and  maintenance  of  pub- 
lie  roads  in  this  State  {Revision  of  1912),"  ap- 
proved April  fifteenth,  nineteen  hundred  and 
twelve,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and 
supplementary  thereto. 

Be  rr  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
hly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1,  Whenever  any  contracts  or  other  obligations 
liave  been  authorized,  made  or  entered  into  for  the 
improvement  of  any  public  road  or  section  of  road, 
or  any  bonds  have  been  issued,  or  authorized  to  be 
issued,  for  the  purpose  of  borrowing  the  money  to 
defray  and  meet  the  county's  share  of  the  cost 
and  expense  of  said  improvement  bv  the  board  of 
chosen  freeholders  of  anv  county,  under  the  auth- 
ority of  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  permanent  im- 
provement of  public  roads  in  this  State,"  approved 
March  twenty-seventh,  nineteen  hundred  and  five, 
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and  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  permanent  improve- 
ment and  maintenance  of  public  roads  in  this  State 
(Revision  of  1912),"  approved  April  fifteenth, 
nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  acts  amendatory 
thereof  and  supplementary  thereto,  the  said  con- 
tracts or  other  obligations  and  the  said  bonds,  and 
all  proceedings  leading  up  to  the  making  of  said 
contracts  and  the  issuance  of  said  bonds,  are 
hereby  validated,  legalized  and  confirmed,  notwith- 
standing any  defect,  omission  or  irregularity  in 
the  manner  of  advertising  said  contracts,  or  any 
irregnlarity  in  the  proceedings  in  relation  to  the 
issuance  of  said  bonds,  provided  that  the  contract  ■*•  '•  ^"'^ 
for  such  improvement  has  been  approved  by  the 
State  Commissioner  of  Public  Roads,  and  provided' 
that  said  bonds  shall  not  have  been  sold  below  par, 
and  shall  mature  in  not  exceeding  thirty  years 
from  the  date  thereof  and  bear  interest  at  not  ex-  Jl^  "' 
ceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum. 

Such  bonds  when  delivered  and  paid  for  shall  to'^"  "' 
constitute  valid  and  binding  obligations  of  the 
county  issuing  the  same,  notwithstjinding  the  fact 
that  said  bonds  shall  bear  the  sicmatures  of  officers 
who  were  in  office  at  the  time  of  signing  said  bonds, 
but  shall  have  left  office  before  the  time  of  delivery 
and  pavment  therefor. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  35. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  Pleasantville  as  a  city  and 

lix  ihe  boundaries  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  All  that  portion  of  Atlantic  county  in  the  State  Boand«iM 
of  New  Jersey  formerly  known  as  "The  Borough 
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("f  Pleasaatville,"  bounded  and  desoiibed  as  fol- 
li'ws:  Buginning  at  a  point  in  the  line  between  the 
lands  of  Josepn  B.  Collina  and  the  county  farm 
twuuty-eight  cuarns  eoutheasteriy  from  where  said 
liue  iuter:iect8  tiie  center  line  of  the  Shore  road 
leading  from  8omers  Point  to  Atisecon;  thence  (1) 
north  forty-four  degrees  and  thirty-three  minutes 
west  one  hundred  and  six  chains  and  fifty  links; 
thence  (2)  north  forty-one  degrees  and  ten  minutes 
east  to  tlie  southerly  boundary  line  of  the  city  of 
Absecoa;  thence  ('i)  eastwardiy  along  the  said  line 
the  ticverai  courses  thereof  to  a  pomt  where  the  be- 
ginning corner  oears  south  forty-one  degrees  and 
ten  minutes  west;  thence  (4)  south  forty-one  de- 
grees and  ten  minutes  west  to  the  beginning,  con- 
taining four  square  miles,  be  and  the  same  is  here- 
by constituted  a  city  of  this  State ;  and  the  inhabi- 
tants of  the  State  residing  within  the  limits  afore- 
said be  and  they  are  ordained,  constituted  and  de- 
oared  to  be,  from  time  to  time  forever  hereafter, 
oiil  body  politic  and  corporate,  in  fact  and  in  name, 
by  the  name  of  "Pleasantville,"  and  to  be  governed 
by  the  general  laws  oi  the  iState  of  Hew  Jersey  ap- 
plicable thereto. 

2.  This  act  shall  not  operate  to  affect  the  incor- 
poration of  the  inhabitants  of  the  above-described 
territory  as  a  city  of  this  State  until  it  shall  have 
been  accepted  by  a  vote  of  a  majonty  of  the  legal 
loter?  of  said  described  territory  voting  thereon 
at  a  e\  ecial  election  to  be  held  within  the  territory 
within  thirty  days  from  the  approval  of  this  act, 
at  which  special  election  shaU  be  submitted  the 
question  of  the  approval  or  disapproval  of  this  act ; 
such  special  election  shall  be  held  between  the  hours 
of  six  o'clock  A.  M.  and  seven  o'clock  P.  M.  on  a 
day  to  be  fixed  by  the  borough  clerk  of  Pleasant- 
ville in  the  county  of  Atlantic.  The  clerk  of  said 
borough  of  Pleasantville  shall  cause  public  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  or  places  of  holding  of  the 
said  election,  to  be  given  oy  advertisement  signed 
by  himself,  set  up  in  at  least  five  public  places  with- 
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in  said  described  territory  and  published  in  at  least 
one  newspaper  circulating  therein,  at  least  ten  days 
prior  to  such  election  and  the  said  clerk  shall  pro- 
vide for  the  electors  voting  at  suoh  election,  ballots, 
to  be  printed  or  written  or  partially  printed  and 
partially  written,  upon  which  ballots  shall  be  the 
proposition  with  instructious  to  voters  in  the  fol- 
lowing form  or  substantially  so : 

If  you  favor  the  proposition  printed  below,  make  , 
an  X  mark  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and  opposite 
the  word  "Yes";  if  yon  are  opposed  thereto  make 
an  X  mark  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and  opposite 
the  word  "No." 


Shall  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
incorporate  Pleasantville  as  a  city 
and  fix  the  boundaries  thereof"  be 
adopted! 


If  the  voter  makes  an  X  mark  in  blajk  ink  or     ^^^ 
black  pencil  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and  oppo- 
site the  word  "Yes,"  it  may  be  counted  as  a  vote 
in  favor  of  such  proposition. 

If  the  voter  shall  mark  an  X  mark  in  biack  ink 
or  black  pencil  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and  oppo- 
site the  word  "No,"  it  may  be  counted  as  a  vote 
against  such  proposition,  and  in  case  no  mark  shall 
be  made  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and  opposite 
either  the  word  "Yes"  or  "No"  it  shall  not  be 
counted  as  a  vote  either  for  or  against  such  propo- 
sition. 

The  public  notice  directed  in  this  act  to  be  given  ^^^^  ^^^ 
by  the  borough  clerk  must  be  given  by  said  clerk  »i"»«  "o""!* 
within  fifteen  days  after  the  approval  of  this  act 
and  upon  his  failure  so  to  do,  tiien  any  three  resi- 
dent taxpayers  within  the  above-described  territory 
may  cause  such  notice  to  be  given,  and  such  election 
shall  be  held  in  accordance  with  such  notice  at  the 
time  and  place  or  places  so  appointed  and  be  con- 
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-dncted  by  the  present  board  of  registry  and  elec- 
tions in  said  borough  of  Pieasantviue. 

The  registry  of  voters  used  at  the  last  general 
election  shall  be  used  at  this  election  and  said  board 
of  registry  and  elections  shall  meet  one  week  next 
preceding  the  said  election  at  a  place  where  the 
same  is  to  be  held,  from  oneo'clock  P.  M.  to  nine 
o'clock  P.  M.  for  the  purpose  of  revising  and  cor- 
recting the  registry  lists  in  the  manner  provided 
under  the  general  election  laws.

1.  In  all  counties  of  the  Iirst  class  in  this  State, 
now  or  iiereaiter  having  pouce  ooicers  ior  tlie  uu- 
X>ervision  and  reguiaiiun  ol'  traiiic  upon  county  RMircm>>nt 
roaas  tuerein,  any  member  of  such  pouce  lorce  ™  ^"  ""■ 
tiiereof  wuo  snau  have  nonorably  served  on  sucA 

force,  providing  ne  snail  be  louud  pliysicaliy  unat 
for  turuier  services  tuereou,  lor  a  period  ot  twenty 
{'A))  years,  and  sliall  have  attainea  the  age  of  sixty 
{t>0)  years,  may  be  retired  by  the  board  or  body 
having  charge  and  control  of  such  force  upon  one- 
half  pay,  or  upon  his  application  shall  be  retired 
upon  one-half  pay.

pensioa  shall  be  paid  to  the  widow  so  long  as  she 
remains  luimarried,  and  in  case  of  such  member  of 
said  police  force  shall  leave  children  and  no  widow, 
then  such  pension  shall  be  paid  to  such  of  said  chil- 
dren who  have  not  attained  the  age  of  sixteen  years 
in  equal  shares, 

5.  A  fund  shall  be  created  in  the  following  man- 
ner for  the  purpose  of  paying  such  pensions,  to 
wit:  There  shall  be  deducted  from  every  payment 
of  salary  to  each  member  of  such  police  force  one 
per  centum  of  the  amount  thereof;  there  shall  also 
be  added  to  such  fund  the  following  moneys:  all 
fines  Imposed  upon  any  member  of  such  police 
force,  and  all  moneys  given  or  donated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  such  fund.  In  case,  at  any  time,  there  shaU 
not  be  sufficient  money  in  such  pension  fund  created 
as  provided  in  this  act  to  pay  such  pensions,  the 
board  of  chosen  freeholders  of  said  county  shall  in- 
clude in  any  tax  levy  a  sum  suflScient  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  said  fund,  and  such  sum  shall  be 
raised  by  tax  levy  no  longer  than  is  necessary  to 
meet  the  requirements  of  such  pension  fund;  when- 
ever such  pension  fund  shall  exceed  an  amount 
which  the  board  of  chosen  freeholders  of  soch 
county  shall  by  resolution  from  time  to  time  deter- 
mine to  be  adequate  for  such  pension  fund,  no 
moneys,  except  the  one  per  centum  specified  in  this 
act,  such  fines,  and  moneys  given  or  donated  as 
herein  mentioned,  shall  be  paid  into  such  fund,  un- 
less and  until  the  amount  of  such  fund  shall  fall  be- 
low the  amount  thus  determined  to  be  adequate.

in  writing  of  the  names  and  places  of  residence 
or  business  of  and  indebtedness  to  each  and  all  of 
such  creditors  and  unless  the  purchaser  shall,  at 
least  ten  days  before  the  consummation  of    the 
sale,  £^ve  personal  notice  of  said  proposed  sale  to 
each  of  the  creditors  of  the  seller  as  appearing 
on  said  list,  or  nse  reasonable  diligence  to  cause 
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personal  notice  to  be  given  to  them,  or  shall  de- 
posit in  the  mail  a  registered  letter  of  notice, 
postage  prepaid,  addressed  to  each  of  the  seller's 
said  creditors  at  his  post-oflSce  address,  according 
to  the  written  information  furnished;  and  snch 
notice  shall  announce  the  time  and  place  when  and 
where  the  transfer  is.  to  be  made  and  when  and 
where  the  consideration  is  to  be  paid;  provided, 
however,  that  no  proceedings  at  law  or  equity 
shall  be  brought  against  the  purchaser  to  invalid- 
ate any  such  voidable  sale  after  thn  expiration  of 
ninety  days  from  the  consummation  thereof.

dollars  per  annum,  to  be  paid  by  the  Treasurer  of 
this  State  on  the  warrant  or  warrwits  of  the  Comp- 
troller.

not  more  than  one  hundred  tons  net  tonnage,  and 
two  hundred  dollars  for  each  steam  vessel  of  over 
one  hundred  tons  net  tonnage,  said  net  tonnage  to 
be  determined  by  custom  house  measurement ;  and 
twenty-five  dollars  for  each  sailing  vessel  with 
tenders  to  be  so  employed  in  the  taking  of  men-  u»hiid<iii

by  such  discharged  patient  or  the  legal  representa- 
tives of  such  deceased  patient,  for  a  period  of  one 
year  after  the  discharge  or  death  of  such  patient, 
be  sold  at  public  auction  in  such  manner  and  after 
such  notice  or  advertisement  of  such  sale,  as  the 
board  of  chosen  freeholders,  or  the  proper  com- 
mittee thereof,  shall  prescribe,  and  the  proceeds  of  i 
such  sale  shall  be  paid  to  the  county  collector  of 
such  county  for  the  benefit  of  the  hospital  account.

building  or  rebuilding  such  bridge  or  bridges  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  board  of

without  administration  and  free  from  the  lien  of 
all  debts  of  such  intestate  except  the  funeral 
expenses. 

The  act  entitled  "A  supplement  to  an  act  en- 
titled 'An  act  respecting  the  Orphans'  Court,  and 
relating  to  the  powers  and  duties  of  the  ordinary 
and  the  Orphans'  Court  and  surrogate  (Revision 
1898),*  approved  May  twenty-fifth,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  five,"  be  and  the  same  is  re- 
pealed hereby.

CHAPTER  48. 

An  Act  providing  for  a  chief  clerk  and  a  secretary 
to  the  board  of  tax  commissioners,  or  board  of 
assessment  and  revision  of  taxes  in  cities  of  the 
first  class. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  In  cities  of  the  first  class,  the  board  of  tax 
'  commissioners,  or  the  board  of  assessment  and 

revision  of  taxes,  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint 
a  chief  clerk  and  a  secretary  at  salaries  to  be  fixed 
by  the  board  or  body  having  control  of  the  finances 
of  such  city. 

2,  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  49,  LAWS,  SESSION  OF  1914. 


CHAPTER  49. 

An  Act  to  define,  regulate  and  control  the  business 
of  the  making  of  loans  or  advancements  of  money 
in  sums  of  three  hundred  (300)  dollars  or  less  in 
amount,  and  to  regulate  the  assignment  of  wages 
when  given  as  security  for  any  such  loan  or  ad- 
vancement. 

Be  it  ekacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Every  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  {;^^J 
engaged  or  seeking  to  engage,  in  this  State,  in  the 
business  of  loaning  money  in  sums  of  three  hun- 
dred dollars  or  less  amounts  shall  procure  a  license 
to  conduct  such  business  from  the  Commissioner  nf 
Banking  and  Insurance.  When  an  application  for  a  uto 
loan,  or  for  an  endorsement  or  guarantee,  or  for 
the  purchase  of  a  note,  is  made  by  any  person  with- 
in this  State,  and  the  money  is  advanced,  or  the 
endorsement  or  guarantee  is  made  or  furnished,  or 
the  note  purchased  by  any  person  situated  without 
this  State,  the  transaction  shall  he  deemed  a  loan 
made  within  this  State,  and  such  loan,  and  the  par- 
ties making  it,  shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act.    The  buying  or  endorsing  of  notes,  or  the  &■  u> 
furnishing  of  guarantee  or  security  for  compensa- 
tion, shall  be  considered  to  be  engaging  in  the  bus- 
iness of  making  small  loans,  within  the  provisions 
of  this  act.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  asso- 
ciation directly  or  indirectly  engaged,  or  seeking 
to  engage,  in  the  business  of  negotiating,  arrang- 
ing, or  aiding  the  borrower  or  lender  in  procuring  who 
or  making  loans  of  three  hundred  dollars  or  less,  '*  " 
whether  such  loans  are  actually  made  by  such  per- 
sons or  by  other  parties,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  en- 
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gaged  in  the  business  of  making  small  loans,  and 
shall  be  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

2.  Any  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association 
applying  for  the  same  under  oath  and  in  the  form 
prescribed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Banking  and 
Insurance  and  paying  the  sum  of  fifty  (50)  dollars, 
may,  in  the  discretion  of  the  Commissioner  of  Bank- 
ing and  Insurance,  except  as  hereinafter  provided, 
obtain  a  license  for  carrying  on  the  said  business. 
The  said  license  shall  be  issued  by  the  Commission- 
er of  Banking  and  Insurance  and  shall  expire  the 
first  day  of  March  nest  following  the  date  of  its  is- 
suance, but  no  abatement  of  said  charge  shall  be 
made  if  licenses  are  issued  for  less  than  one  year. 
Every  such  license  shall  be  renewed  annually  on 
the  first  day  of  March  in  each  year.  No  license  shall 
be  granted  to  any  corporation  unless  and  until  such 
corporation  shall,  in  writing  and  in  due  form,  to 
he  first  approved  by  and  filed  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Banking  and  Insurance,  appoint  an  agent,  resi- 
dent in  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  upon  whom  all 
judicial  and  other  process  or  legal  notice  directed 
to  such  corporation  may  be  served,  and  in  the  case 
of  the  death,  removal  from  the  State,  or  any  legal 
disability  or  disqualification  of  any  such  agent,  ser- 
vice of  such  process  or  notice  may  be  made  upon 
the  Commissioner  of  Banking  and  Insurance.  The 
said  commissioner  shall  have  the  power  to  reject 
any  application  for  license  if  he  is  satisfied  tbat 
the  character  and  general  fitness  of  the  applicant 
or  applicants  is  not  such  as  to  command  the 
confidence  of  the  community  and  to  warrant 
the  conclusion  that  the  business  will  be  honestly 
transacted  in  accordance  with  the  intent  and 
purpose  of  this  act.  The  said  commissioner 
may  revoke  any  license  if  the  licensee  shall  vio- 
late any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  or  fail 
to  comply  with  any  rule  or  regulation  made  by  said 
Commissioner  under  authority  of  section  nine  (9) 
hereof.  Whenever  for  any  cause  such  license  is  r«- 
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voked,  said  commissioner  shall  not  issue  another  to 
said  Uoensee  until  the  expiration  of  at  least  one 
year  from  the  date  of  revocation  of  such  license 
and  not  at  all  if  such  licensee  shall  have  been  con- 
victed of  a  violation  of  this  act  under  the  provi- 
sions of  section  six  (6)  thereof.  In  addition  to  said] 
license  fee  said  licensee  shall  pay  for  the  examina- 
tion by  said  Commissioner  of  Banking  and  Insur- 
ance as  hereinafter  provided.  Every  such  applicant 
shall  execute  and  file  a  bond  to  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  in  the  penal  sum  of  five  thousand  (5,000)  ; 
dollars,  with  the  Commissioner  of  Banking  and  In- 
surance, to  be  approved  by  him,  for  the  faithful 
observance  of  all  laws  relating  to  such  business. 
Said  bond  shall  be  executed  by  a  surety  company 
authorized  by  the  laws  of  New  Jersey  to  transact 
business  within  the  State,  and  such  bond  shall  be 
renewed  and  refiled  annually  not  later  than  the 
first  day  of  March  in  each  year. 

3.  The  license  shall  state  fully  the  name  or  names  \ 
of  the  person  or  corporation  and  of  every  member 
of  the  firm  or  association  authorized  to  do  business 
thereunder,  and  the  location  of  the  oflBce  or  place 
of  business  in  which  the  business  is  to  be  con- 
ducted ;  and  in  the  case  of  a  corporation  shall  also 
state  the  date  and  place  of  its  incorporation,  the 
names  of  its  directors  for  the  period  for  which  the 
license  is  issued,  and  the  name  and  address  of  the 
agent  as  provided  in  section  two  (2)  of  this  act. 
Such  license  shall  be  kept  posted  in  a  conspicuous  ^ 
place  in  the  office  where  the  business  is  transacted,  t 
No  person,  firm,  corporation  or  association  so  li- 
censed shall  transact  or  solicit  business  under  any 
other  name  or  at  any  other  oSice  or  place  of  busi- 
ness than  that  named  in  the  license.  Not  more  than 
one  office  or  place  of  business  shall  be  maintained 
under  the  same  license,  and  no  loans  or  advance- 
ments shall  be  made  at  any  other  place  than  that 
designated  in  the  license.  But  in  case  of  a  removal,  '' 
the  Commissioner  of  Banking  and  Insurance  may, 
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on  applicatioD,  indorse  thereon  a  transfer  to  the 
new  place  of  business,  with  the  date  of  transfer  and 
from  the  time  of  snch  endorsement  the  new  place 
so  designated  shall  be  deemed  the  place  designated 
in  the  license. 
*"°°'n'V**'  *•  "^^^  Commissioner  of  Banking  and  Insurance 
baakins  it-  ghall  either  personally,  or  by  such  person  or  per- 
pirtmeot.  ^^^^  ^^  -^^  ^^^  appolut  for  the  purpose,  at  least 
once  a  year,  and  oftener,  if  he  deems  it  advisable, 
investigate  the  business  and  affairs  of  every  such 
licensee,  and  for  that  purpose  shall  have  free  access 
to 'the  vaults,  books  and  papers  thereof  ,and  other 
sources  of  information  with  regard  to  the  business 
of  such  licensee,  and  shall  ascertain  the  condition 
of  the  bnsiness  and  whether  it  has  been  transacted 
in  accordance  with  law  and  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Banking  and  Insurance  pursuant  to  section  nine 
(9)  of  this  act.  Said  commissioner  and  every  exam-

commissioner  in  accordance  with  a  blank  form  to 
be  furnished  by  him. 
^"™l  ^*  -^'^  ^^^^  licensee  shall  charge"  or  receive  of  the 

borrower  or  borrowers,  or  any  other  person  on  his, 
her  or  their  behalf,  a  greater  rate  of  interest  than 
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three  per  centum  per  month.  Such  interest  shall 
not  be  payable  in  advance  and  Bball  be  computed 
on  unpaid  balances.  No  charges,  bonus,  fees,  ex-  no  t»n,  ■ 
pense  or  demands  of  any  nature  whatsoever  other 
than  interest  as  above  provided  shall  be  made  upon 
Buch  loans  or  advancements  except  upon  the  actual 
foreclosure  of  the  security  or  upon  the  entry  of  judg- 
ment. Every  such  licensee  shall  furnish  the  borrower  fu"nt.™td 
at  the  time  the  loan  is  made  a  statement  in  the  Eng-  •«"™*"- 
lish  language  showing  in  clear  and  distinct  terms 
the  amount  of  the  loan,  and  the  date  when  loaned 
and  when  due,  the  person  to  whom  the  loan  is 
made,  the  name  of  the  lender,  and  the  amount  and 
rate  of  interest  charged.  On  the  back  of  such  state- 
ment there  shall  be  printed  in  English  a  copy  of 
section  five  of  this  act.  The  lender  shall  give  to  the  «""""■ 
borrower  a  plain  and  complete  receitp  for  all  pay- 
ments made  on  account  of  the  loan  at  the  time  such  M«imum 
payments   are   made.    No   loan   or   advancement  '"»■■ 
greater  than  three  hundred  (300)  dollars  shall  be 
made  to  any  person  nor  shall  any  one  person  owe 
such  licensee  more  than  three  hundred  (300)  dol- 
lars at  any  time. 

6.  The  violation  of  any  provision  of  this  act  shall  p«a»itr. 
be  a  misdemeanor,  and  if  such  violation  be  by  a 
corporation,  then  such  violation  shall  he  a  misde- 
meanor on  the  part  of  any  person  pai  ticipating 
therein  as  a  representative  or  agent  of  said  cor- 
poration. Every  loan  in  connection  with  which  such 
violation  shall  have  occurred  shall  be  absolutely 

null  and  void,  and  theborrowershallbeentitledto 
recover  from  the  lender  any  or  all  sums  paid  or  re- 
turned on  account  of  or  in  connection  with  such 
loan. 

7.  No  assignment  of  or  order  for  wages  earned  ^^^'^^ 
or  to  be  earned  in  the  future  to  secure  a  loan  or 
advancement  of  three  hundred    (300)    dollars  or 

less  shall  he  valid  against  the  employer  of  the  per- 
son making  such  assignment  or  order  unless  such 
assignment  or  order  is  accepted  in  writing  by  said 
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employer.  No  such  assignment  or  order  shall  be 
valid  when  made  by  a  married  man,  unless  the 
written  consent  of  hia  wife  to  the  making  thereof  is 
attached  thereto;  provided,  that  where  a  married 
man  Is  living  separate  and  apart  from  his  wife  for 
a  period  of  five  months  prior  to  the  making  of  said 
assignment  or  order  then  said  consent  shall  not  be 
required. 

8.  This  act  shall  not  be  held  to  apply  to  regularly 
licensed  pawnbrokers  nor  to  providence  loan  asso- 
ciations authorized  to  do  business  by  chapter  nine- 
ty-six of  the  laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  four, 
nor  to  persons  doing  business  under  chapter  three 
hundred  and  sixty-eight  of  the  laws  of  eighteen 
bimdred  and  ninety-five,  nor  shall  it  apply  to 
banks,  bankers,  trust  companies,  savings  banks, 
building  and  loan  associations  or  insurance  com- 
panies, nor  to  any  transaction  with  hanks,  bankers, 
trust  companies,  savings  banks,  building  and  loan 
associations  or  insurance  companies,  nor  to  any 
loan  made  upon  real  estate  security. 

9.  The  enforcement  of  this  act  shall  be  intrusted 
to  the  Commissioner  of  Banking  and  Insurance, 
and  he  is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to 
make  rules  and  regulations  necessary  in  his  judg- 
ment for  the  conduct  of  such  business  and  the  en- 
forcement of  this  act  in  addition  hereto  and  not  in- 
consistent herewith. 

10.  Chapter  two  hundred  and  sixty-nine  of  the 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  ten  entitled  "An  act 
to  regulate  and  control  the  business  of  the  making 
of  loans  on  personal  property,  chattel  mortgages 
or  assignment  of  salary  or  wages,"  as  amended 
by  chapter  three  hundred  and  ninety-four  of  the 
laws  of  nineteen  hundred  and  twelve,  and  all  acts 
and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  herewith  are  hereby 
repealed. 

11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  thirty  days  after  its 
passage.

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CHAPTER  50. 

An  Act  relating  to  the  tenure  of  oflSce  of  inspector 
of  buildings  in  cities  of  second  class. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  inspectors  of  buildings  appointed  or  '. 
elected  by  municipal  boards  in  cities  of  second  class  ] 
in  this  State  shall  hold  office  daring  good  behavior 
and  shall  not  be  removed,  discharged  or  reduced  in 
pay  or  position  except  for  ineflBcieney,  incapacity, 
conduct  unbecoming  an  employee  or  other  just 
cause,  and  until  the  said  officials  shall  have  been 
furnished  with  a  written  statement  of  the  reasons 
for  such  removal,  discharge  or  reduction  and  shall 
have  been  given  a  reasonable  time  to  make  written 
answer  th'ereto.  Nor  shall  such  removal,  discharge  ; 
or  reduction  be  made  until  the  charge  or  charges 
shall  have  been  examined  into  and  found  true  in 
fact  by  the  board  of  officials  appointing  the  said  in- 
spector at  a  hearing,  upon  reasonablA  notice  to  per- 
son charged,  at  which  time  he  may  be  represented 
by  counsel  and  offer  testimony  of  witnesses  or 
other  evidence  in  bis  behalf. 

2.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  either  general  or  i 
special,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  the  fore- 
going are  hereby  repealed. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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OHAPTEE  51. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  &ot  entitled  "An  act  regalating 
the  employment,  tenure  and  discharge  of  certain 
officers  and  employees  of  this  State,  and  of  the 
various  counties  and  municipalities  thereof,  and 
providing  for  a  Civil  Service  Commission  and 
defining  its  powers  and  duties,"  approved  April 
tenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eight. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assent' 
bly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  From  and  after  the  passage  and  approval  of 
this  act,  section  eleven  of  the  act  referred  to  in  the 
title  of  this  act  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

H.  The  civil  service  of  this  State  of  New  Jersey 
and  the  municipalities  thereof  when  and  as  they 
may  adopt  the  provisions  of  this  act,  in  the  manner 
hereinafter  provided,  shall  be  divided  into  the  un- 
classified service  and  the  classified  pirviee.  The  un- 
classified service  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  of  the 
provisions  of  this  act  and  shall  include  the  following 
classes : 

All  officers  elected  by  popular  vote; 

All  ofiicers  appointed  by  the  Governor,  with  or 
without  the  advice  and  consent  of  either  or  both 
branches  of  the  Legislature; 

All  officers  and  employees  appointed  by  either 
or  both  branches  of  the  Legislature; 

All  election  officers; 

All  assistant  prosecutors  of  the  pleas  of  the  coun- 
ties in  this  State; 

All  heads  of  departments  of  the  State  govern- 
ment, and  members  of  commissions  and  hoards 
thereof,  and  all  appointments  of  the  mayors  of  the 
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manicipalities ;  and  also  all  heads  of  departments, 
the  members  of  commissions  and  boards  elected  by 
the  boards  of  aldermen,  common  council  or  other 
governing  body  of  the  mimieipalities  that  may  adopt 
the  provisions  of  this  actj 

All  law  oflScers  of  any  municipality  that  may 
adopt  the  provisions  of  this  act; 

All  officers,  non-conamiasioned  officers,  enlisted 
men  and  other  persons  employed  in  the  niilitary  or 
naval  service  of  the  State ; 

All  superintendents  of,  teachers  and  instructors 
in  the  public  schools  and  State  institutions,  county 
superintendents  and  members  of  all  boards  of  edu- 
cation; all  police  magistrates  appointed  by  the 
mayor  or  other  head  officer  of  any  municipality 
that  may  adopt  the  provisions  of  thif^  act. 

The  classified  service  shall  include  all  persons  in  i 
the  paid  service  of  the  State  or  the  municipalities  """"■ 
thereof  that  may  adopt  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
not  included  in  the  unclassified  service. 

2.  From  and  after  the  passage  and  approval  of  ^",^* 
this  act,  section  thirteen  of  the  act  referred  to  in 
the  title  of  this  act  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

13.  The  following  positions  shftU  be  included  in  Exempt 
the  exempt  class:  po^'in^Di 

(1)  The  deputy  or  first  assistant  of  principal  witdl"* 
executive  officers  authorized  by  law  to  act  generally  »™"'*"*" 
for  and  in  the  place  of  his  principal ; 

(2)  The  legul  assistants  of  the  law  department  of 
the  State  and  of  the  manicipalities  adopting  the 
provisions  of  this  act  except  as  herein  otherwise 
provided ; 

(3)  One  secretary  or  clerk  of  each  department, 
appointed  board  or  commission  authorized  by  law 
to  appoint  a  secretary  or  clerk ; 

(4)  One  private  secretary  or  clerk  or  stenogra- 
pher of  each  judge  or  each  principal  executive 
officer: 
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(5)  All  officials  of  State  and  county  institutions 
who  must  of  necessity  be  physicians ; 

(6)  In  addition  to  the  above  there  may  be  included 
in  the  exempt  class  all  other  officers  or  positions, 
except  laborers,  for  the  filling  of  which  competitive 
or  non-competitive  examinations  shall  be  found 
by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  to  be  impractica- 
ble. But  no  office  or  position  shall  be  deemed  to  be 
in  the  exempt  class  unless  it  is  specially  named  in 
such  class  in  the  rules,  and  the  reasons  for  each 
sucli  exemption  shall  be  stated  separately  in  the 
annual  reports  of  the  said  commission.  Not  more 
than  one  appointment  shall  be  made  to  or  under 
the  title  of  any  such  office  or  position  unless  a  dif- 
ferent number  is  specifically  mentioned  in  the  rules. 
After  six  months  from  the  date  of  the  approval  of 
this  act,  or  forty-five  days  after  tl.e  date  of  its 
adoption  by  any  municipality  of  this  State,  no  office 
or  position  shall  bo  classified  by  the  commission  in 
the  exempt  class  except  after  public  hearing  by  the 
commission  or  any  member  thereof.  Suitable  pnbhc 
notice  of  such  hearing  shall  be  given  by  said  com- 
mission. At  any  such  hearing  any  citizen  of  this 
State  shall  have  the  right  to  be  heard,  either  in  per- 
son or  by  counsel,  either  in  opposition  to  or  in  favor 
of  the  proposed  exemption.  Appointments  in  the 
exempt  class  may  be  made  without  examination. 

3.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  these  amendments  of  said  act  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall 
take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  52. 

An  Act  to  validate  and  coufirm  certificates  of  io- 
debtedness  issued  in  any  borough  by  the  mayor 
parsnant  to  resolution  of  the  governing  body  for 
the  improvement  or  betterment  of  the  water- 
works, or  for  the  building  or  repairing  of  drains 
or  storm  sewers  and  for  retiring  saoh  certificates 
and  issuing  bonds  to  be  applied  to  the  liquidation 
of  such  certificates. 

Be  rr  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

Whenever,  heretofore  any  resolution  has  been 
passed  by  the  common  council,  board  of  comnais-  i 
sioners  or  other  governing  body  of  any  borough 
for  the  issuance  of  certificates  of  indebtedness  to 
defray  the  expense  of  improvements  or  betterments 
to  the  waterworks,  water  plant  or  water  system,  or 
for  the  building  or  repairing  of  drains  or  storm 
sewers  of  said  borough,  and  said  certificates  have 
been  signed  by  the  mayor  of  such  borough  and  at- 
tested by  the  clerk  and  sealed  with  the  seal  of  such 
borough,  and  provided  that  the  total  amount  of 
such  certificates  does  not  exceed  twenty-five  thou- 
sand dollars ; 

Said  certificates  are  hereby  validated,  ratified 
and  confirmed,  and  any  such  borough  having  issued  ] 
any  such  certificates  as  aforesaid  is  hereby  author-  ' 
ized  to  issue  bonds  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  twenty- 
five  thousand  dollars,  upon  such  terms  and  condi-

CHAPTEB  53. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  providing 
for  the  establishment,  maintenance,  regulation 
and  control  of  fire  departments  in  villages,"  ap- 
proved April  third,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  thirteen. 

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  GeTieral  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Where  any  board  of  trustees  or  other  govern- 
ing board  or  body  in  any  village  of  this  State  has 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  ant  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement  established  a  fire  department,  it 
^hall  be  lawful  for  the  said  board  of  trustees  or 
other  governing  board  or  body  of  puch  village  to 
raise  the  money  necessary  for  providing  and  equip- 
ping fire  engines  and  other  fire  apparatus,  and  en* 
gine  houses  and  other  places  for  keeping  and  pre- 
serving such  engines  and  apparatus,  and  for  in- 
stalling a  fire-alarm  system,  to  issue  bonds  of  said 
village  in  lieu  of  raising  tbe  money  necessary  for 
the  above-mentioned  purposes  by  annual  taxation; 
that  said  bonds  shall  run  for  a  period  not  exceed- 
ing thirty  years,  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not 
exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum,  and  shall  be 
sold  for  not  less  than  the  face  value  thereof  and  ■ 
accrued  interest;  that  said  bonds  may  be  either 
registered  or  coupon  bonds  at  the  option  of  said 
board  of  trustees  or  other  governing  board  or  body 
of  such  village,  and  may  be  sold  at  either  public  or 
private  sale. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  54. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  tbe  borough  of  West  Pater- 
soD,  in  the  coonty  of  Passaic. 

Bb  it  enacted  fcy  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  inhabitants  of  that  portion  of  the  township 
of  Little  Falls,  in  the  county  of  Passaic,  contained 
■within  the  limits  hereinafter  set  forth,  are  hereby 
constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  in  fact  and  in  law,  by  tbe  name  of  tbe 
Borough  of  West  Paterson,  and  shall  be  governed 
by  the  general  laws  of  the  State  relating  to  bor- 
oughs. 

2.  The  territorial  limits  of  the  said  borough  shall 
be  as  follows : 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  tbe  southwesterly  line  of 
the  city  of  Paterson,  where  the  same  is  intersected 
by  the  dividing  line  of  the  borough  of  Totowa,  and 
the  township  of  Little  Falls,  and  running  thence 

(1)  southwesterly  along  the  said  dividing  line  be- 
tween the  borough  of  Totowa  and  the  township  of 
Little  Falls,  its  various  courses,  to  the  most  north- 
easterly line  of  the  right  of  way  of  the  pipe  line  of 
the  city  of  Newark,  which  extends  from  the  intake 
at  Charlotteburg  to  the  said  city  of  Newark ;  thence 

(2)  southeasterly  along  the  same  to  the  northwest- 
erly line  of  lands  of  William  Fulboem;  thence  (3) 
southwesterly  along  the  same  to  the  southwesterly 
line  of  lands  of  said  William  Fulboam;  thence  (4) 
southeasterly  along  the  same  and  the  southwesterly 
line  of  lands  now  or  formerly  of  the  estate  of  George 
Jackson  to  the  center  of  the  public  road  leading 
frm  the  Notch  road  to  Jackson  avenue;  thence  {5) 
southerly  along  the  same  to  the  center  of  the  Notch 
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road;  thence  (6)  easterly- along  the  same  and  its 
various  courses  to  the  dividing  line  between  the 
toAvnship  of  Little  Falls  and  the  township  of  Ac- 
quacknonk;  thence  (7)  northeasterly  along  the 
same  and  the  dividing  line  between  the  township  of 
Little  Falls  and  the  city  of  Paterson,  to  the  south- 
westerly line  of  the  city  of  Paterson,  and  thence 
(8)  northwesterly  along  the  said  southwesterly  line 
of  the  city  of  Paterson  to  the  place  of  beginning. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  imn\ediately;  pro- 
vided, it  shall  not  operate  to  affect  the  incorpora- 
tion of  the  inhabitants  of  the  above-described  terri- 
.  tory  as  a  borough  of  this  State  until  it  shall  have 
been  accepted  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  legal 
voters  of  the  said  described  territory  voting  there- 
on at  a  special  election  to  be  held  within  the  said 
territory  within  forty  days  {40)  from  the  approval 
of  this  act,  at  which  special  election  shall  be  sub- 
mitted the  question  of  the  aproval  or  disapproval 
of  this  act;  such  special  election  shall  be  held  be- 
tween the  hours  of  one  P.  M.  and  nine  P.  M.  on  a 
day  to  be  fixed  by  the  township  clerk  of  the  town- 
ship of  Little  Falls,  in  the  county  of  Passaic,  at 
the  present  polling  booth  of  the  second  election  dis- 
trict of  the  township  of  Little  PaUs,  in  Passaic 
county. 

The  clerk  of  the  said  township  shall  cause  public 
notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said  election 
to  be  given  by  advertisement  signed  by  himself  and 
set  up  in  at  least  ten  public  places  within  the  said 
described  territory,  and  published  once  in  one  news- 
paper circulating  therein  at  least  ten  days  prior  to 
such  election.  The  said  public  notice  must  be  given 
by  said  township  clerk  within  eighteen  days  (18) 
after  the  approval  of  this  act,  and  upon  his  failure 
so  to  do,  then  any'three  resident  taxpayers  within 
the  above  described  territory  may  cause  such  notice 
to  be  given,  and  such  election  shall  be  held  in  ac- 
cordance with  such  notice.  Such  election  shall  be 
held  at  the  time  and  place  so  appointed,  and  be  con- 
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ducted  by  the  present  board  of  registry  and  election 
for  the  second  election  district  of  the  township  of 
Little  Falls,  in  Passaic  county. 

4.  There  shall  be  provided  for  said  election  by  b»iiou. 
the  clerk  of  the  township  of  Little  Falls  a  sufficient 
number  of  ballots,  which  shall  have  printed  on  them 

the  title  of  this  act,  and  in  a  margin  preceding  said 
title  the  word  "For"  and  "Against";  and  the 
voter  shall  indicate  his  approval  or  disapproval  of 
this  act  by  marking  off  or  defacing  one  or  the  other 
of  said  words.  The  register  of  voters  entitled  to  Re,i,«r, 
vote  at  said  election  shall  be  the  register  used  in  the 
second  election  district  of  the  township  of  Little 
Falls,  in  Passaic  county,  at  the  last  general  election, 
and  such  other  persons  residing  within  the  said 
territory  who  by  law  would  be  entitled  to  vote  at  a 
general  election  of  this  State.  The  said  board  of 
registry  and  election  conducting  the  said  special 
election  shall  conduct  the  same  in  accordance  with 
the  provisions  of  the  law  regulating  elections  in 
this  State. 

Ten  (10)  days  before  election  the  said  board  of  c.nY»» 
registry  and  election  shall  canvass  through  the  bor-  ""'•'* 
OBgh  district  and  make  a  list  of  all  the  legal  voters 
residing  in  the  said  borough  district. 

5.  The  clerk  of  the  township  shall  provide  sam-  sunpu 
pie  ballots  for  the  board  of  registry  and  election. 

The  said  board  of  registry  and  election  shall  mail  a 
sample  ballot,  five  days  prior  to  election  to  every 
legal  voter  of  the  borough  district.  The  county  com-  chaiittm 
mitteemen  residing  within  the  proposed  borough 
shall  act  as  challengers  at  the  special  election, 

6.  The  result  of  said  election  shall  be  certified 
by  the  officers  who  conducted  the  election  to  the 
township  committee  of  the  township  of  Little  Falls,  bmuh 
in  Passaic  county,  who  shall  thereupon  file  a  state-  °" 
ment  of  the  same  with  the  clerk  of  the  county  of 
Passaic.

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CHAPTER  55. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  creating 
the  'Fort  Nonsense  Park  Commission,'  defining 
its  powers  and  duties  and  appropriatine  funds 
for  the  purposes  of  the  same,"  approved  April 
second,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey : 

1.  Said  commission  shall  have  also  full  power 
and  authority  to  acquire,  receive  and  take  by  gift, 
bequest  or  devise,  in  trust  or  otherwise,  real  and 
persona!  property,  and  to  have  and  to  hold  and 
use  the  same  under  the  terms  and  prf^visions  of  any 
such  gift,  bequest  or  devise  for  the  benefit  and  pur- 
poses of  the  State  park  provided  for  in  the  act  to 
which  this  act  is  a  supplement.  If  any  such  gift, 
bequest  or  devise  is  made  In  trust,  or  upon  condi- 
tion, then  said  commission  shall  use  the  same  only 
for  the  purposes  and  in  the  manner  mentioned  and 
required  in  said  trust  or  condition;  provided,  how- 
ever, said  commission  accepts  such  jrrft,  bequest  or 
devise. 

2.  The  said  commission  is  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  expend  any  and  all  sums  of  money 
which  may  come  to  its  hands  from  time  to  time, 
either  by  appropriation  or  by  gift,  bequest  or  de- 
vise, for  any  of  the  purposes  of  the  act  to  which 
this  act  is  a  supplement,  in  such  manner  and  at  such 
times  as  to  said  commission  shall  seem  for  the  best 
interests  of  said  State  park;  subject  always  to  thp 
trusts,  restrictions  and  conditions,  if  any,  contained 
in  such  appropriations,  pifts,  bequests  or  devises. 

3.  This  art  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
Approved  March  25, 1914. 
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CHAPTER  56. 

An  Act  conceromg  the  collection,  removal  and  dis- 
posal of  ashes,  garbage  and  rnhbish  in  incorpo- 
rated towns  of  this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey : 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  govpming  body  of  Town,  »« 
any  incorporated  town  of  this  State  to  enter  into  ITTbTgi '' 
and  make  a  contract  or  contracts,  not  exceeding  the  "■"<"*'■ 
term  of  five  years  at  a  time,  with  any  corporation 

or  individnal  for  the  collection  and  removal  of  ashes 
and  mbbish,  and  for  the  collection,  removal  and  dis- 
posal of  garbage. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
Approved  March  25,  1914. 


CHAPTER  57. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  tax  the 
transfer  of  property,  of  resident  and  nonresi- 
dent decedents,  by  devise,  bequest,  descent,  dis- 
tribution by  statute,  gift,  deed,  grant,  bargain 
and  sale,  in  certain  eases,"  approved  April  twen- 
tieth, one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey : 

1.  Section  one  of  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amen-  SMtim  i 
datory  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read  '"""■*•*■ 
as  follows: 
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'.  1.  A  tax  shall  b©  and  is  hereby  imposed  upon  the 
transfer  of  any  property,  real  or  personal,  of  the. 
value  of  five  hundred  dollars  or  over,  or  of  any  in- 
terest therein  or  income  therefrom,  in  trust  or  other- 
wise, to  persons  or  corporations,  except  as  herein- 
after provided,  in  the  following  cases : 

First.  When  the  transfer  is  by  will  or  by  the  in- 
testate laws  of  this  State  from  any  person  dying 
seized  or  possessed  of  the  property  while  a  resident 
of  the  State. 

Second.  When  the  transfer  is  by  will  or  intestate 
law,  or  property  within  the  State,  and  the  decedent 
was  a  non-resident  of  the  State  at  the  time  of  his 
death. 

Third.  When  the  transfer  is  of  property  made  by 
a  resident  or  by  a  nonresident,  when  such  nonresi- 
dent property  is  within  this  State,  )»y  deed,  grant, 
bargain,  sale  or  gift  made  in  contemplation  of  the 
death  of  the  grantor,  vendor  or  donor,  or  intended 
to  take  effect,  in  possession  or  enjoyment  at  or  after 
such  death. 

Fourth,  AVTien  any  person  or  corporation  comes 
into  the  possession  or  enjoyment,  by  a  transfer  from 
a  resident  or  nonresident  decedent  when  such  non- 
resident decedent's  property  is  within  the  State,  of 
an  estate  in  expectancy  of  any  kind  or  character 
which  is  contingent  or  defeasible,  transferred  by  an 
instrument  taking  effect  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  or  of  any  property  transferred  pursuant  to  a 
power  of  appointment  contained  in  any  instrument 
taking  effect  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

All  taxes  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  at  the  rate- 
of  five  per  centum  upon  the  clear  market  value  of 
such  property,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  to 
be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
for  the  use  of  said  State,  and  all  administrators, 
executors,  trustees,  grantees,  donees  or  vendees, 
shall  be  personally  liable  for  any  and  all  such  taxes 
until  the  same  shall  have  been  paid  as  bereinaftet

fifty  thousand  dollars,  up  to  two  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars;  and  four  per  centum  on  all 
amounts  in  excess  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars.  Property  transferred  to  any  child  or 
children  of  a  decedent,  or  to  the  issue  of  any  child 
or  children  of  a  decedent,  shall  be  taxed  at  the  rate 
of  one  per  centum  on  any  amount  in  excess  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  up  to  fifty  thousand  dollars ;  one 
and  one-half  per  centum  on  any  amount  in  excess  of 
fifty  thousand  dollars,  up  to  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars ;  two  per  centum  on  any  amount 
in  excess  of  one  himdred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
up  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  thonsand  dollars ;  and 
three  per  centum  on  any  amount  in  excess  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.

No 
safe  deposit  company,  trust  company,  corporation, 
bank  or  other  institution,  person  or  persons  having 
in  possession  or  under  control  securities,  deposits 
or  other  assets  belonging  to  or  standing  in  the  name 
of  a  decedent  who  was  a  resident  or  nonresident, 
or  belonging  to,  or  standing  in  the  joint  names  of 
such  a  decedent  and  one  or  more  persons,  including 
the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of,  or  other  interests 
in,  the  safe  deposit  company,  trust  company,  cor- 
poration, bank  or  other  institution  making  the  de- 
livery or  transfer  herein  provided,  shall  deliver  or 
transfer  the  same  to  the  executors,  administrators 
or  legal  representatives  of  said  decedent,  or  to  the 
survivor  or  survivors  when  held  in  the  joint  names 
of  a  decedent  and  one  or  more  persons,  or  upon 
their  order  or  request,  unless  noticeofthe  time  and 
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place  of  such  ir  tended  delivery  or  transfer  be  served 
upon  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  this  State 
at  least  ten  days  prior  to  said  delivery  or  transfer ; 
nor  shall  any  such  safe  deposit  company,  trust  com-  t 
pany,  corporation,  bank  or  other  institution,  person 
or  persons  deliver  or  transfer  any  securities,  de- 
posits or  other  assets  belonging  to  or  standing  in 
the  name  of  a  decedent,  or  belonging  to  or  stand- 
ing in  the  joint  names  of  a  decedent  and  one  or 
more  persons,  including  the  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of,  or  other  interests  in,  the  safe  deposit  com- 
pany, trust  company,  corporation,  bank  or  other 
institution  making  the  delivery  or  transfer,  without 
retaining  a  sufficient  portion  or  amonnt  thereof  to 
pay  any  tax  and  interest  which  may  thereafter  be  ' 
assessed  on  account  of  the  delivery  or  transfer  of 
such  securities,  deposits  or  other  assets,  including 
the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of,  or  other  interests 
in,  the  safe  deposit  company,  trust  company,  cor- 
poration, bank  or  other  institution  making  the  de- 
hvery  or  transfer,  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
unless  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  consents 
thereto  in  writing.  And  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  i 
said  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury,  either  personally  i 
or  by  representative,  to  examine  said  securities,  ' 
deposits  or  assets  at  the  time  of  such  delivery  or 
transfer.  Failure  to  serve  such  notice  or  failure  to 
allow  such  examination,  or  failure  to  retain  a  suffi-  , 
cient  portion  or  amount  to  pay  such  tax  and  inter-  ' 
est  as  herein  provided  shall  render  said  safe  deposit 
company,  trust  company,  corporation,  bank  or  other 
institution,  person  or  persons  liable  to  the  payment 
of  the  amonnt  of  the  ^x  and  interest  due  or  there- 
after to  become  due  upon  said  securities,  depotiits 
or  other  assets,  including  the  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of,  or  other  interestd  in,  the  sale  deposit  com- 
pany, tmst  company,  corporation,  Dank  or  other 
institution  making  the  delivery  or  transfer,  and  in 
addition  thereto  a  penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars ; 
which  liability  for  such  tax  and  interest,  or  the  pen- 
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alty  above  prescribed,  or  both,  shall  be  enforced  in 
an  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey,  and  the  same,  when  recovered,  shall  be  paid 
into  the  treasury  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  for 
the  use  of  the  State.  No  corporation  of  this  State 
shall  transfer  any  stock  of  said  corporation  unless 
notice  of  the  time  of  such  intended  transfer  be 
served  upon  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury  of  this 
State  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  such  transfer,  nor 
until  said  Comptroller  shall  consent  thereto  in  writ- 
ing. Any  corporation  making  such  a  transfer  with- 
out first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Comptroller 
of  the  Treasury  as  aforesaid  shall  be  liable  for  the 
amount  of  any  tax  which  may  thereafter  be  assessed 
on  account  of  the  transfer  of  such  stock,  together 
with  the  interest  thereon,  and  in  addition  thereto  a 
penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars,  which  liability  for 
such  tax  and  interest  and  the  said '  penalty  pre- 
scribed may  be  enforced  in  an  action  of  debt  in  the 
name  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  said  penalty, 
when  recovered,  to  b§  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey. 

A  tax  shall  be  assessed  on  the  transfer  of  proper- 
ty in  this  State  of  a  nonresident  decedent  if  ali  or 
any  part  of  the  estate  of  such  decedent,  wherever 
situated,  shall  pass  to  persons  or  corporations  tax- 
able under  this  act,  which  tax  shall  bear  the  same 
ratio  to  the  entire  tax  as  the  said  estate  would  have 
been  subject  to  under  this  act  if  such  nonresident 
decedent  had  been  a  resident  of  this  State,  and  all 
his  property,  real  and  personal,  had  been  located 
within  this  State,  as  sueh  property  within  this 
State  boars  to  the  entire  estate,  wherever  situated ; 
provided,  thatnothinginthisclausecontained  shall 
apply  to  any  specific  bequest  or  devise  of  any 
property  in  this  State. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  tax  the 
transferor  property,  of  resident  and  nonresident 
decedents,  by  devise,  bequests,  descent,  distribu- 
tion by  statute,  gift,  deed,  f^rant,  bargain  and 
sale,  in  certain  cases,"  approved  April  twentieth, 
one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine.

Be  rr  enacted  6,v  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Upon  demand  approved  by  the  Board  of  Pish 
and  Game  Commissioners,  there  may  be  devoted  of 
the  sum  appropriated  by  item  121,  chapter  330,  P. 
L.  1913,  an  amount  not  to  exceed  fourteen  thoo- 
sand  ei^ht  hundred  twenty  dollars  and  thirty 
cents  ($14,820.?0)  to  be  paid  to  the  resident  license 
fund  by  the  State  Treasurer  npon  warrant  of  the 
State  Comptroller,,  who  is  hereby  authorized  to 
issue  same.

CHAPTER  74. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  concern- 
ing townships  (Revision  of  1899),"  approved 
March  twenty-fourth,  one  thousand  eight  han- 
dred  and  ninety-nine. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  In  any  township  in  this  State  the  township 
committee  may,  in  its  discretion,  appoint  a  fit  per- 
son residing  in  such  township  to  be  recorder,  to 
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hold  office  for  three  years,  and  may  fis  the  compen- 
allowed  by  law  in  snch  cases;  and  all  fees  collected 
sation  to  be  paid  such  recorder,  in  lieu  of  all  fees 
by  snch  recorder  shall  be  accounted  for  to  the  town- 
ship committee  and  paid  over  to  the  township 
treasurer  quarterly  and  as  much  oftener  as  the 
township  committee  may,  by  resolution,  direct. 

2.  Such  recorder  shall  have  the  same  jurisdic- 
tion, power  and  aathority  in  criminal  matters, 
cases  of  bastardy,  disorderly,  persons,  relief,  re- 
moval and  settlement  of  the  poor,  breaches  of  the 
peace,  vagrancy  and  disorderly  conduct  and  viola- 
tion of  township  and  board  of  health  ordinances  as 
is  by  law  conferred  apon  justices  of  the  peace  of 
such  township.

however,  that  no  change,  in  case  said  road  has  been 
improved,  shall  be  made  in  the  portion  of  the  road 
between  the  curb  or  gutter  lines,  improved  by  the 
board  of  chosen  freeholders  of  the  county  wherein 
such  municipality  is  located  without  the  consent  of 
such  board.

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CHAPTER  77. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  borough  of  Toms  Eiver, 
in  the  county  of  Ocean. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  inhabitants  of  that  portion  of  the  town- 
ship of  Dover,  in  the  county  of  Ocean,  contained 
within  the  limits  hereinafter  set  forth,  are  hereby 
constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic  and 
corporate  in  fact  and  in  law  by  the  name  of  the 
borough  of  Toms  River,  and  shall  be  governed  by 
the  general  laws  of  this  State  relating  to  boroughs.

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  middle  of  the  Cedar 
Grove  road  in  the  village  of  Toms  Eiver,  said  point 
being  six  hundred  feet  easterly  from  the  intersec- 
tion of  the  middle  of  the  Cedar  Grove  road  with 
the  middle  of  Hooper  avenue,  thence  extending  (1) 
along  the  middle  of  the  Cedar  Grove  road  in  a 
westerly  direction  six  hundred  feet  to  the  middle 
of  Hooper  avenue,  thence  (3)  along  the  middle  of 
Locust  street  in  a  westerly  direction  to  the  middle 
of  Main  street,  and  continning  in  the  same  straight 
line  to  the  north  branch  of  the  Toms  river,  thence 
{3)  down  the  north  branch  of  the  Toms  river  the 
several  courses  and  distances  thereof  to  the  middle 
of  the  Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey,  thence  (4) 
down  the  middle  of  the  Central  Railroad  of  New 
Jersey  in  an  easterly  direction  to  the  middle  of  the 
Central  Railroad  bridge  over  the  Toms  river  and 
the  division  line  between  Dover  and  Berkeley  town- 
ships; thence  (5)  down  the  main  channel  of  the 
Toms  river  and  the  division  line  between  the  said 
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townships  in  a  general  easterly  direction  to  a  point 
where  the  division  line  between  the  properties  of 
John  P.  Haines  and  William  Brackenridge  pro- 
duced will  intersect  the  said  townships  line ;  thence 

(6)  along  the  said  property  line  in  a  northerly  di- 
rection to  the  middle  of  Washington  street ;  thence 

(7)  in  a  northeasterly  direction  to  the  place  of 
beginning. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately;  pro-  RetenDdum, 
vided,  it  shall  not  operate  to  effect  the  incorpora- 
tion •  of   the   inhabitants   of   the   above-described 
territory  as  a  borough  of  this  State  until  it  shall 

have  been  adopted  by  a  vote  of  a  majority  of  the 
legal  voters  of  the  said  described  territory  voting  ^^^^^^ 
thereon  at  a  special  election  to  be  held  within  the  ei«ct«>n. 
said  territory  within  thirty  days  from  the  approval 
of  this  act,  at  which  special  election  shall  be  sub- 
mitted the  question  of  the  approval  or  disapproval  ' 
of  this  act;  such  special   election  shall  be  held 
within  the  said  territory  between  the  hours  of  six 
o'clock  A.  M.  and  six  o'clock  P.  M.  of  a  day  and 
at  places  within  the  said  territory  to  be  fixed  by 
the  elerk  of  the  township  of  Dover,  in  the  county  of  nouc*  of. 
Ocean,  who  shall  cause  public  notice  thereof  to  be 
given  by  advertisements  signed  by  himself,  set  up 
in  at  least  five  public  places  within  said  described 
territory,  and  published  once  in  one  newspaper 
circulating  therein  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the 
day  80  fixed  for  such  election.

election  districts,  shall  be  used  at  said  special  elec- 
tion in  the  respective  election  districts,  and  the 
said  boards  of  registry  and  election  shall  meet  one 
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week  next  preceding  the  day  fixed  for  said  special 
election  at  the  places  where  the  same  is  to  be  held 
from  one  o'clock  P.  M.  to  nine  o'clock  P.  M.,  for 
the  purpose  of  revising  and  correcting  the  registry 
lists  in  the  manner  provided  under  the  general 
election  laws  of  this  State.  The  clerk  of  the  town- 
ship of  Dover  shall  give  public  notice  of  such  meet- 
■  ings  of  said  boards  of  registry  and  election  at  the 
time  and  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  for 
the  giving  of  the  notice  of  the  time  and  places  of 
holding  of  said  special  election,  and  shall  provide 
suitable  places  for  the  holding  of  said  special  elec- 
tion and  the  necessary  ballots  for  the  electors  vot- 
ing thereat,  upon  which  ballots  shall  be  printed  the 
proposition  to  be  submitted  to  the  voters,  with  in- 
structions, in  the  following  form : 

"If  you  favor  the  proposition  printed  below, 
make  an  X  mark  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and 
opposite  the  word  'Yes';  if  yon  are  opposed 
thereto  make  an  X  mark  in  the  square  to  the  left 
of  and  opposite  the  word  'No.' 


Shall  an  act  entitled  "An  act 
to  incorporate  the  borough  of 
Toms  River,  in  the  county  of 
Ocean"  be  adopted t 


If  the  voter  makes  an  X  mark  in  black  ink  or 
black  pencil  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and  oppo- 
site the  word  'Yes,'  it  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote  in 
favor  of  such  proposition. 

If  tlie  voter  makes  an  X  mark  in  black  ink  or 
black  pencil  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and  oppo- 
site the  word  'No,'  it  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote 
against  such  proposition ;  and  in  ease  no  mark  shall 
be  made  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and  opposite

An  Act  to  regulate  the  production,  distribution  and 
sale  of  milk  and  cream. 

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Any  local  board  of  health  organized  and  exist-  i-iwn"  miik 
ing  under  the  provisions  of  any  law  of  this  State  '*""~ 
shall,  in  additioa  to  the  powers  now  vested  in  them, 

have  power  to  pass,  alter  or  amend  ordinances  and 
rules  for  the  licensing  and  regulating  of  all  per- 
sons engaged,  either  as  principals  or  agents,  in  the 
productJon,  sale  or  distribution  of  milk  or  cream 
within  the  limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  such  local 
board  of  health,  and  to  fix  an  annual  license  fee,  ^^■ 
not  to  exceed  two  dollars,  for  each  wagon  or  vehicle 
used  in  the  distribution  and  sale  of  milk  or  cream, 
which  said  license  fee  shall  be  paid  by  the  person,  * 
firm  or  corporation  conducting  said  business. 

2.  Any  such  local  board  of  health  may  include  Sr*'.o7o""a" 
in  any  ordinance  or  rule  passed  under  the  au-  **  '""•'"■■ 
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thority  of  the  firat  section  of  thia  act  a  provision 
requiring  any  person  or  persons  applying  to  sncb 
board  for  a  license  to  sell  milk  or  cream  within  the 
limits  of  the  jurisdiction  of  said  board,  setting 
forth  the  locality  from  which  such  person  or  per- 
sons procure  the  milk  or  cream  sold  or  distributed 
by  him  or  them,  and  also  a  full  and  complete  list 
of  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  persons  from 
whoi9  he  purchases  milk  or  cream,  and  requiring 
said  blanks,  when  properly  filled  in  as  aforesait^ 
to  be  signed  by  said  person  or  persons  applying 
for  said  license.  Said  board  may  also  provide,  by 
ordinance,  that  any  person  or  persons  engaged  in 
the  sale  of  milk  or  cream  within  the  limits  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  said  board  shall  notify,  in  writing, 
said  board,  immediately  upon  changing  the  source 
of  supply  of  said  milk  or  cream,  of  such  change, 
and  said  notice  shall  also  state  the  name  or  names 
of  the  person  or  persons  or  corporation  supplying 
said  milk  or  cream,  and  the  locality  from  which 
said  milk  or  cream  is  procured. 

3.  Any  such  board  of  health  may  also  provide 
by  ordinance  that  no  license  shall  be  granted  to 
any  person  selling  or  distributing  milk  or  cream 
which  contains  any  unhealtbful  or  unclean  ingredi- 
ent, constituent  or  substance,  or  which  has  been 
transported  or  stored  in  an  unclean  manner  or 
place,  or  which  has  been  produced  wholly  or  in 
part,  from  any  cow  which  is  fed  on  swiU,  or  any 
substance  of  an  unwholesome  nature,  or  on  any 
food  or  substance  which  may  produce  diseased  or 
unwholesome  milk  or  cream,  or  which  has  been  pro- 
duced wholly  or  in  part  from  any  cow  which  is  dis- 
eased, or  which  is  kept  or  stabled  under  unhealtb- 
ful or  unclean  conditions,  or  in  a  stable  or  place 
which  is  not  provided  with  at  least  two  square  feet 
of  window  light  to  each  five  hundred  cubic  feet  of 
air  space  in  said  stable,  and  ventilation  adequate 
and  sufiBcient  for  the  number  of  animals  kept 
therein,  or  which  is  not  provided  with  a  pure  and 
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nnpoUiited  water  supply  for  the  use  of  sacb 
animals  and  for  the  cleansmg  of  vessels  used  for 
containiDg  or  transporting  milk  or  cream  as  afore- 
said. 

4.  Any  such  local  board  of  health  may  further  ^^"^^^ 
provide,  by  ordinance,  tbat  if  any  person  licensed 

to  sell  or  distribute  milk  or  cream  by  said  board, 
shall  sell  any  milk  or  cream  containing  any  un- 
healthful  or  unclean  ingredient,  constituent  or  sub- 
stance, or  which  has  been  transported  or  stored  in 
an  unclean  manner  or  place,  or  which  has  been 
produced  wholly  or  in  part  from  any  cow  which  is 
fed  on  swill,  or  any  sobstanee  in  a  state  of  rotten- 
ness or  putrefaction,  or  on  any  substance  of  an 
unwholesome  nature,  or  on  any  food  or  substance 
which  may  produce  diseased  or  unwholesome  milk 
or  cream,  or  which  baa  been  produced  wholly  or  in 
part  from  any  cow  which  is  diseased,  or  which  is 
kept  or  stabled  under  unhealthful  or  unclean  con- 
ditions or  in  a  stable  or  place  not  provided  with  at 
least  two  square  feet  of  window  light  to  each  five 
hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  space  in  said  stable,  and 
ventilation  adequate  and  sufficient  for  the  number 
of  animals  kept  therein,  or  which  is  not  provided 
with  a  pure  and  unpolluted  water  supply  for  the 
use  of  such  animals  and  for  the  cleansing  of  ves- 
sels used  for  containing  or  transporting  milk  or 
cream,  that  the  license  held  by  such  person  may  be 
revoked  by  said  board. 

5.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  keeps  cows  *il^^^^  ly 
for  the  production  and  sale  of  milk  or  cream  shall  hc"thfu?i»H 
file  at  least  once  a  year  in  the  office  of  the  Board  of  "'  '^'"" 
Health  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  a  certificate 

signed  by  a  duly  licensed  veterinary  surgeon,  stat- 
ing that  such  cows  have  passed  a  physical  examina- 
tion, and  such  certificate  shall  state  the  results  of 
the  examination  of  said  cows  with  reference  to  the 
existence  of  any  disease  with  which  they  may  be 
afflicted. 

6.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  d^fj^""" "' 
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the  State  of  New  Jersey,  when  so  requested  by  any 
local  board  of  health  in  this  State,  to  inspect  any  or 
all  dairies  supplying  the  municipality  within  tho 
jurisdiction  of  any  local  board  of  health  and  to  fur- 
nish said  local  board  of  health  a  record  showing  the 
sanitary  conditions  under  which  milk  or  cream  is 
produced  for  sale  or  distribution  within  the  limits 
of  the  municipality  so  requesting  it. 

7.  Any  board  of  health  which  provides  by  ordi- 
nance for  the  Ucensing  of  dealers  of  milk  or  cream 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  may  provide,  by  or- 
dinance, for  a  penalty  not  exceeding  lifty  dollars  to 
be  incurred  by  any  person  engaging,  either  as  prin- 
cipal or  agent,  in  the  sale  or  distribution  of  milk  or 
cream  within  the  limits  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  said 
board,  who  shall  not  be  duly  licensed  to  engage  in 
such  business  by  said  board.  Said  penalty  shall  be 
recovered  by  said  board  in  an  action  of  debt  by  said 
local  board  of  health  or  by  the  Board  of  Health  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and  said  penalty,  when 
recovered  shall  be  paid  to  the  local  board  of  health 
when  the  action  was  instituted  by  said  local  board 
of  health,  and  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  when  the 
action  was  instituted  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey.  AH  penalties  collected  for  the 
violation  of  any  ordinance  passed  pursuant  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  used  by  the  local 
board  of  health  to  which  the  same  shall  be  paid, 
for  the  purpose  of  defraying  the  expenses  of  carry- 
ing into  effect  the  ordinance  or  ordinances  adopted 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

8.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  of  Health  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  whenever  it  shall  ascer 
tain  that  milk  or  cream  is  produced  for  sale  or  dis- 
tribution which  contains  any  unhealthful  or  unclean 
ingredient,  constituent  or  substance,  or  which  is 
stored  in  an  unclean  manner  or  place,  or  which  is 
produced  wholly  or  in  part  from  any  cow  which  is 
fed  on  swill,  or  any  substance  in  a  state  of  rotten- 
ness or  putrefaction,  or  on  any  substance  of  an  un- 
jffholesome  nature,  or  on  any  food  or  substance 
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which  may  produce  diseased  or  unwholesome  milk 
or  cream,  or  which  has  been  produced  wholly  or  in 
part  from  any  cow  which  is  diseased  or  which  is 
kept  or  stabled  imder  anhealthful  or  unclean  condi- 
tions, or  in  a  stable  or  place  which  is  not  provided 
with  at  least  two  square  feet  of  window  tight  to 
each  five  hundred  cubic  feet  of  air  space,  in  said 
stable,  and  ventilatiOD  adequate  and  sufficient  for 
the  number  of  animals  kept  therein,  or  which  is  not 
provided  with  a  pure  and  unpolluted  water  supply 
for  the  use  of  such  animals  and  for  the  cleansing 
of  vessels  used  for  containing  or  transporting  milk 
or  cream,  to  notify  the  local  board  of  health  having 
inrisdiction  over  the  place  where  such  milk  or  cream 
is  distributed  or  sold,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
such  local  board  of  health  receiving  such  notice  from 
the  Board  of  Health  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  to 
prohibit  the  sale  of  such  milk  or  cream  within  its 
jurisdiction. 

9.  The  officers,  agents  or  employees  of  the  Board  anht  to 
of  Health  of  the  Wiate  of  New  Jersey  by  virtue  of  'iV^to"™- 
the  authority  contained  in  this  act  shall  have  full  J^Iil""  "'"' 
aod  tree  access,  ingress  and  egress  to  all  barns, 
stables,  and  places  of  every  kind  or  character  in 

which  milk  or  cream  is  stored  or  had  in  possession 
for  the  purpose  of  distribution  or  sale,  and  shall 
have  power  to  enter  and  inspect  the  premises  used 
iu  connection  with  any  such  bams,  stables  or  places, 
and  to  inspect  the  utensils  and  fixtures  which  are 
in  any  way  used  in  the  production  or  storage  of 
milk  or  cream  for  distribution  or  sale  as  aforesaid. 

10.  Every  person  who  shall  in  anywise  interfere  p*""?  '" 
with  any  officer,  agent  or  employee  of  the  Board 

of  Health  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  in  the  dis- 
charge of  his  duties  under  this  act  shall  he  liable  to 
a  penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
in  an  action  of  debt  by  the  Board  of  Health  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey,  said  penalty  when  recovered 
to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  this  State.

said  borough,  but  said  State  and  county  shall  when 
said  road  is  completed  reimburse  and  paf  to  said 
borough  such  proportionate  part  of  the  cost  thereof 
as  they  would  have  respectively  paid  if  said  road 
had  been  improved  by  the  county  under  said  pet.  in 
which  cost  there  shall  be  included  any  interest 
charges  incurred  by  said  borough  on  temporary 
loans  as  hereinafter  provided,  and  said  road  when 
improved  shall  be  and  remain  a  coimty  road. 

2.  Said  board  of  chosen  freeholders  and  said  bor- 
ough may  issue  bonds  to  meet  the  cost  of  said  im- 
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provement  in  the  same  manner  and  to  the  same  ex- 
tent that  bonds  coald  have  been  issaed  if  said  im- 
provement had  been  made  by  the  board  of  chosen 
freeholders  of  said  county,  and  said  borough  may 
borrow  on  temporary  loans  such  snms  as  may  be 
necessary  to  pay  the  moneys  due  under  the  contract 
for  said  improvement  until  such  time  as  the  pro- 
portionate shares  of  the  cost  thereof  shall  be  re- 
ceived by  said  borough  from  the  State  and  county 
respectively. 

3.  Before  any  improvement  is  undertaken  by  any  • 
borough  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  this  aupple-  ' 
ment,  it  shall  be  necessary  to  obtain  the  consent  and 
approval  of  the  State  Commissioner  of  Public 
Roads  and  of  the  board  of  chosen  freeholders  of  the 
county  in  which  said  borough  may  lie ;  and  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  said  board  of  chosen  freeholders  to 
agree  with  said  borough  as  to  the  time  and  manner 
of  the  payment  to  said  borough  of  its  proportionate 
share  of  the  cost  of  said  improvement. 

4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  ' 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take 
effect  immediately.

to  acquire,  by  purchase  or  condemnation,  such  lands 
situated  and  located  adjacent  to  the  then  county 
jail,  as,  in  the  judgment  of  the  said  board  of  chosen 
freeholders,  are  necessary,  and  to  erect  thereon  a 
new  county  jail  and  to  furnish  and  equip  the  same. 

2.  In  order  to  provide  the  funds  wherewith  to  ae-  ^^f* 
quire  such  lands  and  to  erect,  furnish  and  equip        "" 
such  jail,  if  in  the  judgment  of  such  board  of  chosen 
freeholders  the  cost  thereof,  when  placed  in  the  tax 

levy  for  any  one  year,  would  be  too  burdensome  on 
the  taxpayers,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  board  to  is- 
sue bonds  of  the  county  therefor,  to  he  signed  by  the 
director  of  the  board  for  the  time  being,  and  the  j^^j^ 
county  collector,  under  the  corporate  seal;  which  imu*. 
said  bonds  shall  state  upon  their  face  for  what  pur- 
pose the  same  are  issued,  shall  be  of  such  denomin- 
ation or  denominations  as  said  board  shall  fix,  and 
may  be  either  re^stered  or  coupon,  and  shall  bear  ^•** 
interest  at  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  an- 
nom.  payable  semi-annually,  and  run  for  not  ex- 
ceedinar  forty  years  from  date;  and  they  may  be  mm* 
sold  either  at  public  or  private  sale  for  the  best 
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price  tkat  can  be  obtained,  bat  for  not  less  than 
par  and  accrued  interest. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  such  board  of  chosen 
freeholders  to  establish  a  sinking  fund,  and  to  place

with  the  Passaic  Valley  Sewerage  Conunission- 
ers  for  the  intercepting  and  disposal  of  such 
sewage  and  other  polluting  matter,  and  to  pro- 
vide the  uecessary  funds  therefor,'  upproved 
March  eighteenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seven.

eipaiity  from  which  sewage  or  other  polluting  mat- 
ter is  or  may  be  discharged  into  the  said  river  be- 
tween said  points,  either  directly  or  indirectly,  and 
the  inhabitants  thereof,  that  the  discharge  of  sew- 
age and  other  polluting  matter  into  the  waters  of 
the  said  river  must  be  discontinued  on  or  before  the 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  sixteen.

The  Passaic  Valley  Sewerage  Commissioners  are 
further  authorized  and  empowered  to  institute  in 
their  corporate  name  suits  at  law  or  in  equity,  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary  or  appropriate  to  enforce 
the  provisions  of  this  section  of  the  act  after  said 
thirty-first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  one  thou- 
sand nine  hundred  and  sixteen;  and  the  Court  of 
Chancery  of  this  State  is  hereby  vested  with  special 
jurisdiction  to  enforce  the  provisions  of  this  section 
of  this  act  in  a  summary  manner  upon  application 
of  the  Passaic  Valley  Sewerage  Commissioners.

Against  bodily  injury  or  death  by  accident.  ■ 
and  upon  the  health  of  persons,  including  a  funeral 
benefit  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  one  hundred 
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dollars,  or  against  loss  or  damage  to  antomobiles 
or  motor  vehicles  of  any  description,  or  to  wagons

services  the  salary  so  fixed  and  no  other  compensa- 
tion whatsoever.

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CHAPTER  90. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  assessment  and  collection  of 
taxes  upon  tlie  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of 
banks,  banking  associations  and  trust  companies 
incorporated  under  the  laws  of  the  United  States, 
or  of  this  State,  and  engaged  in  business  within 
this  State. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of  banks  and 
banking  associations  organized  under  the  authority 
of  thisStateoroftheUnitedStates,and  trust  com- 
panies organized  under  the  laws  of  this  State, 
whose  principal  place  of  business  is  within  this 
State,  shall  be  assessed  and  taxed  according  to  their 
tme  value,  to  be  determined  in  the  manner  herein- 
after prescribed ;  provided,  however,  that  the  as- 
sessment and  taxation  shall  not  be  at  a  greater 
rate  than  is  made  or  assessed  upon  other  moneyed" 
capital  in  the  hands  of  individual  citizens  of  this 
State. 

2.  The  value  of  each  share  of  stock  of  each  bank, 
banking  association,  or  trust  comnany,  sha'l  be  as- 
certained and  determined  by  adding  tosretlier  the 
amount  of  the  capital,  surplus  and  undivided  pro- 
fits of  such  bank,  banking  association  or  trust  com- 
pany, and  deducting  therefrom  the  assessed  value 
of  the  real  property  of  such  bank,  bsnkine  associa- 
tion or  trust  company,  and  by  dividing  the  result 
by  the  number  of  outstanding  shares. of  such  bunk, 
banking  association  or  trust  company.

year  in  and  for  which  such  statement  is  filed,  and

of  this  statement  shall  be  filed,  at  the  same  time 
with  the  Commissioner  of  Banking  and  Insurance, 

LKt  t*  to  remain  in  his  office  as  a  public  record.      There 

.toekhoidm  shall,  in  addition  to  such  report,  be  kept  at  the  prin- 
cipal place  of  business  of  every  such  bank,  banking 
association  or  trust  company,  a  full  and  correct  list 
of  the  names  and  residences  of  all  stockholders 
therein,  and  of  the  number  of  shares  held  by  each, 
which  said  lists  shall  be  subject  to  the  inspection  of 
the  board  of  taxation  of  the  county  within  which 
said  bank,  banking  association  or  trust  company 
maintains  its  principal  place  of  business,  at  all 
times  during  business  hours.

company  the  entire  taxable  value  of  all  the  shares 

of  stock  therein,  instead  of  assessing  the  same  to 
and  in  the  name  of  the  individual  shareholders 
owning  the  same,  and  if  such  bank,  banking  as^^o- 
ciation  or  trust  company  shall  promise  and  agree 
that  it  will  pay  the  taxes  levied  against  such  shares 
St  the  time  when  due  and  payable,  then  the  total 
amount  of  capital,  surplus  and  undivided  profits 
shall  lie  assessed  to  and  in  the  name  of  the  bank, 
banking  association  or  trust  coinpany,  and  no  list 
of  shareholders  shall  be  rennired;  all  other  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  apply,  and  the  tax 
shall  be  a  lien  af^ainst  the  property  and  assets  of 
the  bank  or  trust  company  and  collectible  as  other 
taxes  are  collected;  provided,  that  nothing  herein  p^^w*. 
contained  shall  be  construed  as  a  taxation  of  prop- 
erty as  distinguished  from  capital  stock.  A  cer- 
tified copy  of  any  such  resolution  shall  he  filed  ot^"  " 
with  the  county  hoard  of  taxation  of  the  county  at 
least  thirty  days  before  the  twentieth  day  of  May 
in  any  year  and  an  additional  copy  shall  be  filed 
at  the  same  time  with  the  Commissioner  of  Bank- 
ing and  Insurance;  such  resolution  shall  be  bind- 
ing and  in  force  until  revoked ;  notice  of  revocation 
to  be  valid  must  be  similarly  filed  at  least  thirty 
days  before  assessment  day  in  any  year. 

9,  In  case  of  neglect,  refusal  or  failure  on  the

company  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
with   reference   to   the   filing  of  the   statements

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herein  provided  for  the  filing  of  the  same,  or  to 
submit  to  the  inspection  of  any  officer  or  agent  of 
the  county  board  of  taxation  the  list  or  statement 
herein  required  to  be  kept  in  the  office  of  such  com- 
pany, and  submitted  to  inspection,  the  company  so 
neglecting,  refusing  or  failing  shall  be  liable  to  a 
penalty  of  one  hundred  dollars,  and  an  additional 
sum  of  ten  dollars  for  each  day  during  which  such 
neglect,  refusal  or  failure  continues. 

10.  Taxes  imposed  under  this  act  which  are  not 
paid  on  or  before  the  time  herein  limited  for  the 
payment  of  the  same  shall  be  subject  to  the  same 
penalty  by  way  of  interest,  and  proceedings  for 
collection  of  the  same,  as  apply  to  other  taxes 
levied  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes," 
approved  April  eighth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  three,  and  the  supplements  thereto  and 
amendments  thereof.

Bb  it  en-acted  by  the  Senate  and  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  six  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an 
amendment  is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
follows : 

6.  The  sum  or  sums  of  money  necessary  to  "pay 
for  lands  purchased  or  condemned  for  such  play- 
grounds and  recreation  places,  and  for  providing 
and  equipping  the  same,  from  time  to  time,  may 
be  raised  and  provided  by  the  common  council  or 
other  body  having  control  of  the  finances  by  gen- 
eral taxation,  as  other  taxes  are  raised  and  levied, 
or  by  the  issue  of  temporary  loan  bonds,  or  by  the 
issue  of  permanent  bonds  of  the  particular  munici- 
pality. If  permanent  bonds  are  issued,  they  shall 
be  for  not  less  than  thirty  nor  more  than  fifty  years, 
shall  bear  interest  not  exceeding  five  per  centum 
per  annum,  and  shall  be  sold  for  not  less  than  their 
par  value.  If  permanent  bonds  are  issued  there 
shall  be  raised  each  year  by  general  taxation  by  the 
municipality  issuing  the  same,  as  other  taxes  are 
raised  and  levied,  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  the  annual 
interest  and  also  a  sum  for  a  sinking  fund  for  such 
bonds  sufficient  to  meet,  pay  and  retire  the  same 
at  maturity.  If  temporary  loan  bonds  are  issued, 
they  shall  be  so  issued  that  at  least  one-fifth  thereof 
shall  be  due  and  payable  each  year,  and  there  shall 
be  raised  each  year  by  general  taxation  a  sum  snfB- 
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cient  to  pay  and  retire  the  temporary  loan  bonds 
falling  due  that  year.    All  moneys  received  by  the  "''"•'■,jy 
said  board  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  city  treasurer  (ud<l 
and  be  by  bim  kept  in  a  special  fund,  whicb  shall  be

snch  sale  and  conveyance,  and  notice  is  given  to 
such  persons  or  corporation  in  accordance  with  any 
law  authorizing  such  sale  or  conveyance,  the  person 
serving  such  notice  shai)  be  entitled  to  receive  one 
dollar  per  lot  for  each  notice  necessarily  served. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

And  the  officers  of  any  cor- 
poration may  be  examined  as  aforesaid  in  any  ac- 
tion to  which  such  corporation  shall  be  a  party. 

The  service  of  a  subptnna,  with  the  fees  pre-  8ubp<™» 
scribed  by  law,  shall  be  sufficient  summons  and  bo-  n""*.* 
tiee  to  the  party  named  therein  to  attend  before 
the  officer  therein  named,  and  such  examination 
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may  be  enforced  in  the  same  manner  as  answers 
to  interrogatories. 

Subpoenas  for  the  purpose  aforesaid  may  be  is- 
sued in  the  same  maoner  and  with  like  effect  as  if 
issued  for  the  procuring  of  the  attendance  of  wit- 
nesses at  trial.

or  kingdom,  shall  be  directed  to  any  person  or  per-  ^tav''"taiM'' 
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sons  in  this  State,  authorizing  such  person  or  per- 
sons to  examine  or  take  the  deposition  of  any  wit- 
ness or  witnesses  named  in  such  commission,  and 
the  person  to  be  examined  under  such  commission 
shall  refuse  to  attend  and  give  testimony  before 
such  commissioner  or  commissioners,  any  justice 
of  the  Supreme  Court  of  this  State  may,  upon  ap- 
plication made  to  him  by  or  on  behalf  of  such  com- 
missioner or  commissioners,  and  upon  proof  being

1.  The  township  committee  shall  have  power  and 
authority  hy  ordinance  to  accept  any  street,  road,  I 
or  public  place  where  the  same  shall  have  been 
dedicated  to  public  use.

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CHAPTER  100. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  borough  of  Stone  Har- 
bor,  in  the  county  of  Cape  May. 

Be  it  ekacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  inhabitants  of  all  that  portion  of  the  isl- 
and known  as  Seven  Mile  Beach,  in  the  township 
of  Middle,  in  the  county  of  Cape  May  and  State  of 
New  Jersey,  hereinafter  set  forth,  are  hereby  con- 
stituted and  declared  to  be  a  body  corporate  in  fact 
and  in  law,  by  the  name  of  "The  Borough  of  Stone 
Harbor,"  and  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  of  this 
State  relating  to  boroughs. 

2.  Tbe  boundaries  of  said  borough  shall  be  as 
follows : 

All  that  portion  of  the  island  known  as  Seven 
Mile  Beach,  in  Middle  township,  Cape  May  county, 
which  lies  southwesterly  from  the  southwest  line 
of  the  borough  of  Avalon: 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  middle  of  Oreat 
channel  where  the  same  is  intersected  by  tUe  south- 
west line  of  Eightieth  street  in  the  borough  of 
Avalon  and  extending  thence  (1)  southwesterly 
along-  the  middle  of  Great  channel,  the  several 
courses  and  distances  thereof,  to  the  middle  of 
Hereford  inlet;  (2)  southeasterly  along  the  middle 
of  Hereford  inlet,  the  several  courses  and  distances 
thereof,  to  its  intersection  with  the  limit  of  the 
jurisdiction  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  in  the  At- 
lantic ocean;  (3)  northeasterly  in  the  Atlantic 
ocean  and  along  the  limit  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey  in  said  ocean,  to  the  extended 
southwest  line  of  said  Eightieth  street;  (4)  north- 
westerly along  the  southwest  line  of  EigLtieth 
street  and  extensions  thereof,  it  being  the  south- 
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west  bonDdary  of  the  boroagh  of  Avalon,  to   the 
place  of  beginning. 

3,  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately-,  pro-  ' 
vided,  it  shall  not  operate  to  effect  the  incorpora- 
tion of  that  part  of  the  township  of  Middle  until 
it  shall  have  been  accepted  by  a  vote  of  the  ma- 
jority of  the  legal  voters  of  the  said  described  ter- 
ritory voting  thereon  at  a  special  election  to  be  held 
within  thirty  days  from  the  approval  of  this  act 
and  within  the  hours  of  six  A.  M.  and  six  P.  M. 
of  the  day  fixed  for  the  election  at  a  place  within 
said  territory  to  be  fixed  by  the  clerk  of  the  town- 
ship of  Middle,  in  the  county  of  Cape  May.      The  ; 
clerk  of  the  said  township  shall  cause  public  notice  ', 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  said  election  to 
be  given  by  advertisements  signed  by  himself  and 
set  up  in  at  least  ten  public  places  within  said  de- 
scribed territory,  and  published  in  one  newspaper 
circulating  therein  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  such 
election,  and  the  said  clerk  shall  provide  for  each 
elector  voting  at  such  election  ballots,  to  be  printed  i 
or  written,  or  partially  printed  and  partially  writ- 
ten, on  which  shall  be  printed  the  word  "for"  and 
theword  "against"  above  and'immediately  pre- 
ceding the  title  of  this  act,  and  if  the  word  "for" 
be  marked  off  or  defaced  upon  the  ballot  it  shall  be 
counted  as  a  vote  against  the  acceptance  of  said 
act.    If  the  word  "against"  is  marked  off  or  de-  i 
faced  upon  the  ballot  it  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote  ' 
in  favor  of  the  acceptance  thereof,  and  in  ease 
neither  the  word  "for"  nor  the  word  "against" 
shall  be  marked  off  or  defaced  upon  the  ballot,  it 
shall  not  be  counted  either  as  a  vote  for  or  against 
Buch  acceptance.    Such  election  shall  be  held  at  i 
the  time  and  place  so  appointed  and  be  conducted  ' 
by  the  oflfioers  of  the  election  district  of  said  town- 
ship of  Middle,  except  no  special  form  of  ballot  or 
any  envelope  need  be  used.    The  officers  holding  , 
snch  election  shall  make  return  to  the  township 
committee  of  the  township  of  Middle  of  the  result 
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thereof  by  a  statement  in  writing,  under  their 
hands,  and  the  same  shall  be  entered  at  length  on 
the  minutes  of  the  said  township  committee,  and 
thereupon  and  upon  such  adoption,  and  not  other- 
wise, this  act  shall  be  in  all  respects  operative. 

The  register  of  voters  within  said  described  ter- 
ritory used  at  the  general  election  next  preceding 
the  holding  of  such  special  election  shall  be  used 
for  the  purpose  of  conducting  such  special  election, 
and  it  shall  not  be  necessary  for  said  board  of  reg- 

•  istry  and  election  to  make  a  new  registry  of  voters 
for  such  special  elections,  but  only  to  revise  and 
correct  the  register  made  for  the  last  gfeneral 
election ;  and  for  that  purpose  the  said  board  shall 
meet  at  such  place  within  said  described  territory 
as  shall  be  designated  by  the  clerk  of  the  township 
of  Middle,  at  least  one  week  preceding  said  election. 

'  Notice  of  the  place  so  designated  shall  be  given 
by  the  clerk  by  posting  in  at  least  five  of  the  most 
public  places  in  said  described  territory.  Said 
meeting  of  the  board  of  registry  and  election  shall 
begin  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  and  continue 
until  nine  o'clock  in  the  evening  of  that  day,  for  the 
purpose  of  revising  and  correcting  the  register  and 
adding  thereto  names  of  all  persons  entitled  to  vote 
within  such  described  territory  at  said  special  elec- 
tion, who  shall  appear  in  person  before  them  and 
establish  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  majority  of  the 
hoard  that  they  are  entitled  to  vote  at  said  election, 
or  who  shall  be  sworn  by  written  affidavit  of  a  voter 
residing  in  said  described  territory  to  be  entitled  so 
to  vote.  A  separate  affidavit  shall  be  required  for 
each  person  so  resristered,  which  shall  coitain  the 
address  of  the  affiant  and  shall  be  signed  by  \rm, 
and  on  the  foUowine  day  one  copy  shall  be  mailed 
to  the  chairman  of  the  eountv  board  of  elections  of 
Cape  May,  to  be  filed  by  said  hoard,  and  one  copy 
shall  he  retained  for  the  use  of  said  board  of  elec- 
tion at  such  special  election. 
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Immediately  after  the  statemeat  of  the  result  of  < 
such  election  shall  be  made  to  the  township  commit- 
tee of  said  township  of  Middle  a  copy  thereof,  cer- 
tified by  its  clerk,  shall  be  filed  in  the  otKce  of  the 
eounty  clerk  of  the  county  of  Cape  May.

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  Act  to  pro- 
vide funds  to  be  used  for  opening,  widening  and 
vacating  streets  and  highways  in  cities  of  the 
first  class  in  this  State,"  approved  March  twen- 
ty-first, one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.    Section  three  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  j 
amendment  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended,  bo 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

3.    In  order  to  provide  the  money  necessary  and  ; 
required  for  such  opening,  widening  or  vacating,  i 
and  appropriated  from  time  to  time  for  such  pur- 
poses, the  common  council,  or  other  board  or  body 
having  control  of  the  finances  of  such  city,  shall  is- 
sue, or  cause  to  be  issued,  from  time  to  time,  as  may 
be  necessary,  the  temporary  loan  bonds  or  certifi- 
cates of  the  city,  bearing  interest  at  a  rate  not  to  ' 
exceed  five  per  centum  per  annum,  which  tempor- 
ary loan  bonds  or  certificates  may  be  renewei  from 
time  to  time  until  the  assessments  for  benefits  for 
such  improvements  are  paid.    Should  th3  total  cost  ; 
of  opening,  widening  or  vacating  any  street  exceed  '< 
the  amount  of  money  appropriated  therefor  in  the 
first  instance  as  provided  in  section  two  of  this  act, 
the  said  common  council,  or  other  board  or  body 
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having  control  of  the  finances  of  such  city,  shall  ap- 
propriate soeh  excess  cost  over  the  first  appropria- 
tioD  to  the  board  or  body  having  control  of  the 
streets  and  highw^ays,  upon  their  requisition,  aod 
provide  for  the  same  by  the  issue  of  temporary 
loan  bonds  or  certificates  as  hereinbefore  in  this 
section  provided. 

2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTEB  102. 

An  Amendment  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  concern- 
ing railroads,"  approved  April  fourteenth,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  three. 

Bb  rr  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  That  paragraph  four  of  section  one  of  the 
act  of  which  this  is  an  amendment  be  so  amended 
as  to  read  aa  follows,  i.  e. :  The  amount  of  the  total 
authorized  capital  stock,  the  number  of  shares  into 
which  the  same  is  divided  and  the  par  value  of  each 
share;  the  amount  of  capital  stock  subscribed  by 
the  incorporators  with  which  it  will  commence  busi- 
ness, which  shall  not  be  less  than  two  thousand  dol- 
lars for  each  mile  or  fraction  thereof;  and  if  there 
be  more  than  one  class  of  stock  created  by  the  cer- 
tificate a  description  of  the  different  classes  with 
the  terms  on  which  created;  and  section  six  of  said 
act  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows,  i.  e. :  Every 
railroad  company  shall  have  the  power  to  borrow 
such  sums  of  money  from  time  to  time  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  construct,  improve,  extend  or  repair 
its  road  and  furnish  all  necessary  lands,  chattels, 
engines,  cars  and  equipments,  and  for  such  pur- 
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poae8  to  issue  and  sell  its  bonds  secured  by  mort- 
gage on  its  railroad,  lands,  chattels,  franchises  and 
appurtenances,  and  such  company  shall  not  plead 
any  statute  against  usury  in  any  suit  at  law  or  in 
equity  to  enforce  the  payment  of  any  bond  or  mort- 
gage executed  under  the  provisions  of  this  eectiou; 
in  the  case  of  any  railroad  company  in  this  State 
the  amount  of  whose  mortgage  debt  shall  have  been 
linuted  by  special  law,  the  written  consent  of  the 
holders  of  at  least  two-thirds  in  value  of  all  its 
stock  shall  be  obtained  before  any  such  mortgage 
shall  be  executed ;  any  person  who  shall  issue  bonds 
or  any  railroad  company  to  an  amount  greater  than 
the  amount  authorized  by  this  or  any  other  act  shall 
be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor.  Where  a  mortgage  on 
a  railroad  right  of  way  and  franchises  includes 
chattels,  it  shall  be  sufficient  notice  and  evidence 
thereof  to  record  the  same  as  a  mortgage  on  real 
estate. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  inunediatety.

CHAPTER  103. 

An  Act  to  authorize  cities  to  license  and  regulate. 
by  ordinance,  the  erection  of  signs  projecting  be- 
yond the  building  line  of  streets  and  highways, 
and  to  provide  a  penalty  for  the  violation  of  suclr 
ordinance. 

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly Qf  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  common  council,  or  i 
other  governing  body  of  any  city  in  this  State,  by  ' 
ordinance,  to  license  and  regulate  the  erection  of 
signs  projecting  beyond  the  building  line  in  any  of 
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the  streets  and  highways  of  any  such  city,  and  to 
provide  for  the  imposition  of  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  any  violation  thereof;  and  it  sludl 
be  lawful  for  said  common  council  or  other  govern- 
ing body  of  any  city  of  this  Stat«  to  exact  an  annual 
license  fee  from  the  person  or  persona  erecting 
such  signs,  which  said  license  fee  may  be  levied  and 
collected  for  the  purpose  of  revenue. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  efTect  immediately.

CHAPTER  104. 

An  Act  concerning  the  retirement  of  members  of 
the  police  department  in  any  municipality  of  this 
State.

1.  Whenever,  heretoforeor  hereafter,  in  any  mu- 
:  nieipality  of  this  State  any  member  of  the  police 

department  has  been  removed  from  employment 
therein  without  charges  preferred  against  him,  or 
has  been  removed  from  employment  by  reason  of 
the  disbanding  of  a  police  department,  and  has  sub- 
sequently been  reinstated,  the  time  elapsed  between 
such  removal  from  employment  and  such  reinstate- 
ment shall  be  computed  as  time  in  actual  service  in 
determining  the  right  of  such  member  to  retire- 
ment from  service  in  such  department.

CHAPTER  105. 

An  Act  authorizing  the  Commissioner  of  Educa- 
tion to  exact  the  payment  of  fees  by  applicants 
for  qualifying  academic  certificates.

inary academic  education  required  by  the  rules  of 

the  Supreme  Court  or  by  any  law  of  this  State  at 
the  time  such  certificate  is  issued  for  admission  to 
an  examination  for  license  to  practice  law,  medi- 
cine, dentistry,  chiropody,  pharmacy,  or  for  license 
as  a  fortified  public  accountant,  and  for  any  other 
profession  or  vocation  for  which  a  certificate  of  aca- 
demic education,  issued  by  the  Commissioner  of 
Education,  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  required  by 
law  or  by  the  rules  of  the  Supreme  Court. 

2.  Every  person  desiring  a  "qualifying  academic  Apiiiio.tioii 
certificate"  shall  make  application  therefor  in  the  '"k™^'"" 
manner  and  form  prescribed  by  the  Commissioner 

of  Education  and  shall,  at  the  time  of  filing  such 
application,  pay  to  said  commissioner  the  sum  of  »^ 
two  dollars.     If  the  credentials  and  evidence  sub-  KiaminftUai 
mitted  by  an  applicant  are  not  sufficient  to  entitle 
him  to  such  certificate  without  an  examination  in 
one  or  more  academic  subjects,  such  applicant  shall, 
before  be  begins  such  examination,  pay  to  said  fm. 
conmaissioner  the  further  sum  of  three  dollars. 

3.  The  Commissioner  of  Education  shall  keep  a  R.-oipt.  mi 
true  and  correct  account  of  all  moneys  received  by  fSSiu^  " 
him  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  between 
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the  first  and  fifth  days  of  each  month  deposit  with 
the  State  Treasurer  all  such  moneys  received  by 
him  during  the  then  preceding  calendar  month. 
The  moneys  deposited  with  the  State  Treasurer  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  not  become  a 
part  of  the  general  funds  of  the  State,  bat  shall 
be  held  as  a  special  fund  to  be  used  only  for  the 
payment  of  expenses  incurred  by  the  Commissioner 
of  Education  in  carrying  out  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  and  such  expenses  shall  be  paid  by  the  State 
Treasurer  on  the  warrant  of  the  State  Comptroller 
on  bills  duly  certified  by  the  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
cation.

CHAPTER  106. 

A  Further  Supplement  to  '*An  act  to  regulate 
fees,"  approved  April  fifteenth,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  forty-six. 
Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey:  ■ 

1.  Constables  or  court  attendants  of  the  counties 
of  the  first  class  attached  or  assigned  to  the  Circuit 
Court,  Court  of  Oyer  and  Terminer  and  General 
Jail  Delivery,  Court  of  Common  Pleas  and  Gen- 
eral Quarter  Sessions  of  the  Peace  in  said  counties, 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  twelve  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  year  to  be  paid  semi-monthly,  which 
payment  shall  be  in  full,  and  in  lieu  and  st^d  of  all 
fees,  mileage  or  other  allowances  heretofore   al- 
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towed  for  the  service  of  processes  and  duties  of 
SDch  constable  or  court  attendants. 

2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  witll  the  Baenur. 
provisions  of  this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this 
act  shall  take  effect  inunediately.

CHAPTER  107. 

An  Act  to  incorporate  the  borough  of  WestviUe,  in 
the  county  of  Gloucester. 

Be  it  enacted  bjf  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  inhabitants  of  that  portion  of  the  town-  i 
ships  of  Deptford  and  West  Deptford,  in  the  county  ' 
of  Gloucester,  hereinafter  mentioned  and  described, 
are  hereby  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body 
corporate  in  fact  and  in  law  by  the  name  of  "The 
Borough  of  WestviUe,"  and  as  such  shall  be  gov- 
erned by  the  general  laws  of  this  State  relating  to 
boroughs. 

2.  The  boundaries  of  said  borough  shall  be  as  , 
follows:  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  middle  of  ' 
Great  Timber  creek,  in  range  with  the  property 
line  between  lands  of  formerly  George  W.  Gardiner 
and  lands  formerly  of  William  C.  Allen;  thence  (1) 
sonthwestwardly  between  lands  formerly  of  George" 
W.  Gardiner,  now  belonging  to  the  WestviUe  Land 
Company,  and  lands  of  B.  Cooper  Beideman  on  the 
right  and  lands  of  formerly  WiUiam  C.  AUen  and 
lands  formerly  of  Samuel  H.  Ladd  on  the  left, 
about  four  thousand  four  hundred  and  seventy-five 
feet  to  a  large  stone  corner  to  said  Beideman  and 
Ladd  lands  and  in  line  of  lands  formerly  Jlowell's, 
now  of  Gloucester  County  Realty  Company ;  thenoe 
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(2)  northwestwardly  along  the  line  between  lands 
of  said  B.  Cooper  Beideman  on  the  right  and  lands 
of  said  Gloucester  County  Realty  Company  on  the 
left,  about  one  thousand  four  hundred  fifty-six  feet 
to  a  stone  comer  to  lands  of  Joseph  W.  Brooks 
and  said  Gloucester  County  Realty  Company; 
thence  (3)  northwestwardly  at  right  angles  to  the 
.  Gloucester  turnpike,  between  lands  of  said  Joseph 
W.  Brooks  on  the  right  and  of  the  said  Gloucester 
County  Realty  Company  on  the  left,  five  hundred 
thirty  and  fifty-five  hundredths  feet  to  a  comer  in 
the  middle  of  the  Gloucester  turnpike  aforesaid ; 
thence  (4)  northeastwardly  along  the  center  line  of 
said  turnpike  six  hundred  eighty-eight  feet  to  a  cor- 
ner; thence  (5)  at  right  angles  to  said  Gloucester 
turnpike  or  nearly  so,  westwardly  along  the  middle 
of  the  roadway  crossing  the  West  Jersey  and  Sea- 
shore Railroad  between  lands  formerly  of  Rebecca 
Adams,  now  of  Frederick  Doriot,  and  lands  of 
Charles  Kesting  on  the  right  and  lands  of  the  Glou- 
cester County  Realty  Company,  Agnes  Hoffman, 
and  others  on  the  left,  and  continuing  the  same 
course  across  lands  of  the  estate  of  Wilson  Fitz- 
gerald, deceased,  about  two  thousand  two  hundred 
and  fifty  feet  to  a  corner  in  the  middle  of  the  Crown 
Point  road;  thence  (6)  northeastwardly  along  the 
middle  of  the  Crown  Point  road  about  three  thou- 
sand eight  hundred  feet  to  a  corner  in  range  with 
a  line  one  hundred  fifty  feet  southwestwardly  of 
the  southwesterly  line  of  Woodbine  avenue  on  the 
plan  of  Newbold;  thence  (7)  along  the  rear  line  of 
lots  fronting  on  Woodbine  avenue  (courses  herein- 
after redted  being  deflected  from  true  meridian) 
north  forty-six  degrees  and  thirty-nine  minutes 
west,  four  hundred  eighteen  and  fifteen-hundredths 
feet  to  the  westerly  comer  of  lot  No.  321  on  said 
plan;  thence  (8)  along  the  northwesterly  line  of  lot 
No.  321  on  said  plan,  north  forty-three  degrees  and 
twenty-one  minutes  east,  one  hundred  fifty  feet  to

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nne;  along  which  it  mus  (9)  north  forty-six  de- 
grees and  thirty-nine  minutes  west,  one  thousand 
five  hundred  feet  to  the  extension  of  the  line  be- 
tween lots  Nob.  283  and  285  on  the  aforesaid  plan 
of  Newbold;  thence  (10)  along  said  line,  north 
forty-three  degrees  and  twenty-one  minutes  east, 
two  hundred  ten  feet  to  the  southerly  comer  of  lot 
No.  286  on  said  plan;  thence  (11)  along  the  rear 
line  of  lots  fronting  on  Highland  avenue,  north 
forty-six  degrees  and  thirty-nine  minutes  west,  two 
hundred  fifty  feet  to  the  westerly  comer  of  lot  No. 
293;  thence  (12)  along  the  northwesterly  line  of 
lot  No.  293,  north  forty-three  d^^ees  and  twenty- 
one  minutes  east,  one  hundred  fifty  feet  to  the  south- 
westerly line  of  Highland  avenue;  thence  (13) 
along  the  sonthwesterly  line  of  Highland  avenue, 
north  forty-six  degrees  and  thirty-nine  minutes 
west,  one  thoasand  feet  more  or  less  to  the  Dela- 
ware river;  thence  (14)  northeastwardly  up  said 
river  to  the  middle  of  Great  Timber  creek  afore- 
said; thence  (15)  up  the  middle  of  said  creek  the 
various  courses  and  distances  thereof  to  the  plaee 
of  beginning. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately;  pro-  R«(«tBT.aum. 
vided,  it  shall  not  operate  to  affect  the  iiieorpora- 
tion  of  the  territory  above  described  as  a  borough 
of  this  State  until  it  shall  have  been  accepted  by  a 
■  vote  of  a  majority  of  the  legal  voters  included  in 
said  territory  residing  in  the  townships  of  Dept- 
ford  and  West  Deptford,  respectively,  voting  separ- 
ately in  each  township  thereon  at  a  special  election  Hp«i.i 
to  be  held  within  said  districts  in  each  township  *"'*•""■ 
respectively  within  thirty  days  from  the  approval 
of  this  act,  and  within  the  hours  of  six  A.  M.  and 
seven  P.  M.  of  the  day  fixed  for  the  election,  at 
places  within  said  territory,  to  be  fixed  by  the  clerk 
of  said  townships  of  Deptford  and  West  Deptford, 
respectively.

5.  Inomediately  after  the  statement  of  the  result  >**■."'» 
of  such  election  shall  be  made  to  the  township  com-  ™ 
mittees  of  said  townships  of  Beptford  and  West 
Deptford  respectively  a  copy  thereof,  certified  to 
by  their  respective  clerks,  shall  be  forthwith  filed 
in  the  office  of  the  county  clerk  of  said  county  of 
Gloucester.

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CHAPTER  108. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  relating 
to,  reenlating  and  providing  for  the  government 
of  cities,  towns,  boroughs  and  other  mnnicipali- 
ties  within  this  State,'.'  approved  April  twenty- 
fifth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  'New  Jersey: 

1.  In  all  cities,  as  defined  in  the  act  to  which  this 
act  is  a  supplement,  which  heretofore  have  adopted 
or  hereafter  may  adopt  the  provisions  of  the  act 
to  which  this  act  is  a  supplement,  commissioners 
"provided  for  in  said  act  shall  be  nominated  and 
elected  only  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed. 

In  every  such  city  of  ten  thousand  population,  or 
more,  five  commissioners,  and  in  cities  of  less  than 
ten  thousand  population,  three  commissioners  shall 
be  elected  at  an  election  to  be  held  on  the  fifth  Tues- 
day following  the  election  at  which  the  voters  shall 
have  voted  to  adopt  the  provisions  of  said  act,  and 
on  the  second  Tuesday  in  May  in  each  fourth  year 
thereafter. 

The  election  officers  conducting  the  last  general 
annual  election  shall  be  the  ofBcers  of  the  general 
or  any  special  municipal  election,  and  the  municipal 
elections  shall  he  held  at  the  same  places  and  con- 
ducted in  the  same  manner  so  far  as  possible,  and 
the  polls  shall  be  open  and  closed  at  the  same  hours 
as  provided  by  the  general  election  laws. 

2.  The  names  of  candidates  for  commissioners 
shall,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  general  or 
special  election,  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk  in  the 
mianner  and  form  and  under  the  conditions  herein-

They  shall  also  carefully  enter  the  number  of  the 
fi^s^choice,  second-choice,  third-choice,  and  other- 
choice  votes  for  each  candidate  on  said  tally  sheet 
and  make  inamediate  return  thereof  to  the  city 
clerk.  Only  one  vote  shall  be  counted  for  any  can- 
didate on  any  one  ballot,  all  but  the  highest  of  two 
or  more  choices  on  one  ballot  for  one  and  the  same 
candidate  being  void-.  All  ballots  shall  be  void 
which  do  not  contain  first-choice  votes  for  as  many 
candidates  as  there  are  offices  to  be  filled.  If  a  bal- 
lot contains  either  first,  second  or -third -choice  votes 
in  excess  of  the  number  of  offices  to  be  filled  no  vote 
in  the  column  showing  such  excess  shall  be  counted. 

Except  as  hereinbefore  provided  all  choices  shall 
be  counted  as  marked  on  the  ballot. 

On  the  day  following  the  said  election  the  city 
clerk  shall  determine  the  successful  candidates  as 
hereinafter  provided  in  this  section,  and  shall  im- 
mediately make  and  file  the  result  thereof  in  the 
office  of  the  city  clerk.  Said  canvass  by  the  city 
clerk  shall  be  publicly  made,  in  the  manner  follow- 
ing: 
n  (a)  Candidates  receiving  a  majority  of  first- 
choice  votes  for  any  office  shall  be  elected.  If  the 
full  number  of  candidates  to  be  elected  do  not  re- 
ceive such  a  majority  of  the  first-choice  votes  for 
'  snch  office,  a  canvass  shall  be  made  of  the  second- 
choice  vntes  received  by  those  candidates  for  office 
who  are  not  elected  by  first-choice  votes ;  said  sec-

who,  by  such  addition,  shall  receive  a  majority 
shall  be  elected.

(d)  If  the  full  number  of  candidates  to  be  elected  k  do  elation 
do  not  receive  a  majority  by  adding  first,  second  |'br*?'ch°?oM. 
and  third-choice  votes,  as  above  directed,  a  canviiss 

shall  then  be  made  of  the  other-choice  votes  re- 
ceived by  those  candidates  for  said  office  who  are 
not  elected,  either  by  first-choice  votes  or  by  add- 
ing first  and  second-choice  votes,  or  by  adding  first, 
second  and  third-choice  votes,  ■  said  other-choice 
votes  shall  be  added  to  the  first,  second  and  third- 
choice  votes  received  by  such  candidates,  and  the 
candidates  equal  in  number  to  the  number  of  offices 
remaining  to  be  filled  who  receive  the  highest  num- 
ber of  votes  by  the  said  addition  shall  be  elected. 

(e)  A  tie  between  two  or  more  candidates  shall  tli 
be  decided  in  favor  of  the  one  having  the  highest 
number  of  first-choice  votes.    If  they  are  also  equal 

in  that  lespect,  then  the  highest  number  of  second- 
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eboice  votes  shall  determine  the  result.  If  they  are 
still  equal  then  the  highest  number  of  third-choice 
votes  shall  determine  the  resnlt.  If  this  does  not 
decide,  then  the  tie  shall  be  determined  by  lot,  un- 
der the  direction  of  the  city  elerk. 

(f)  Whenever  the  word  "majority"  is  used  in 
this,  section  it  shall  mean  more  than  one-half  of  the 
total  number  of  valid  ballots  cast  at  such  election. 

(g)  No  informalities  in  conducting  said  mu- 
nicipal elections  shall  invalidate  the  same,  if  they 
be  conducted  fairly  and  in  substantial  conformil^ 
with  the  requirements  of  this  act. 

7.  When  any  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  occur 
among  the  commissioners  elected  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  a  supplement, 
the  remaining  commissioners  shall  fix  a  date  for 
holding  an  election  of  a  properly  qualified  person 
or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  to  serve 
for  the  unexpired  term,  not  less  than  thirty  nor 
more  than  forty  days  from  the  date  when  said  va- 
cancy or  vacancies  shall  occur.  Said  election  shall 
be  conducted,  returned,  and  the  result  thereof  de- 
clared in  all  respects  and  by  the  same  officials  as 
hereinbefore  prescribed  for  general  municipal  elec- 
tions ;  provided,  further,  that  when  such  vacancy  or 
vacancies  shall  occur  within  one  year  of  the  expira- 
tion of  the  term  of  such  office  so  becoming  vacant, 
then  the  remaining  commissioners  shall,  within 
thirty  days  thereafter,  elect  a  properly  qualified 
person  or  persons  to  fill  such  vacancy  or  vacancies 
to  serve  for  the  unexpired  term,  as  provided  in  said 
act  to  which  t^is  act  is  a  supplement. 

8.  Whenever  the  clerk  shall,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  a  supplement,  certify 
to  the  board  of  commissioners  that  a  sufficient  peti- 
tion or  petitions  for  the  removal  of  an  elective  offi- 
cer or  officers  and  demanding  an  election  of  a  suc- 
cessor or  successors  of  the  person  or  persons 
sought  to  be  removed  has  or  have  been  filed,  if  the 
officer  or  officers  sought  to  be  removed  shall  not  re- 
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si^  within  five  days  after  the  date  of  the  clerk's 
certificate,  said  board  of  conunissionerB  shall  order 
and  fix  a  date  for  the  holding  of  the  said  election, 
not  lesB  than  thirty  daya  nor  more  than  forty  da^s 
from  the  date  on  the  clerk's  certificate  or  certifi- 
cates to  the  board  of  commissioners  that  a  sufficient 
petition  or  petitions  has  or  have  been  filed;  pro-  p 
vided,  that  whenever  a  sufficient  removal  petition  or 
petitions  shall  he  filed,  near  enough  in  point  of  time 
to  prevent  the  ordering  of  separate  elections,  the 
elections  to  fill  a  vacancy  or  vacancies  and  the  elec- 
tion on  the  removal  petition,  may  be  held  on  the 
same  day;  and  provided  further,  that  if  said  officer  '' 
or  officers  sought  to  be  removed  shall  resign  within 
said  period  of  five  days,  an  election  of  his  successor 
shall  be  ordered  and  held  in  tjie  same  manner  as 
provided  in  the  nest  preceding  section  for  an  elec- 
tion to  fill  vacancies. 

The  board  of  commissioners  shall  make,  or  cause  I 
to  be  made,  publication  of  notice  and  all  arrange-  • 
ments  for  holding  such  election,  and  the  same  shall 
be  conducted,  returned,  and  the  result  thereof  de- 
clared in  all  respects  and  by  the  same  officials  as 
is  hereinbefore  prescribed  for  general  municipal 
elections.

cer sonjarht  to  be  removed,  shall  be  made,  certified 
and  published  in  the  same  manner  and  by  the  same 
official  or  officials  as  hereinbefore  prescribed  for 
candidates  at  a  general  municipal  election. 

10.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with"  ' 
the  provisions  of  this  act  he  and  the  same  are  here- 
by repealed. 

11.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  109. 

An  Act  regulating  the  pay  of  officers  and  policemen 
in  cities  of  the  second  class  of  this  State. 

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  In  all  cities  of  the  second  class  of  this  State, 
the  pay  or  salaries  of  the  following-named  officers 
and  men  of  tlie  police  force  shall  be  as  hereinafter 
specified  respectively : 

Inspectors  not  less  than  two  thousand  dollars  per 
year; 

Captains  not  less  than  two  thousand  dollars  per 
year; 

Captains  of  detectives  not  less  than  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  dollars  per  year; 

Lieutenants  not  less  than  one  thousand  seven 
hundred' dollars  per  year; 

Sergeants,  detectives  and  detective-sergeants  not 
less  than  one  thousand  six  hundred  dollars  per 
year; 

Bound-sergeants  and  roundsmen  each  not  less 
than  one  thousand  five  hundred  and  ten  dollars  per 
year; 

Patrolmen  not  less  than  nine  hundred  dollars  per 
year  for  the  first  year  of  service ;  not  less  than  one 
thousand  dollars  for  the  second  year  of  service; 
not  less  than  one  thousand  one  hundred  dollars  for 
the  third  year  of  service,  and  for  the  fourth  year  of 
service  and  thereafter,  not  less  than  one  tliouBand 
three  hundred  dollars  per  year. 

The  years  of  service  for  patrolmen  shall  be  from 
the  time  of  their  respective  appointments  to  the 
force ;  all  payments  shall  be  made  semi-monthly. 

In  case  the  patrolmen  in  any  such  city  shall  re- 
ceive more  than  nine  hundred  dollars  per  year  when 
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this  act  takes  effect  therein,  this  act  shall  not  be  con- 
strned  to  reduce  said  salary,  as  said  patrolmen  ahall 
be  entitled  to  the  increase  in  pay  above  nine  hun- 
dred dollars  per  annum  herein  provided  when  they 
shall  have  served  a  sufficient  time  from  the  date  of 
their  original  appointment  to  entitle  them  thereto 
upon  .the  above  schedule  of  service  and  salary. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  but  its 
provisions  shall  remain  inoperative  in  any  such  city  ' 
autil  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters  of 
snch  city  by  resolution  adopted  by  the  common 
council  or  other  governing  body  thereof  at  least 
thirty  days  before  any  general  election  to  be  held  *f'^' 
therein  and  be  accepted  by  the  voters  of  said  city  «^°*j^ 
by  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  for  or  against  such 
act  at  such  general  election  hereinafter  to  be  held 
in  such  city  at  which  the  acceptance  or  rejection  of 
this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  said  voters  by  such 
resolution ;  if  a  majority  of  those  voting  for  or 
against  the  acceptance  of  this  act  be  in  favor  of  its 
acceptance,  the  provisions  thereof  shall  he  deemed 
to  be  accepted  by  such  city,  and  such  city  shall  be 
bound  by  the  terms  thereof.  When  the  question  of  ZSiSl' 
the  acceptance  of  this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the

If  the  voter  marks  an  X  in  black  ink  or  Jl,*,'*'" 
black  pencil  in  the  square  opposite  the  word  "for," 
it  shall  be.  counted  as  a  vote  in  favor  of  the  accept- 
ance of  this  act.  If  the  voter  marks  an  X  in  black 
ink  or  black  pencil  in  the  square  opposite  the  word 
"against,"  it  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote  against  the 
acceptance  of  this  act.  And  in  case  no  mark  be 
made  after  the  word  "for"  or  after  the   word 
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"against,"  it  shall  not  be  counted  as  a  vote  either

An  Act  to  authorize  any  city  of  the  third  class  in 
this  State  having  a  system  of  sewers  to  lay  addi- 
tional mains,  lateral  connections,  or  extend  exist- 
ing mains  from  time  to  time,  and  to  provide  for 
the  payment  of  the  expense  of  the  same,  and  for 
the  assessment  of  the  benefits  of  such  construc- 
tion upon  the  lot  or  lots  of  land  and  real  estate 
benefited  thereby. 

Bb  n  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  city  of  the  third  class  Bxtma 
in  this  State  having  a  system  of  sewers  to  lay  addi-  """  "" 
tional  mains,  lateral  connections,  or  extend  existing 
mains  from  time  to  time  and  to  raise  the  necessary 
moneys  for  such  purposes  in  the  manner  and  under 

the  conditions  hereinafter  set  forth. 

2.  Before  any  proceedings  may  be  taken  under  patitioo 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  a  petition  shall  be  pres-  '"™""'" 
ented  to  the  council,  or  other  governing  body  of  such 

city,  signed  by  at  least  three-fifths  in  value  of  the 
property  owners  on  the  street  or  streets  along  which 
said  sewers  are  to  be  laid  or  extended,  said  values

ciently definite  to  identify  the  same,  and  the  amount 
assessed  thereon,  but  said  resolution  of  assessment 
shall  not  be  finally  passed  until  notice  shall  be  given 
by  the  clerk  of  council  or  other  governing  body,  to 
all  property  owners  along  the  line  of  said  sewers  so 
constructed  of  the  time  and  place  when  said  resolu- 
tion will  be  taken  up  for  final  passage;  which  said 
notice  shall  be  given  by  mailing  the  same  to  the  last 
known  office  address  of  such  property  owner,  or 
owners,  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  the  day  named  for 
the  final  consideration  of  said  resolution  of  assess- 
ment, or  by  publication  for  one  insertion  in  a  news- 
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paper  pnnted  or  circulating  in  said  city,  and  at  said 
time  and  place  all  persons  desiring  to  be  heard  sWl 
be  accorded  the  privilege;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  ■ 
of  the  clerk  of  said  council,  or  other  governing  body,  < 
to  forthwith  deliver  a  certified  copy  of  such  resolu- 
tion to  the  receiver  of  taxes  in  such  city  who  shall 
at  once  enter  the  same  in  an  orderly  manner  in  a 
book  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  to  be  known 
and    designated    as    "Sewer   Extension   Assess- 
ments," and  all  such  assessments  shall,  from  the 
date  of  the  passage  of  such  resolution,  be  and  re- 
main a  first  lien  upon  the  lot,  or  lots,  of  land  upon  . 
which  they  are  made  until  they  shall  be  paid,  not-  ' 
withstanding  any  mistake  in  the  name,  or  names, 
of  any  owner,  or  owners,  or  any  omission  to  name 
any  owner,  or  owners,  who  are  unknown,  and  not- 
withstanding any  lack  of  form  in  the  assessment  or 
other  proceedings  which  does  not  impair  the  sub- 
stantial rights  of  the  person,  or  persons,  having  a 
lien  upon,  or  interested  in  said  respective  lot  or 
lots  of  land,  and  said  assessments  shall  bear  inter- 
est at  the  rate  of  six  per  centum  per  annum  from  the  i 
date  thereof,  and  payment  thereof  shall  be  enforced 
by  selling  the  lot  or  lots  of  land,  for  the  term,  or  in 
fee,  and  in  the  manner  provided  for  the  sale  of  i 
lands  for  non-payment  of  taxes  under  the  pro-  ' 
visions  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  assess- 
ment and  collection  of  taxes,"  -approved  April 
eighth,  one  thousand  nine  hujidred  and  three,  and 
the   acts   supplemental   thereto   and   amendatory 
thereof ;  and  the  purchaser  shall  be  entitled  to  tire 
saine  certificate  and  may  enjoy  the  same  lien,  title 
and  benefits  and  may  perfect  his  title  on  like  notice 
as  in  cases  of  sale  of  lands  for  delinquent  taxes  un- 
der said  act. 

5.  To  raise  the  necessary  money  to  defray  the 
cost  of  Baeh  work  such  city  may  appropriate  and 
assess  moneys  sufiicient  for  such  purposes,  or  may 
borrow  the  same  and  issue  its  notes,  certificates 
or  bonds,  the  same  to  be  designated  Sewer  Ex- 
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tension  Notes,  Certificates  or  Bonds,  as  the  case 
may  be,  and  to  draw  interest  at  a  rate  not  more 
than  five  per  oentom  per  annum,  and  at  least 
two-thirds  in  amount  of  said  ,noteB,  certificates 
or  bonds  shall  be  payable  at  not  more  than,  two 
years  from  their  date,  and  the  remainder  of  the 
same  may  be  made  payable  at  a  period,  or  periods, 
not  more  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof; 
and  all  moneys  received  from  the  assessments  afore- 
said shall  be  paid  into  a  fund  and  preserved  intact 
to  discharge  said  indebtedness,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  any  balance  of  said  indebtedness  said  coun- 
cil, or  other  governing  body,  may  appropriate  and 
assess  sufficient  moneys  for  the  purpose  of  paying 
said  indebtedness  when  due,  or  may  create  a  sink- 
ing fund  and  assess  annually  in  such  city  a  smn 
to  pay  into  said  sinking  fund  necessary  for  the  re- 
demption of  said  notes,  certificate  or  bonds  when 
due;  and  in  addition  thereto  said  council  shall  an- 
nually raise  by  taxation  an  amount  sufficient  to  pay 
the  interest  on  all  of  said  outstanding  indebtedness.

CHAPTER  111. 

An  Act  to  establish  a  sinking  fund  commission  is 
incorporated  towns  of  this  State,  and  defining  its 
powers  and  duties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 
:  tani      1.  In  Euy  Incorporated  town  of  the  State,  having 
**"■      bonded  indebtedness,  the  governing  body  of  said 
town  may,  by  ordinance,  establish  a  sinking  fund 
commission  which  shall  consist  of  four  suitable  citi- 
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zens,  freeholders  and  residents  in  the  eaifi  town,  to 
be  appointed  hy  said  governing  body,  who  shall  to- 
gether constitute  and  be  denominated  as '  'The  Com- 
missioners of  the  Sinking  Fund  of  the  Town  of 

"  (as  the  case  may  be) ;  of  those  first 

so  appointed,  one  shall  be  appointed  for  one  year 
from  the  preceding  first  day  of  January,  one  for 
two  years,  one  for  three  years  and  one  for  four 
years,  and  thereafter  each  person  so  appointed 
shall  hold  office  for  fonr  years  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  appointed  and  has  qualified ;  any  vacancy 
shall  be  filled  by  the  said  governing  body  for  the  un- 
expired term;  said  commissioners  shall  be  a  body 
corporate  by  the  name  aforesaid,  with  power  to  in- 
vest and  reinvest  the  funds  in  their  control  in  any 
stocks,  bonds  or  other  securities  in  which  savings 
banks  are,  or  may  hereafter  be,  by  the  laws  of  this 
State,  authorized  to  invest  the  moneys  deposited 
with  them,  and  the  same  to  sell,  assign  and  trans- 
fer, with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued  in  such  corpor- 
ate name  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 
Before  entering  npon  the  duties  of  his  office,  each 
eommisaioner  so  appointed  shall  esecote  a  bond  to 
the  town  in  such  sum,  and  with  such  surety  or  sure- 
ties, corporate  or  otherwise,  as  the  said  governing 
body  shall  from  time  to  time  determine,  conditioned 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  all  tbe  duties  of  his 
said  office.  Within  ten  days  after  the  first  commis-

(8)  Provide  and  attach  an  air  gange  and  a  time 
piece  to  each  air  lock.  Such  gauge  and  time  piece 
shall  be  accessible  to  the  lock  tender  at  all  times ; 

(4)  Keep  at  least  two  air  pipes  or  lines  connect- 
ed with  each  tunnel,  caisson,  compartment  or  place 
in  which  persons  are  bo  employed ; 

(5)  Provide  a  suitable  iron  ladder  for  the  entire 
length  of  every  shaft  used  in  connection  with  snob 
work; 

(6)  Keep  every  passageway  used  in  connection 
with  such  work  clear  and  properly  lighted ; 

(7)  Provide  sufficient  electric  lights  for  all  light- 
ing purposes  and  provide  a  wire  for  lighting  the 
shaft,  which  wire  shall  be  separated  from  the  wire 
used  for  lighting  the  place  where  the  employees 
are  at  work  in  compressed  air;  all  electric  wires 
shall  be  properly  insulated ; 

(8)  Provide,  for  the  use  of  all  persons  so  em- 
ployed, dressing  rooms  which  shall  be  kept  open 
and  accessible  during  working  hours  and  during 
the  intervals  between  working  periods,  and  also  a 
separate  room  for  drying  clothes.  The  dressing 
rooms  shall  contain  benches  and  individual  lockers, 
shower  baths  .with  hot  and  cold  water,  and  sanitarj' 
water-closets,  and  shall  be  kept  properly  heated, 

■  lighted  and  ventilated ; 

(9)  If  the  maximum  air  pressure  in  such  work 
exceeds  seventeen  pounds,  provide  and  maintain  at 
least  one  double  compartment  hospital  lock.  Such 
lock  shall  he  at  least  six  feet  high,  inside  measure- 
ment, and  be  suitably  floored;  it  shall  be  equipped 
with  inside  and  outside  air  gauges  and  time  pieces, 
and  a  telephone  with  proper  connections,  and  shall 
contain  benches  and  proper  surgical  and  medical 
-equipment ;  it  shall  be  properly  heated,  lighted  and 
ventilated. 

4.  Suspension  of  caissons.  No  caisson  in  which 
persons  are  employed  in  compressed  air  shall,  while 
work  is  in  progress  therein,  be  suspended  or  hung 
so  that  the  bottom  of  the  excavation  is  more  than 
four  feet  below  the  cutting  edge  of  the  caisson.

6.  Inspection.  Every  employer  carrying  on  any  ^''^"JJ"' 
work  in  the  prosecution  of  which  persons  are  em-  mppantoi. 
ployed  in  compressed  air  shall  cause  all  engines, 
boilers,  steam  pipes,  steam  gauges,  drills,  caissons, 
air  pipes,  air  gauges,  air  locks,  dynamos,  electric 
wiring,  signal  apparatus,  brakes,  buckets,  hoists, 
cables,  chains,  ropes,  ladders,  ways,  tracks,  sides, 
roofs,  timbers,  supports  and  all  other  equipment, 
apparatus  and  appliances  used  in  connection  with 
such  work  to  tie  inspected  at  least  once  every  work- 
ing day  by  a  competent  person  especially  designat- 
ed for  that  purpose,  and  if  any  defect  in  such  equip- 
ment, apparatus  or  appliances  is  found,  a  report 
thereof  in  writing  shall  forthwith  be  made  by  the 
inspector  to  the  employer,  and  the  defect  shall  he 
immediately  repaired. 

6.  Medical  attendants  and  nurses.    Every  em-  "•'""■ 
ployer  carrying  on  any  work  in  the  prosecution  of 
which  persons  are  employed  in  compressed  air 
shall: 

(1)  Employ  one  or  more  licensed  physicians  as  i'bT«iei«n. 
medical  officers  who  shall  be  present  to  render  med- 
ical assistance  at  all  necessary  times  at  the  place 
where  such  work  is  in  progress  and  who  shall  per- 
form such  other  duties  as  are  imposed  on  them  by

(2)  No  person  who  has  not  previously  worked  in 
compresed  air  shall,  during  the  first  twenty-fouf 
hours  of  his  employment,  be  permiitted  to  work 
therein  longer  than  one  working  period,  as  pro- 
vided in  section  ten,  and  he  shall  not  be  permitted 
to  resume  such  work,  if  the  air  pressure  exceeds 
fifteen  pounds  until  he  has  been  re-examined  by  the 
medical  officer  and  found  to  be  physically  qualified 
therefor ; 

(3)  No  person  who  is  employed  in  compresseil 
air,  but  who  has  been  absent  therefrom  for  ten  or 
more  consecutive  days,  for  any  cause,  shall  be  per- 
mitted to  resume  such  work  until  he  has  been  re- 
examined by  the  medical  officer  and  found  to  be 
physically  qualified  therefor;

The  medical 
officer  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  physical  examina- 
tions made  iu  accord  with  section  eight,  which  rec- 
ord shall  be  kept  at  the  place  where  the  work  is  in 
progress  and  shall  contain  the  name,  age,  address 
and  full  description  of  each  person  examined,  the 
date  on  which  eaeli  examination  was  made,  and  the 
physical  condition,  on  that  date,  of  the  person  ex- 
amined, and  the  total  time  such  person  has  worked 
in  compressed  air,  including  time  in  previous  em- 
ployments.

12.  Enforcement.  The  Commissioner  of  Labor 
Bhall  enforce  this  act.  The  Commissioner,  the  as- 
sistant commissioner  and  the  inspectors  of  the  De- 
partment of  Labor  shall  inspect  every  place  of  em- 
ployment included  in  this  act,  and  for  that  purpose 
may  enter  any  such  place. 

13.  Penalties.  Every  person  who,  either  personal- 
ly or  through  any  agent,  violates  or  fails  to  comply 
with  any  provision  of  this  act  is  liable  to  a  civil 
penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  the  first  offense,  one 
hundred  dollars  for  the  second  offense  and  three 
hundred  dollars  for  the  third  and  each  subsequent 
offense.  Such  penalties  shall  be  recovered  in  an  ac- 
tion of  debt  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  Commission- 
er of  Labor  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and  shall 
be  paid  to  the  Commissioner  of  Labor,  who  shall 
pay  the  same  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  New 
Jersey. 

14.  Pleading.  The  pleading  shall  conform  in  all 
respects  to  the  practice  prevailing  in  the  court  in 
which  any  such  action  is  instituted,  but  no  pleading 
or  process  shall,  if  it  contains  a  statement  of  the 
nature  of  the  alleged  violation  and  of  the  section  of 
this  act  alleged  to  have  been  violated,  be  set  aside 
or  invalidated  by  reason  of  any  formal  or  technical 
defect  therein.  Upon  the  attention  of  the  court  be- 
ing called  to  any  such  formal  or  technical  defect, 
the  same  shall  be  immediately  corrected,  and  the 
pleading  or  process  amended  as  a  matter  of  course;

If  the  offi- 
cer executing  any  such  writ  is  unable  to  find,  in  his 
bailiwick,  suflBcient  goods  and  chattels  of  the  de- 
fendant to  make  the  amount  of  the  judgment,  he 
shall  take  the  body  of  the  defendant  and  deliver  wi.«n 
him  to  the  keeper  of  the  common  jail,  there  to  he  "Jen 
detained  until  discharged  by  the  court  in  which  such 
judgment  was  rendered  or  by  one  of  the  justices  of 
the  Supreme  Court,  when  such  court  or  justice  is

CHAPTER  122. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  board  of  chosen  freehold- 
ers of  any  county  in  this  State  to  repair  or  re- 
coDstmot  county  roads  and  to  issue  bonds  in  pay- 
ment of  the  cost  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

1.  Whenever  any  county  road  in  this  State  now  is  i 
or  hereafter  may  be  in  need  of  extraordinary  re-  ; 
pairs  or  reconstruction  and  the  board  of  chosen  i 
freeholders  of  such  county  shall  submit  plans  and 
specifications,  prepared  by  the  county  engineer  of 
such  county,  showing  the  repairs  or  reconstruction 
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contemplated  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  entit- 
led "An  act  to  provide  for  the  permanent  improve- 
ment and  maintenance  of  public  roads  in  this  State 
(Revision  of  1912),"  approved  April  fifteenth,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve,  and  the  supple- 
ments thereto  and  amendments  thereof,  and  the 
said  Commissioner  of  Public  Roads  shall  fail  within 
thirty  days  after  the  submission  to  him  of  such 
plans  and  specifications,  to  set  aside  any  State 
funds  for  such  work  as  in  said  act  provided,  it  shall 
thereafter  he  lawful  for  such  board  of  chosen  free- 
holders to  repair  or  reconstruct  such  road  or  roads 
and  to  pay  the  entire  cost  of  such  repairs  or  reeou- 
struetion  and  to  award  a  contract  or  contracts  for 
such  repairs  or  reconstruction,  on  bids  duly  adver- 
tised for  ill  two  public  newspapers  printed  and 
circulating  in  said  county,  for  two  weeks  succes- 
sively, at  least  once  in  eacli  week,  before  the  date 
fixed  therein  for  the  receipt  of  bids  and  such  road 
or  roads  shall  be  repaired  or  reconstructed  under 
the  supervision  of  tlie  county  engineer  of  such 
county. 

2,  The  cost  of  such  extraordinary  repairs  or  re- 
construction may  be  paid  out  of  any  funds  of  the 
board  of  chosen  freeholders  not  otherwise  appro- 
priated. If  in  the  judgment  of  such  board  of  chosen 
freeholders  it  would  be  too  burdensome  to  the  tax- 
payers of  such  county  to  place  in  the  tax  levy  in 
any  one  year  the  cost  of  such  extraordinary  repairs 
or  reconstruction,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  such  board 
of  chosen  freeholders  to  issue  and  sell  the  corporate 
bonds  of  such  county  to  an  amount  not  exceeding 
the  total  cost  of  such  repairs  or  reconstruction, 
either  at  public  or  private  sale,  at  any  price  not  less 
than  par.  Such  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum,  and  the 
principal  of  said  bonds  shall  be  payable  at  a  time 
not  exceeding  five  years  from  the  date  of  their  is- 
sue, and  shall  be  in  such  form  as  the  board  of 
chosen  freeholders  issuing  such  bonds  shall  by  res- 
olution determine.    Such  bonds  shall   recite  tliat 
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tbey  are  issued  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  this 
act  and  of  the  resolution  authorizing  the  issuance 
thereof.  When  any  bonds  are  issued  as  set  forth  i 
herein,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  chosen 
freeholders  to  establish  a  sinking  fund  and  to  place 
an  amount  annually  in  the  tax  levy  of  such  county 
and  deposit  the  same  in  said  sinking  fund,  which 
shall  be  sufficient,  with  its  accumulations  to  pay  off 
and  discharge  said  bonds  at  maturity,  and  it  shall 
also  be  the  duty  of  said  board  of  chosen  freeholders 
to  place  in  the  tax  levy  each  year  a  sum  sufficient 
to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds;  provided,  how  i 
eter,  that  action  by  said  board  of  chosen  freehold- 
ers under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  for  the  makinj? 
of  such  extraordinary  repairs  or  reconstruction 
and  for  the  issuing  of  such  bonds  shall  be  hy  reso- 
lution adopted  by  a  vote  of  at  least  two-thirds  of 
all  the  members  of  snch  board  of  chosen  freehold- 
ers. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.  .

CHAPTER  123. 

An  Act  to  create  the  New  Jersey  Harbor  Commis- 
sion and  to  define  its  powers  and  duties. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

1.  The  Governor,  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  i 
the  Senate,  shall  appoint  five  persons,  not  more  ' 
than  three  of  whom  shall  be  of  the  same  political 
party,  residents  of  this  State  for  at  least  five  years 
previous  to  appointment,  who  shall  constitute  the 
New  Jersey  Harbor  Commission.  The  terms  of  ' 
office  of  the  persons  first  appointed  by  the  Govern- 
or shall  be  so  arranged  and  designated  at  the  time 
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of  their  appointment  that  the  term  of  one  member 
shall  expire  in  five  years,  one  in  four  years,  one  in 
three  years,  one  in  two  years,  and  one  in  one  year 
from  the  first  day  of  April,  nineteen  hundred  and 
fourteen.  Annually  thereafter  the  Governor,  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  shall  appoint 
one  member  to  serve  for  a  term  of  five  years,  as 
the  term  of  any  member  previously  appointed  shall 
expire.  Any  vacancy  occurring  shall  be  filled  for 
the  unexpired  term  by  the  Governor,  with  the  ad- 
vice and  consent  of  the  Senate,  and  in  all  cases  a 
member  shall  continue  to  serve  until  his  successor 

■  is  appointed  and  qualified.  The  memliers  of  this 
commission  shall  serve  without  compensation,  ex- 
cept that  they  shall  be  paid  the  necessary  expenses 
incurred  in  the  performance  of  their  dunes. 

2.  The  commission  shall  be  provided  with  suita- 
ble office  accommodationa  by  the  State  House  Com- 
mission, in  the  State  House,  or  buildings  adjacent 

'  thereto  owned  by  the  State,  or  may,  with  the  per- 
mission of  the  State  House  Commission,  rent  suit- 
able offices  elsewhere  for  local  purposes  and  furnish 
the  same  with  the  equipment  necessary  to  conduct 
the  business  of  the  commission.  The  commission 
may  em'ploy  a  secretary  and  such  engineers,  clerks 
and  assistants  as  it  shall  deem  necessary,  and  fix 
their  compensation;  provided,' however,  that  this 
power  shall  not  bind  the  State  of  New  Jersey  to 
the  payment  of  any  sum  or  sums  unless  the  same 
shall  be  included  in  any  annual  or  supplemental 
appropriation  bill.  The  secretary,  enpneers.  clerks 
and  assistants  shall  be  deemed  to  be  within  the 
Civil  Service  of  the  State,  subject  to  the  provisions 
of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  regulating  the  employ- 
ment, tenure  and  discharge  of  certain  officers  and 
employees  of  this  State,  and  of  the  various  coun- 
ties and  municipalities  thereof,  and  providing  for  a 
Civil  Service  Commission,  and  defining  its  powers 
and  duties."  approved  April  tenth,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eight.  The  commission  shall 
adopt  a  seal,  and  shall  also  adopt  such  rales,  regala- 
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tions  and  by-laws  for  the  transaction  of  its  business 
and  the  performance  of  its  duties  as  may  be  neces- 
sary and  advisable  and  not  inconsistent  with  this 
statute,  with  power  to  alter  and  amend  the  same 
from  time  to  time  as  it  shall  become  necessary  or 
advisable  so  to  do.  The  commission  shall  keep  a  » 
record  of  all  its  proceedings,  and  such  records,  to- 
gether with  all  maps,  plans  and  specifications  on 
file  in  i-ts  ofGce,  shall  be  open  at  all  reasonable 
times  to  public  inspection  aa  public  records. 

3,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  commission  to  in-  ^ 
vesligate  and  report  annually  to  the  Legislature 
the  condition  of  the  water  front  or  harbor  facilities, 
and  any  other  matter  incident  to  the  movement  of 
commerce  upon  all  navigable  rivers  and  waters  in 
this  State,  or  bounding  thereon,  and  to  recommend 
to  the  Legislature,  and  to  the  various  municipali- 
ties of  this  State  interested  therein,  such  measures 
as  may,  in  the  judgment  of  the  commission,  be 
necessary  or  advisable  for  the  preservation  of  prop- 
er navigation  or  its  improvement,  or  the  improve- 
ment of  the  movement  of  commerce  upon  such  wa- 
ters, and,  concurrently  with  the  Riparian  Commis- 
sion of  this  State,  or  any  board  or  body  which  may 
succeed  to  the  powers  of  said  commission,  the  coro- 
mission  created  by  this  act  shall  have  power,  by 
appropriate  action  in  any  court,  to  prevent  en-  p 
eroachment  or  trespass  upon  the  water  front  of  any  " 
of  the  navigable  waters  of  this  State,  or  bounding 
thereon,  or  upon  the  riparian  lands  of  this  State, 
and  to  compel  the  removal  of  any  such  encroach- 
ment or  trespass,  and  to  restrain,  prevent  and  re- 
move any  construction,  erection  or  accretion  injuri  ■ 
008  to  the  flow  of  any  such  waters  which  may  be 
detrimental  to  the  proper  navigation  thereof,  and 
the  maintenance  and  improvement  of  commerce 
thereon. 

4.  All  plana  for  the  development  of  any  water  j; 
front  upon  any  navigable  water  or  stream  of  this  ^ 
State,  or  bounding  thereon,  which  is  contemplated  a> 
by  any  person,  corporation  or  municipality,  in  the 
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nature  of  iiidividoal  improvement  or  development, 
or.  as  a  part  of  a  general  plan  which  involves  the 
eonstroetion,  change,  alteration  or  modification  of 
a  dock,  wharf,  pier,  bulkhead,  bridge,  pipe  line,  ca- 
ble, or  any  other  similar  or  dissimilar  water  front 
development,  to  be  undertaken  subsequent  to  the 
passage  of  this  act,  shall  first  be  submitted  to  the 
said  commission,  and  no  such  development  or  im- 
provement enumerated  within  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  or  included  within  a  proper  interpretation 
thereof,  shall  he  commenced  or  executed  without 
the  approval  of  this  commission  first  had  and  re- 
ceived, or  as  hereinafter  provided.  Upon  the  presen- 
tation of  plans  for  any  such  improvement,  the 
commission  shall  forthwith  consider  the  same,  and 
shall,  if  necessary  or  desirable,  hold  public  meet- 
ings for  the  consideration  thereof,  under  such  rules 
and  regulations  as  the  commission  may  establish. 
Before  any  plans  are  approved  or  disapproved,  the 
commission  shall  have  power,  except  as  hereinafter 
provided,  to  direct  such  changes  or  alterations  in 
the  plans  submitted  as  it  may  deem  necessary  or 
advisable,  as  a  condition  precedent  to  approval. 
Where  such  water  front  is  under  the  control  of  any 
local  board,  commission  or  other  governing  body, 
created  by  an  act  of  the  Legislature,  now  or  here- 
after, having  power  to  improve  or  develop  the  wa- 
ter front  or  exercising  such  authority  that  a  permit 
or  license  must  be  granted  by  it  before  any  im- 
provement or  development  may  be  commenced, 
plans  proposed  by  it  or  submitted  to  it  shall  be  filed 
with  the  commission  created  under  this  act.  The 
said  commission  created  under  this  act,  may,  with 
ten  days  after  the  receipt  by  it  of  plana  as  above 
provided,  file  notice  of  objections  to  the  carrying 
out  of  such  improvement  or  development,  or  to  the 
granting  of  such  permit  or  license  by  the  local 
board,  commission  or  other  governing  body,  and 
the  filing  of  such  notice  shall  act  as  a  stay  in  the 
carrying  out  of  such  ptlans  or  in  the  granting  of  such 
permit  or  license  until  a  public  hearing  shall  have 
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been  held  by  the  local  board,  eonunission  or  other 
governing  body,  sitting  jointly  with  the  eommissioo. 
created  under  this  act.  At  such  public  hearing  the  i»*»'ini 
commission  created  under  this  act  may  state  its 
objections  to  the  plans  and  recommend  such 
changes,  modifications  or  alterations  as  it  deems 
necessary.  The  local  board,  commission  or  other  ^^i«i 
governing  body  together  with  the  commission  ere-  "** 
ated  under  this  act  shall  then  either  approve  or 
disapprove  the  ^lans,  or  );rant  or  refuse  to  grant 
the  permit  or  hcense  as  in  their  judgment  seems 
necessary  or  desirable.  Any  development  or  im-  mp™ 
provement  enumerated  within  the  provisions  of  this 
section,  or  included  within  a  proper  interpretation 
thereof,  which  shall  have  been  conmienced  or  execut- 
ed without  first  obtaining  approval  as  provided  in 
this  section,  shall  be  deemed  to  be  a  purpresture  and 
a  pnbMc  nuisance  and  shall  be  abated  in  the  name 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  in  such  action  as  shall 
be  appropriate  for  that  purpose;  provided,  how- 
ever, this  section  shall  not  apply  to,  or  affect,  any 
development  for  docks,  shipping  and  transporta- 
tion facilities  heretofore  inaugurated  by  a  munici- 
pality, which  ia  under  construction  in  whole  or  in 
part,  if  such  municipality  bas,  prior  to  the  passage 
of  this  act,  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  a  map 
showing  the  lands  proposed  to  be  taken  for  such 
municipal  development. 

5.  Any  county,  town,  township,  borough,  city,  or 
other  political  subdivision  of  tbis  State,  may  re- 
quest the  said  commission  to  prepare  and  propose 
for  such  municipality  a  proper  plan  for  the  develop- 
,  raent  and  improvement  of  its  water  front  upon  any 
navigable  stream,  river  or  waters  of  this  State,  or 
bounding  thereon,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  commission  to  prepare  and  submit  such  plan 
or  plans  for  the  improvement  and  development  of 
the  water  front  of  such  municipality,  the  navigation 
of  the  waters  incident  thereto,  and  the  regulation 
and  improvement  of  the  traffic  of  commerce  inci- 
dent thereio.The  said  commission  for  the  prepara' 
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tion  and  submisBioa  of  such  plans  may  make  such 
charge  against  tbe  municipality  requesting  the 
same  as  is  equal  to  the  actual  cost  of  the  prepara- 
tion of  such  plans  of  improvement,  and  the  munici- 
pality requesting  the  same  is  hereby  authorized  to 
pay  the  same  from  any  funds  in  the  treasury  of  the 
said  municipality. 
'  6.  When  the  commission  shall  be  constituted  in 
accordance  with  the  provisionB  of  this  act,  the  com- 
missioners appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
Joint  Resolution  No,  3,  approved  March  twenty- 
ninth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven,  shall 
deliver  to  this  commission  all  maps,  plans  and  other 
data  and  information  in  its  possession,  and  the 
terras  of  office  of  the  members  of  the  commission 
created  pursuant  to  said  Joint  Resolution  No.  3, 
approved  March  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  eleven,  shall  thereupon  terminate  and 
cease,  and  the  commission  appointed  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act  shall  also  continue  such  work  as 
the  former  commission  was  authorized  to  perform. 
The  commission  appointed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  acfshall  carry  out  such  contracts  as  have  been 
made  by  the  said  commission  appointed  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  Joint  Resolution  No.  3,  ap- 
proved March  twenty-ninth,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  eleven,  and  any  unexpended  moneys  in 
the  State  Treasury  appropriated  for  the  use  of  the 
commission  appointed  pursuant  to  the  provisions 
of  Joint  Resolution  No.  3,  approved  March  twenty- 
ninth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven,  shall 
be  placed  to  the  credit  of  and  for  the  use  of  the 
commission  appointed  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act. 

7.  The  sum  of  twenty-five  thousand  dollars  is 
hereby  appropriated  for  the  uses  and  purposes  of 
the  said  commission,  pursuant  to  the  provisions  of 
this  act.  when  included  in  whole  or,  in  part  in  any 
annual  or  supplemental  appropriation  bill. 

8.  Nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  deprive  the  Board  of  Riparian  Commissioners  or 
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their  lawful  Bnccessors  of  the  jarisdiction,  power 
and  authority  conferred  upon  it  or  them  hy  the 
laws  of  this  State,  but  the  powers  conferred  hy  this 
statute  upon  the  commission  hereby  constituted 
shall  b€  co-ordinate  therewith  and  a  addition 
thereto. 

9.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistettt  herewith  ' 
are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take 
effect  immediately;  provided,  however,  that  i£  auy  ' 
section  or  parts  thereof  of  this  act  shall  be  ques- 
tioned in  any  coart,  and  shall  be  held  to  be  uncon- 
stitutional and  void,  the  sections  or  parts  thereof 
so  declared  to  be  invalid  shall  be  exscinded  and  the 
balance  of  the  act  shall  stand  as  though  said  sec- 
tions or  parts  thereof  had  never  been  included  with- 
in the  provisions  of  this  act.

An  Act  anthorizing  the  exchange  of  certain  lands 
belonging  to  the  State  of  New  Jersey  now  used 
for  the  purpose  of  the  State  Home  tor  Boys  at 
Jamesburg,  New  Jersey,  for  lands  of  Frederick 
Roese,  upon  terms  and  conditions  and  authoriz- 
ing the  conveyance  of  the  State  lauds  as  herein- 
after described,  to  be  made  for  that  purpose. 

Whebeas,  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  New  Jersey  i 
State  Home  for  Boys  at  Jamesburg,  New  Jersey, 
is  possessed  of  certain  lands  situate  in  the  town- 
ship of  Monroe,  Middlesex  county,  New  Jersey, 
adjftcent  to  lands  of  Frederick  Roese,  containing 
about  one  acre  and  ninety-two  hundredths  of  an 
acre,  whieh  the  said  New  Jersey  State  Home  for 
Boys  had  acquired  for  the  purposeof  a  water 
supply  reservoir; 
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And  Whbbeas,  Said  lands  are  no  longer  needed  for 
the  use  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Home  for  Boys 
by  reason  of  the  establishing  of  another  and  more 
modern  water  supply  system ; 
And  "Whereas,  The  New  Jersey  State  Home  for 
Boys  also  has  a  right  of  way  or  easement  across 
other  lands  of  said  Frederick  Eoese  for  purposes 
of  pipe  line  or  water  pipe  to  carry  water  from 
said  reservoir  to  ■the  buildings  of  the  State  Home 
for  Boys; 
And  Whereas,  Frederick  Eoese  is  the  owner  of  cer- 
tain lands  in  the  said  township  of  Monroe  afore 
said  containing  about  acres 

which  said  lands  are  adjacent  to  and  join  other 
lands  of  the  State  Home  for  Boys  and  would  be 
particularly  nseful  and  advantageous  to  the  said 
State  Home  for  Boys ; 
And  Whebeas,  The  board  of  trustees  of  the  said 
State  Home  for  Boys,  and  the  said  Frederick 
Roese  mutually  desire  to  make  an  exchange   of 
said  lands ; 
And  Whebeas,  It  is  believed  that  it  is  to  the  inter- 
est of  said  State  Home  for  Boys  that  the  ex- 
change of  said  lands  should  be  made ;  therefore, 
Be  rr  enacted  6y  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey : 
w^^»*  1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for-the  Governor,  Treasurer 

i««a^  and  Comptroller,  constituting  ■the  State  House  Com- 

missidn,  to  bargain,  sell,  exchange  and  convey  by  a 
good  and  sufficient  deed  in  the  name  of  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  all  those  certain  lands  and  premises 
now  in  the  possession  of  the  trustees  of  the  State 
Home  for  Boys  at  Jamesburg,  New  Jersey,  more 
particularly  described  as  follows,  to  wit: 
DMecipdoD  Premises,  situate,  lying  and  being  in  the  town- 

^pS3*^      ship  of  Monroe,  in  the  county  of  Middlesex  and 
State  of  New  Jersey, 

Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  public  road  that  leads 
from  Bergen's  Mills  to  the  premises  of  the  State 
Home  for  Boys  at  the  beginning  comer  of  "the  tract 
sold  and  conveyed  by  John  Lutz  to  Frederick  W. 
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Boese,  and  the  northwesterly  comer  of  a  traot  of 
niiie  and  fifty-one  hundredths  acres  to  which  the 
said  trustees  claim  right  and  title  by  deed  from 
Lewis  A.  Hoffman  and  wife  dated  December  twen- 
ty-ninth, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,  and  recorded  in  Middlesex  county  clerk's 
office  in  book  No.  304  of  deeds,  pages  270,  et  cetera;

It  is  understood  that  the  above  rights 
of  easement  confirms  and  conveys  to  the  said  party 
of  the  second  part  and  their  successors  the  right 
to  enter  the  land  of  the  said  Frederick  W.  Roese, 
his  heirs  and  assigns  by  themselves  or  their  ac- 
credited agents  at  any  or  all  time  or  times  here- 
after when  it  shall  become  necessary  to  relay  or  re- 
pair said  pipe  line  to  prevent  loss,  damage  or  hind- 
rance to  either  party,  and  do  or  cause  to  be  done 
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^jucli  EtecesBary  work.  The  location  of  said  pipe  line 
is  described  as  follows: 

Begimiing  at  a  point  in  the  middle  line  of  the 
public  road  that  leads  to  Mount's  mills  one  chain

land  of  tile  said  Frederick  W.  Roese  and  crossing 
the  lot  or  parcel  above  described  and  hereby  con- 
veyed by  him  to  the  said  board  of  trustees,  ten 
chains  and  ninety  links  to  the  new  reservoir  and 
there  to  end.

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that  the  said  board  of  trustees  consider  said  lands 
no  longer  necessary  for  the  use  of  said  State  Home 
for  Boys  and  that  the  lands  intended  to  be  ex- 
changed therefor  in  the  event  said  exchange  shall 
be  made  can  be  used  to  an  advantage  to  the  inter- 
est of  the  said  State  Home  for  Boys  at  Jamesburg. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  125. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "A  supplement  to 
an  act  entitled  'An  act  respecting  the  Orphans* 
Court  and  relating  to  the  powers  and  duties  of 
the  ordinary  and  the  Orphans'  Court  and  surro- 
gates (Revision  1898),'  approved  June  'four- 
teenth, one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
eight,"  which  supplement  was  approved  March 
twenty-fifth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
eight. 

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey : 

1.  Section  one  of  tiie  act  to  which  this  is  an  sv^m  i 
amendment  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  •"'"'^^■ 
as  to  read  as  follows : 

1.  Whenever  it  shall  appear  that  the  estate,  real  f«.  tm  pro- 
and  personal,  of  any  testator,  intestate,  minor  or  J^'"£iBg"' 
ward,  does  not  exceed  two  hundred  dollars  the  fees  "'™"«'- 
upon  proceedings  for  probate  of  a  will,  administra- 
tion or  guardianship  up  to  and  including  the  letters 
issued  and  copies  of  said  letters  as  well  as  the  fees 
of  filing  and  recording  an  inventory,  shall  be  one- 
half  of  the  fees  heretofore  allowed  by  law,  and 
whenever  it  shall  appear  that  such  estate  does  not 
exceed  one  hundred  dollars,  there  shall  be  no  fees 
charged ;  provided,  however,  if  it  shall  afterwards  pwrto^ 
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appear  in  any  case  that  the  value  of  the  estate, 
real  and  personal,  exceeds  or  exceeded  two  hundred 
dollars,  then  the  said  estate  shall  be  liable  for  and 
pay  the  balance  of  the  fees  that  would  have  been 
collected  had  no  deduction  been  made  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  126. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  pay  or  salary  of  certain 
oGGcers  and  other  employeeB  of  fully  paid  and 
partly  paid  fire  departments  in  towns  in  this 
State. 

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Gerveral  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey : 

1.  In.  all  towns  of  this  State,  having  a  fully  paid 
""  or  partly  paid  fire  departanent,  the  pay  or 
salary  per  annum  of  the  following  named  officers 
or  employees  appointed  as  paid  officers  or  paid  em- 
ployees shall  be  as  hereinafter  specified,  viz : 

To  the  chief  engineer,  not  less  than  the  sum  of 
fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum;  the  assistant 
chief  engineer,  not  less  than  the  sum  of  fourteen 
hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  to  the  captaia  or  fore- 
man of  companies,  each  not  less  than  the  sum  of 
thirteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum ;  to  assistant 
captain  or  assistant  foreman  of  companies,  eacli 
not  less  than  the  sum  of  twelve  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  per  annum  j  to  engineers,  drivers,  tiUermen, 
hosemen,  truckmen  and  telegraph  linemen,  each 
not  less  than  the  sum  of  nine  hundred  dollars  for 
the  first  year  of  service ;  not  less  than  nine  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  for  the  second  year  of  service; 
not  less  than  one  thousand  dollars  for  ihe  third 
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^  year  of  service ;  not  leas  than  ten  hoodred  and  fifty 
dollars  for  the  fourth  year  of  service;  not  less 
than  eleven  hnudred  dollars  for  the  fifth  year  of 
service ;  not  less  than  eleven  hundred  and  fifty  dol- 
lars for  the  sixth  year  of  service;  and  not  less  than 
twelve  hundred  dollars  for  every  year  of  Service 
thereafter;  provided,  however,  that  this  act  shall  promo. 
not  be  so  construed  as  to  reduce  or  diminish  the 
annual  pay  for  salary  of  any  paid  officers  or  paid 
employees  who  are  memhers  of  a  paid  fire  depart- 
ment or  a  partly  paid  fire  department  in  any  of  the 
said  towns  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  this  act. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  but  its  ^*^ 
provisions  shall  remain  inoperative  in  any  of  the 
said  towns  until  the  same  shall  be  submitted  to  and 
accepted  by  the  qualified  voters  of  such  towns  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

3.  Whenever  it  shall  be  deemed  advisable  by  the  H^«»n 
board  or  body  having  charge  and  control  of  the  fire 
department  in  any  of  the  said  towns  to  submit  the 
question  of  the  adoption  of  the  provisions  of  this 

act  to  the  legal  voters  of  said  towns,  the  governing 
body  of  said  town  shall  pass  a  resolution  directing 
that  snch  question  be  submitted  to  said  voters  of 
said  towns  at  the  next  regular  election  to  be  held 
therein ;  puhUe  notice  thereof  shall  be  given  by  said 
governing  body  by  publication  in  one  or  more  news- 
papers published  and  circulated  in  said  town  once 
a  week  for  at  least  four  weeks  before  election. 

At  any  election  at  which  the  qnestion  of  the  adop-  b""**"- 
tion  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  submitted 
to  the  voters  of  any  such  town,  there  shall  be 
printed  upon  the  oflScial  ballots  for  such  town,  un- 
derneath the  names  of  the  candidates,  the  words 
"An  act  to  regulate  and  increase  the  pay  or  salary 
of  certain  oflScers  and  other  employees  of  fully  paid 
and  partly  paid  fire  departments  in  towns  in  this 
State. ' '  And  directly  opposite  the  above  words  there 
shall  be  printed  on  said  official  ballots  the  word 
"Yes"  and  the  word  "No,"  with  a  blank  square 
opposite  both  the  word  "Yes"  and  the  word  "No." 
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If  the  voter  makes  an  X  mark  in  bla<^  ink  or 
black  pencil  in  the  square  opposite  the  word  "Yea" 
it  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote  in  favor  of  the  accept- 
ance of  this  act ;  if  the  vpter  shall  mark  an  X  mark 
in  black  ink  or  black  pencil  in  the  square  opposite 
the  word  "No"  it  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote  against 
the  acceptance  of  this  act,  and  in  case  no  mark  shall 
be  made  after  the  word  either  "Yes"  or  "No"  it 
shall  not  be  counted  as  a  vote  either  for  or  against 
the  acceptance  of  this  aet.  A  canvass  and  return  of 
the  votes  upon  the  question  of  the  iioceptance  of  this 
act  shall  be  made  hj  the  election  oEBcers  in  the  same 
way  and  manner  as  for  officers  voted  at  such  elec- 
tion; and  if  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  for  and 
against  the  acceptance  of  this  act  shall  be  found  to 
be  in  favor  of  its  acceptance  it  shall  then,  bnt  not 
otherwise,  become  operative  in  such  town. 

4.  In  any  town  in  which  this  act  shall  become  oper- 
ative, in  the  manner  herein  provided,  the  increase 
of  pay  or  salary  therein  shau  go  into  effect  on  the 
first  day  of  the  next  fiscal  year  of  such  town,  and 
not  'before,  and  provision  for  payment  thereof 
shall  be  made  in  the  tax  levy  raised  in  such  town. 

5.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
repealed.

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CHAPTER  127. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  providing 
for  the  pensioning  of  police  officers  and  police-  , 
men  in  certain  municipalities  of  this  State,"  ap- 
proved March  thirtieth,  one  thousand  nine  hun 
dred  and  eleven.

8.  The  board  of  aldermen,  common  council,  board  Adoption  «i 
of  police    commissioners  or   other  body  having  "Lah 
charge  of  the  police  department  of  any  such  munici- 
pality of  this  State,  may  adopt  the  provisions  ot 
this  act  by  an  ordinance  or  resolution  duly  adopted 
by  the  board  of  aldermen,  common  council,  board 
of  police   commissioners   or   other   body   having 
charge  of  the  police  department  of  such  municipal- 
ity; or  the  said  board  of  aldermen,  common  council, 
board  of  police  commissioners,  or  other  body  hav- 
ing charge  of  the  police  department  of  such  munici- 
pality, may,  by  resolution  duly  passed,  submit  the  °|^^  "*"- 
provisions  of  this  act  to  the  voters  of  such  munici- 
pality at  any  general  election  hereafter  to  be  held 
in  such  municipality.  If  a  majority  of  those  voting  lUiotitT  » 
for  or  against  the  acceptance  of  this  act  shall  be  in    """ 
favor  of  its  acceptance,  the  provisions  thereof  shall 
be  deemed  to  be  accepted  by  such  municipality, 
and  such  municipality  shall  be  bound  by  the  terms 
thereof.  When  the  question  of  the  acceptance  of  o«ii"»' 
this  act  shall  be  submitted  to  the  voters,  there  shall 
be  printed  upon  the  official  ballot  for  every  election 
precinct,  district  or  ward  of  the  municipality,  the 
word  "for"  and  the  word  "against"  above  and

pipes  and  etorm-water  and  sanitary  sewers,  in- 
cluding proper  house  connections,  laid  down  un- 
der the  authority  of  thia  act,"  approved  April 
seventh,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven. 

Bb  it  enacted  bu  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  one  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an  swuo 
amendment  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  so  '"*"^ 
as  to  read  as  follows :

salary  to  be  paid  monthly  by  the  county  collector 
of  such  county  upon  the  certificate  of  the  county 
clerk  of  such  county,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  at- 
tend daily  upQn  the  said  courts  wherein  appointed 
during  the  several  terms  thereof.

were  to  be  issued,  being  a  purpose  or  purposes  for 
whicli  such  borough  was  authorized  by  law  to  issue 
bonds,  and  a  majority  of  the  vote  cast  at  such  elec- 
tion was  in  favor  of  the  adoption  of  such  proposi- 
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tiou  or  propositions^  the  said  election  and  the  prop- 
osition or  propositions  are  hereby  validated  aad 
confirmed,  and  ell  bonds  or  obligations  issued  or 
to  be  issued  in  conformity  with  such  proposition  or 
propositions  are  validated  and  confirmed,  and  the 
issuance  of  bonds  or  obli^tions  of  such  borough 
to  the  amount  and  as  provided  in  such  proposition

CHAPTER  134. 

An  Act  to  authorize  the  grading,  paving,  repaving. 
curbing,  recurbing  and  otherwise  improving  of 
roads,  streets  and  highways  in  cities  of  the  fourth 
class  and  to  provide  a  method  of  assessing  the 
benefits  and  of  issuing  improvement  certificates 
and  bonds  to  meet  the  expenses  of  such  improve- 
ment. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  governing  body  of 
any  city  of  the  fourth  class  to  grade,  pave,  repave. 
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curb,  reeurb  or  otherwise  improve  any  street  or 
highway  or  section  thereof  and  to  cause  adjoining 
proper^  to  be  assessed  for  benefits  and  to  issue 
improvement  certificates  and  bonds  of  said  city,  or 
either  of  them,  in  the  name  and  under  the  corporate  boki  ihuc 
seal  of  such  city,  to  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and 
attested  by  the  city  clerk  and  countersigned  by  the 
city  treasurer,  to  meet  the  expense  of  such  improve- 
ment ;  such  certificates  and  bonds  shall  not,  at  any  »»»""'■ 
time,  exceed  two  per  centum  of  the  total  taxable 
valuation  of  the  property  assessed  within  any  such 
city,  as  shown  by  the  latest  duplicate  of  assessment, 
and  said  bonds  shall  be  payable  in  not  more  than  '^'"■ 
twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof  and  shall  bear 
interest  at  such  rate,  not  exceeding  five  per  centum  b»u. 
per  annum,  as  the  governing  body  of  such  city  may 
decide;  said  bonds  may  be  either  registered  or 
coupon  bonds,  or  both,  and  may  be  disposed  of  at 
public  or  private  sale,  under  such  terms  and  condi- 
Uons  as  the  governing  body,  aforesaid,  may  direct, 
but  at  not  less  than  par, 

2.  Before  any  improvement  contemplated  by  this  J^;^''^ 
act  shall  be  commenced,  the  governing  body  of  such    iiiipro«ii»ii« 
city  shall  introduce  an  ordinance  proposing  to  make 
such  improvement  and  briefly  describing  the  same 
and  including  an  estimate  of  the  expense  thereof, 
and  shall  thereafter  cause  ten  days'  notice  to  be  ^^^  " 
given  of  a  public  meeting  of  said  governing  body 
by  publication  in  at  least  one  issue  of  two  news- 
papers published  in  such  city,  and  if  such  news- 
papers do  not  exist  then  in  two  newspapers  pub- 
lished in  the  nearest  muinieipality  where  such  news- 
papers are  then  published,  which  notice  shall  in- 
clude the  whole  of  such  proposed  ordinance  and 
shall  specify  the  time,  place  and  object  of  such 
meeting;  and  if  at  such  meeting  a  majority  of  the  «""■«■ 
owners  of  lands  fronting  on  said  proposed  improve- 
ment both  in  number  and  quantity  of  frontage  shall 
oppose  the  same,  then  the  said  ordinance  shall  be 
witiidrawn,  otherwise  it  may  be  adopted  with  or 
without  amendments. 
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3.  Upon  the  adoption  of  sucli  ordinance  the  gov- 
erning body  of  sucli  city  may  cause  the  said  im- 
provement to  be  made,  and  in  order  to  provide  for 
the  expense  thereof  tlie  ■  said  governing  body,  by 
resolution,  may  issue  improvement  eertincates  from 
time  to  time  during  tlie  progress  of  the  work  upon 
the  credit  of  such  city,  which  said  certificates  shall 
be  in  the  name  and  under  the  corporate  seal  of  said 
city,  and  shall  be  signed  by  the  mayor  and  attested 
by  the  city  clerk,  and  countersigned  by  the  city 
treasurer;  they  shall  be  made  payable  in,  not  to 
exceed  five  years,  and  shall  bear  interest  at  not 
more  than  five  per  centum  per  annum  and  may  be 
negotiated  without  a  public  sale,  but  at  not  less 
than  par. 

4.  Upon  the  completion  of  the  said  improvement 
the  said  governing  body  shall  ascertain  the  total 
expense  thereof  and  shall  apply  to  a  judge  of  the 
Circuit  Court  of  the  county  wherein  such  city  is 
situate,  for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  to 
estimate  and  assess  such  benefits,  and  of  the  time 
and  place  of  such  application  notice  shall  be  given 
by  ten  days'  publication,  in  at  least  one  issue  of 
two  newspapers  published  in  such  city  and  if  such 
newspapers  do  not  exist  then  in  two  newspapers 
published  in  the  nearest  municipality  where  such 
papers  are  then  published,  at  which  time  and  place, 
or  at  such  other  time  and  place  as  the  said  judge 
shall  designate  said  judge  shall  appoint  three  com- 
missioners, who  shall  be  freeholders  of  such  city, 
to  estimate  and  assess  such  benefits ;  the  said  judge 
shall  have  power  to  remove  any  commissioner  and 
appoint  another  in  his  place  and  also  to  fill  any 
vacancy  that  may  occur  in  the  office  of  any  com- 
missioner from  any  cause ;  the  said  commissioners 
before  entering  upon  the  duties  required  of  them 
by  this  act  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  af- 
firmation that  they  will  make  all  estimates  and  as- 
sessments required  of  them  fairly,  legally  and 
equitably  according  to  the  best  of  their  skill  and 
understanding,  which  oath  or  affirmation  shall  be 
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attached  to  the  report  which  they  are  hereinafter 
required  to  make. 

5.  The  said  commissioners  having  thus  qualified  H«rini 
shall  give  notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  and 
where  they  will  hear  any  persons  in  interest  and 

then  and  there  and  at  such  times  and  places  to 
which  they  may  adjourn  for  the  purpose  the  said 
commissioners  sliall  attend  and  give  puhlie  hearing 
to  those  persons  in  interest  who  may  desire  to  be 
heard;  the  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to 
examine  witnesses  under  oath,  to  be  administered  ^:^^ 
by  any  one  of  them,  and  to  enter  upon  and  view 
any  premises  that  they  may  deem  advisable  and  to 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  in  their  discretion ;  they 
shall  use  diligent  efforts  to  ascertain  the  names  of 
the  owners  of  the  lands  benefited  by  such  improve-  owner* 
meat  and  shall  state  the  same  in  their  report,  but 
the  failure  to  ascertain  the  name  of  any  such  owner 
or  to  state  the  same  correctly,  or  the  omission  of 
any  such  name  from  the  said  report,  shall  not  inval- 
idate the  said  assessment  nor  bar  the  collection  of 
the  same. 

6.  The  said  commissioners  shall  assess  the  said  b*i»"- 
benefits  pursuant  to  the  requirements  of  this  act, 

bat  in  no  case  shall  any  lands  be  assessed  in  excess 
of  such  benefits,  and  shall  promptly  make  a  report 
in  writing  of  their  said  assessments  to  the  judge 
of  said  court,  accompanied  by  a  survey  and  map 
prepared  under  their  direction,  showing  the  lots 
or  parcels  of  land  peculiarly  benefited  by  such  im- 
provement; the  said  report  shall  state  the  cost  of 
the  whole  work,  including  all  necessary  expendi-  toi.i 
tures  for  surveyors,  engineers,  plans,  salaries,  legal 
fees  and  charges  for  such  incidental  expenses  as  in 
the  proper  prosecution  of  the  work  may  be  incurred, 
and  shall  state  the  names,  as  far  as  ascertained,  of 
the  owners  of  said  lots  or  parcels  of  lands  and  the 
lunounts  of  the  assessments. 

7.  Upon  the  presentation  of  such  report,  signed    ^^^ 
by  the  said  commissioners  or  any  two  of  them,  the 
judge  of  said  court  shall  cause  such  notice  to  be 
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given  as  he  shall  de^n  proper,  of  the  time  and  place 
of  hearing  any  matter  that  may  be  alleged  against 
the  samej  and  he  shall  either  confirm  the  said  re- 
port or  tefer  the  same  back  to  the  commisBioners 
Tor  revision  and  correction  and  to  reconsider  the 
si'bject  matter  thereof;  and  the  said  commiBsioners 
shall  return  the  same  corrected  and  revised  to  the 
said  court,  without  unnecessary  delay,  and  the 
same  being  so  returned,  shall  be  confirmed  or  again 
referred  by  the  judge  of  said  court  in  the  manner 
aforesaid  as  right  and  Justice  shall  require,  and  so 
from  time  to  time  uni:!!  a  report  shall  be  made  and 
returned  which  the  said  court  shall  confirm;  snch 
report  when  so  confirmed  shall  be  final  and  con- 
clusive as  well  upon  the  said  city  as  upon  the  own- 
ers of  any  lands  affected  thereby;  the  said  judge 
shall  thereupon  cause  such  report  and  the  accom- 
panying map  to  be  filed  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of 
the  county  in  which  such  city  shall  be  located,  and 
said  clerk  shall  transmit  a  certified  copy  of  said 
report  and  map  and  rule  or  order  of  said  court 
confirming  the  same  to  the  treasurer  of  such  city. 

8.  No  certiorari  shall  be  allowed  by  any  court  to 
review  any  of  the  proceedings  in  relation  to  such 
improvement,  nor  to,  in  any  way,  affect  any  assess- 
ment by  such  commissioners,  after  the  lapse  of 
sixty  days  from  the  making  of  the  order  of  the 
court  confirming  such'  assessments ;  the  court  shall 
designate  what  notice,  if  any,  shall  be  given  by  pub- 
lication or  otherwise,  of  the  confirmation  of  me  re- 
port of  said  commissioners.

Such  court  shall  be  held  by 
the  recorder,  who  shall  have  jurisdiction  and  is 
hereby  empowered,  on  oath,  affirmation  or  affidavit 
made  according  to  law,  that  any  person  or  persons 
has  or  have  been  guilty  of  a  violation  of  any  of  the 
ordinances  of  the  city,  to  issue  process  either  in  the 
I  nature  of  a  summons  or  warrant,  as  to  him  may 
seem  most  advisable,  against  the  person  or  persons 
so  violating  such  ordinance,  which  process  shall, 
when  of  the  nature  of  a  warrant  be  returnable  forth- 
with, and  when  in  the  nature  of  a  summons  be  re- 
turnable in  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  five 
days ;  that  such  process  shall  state  what  ordinance 
the  defendant  or  defendants  named  therein  has  or 
liave  violated,  and,  on  return  of  such  process,  or  at 
the  time  to  which  the  recorder  shall  have  adjourned 
the  hearing  of  the  same,  the  said  recorder  shall  pro- 
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ceed  to  hear  testimony  and  to  determine  and  give 
judgment  in  the  matter  without  tlie  filing  of  any 
pleadings,  and  the  recorder  shall,  if  judgment  of 
conviction  be  rendered  against  the  defendant  or 
defendants,  forthwith  issue  execution  against  the 
goods  and  chattels  and  against  the  body  of  the  de- 
fendant or  defendants ;  the  recorder  shall  also  have  rmrcr  i^ 
lM>wer  to  cause  any  person  or  persons  who  shall  be  "'"  "  *' 
found  guilty  of  a  violation  of  any  ordinance  of  the 
city,  and  who  may  refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  an^ 
penalty  imposed,  to  be  committed  to  the  county  jail 
for  any  period  not  exceeding  thirty  days.    The  re-  '^"•"^  ™ 
eorder  shall  be  present  at  the  place  provided  for 
him  by  the  cHy  council,  at  such  hours  every  day  as 
the  city  council  shall  designate. 

2.  The  recorder  shall  have  the  power,  authority  a«  to  a 
and  jurisdiction  in  criminal  matters  possessed  and  ■°"""- 
exercised  fay  any  of  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  this 
State. 

3.  Every  conviction  for  violating  a  city  ordin-  ^"f""^'; 
ance  had  before  the  recorder  may  be  reviewed  bj 
appeal  to  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county 

in  which  said  city  is  located  in  the  same  manner  and 
upon  the  same  terms  as  appeals  are  or  may  be 
taken  from  courts  for  the  trial  of  small  causes,  and 
in  case  the  judgment  appealed  from  shall  be  im- 
prisonment, the  said  recorder  or  any  judge  of  such 
Court  of  Common  Pleas  may  admit  to  bail,  upon  a  *<""'*  •' 
recognizance  to  the  city,  the  party  appealing  during 
the  pendency  of  his  appeal;  but  no  judgment  for 
the  violation  of  any  ordinance  shall  be  reversed  for 
any  imperfection,  omission,  defect  or  lack  of  form, 
nor  for  any  error  except  such  as  shall  or  may  have 
been  prejudiced  the  defendant  in  maintaining  his 
defense  upon  the  merits. 

4.  The  recorder  shall  have  the  power  to  appoint  [^^'^  "' 
a  clerk  of  said  court,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  at- 
tend the  sessions  of  the  court,  and  the  examinations, 
trials  and  proceedings  therein,  and  shall  keep  a  i>"<'''»i. 
docket  in  which  shall  be  entered  a  brief  record  of 

all  matters  which  shall  come  before  any  such  court, 
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and  who  shall  perform  Buch  other  duties  and  ser 
vices  appertaining  to  the  court's  business  as  tiie 
said  recorder  may  require ;  and  such  clerk  shall  re- 
ceive all  fees,  fines,  penalties  and  costs  imposed  in 
said  conrt,  and  account  for  and  pay  the  same  over 
to  the  proper  city,  county  or  State  officials  as  shall 
be  entitled  to  receive  the  same,  at  least  once  in  each 
month,  and  shall  keep  a  record  of  such  fees,  fines, 
penalties  and  costs  and  of  the  disposition  thereof. 
Every  such  clerk,  appointed  as  aforesaid,  shall  hold 
office  during  the  term  of  such  recorder,  and  said 
clerk  shall  subscribe  to  an  oath,  to  properly  dis- 
charge the  duties  of  his  office  upon  being  appointed 
thereto,  which  oath  shall  be  filed  with  the  city  clerk 
of  the  city,  and  said  clerk  shall,  in  addition  tliereto, 
enter  into  bonds  to  the  municipality  in  which  he  is 
appointed  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand  dollars,  with 
sureties  to  be  approved  by  the  board  or  body  hav- 
ing control  of  the  finances  of  the  municipality. 

5.  Such  clerk  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  to 
be  fixed  by  ordinance  of  the  city  council.  In  the 
absence  of  the  clerk  of  said  court,  the  judge  may 
designate,  in  writing,  an  acting  clerk,  who  shall 
temporarily  have  authority  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  clerk  of  said  court. 

6.  All  commitments,  writs  and  other  processes  of 
such  court  shall  be  issued  in  the  name  of  the  re- 
corder thereof  and  shall  be  signed  and  attested  by 
the  clerk  of  said  court  who  shall  have  authority  to 
take  any  complaint  or  complaints  or  affidavit  or 
affidavits  to  be  used  in  said  court,  and  to  administer 
any  oath  or  affirmation  proper  to  be  administered 
in  said  court,  and,  in  the  absence  of  the  recorder, 
may  receive  the  verdict  of  any  jury  impaneled  in

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CHAPTER  142. 

An  Act  concerning  police  departments  in  aucli 
cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  State  as  have  here- 
tofore accepted  and  adopted  by  popular  vote  the 
provisions  of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  entitled 
"An  act  to  remove  the  fire  and  police  depart- 
ments in  the  cities  of  this  State  from  political 
control,"  approved  May  second,  one  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  eighty-five,  and  for  the  relief 
of  members  of  such  police  departments  and  their 
families,  and  to  provide  for  the  eetablishment, 
management  and  distribution  of  a  police  pension 
and  retirement  fund  therein. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
hly  of  the  State  of  New  Jerseif: 

1.  In  all  cities  of  the  first  class  in  this  State  which 
have  heretofore  accepted  and  adopted  by  popular 
vote  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
remove  the  fire  and  police  depaptments  in  the  cities 
of  this  State  from  political  control, ' '  approved  May 
second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-five, 
and  in  which  there  is  now  or  may  hereafter  be  es- 
tablished a  police  pension  or  retirement  fund,  said 
fund  shall  be  constituted,  managed  and  distributed 
as  herein  provided. 

2.  Such  pension  fund  shall  be  under  the  control 
and  management  of  a  board  of  six  trustees,  to  be 
composed  of  the  chief  of  police  of  such  city,  who 
shall  be  president  ex-officio  of  said  board,  two  su- 
perior officers  and  three  patrolmen  of  the  police 
force  of  such  city ;  such  members  shall  be  appointed 
trustees  annually,  in  the  month  of  May,  fay  the 
board  of  police  commissioners,  or  other  duly  au- 
thorized municipal  body  having  cootrol  of  such  po- 
lice department,  and  shall  serve  respectively  one, 
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two,  three,  four  and  five  years,  so  that  the  term  of 
o16c6  of  but  one  member  shall  expire  in  each  year. 

3.  Such  trustees  shall  give  bonds  with  duly  au- 
thorized security  companies  as  surety  thereon  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  their  duties  as  shall  be 
fixed  by  the  police  commissioners  of  such  city. 

4.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall,  at  the  first  ' 
amiual  meeting,  elect  a  treasurer ;  the  clerk  of  the 
board  of  police  commissioners  or  other  duly  author- 
ized municipal  body  having  control  of  such  poUee 
department  shall  be  ex-omcio  secrertary  of  such 
board  of  trustees,  and  ttie  board  shall  fix  his  com- 
pensation. 

5.  All  moneys  paid  out  of  such  pension  fund  shall  i 
be  paid  by  the  treasurer,  upon  warrant  signed  by  ' 
the  chairman  of  the  board  of  trustees  and  counter- 
signed by  the  secretary  thereof;  and  no  warrant 
shall  be  drawn  except  by  the  order  of  the  said  board 
upon  a  yea  and  nay  vote  recorded  in  the  minutes  of 
said  board ;  such  board  of  trustees  may  deposit 
such  fund  in  any  of  the  banks  or  trust  companies 
of  such  cities,  and  may  invest  the  same  in  bonds, 
secured  by  first  mortgages  on  improved  property 
worth  at  least  twice  ithe  amount  loaned,  or  in  bonds 
of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State,  or  any  city, 
or  county  io  this  State ;  all  income,  interest  or  divi- 
dend which  shall  be  paid  or  agreed  to  be  paid  on 
account  of  any  loan  or  deposit  shall  belong  to  and 
(Constitute  a  part  of  said  fund. 

6.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  make  a  semi-ann- 
nual  report  of  the  condition  of  such  fund  and  the 
manner  in  which  the  same  is  invested,  to  the  board 
of  police  commissioners  or  other  municipal  author- 
ity having  control  of  such  police  department,  in  the 
months  of  January  and  July  in  each  year,  and  at 
such  other  times  as  they  may  be  requested  to  do  so 
by  the  board  of  police  commissioners  or  other  mu- 
nicipal body  having  control  of  such  police  depart- 
ment. 

7.  The  corporation  attorney  and  counsel  of  such  ' 
city  shall,  without  additional  compensation,  and 
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under  the  direction  of  such  board  of  trustees,  prOB- 
ecate  all  actions  or  proceedings  at  law  or  in  equitj- 
which  said  board  may  wish  to  institute  for  the  en- 
forcement of  the  several  provisions  of  this  act,  shall 
defend,  on  behalf  of  said  board,  any  action,  or  pro- 
,  eeeding  which  may  be  brought  against  it. 

8.  All  pensions  granted  under  this  act  shall  be 
exempt  from  execution,  attachment  or  any  other 
legal  process  whatever. 

9.  Such  pension  fond  shall  be  provided  and  sus 
tained  as  follows :    . 

(1)  By  one-half  of  all  the  rewards  for  the  appre- 
hension or  conviction  of  any  person  charged  with 
crime  or  any  offense  against  the  laws  of  the  United 
States  or  any  State,  received  by  any  member  or 
employee  of  the  police  force  of  any  such  city  which 
sh^l  be  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  fund  for  its 
uses  and  purposes. 

(2)  By  two  per  centum  of  the  premium  received 
for  accident,  plate-glass,  burglary  and  theft  insur- 
ance effected  in  such  cities  by  foreign  insurance 
companies ;  and  upon  and  after  the  creation  of  the 
said  board  of  trustees,  under  and  by  virtue  of  this 
act,  such  agents  and  brokers  of  such  foreign  insur- 
ance companies  shall  pay  said  two  per  centum  of 
the  premium  received  by  them  for  such  insurance 
in  such  cities  to  the  treasurer  of  the  board  herein 
authorized. 

(3)  By  all  dog  taxes  paid  to  such  cities  wheran 
this  act  shall  take  effect 

(4)  By  all  moneys  paid  to  such  cities  for  per- 
mits to  parade  and  to  carry  firearms  and  revolvers. 

(5)  By  all  moneys  derived  from  the  sale  of  un- 
claimed goods  and  unclaimed  money  under  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  amend  an  act 
entitled  'An  act  providing  for  the  sale  of  unclaimed 
goods  and  chattels  and  for  the  disposition  of  un- 
claimed money  by  police  departments  of  this  State,' 
approved  April  twentieth,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dr«d  and  nine." 
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(6)  By  all  moneys  derived  from  the  lesue  of  B>dce>  to 
badges  to  special  officers  under  an  act  entitled  "An  JK^ 
act  relating  to  the  appointment  of  special  police 
officers  in  cities  of  this  State,"  approved  April 
twenty-first,  nineteen  hundred  and  nine. 

10.  The  board  of  police  commissioners  of  every  ctruiu  moo- 
such  city  shall  monthly  and  in  each  month,  pay  to  Jliia  "iilto 
the  treasurer  of  said  fund  all  moneys  collected  in  ^''""^  ""'" 
payment  of  fines  imposed  upon  members  of  the  po- 
lice force,  all  moneys  deducted  or  withheld  from  the 

pay  of  members  of  the  police  force  by  reason  of 
absence  from  duty  from  any  cause  except  sickness, 
which  moneys  shall  constitute  part  of  said  police 
pension  or  retirement  fund;  to  said  fund  there  shall  cowributioM. 
also  be  added  any  moneys,  from  time  to  time,  do- 
nated to  this  purpose ;  to  said  fund  there  shall  also 
be  added  the  moneys  collected  by  subscription  or 
assessment  from  or  upon  the  members  of  the  police 
force  or  department  of  such  cities,  which  subscrip- 
tion or  assessment  shall  be  at  at  least  two  per 
centtim  per  annum  of  the  annual  salary  of  every 
such  member  of  the  police  force  or  department  in 
order  to  entitle  him  to  the  benefits  of  such  pension 
or  retirement  fund,  as  hereinafter  provided. 

11.  All  the  funds  arising  under  the  provisions 

of  this  act  shall  he  paid  to  the  treasurer  of  said  f^'^,^^, 
pension  fund  for  its  uses  and  purposes ;  provided, 
however,  that  in  any  city  in  this  State  where  there  pw""- 
is  now  a  police  pension  fund  ifts  officers  shall  turn 
over  all  its  assets  and  property  of  every  kind  in 
thrir  possession  or  which  may  or  shall  come  to  their 
possession  to  the  proper  officers  of  the  fund  pro- 
vided for  in  this  act  and  said  assets  and  property 
shall  become  and  be  vested  in  the  said  pension  fund. 

12.  No  person  shall  be  entitled  to  the  benefit  of 

this  act  except  upon  a  resolution  adopted  by  a  ma-  neneacurir.. 
jority  of  the  members  of  the  board  of  police  com- 
missioners, stating  that  said  person  is  so  entitled  to 
Bueh  benefits  and  said  board  of  police  commission- 
ers is  hereby  authorized  to  call  to  their  assistance 
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for  the  purposes  of  determining  whether  any  per- 
son is  permanently  disabled  or  otherwise  disquali- 
fied from  performing  the  function  or  duties  of  Ms 
office  or  position,  any  physician  or  physicians, 
alienist  or  alienists  as  s^d  board  of  police  commis- 
sioners in  its  discretion  may  determine.  Where, 
■  however,  a  person  being  a  member  or  employee  of 
said  police  force  shall  desire  to  retire  by  reason  of 
age,  injury  or  disease,  said  person  shall  make  ap- 
plication in  writing  to  the  board  of  police  commis- 
sioners for  such  retiranent,  whereupon  said  board 
of  police  commissioners  shall  call  to  their  assistance 
the  aid  of  the  surgeon  or  physician  representing  the 
police  commission  of  said  city,  and  the  person  so 
making  application  may  hkewise  call  to  his  aid,  a 
physician  duly  authorized  to  practice  medicine  and 
surgery  under  the  laws  of  this  State.  The  president 
of  said  board  of  police  commissioners  or  any  other 
member  of  said  board  hereby  authorized  'to  admin- 
ister oaths  to  said  physicians  or  any  other  person 
called  in  behalf  of  said  person  or  on  behalf  of  said 
board,  in  respect  to  the  question  of  the  disqualifi- 
cation of  said  person  by  reason  of  age,  injury  or 
disease  and  upon  the  conclusion  of  the  hearing  of 
such  matter  shall  determine  whether  said  person 
is  or  is  not  entitled  ito  the  benefits  of  this  act,  and 
shall  adopt  an  appropriate  resolution  either  to  the 
effect  that  such  person  is  or  is  not  entitled  to  the 
benefits  of  this  act.  In  ease,  however,  of  the  failure 
of  the  two  physicians  called  as  in  this  section  pro- 
vided to  agree  as  to  whether  or  not  the  person  so 
applying  for  retirement  is  or  is  not  disabled  from 
performing  the  duties  of  his  office  either  by  reason 
of  age,  injury  or  disease  as  aforesaid,  then  said 
board  of  police  commissioners  may  call  in  a  third 
physician,  and  the  determination  of  the  majority 
of  the  said  three  physicians  shall  be  reduced  to 
writing  and  shall  be  certified  to  the  secretary  of  the 
said  board  of  police  commissioners  and  the  said 
hoard  shall  consider  the  same  in  arriving  at  their 
final  decision.

13.  Each  of  the  peraone  .hereinafter  specified  Anunut 
shall  be  entitled  to  receive  a  pension  for  life  from  '*"^°"* 
the  fund  herein  established,  equal  to  one-half  of 
the  amount  of  his  or  her  salary  at  the  time  of  his 
or  her  retirement;  provided,  said  fund  shall  be  suf-  proTi».

said  department  having  paid  into  the  fund  the  full 
amount  of  the  annual  assessments  and  contribu- 
tions and  who  shall  have  attained  the  age  of  fifty 
years  and  have  served  in  all  for  a  period  of  twenty 
years  in  said  police  force  or  department,  or  as  ma- 
tron connected  therewith,  such  services  not  to  be 
required  to  be  continuous  and  to  include  service  in 
the  "veteran  reserve,"  shall,  upon  application  of 
such  member  or  such  matron  or  at  the  option  of  the 
police  commission,  be  so  pensioned  and  retired ;  the  wmow* 
widow  of  every  member  of  the  police  force  or  de-  |"°"™- 
partment  of  such  cities  having  paid  into  the  fund 
the  full  amount  of  the  annual  assessments  and  con- 
tributions and  who  shall  have  lost  his  life  in  the 
performance  of  duty  or  who  shall  have  been  retired 
because  of  injuries  or  disease  contracted  in  the 
performance  of  duty  and  shall  then  die  from  same, 
ahalJ,  so  lon^  as  she  remains  unmarried  receive  a 
pension  eqmvalent  to  one-half  of  the  pay  of  her 
deceased  husband,  and  if  there  be  no  widow  or  if 
siieh  widow  die  or  remarry  then  the  minor  children 
of  such  deceased  member,  until  the  youngest  reach-  a.  t*.  <m 
es  the  age  of  sixteen  years,  shall  receive  tiie  amount 
of  said  pension  for  their  support. 
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^',t^  14.  Any  person  being  a  member  of  the  police 
rf  force  for  such  city  having  paid  into  the  fund  tiie 
full  amount  of  the  annual  assessments  and  coatri- 
butions,  who  shall  have  served  nine  years  as  a  mem- 
ber of  such  police  force,  and  who  shall  have  received 
permanent  disabili'ty  from  causes  other  than  in- 
juries received  in  the  performance  of  duty,  so  as  to 
incapacitate  him  or  her  from  duty  shall  be  pen- 
sioned and  retired  on  half  pay. 
*  15.  The  widow  of  every  member  of  such  police 

■•n™  force  of  such  city  having  paid  into  the  fund  the  fall 
amount  of  the  annual  assessments  or  contributions, 
who  shall  have  died  from  causes  other  than  injuiiee 
received  in  the  performance  of  duty  and  who  shall 
have  served  nine  years  as  a  member  of  such  poUee 
force,  shall,  so  long  as  she  remains  unmarried,  pro- 
vided, however,  she  became  his  wife  before  he  at- 
tained the  age  of  fifty  years,  receive  a  pension 
equivalent  to  one-fourth  of  the  pay  of  her  deceased 
husband;  and  in  case  there  be  no  widow  or  said 
widow  shall  remarry,  and  there  be  minor  children 
under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  their  maintenance 
and  support  shall,  at  the  discretion  of  the  s^d 
"ti  board  of  trustees,  be  provided  for.

mainder of  the  current  fiscal  year  of  such  city  for 
pohcemen  or  matrons  connected  with  the  police  de- 
partment of  such  city,  or  may  permit  the  same  to 

be  paid  out  of  any  money  of  said  city  not  otherwise 
appropriated,  and  shall  thereafter  put  into  the  an-  addui  ui 
nual  tax  levy  raised  in  said  city  a  sum  equal  to  at  ''^' 
least  two  per  centum  of  the  salaries  in  the  aggre- 
gate paid  to  the  police  force  of  such  city,  to  be  used 
and  kept  exclusively  as  a  fund  out  of  which  pay- 
ment of  the  pensions  and  payment  for  disability 
shall  be  made. 

18.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  general,  special,  or  R.p«i«. 
local,  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act 

be  and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  if  any 

clause  or  section  of  this  act  be  attached  in  any 

eoart  and  shall  be  declared  to  be  invalid  or  uncon-  a.,  to  Tiumv. 

stitntional,  it  shall  be  exscinded  from  this  act,  but 

the  remainder  of  this  act  shall  stand. 

19.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  143. 

An  Act  to  annex  to  the  borough  of  Somerville,  in 
the  county  of  Somerset,  certain  parte  of  the  town- 
ship of  Bridgewater,  in  the  county  of  Somerset. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1,  AH  those  tracts  and  portions  of  the  township 
of  Bridgewater,  in  the  county  of  Somerset,  lying 
within  the  following  described  boundaries,  to  wit: 

First  tract:  Beginning  at  a  point  of  intersection 
of  the  southerly  line  of  lands  or  right  of  way  of  the 
Central  Railroad  of  New  Jersey  with  the  present 
easterly  line  of  said  tlie  borough  of  Somerville, 
said  point  being  the  southeasterly  corner  of  the 
limits  of  said  borough ;  thence  easterly  along  said 
southerly  line  of  the  right  of  way  of  said  railroad 
to  its  intersection  with  extension  southerly  of  tlie 
center  line  of  a  lane,  the  easterly  line  of  lands  of 
G.  A.  Van  Dom ;  thence  northerly  along  said  east- 
erly line  of  Van  Dorn's  land  to  the  southerly  line 
of  the  New  Jersey  turnpike;  thence  westerly  along 
said  line  of  the  New  Jersey  tumpike  to  its  inter- 
section with  the  middle  line  of  Adanisville  avenue 
extended  southerly;  thence  northerly  along  said 
middle  line  of  Adamsville  avenue  and  its  extension 
to  the  southerly  line  of  Union  avenue;  thence  west- 
erly along  said  southerly  line  of  Union  avenue  to  its 
intersection  with  the  present  easterly  line  of  said 
Irorough;  thence  southerly  along  the  present  east- 
erly line  of  said  borough  to  the  beginning. 

Second  tract:  Beginning  ai  the  intersection  of 
the  westerly  line  of  North  Bridge  street  with  the 
present  northerly  line  of  said  the  borough  of  Som- 
erville; thence  northerly  along  said  westerly  line  of 
Nortli  Bridge  street  to  the  sontherly  line  of  Lenox 
avenue;  thence  westerly  along  the  southerly  line  of 
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Lenox  avenue  to  the  easterly  line  of  North  Daven- 
port street;  thence  still  westerly  to  (the  weaterly 
line  of  Mountain  avenue  at  a  point  in  the  middle  of 
Line  brook,  said  point  being  a  northwesterly  corner 
of  the  present  limits  of  said  borough;  thence  south- 
easterly and  easterly  along  the  present  northerly 
line  of  said  borough  to  the  beginning; 
are  hereby  set  off  from  the  said  township  of  Bridge- 
water,  in  the  county  of  Somerset,  and  annexed  to 
and  made  a  part  of  the  said  the  borough  of  Somer- 
ville,  in  said  county  of  Somerset. 

2,  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 

Approved  April  8,  1914. 


CHAPTER  144. 

An  Act  to  amend  and  explain  an  act  entitled  "An 
act  relating  to,  regulating  qnd  providing  for  the 
government  of  cities,  towns,  townships,  boroughs, 
villages  and  munieipaUties  governed  by  boards 
of  commissioners  or  improvement  commissions 
in  this  State,"  approved  April  twenty-fifth,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  eleven;  as  amended 
as  to  both  its  title  and  body  by  an  act  approved 
April  second,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
twelve. 

AV'hbbeas,  The  act  to  which  this  is  amendatory  was  i 
intende<l  to  provide  for  a  new  and  distinct  class 
of  municipalities  in  this  State  and  to  ^ve  aach 
munieipalites  the  benefits  of  home-ruJe  wi^th  pow- 
er to  do  any  act  or  thing  which  the  governing 
body  thereof  might  deem  necessary  or  desirable, 
unless  forbidden  by  the  constitution  of  this  State 
or  by  laws  applicable  to  all  municipalities  of  this 
State,  and  subject  to  the  rights  of  the  voters  of 
such  munieipaUties  as  provided  in  said  act;  but 
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doubts  have  arisen  as  to  whether  the  language  of 
said  act  sufBciently  expres&ea  such  intention; 
now,  therefore, 

Be  it  enacted  bp  the  Senate  and  Oeneral  Assem- 
bly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  one  of  the  act  of  which  this  is  amend- 
atory is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

1.  All  municipalities  of  this  State,  except  coon- 
ties  and  school  districts,  that  have  heretofore 
adopted  or  shall  hereafter  adopt  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  be  governed  as  herein  set  forth ;  and 
wherever  the  word  "city"  or  "cities"  appears  in 
this  act,  it  shall  be  construed  to  naean  "municipal- 
ity" or  "municipalities,"  as  the  case  may  be,  but 
shall  not  be  construed  to  include  counties  or  school 
districts.  Such  municipalities  shall  be,  and  are 
hereby  declared  to  be,  a  distinct  class  of  municipal- 
ities, and  shall  not  be  subject  to  any  laws  of  this 
State  except  laws  applicable  to  all  municipalities 
of  this  State  other  than  counties  and  school  dis- 
tricts. 

2.  Section  eight  of  the  itct  of  which  this  is  amen- 
datory is  hereby  amended  so  as  to  read  as  follows : 

8.  All  cities  adopting  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  vested  with  the  general 
powers  and  authority  to  enact  and  enforce  by  im- 
position of  reasonable  fines  or  by  imprisonment  or 
both  all  ordinances  necessary  or  proper  for  the 
protection  of  life,  health  and  property;  to  declare 
and  prevent  and  summarily  to  abate  nuisances ;  to 
secure,  advance  preserve  and  enforce  the  good  gov- 
ernment and  general  welfare,  order,  prosperity  and 
security  of  such  city;  and  shall  have  all  powers 
which  it  shall  deem  necessary  or  convenient  for  its 
government  or  for  its  welfare  and  prosperity  not  in 
conflict  with  the  laws  applicable  to  all  cities  of  this 
State  or  the  provisions  of  the  constitution;  which 
powers  shall  be  exercised  by  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  act.  Pro- 
vided, however,  that  no  ordinance  or  resolution  in- 
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creasing  the  net  bonded  indebtedness  of  the  city  to

and  all  cash  or  authorized  investments  other  than 
bonds  of  the  city  held  in  such  sinking  funds,  and 
hy  further  deducting  all  bonds  of  the  city,  the  pay- 
ment of  which  is  provided  for  in  the  tax  levy  of  the 
current  fiscal  year,  and  all  bonds  issued  to  provide 
a  supply  of  water. 

All  ordinances  or  resolutions  heretofore  passed  u™n^^' 
in  any  such  cities,  not  inconsistent  with  the  rights 
and  powers  herein  granted,  shall  remain  in  full 
force  and  effect  until  altered  or  repealed  by  the 
commissioners  in  the  manner  herein  provided. 

3.  If  any  proviso,  clause  or  section  of  this  act  *,','^"'""' 
shall  be  attacked  in  any  court  and  shall  be  declared 

invalid  or  unconstitutional,  the  rest  of  this  act,  as 
well  as  the  act  of  which  it  is  amendatory,  shall 
stand,  and  the  proviso,  clause  or  section  declared 
invalid  or  unconstitutional  shall  be  exscinded  from 
this  act.

An  Act  providing  for  the  stenographic  reporting 
of  all  trials  or  proceedings  not  otiierwise  now 
provided  for  by  law.

1.  In  all  trials  or  proceedings  hereafter  had  be- 
fore any  court,  oflScial,  tribunal,  board  or  govern- 
ing body  of  this  State,  where  not  now  otherwise 
provided  for  by  law,  such  court,  oflScial,  tribunal, 
board  or  governing  body  shall,  upon  request  of 
either  party  to  such  trial  or  proceeding,  at  the  ex- 
pense of  the  party  so  requesting,  designate  a  com- 
petent stenographic  reporter,  who  shall  be  duly 
sworn,  to  report  verbatim  any  such  trial  or  pro- 
ceeding, excepting  the  arguments  of  respective 
counsel. 

2.  Said  stenographer  shall,  upon  request,  tran- 
scribe into  typewriting  the  record  of  such  trial  or 
proceeding  upon  payment  to  him  therefor  at  the 
rate  of  ten  cents  per  folio  of  one  hundred  words.

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  one  (1)  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  ^^*lZ<\' 
amendment  shall  be  amended  so  as  to  read  as 
followB: 

1.  Be  it  enacted  by   the  Senate   and   General 
Assembly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

In  any  county  of  this  State  containing  a  popu-  ^j^^'^,  "^^.u,, 
lation  of  more  than  two  hundred  thousand,  it  shall  to''™tn( 
be  the  duty  of  the  justice  of  the  Supreme  Court  ""°"°'"'°"*" 
presiding  in  the  courts  of  such  county,  as  herein- 
after provided,  to  appoint  five  persons  a  board  of 
commissioners  to  be  known  as  '*The  County 

Park  Commission"  (inserting  the  name  of  the 
county  in  and  for  which  such  commissioners  are 
appointed).  The  commissioners  first  appointed 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  any  county  shall 
hold  office  respectively  for  the  term  of  one,  two. 
three,  four  and  five  years,  as  indicated  and  fixed 
in  the  order  of  appointment,  and  all  such  commis- 
sioners, after  the  first  appointment,  shall  be  so 
appointed  for  the  full  term  of  five  years.  Vacan-  ■^««"«'^ 
cies  in  the  said  hoard,  happening  by  resignation  or 
otherwise,  ahaU  be  filled  by  such  justice,  and  the 
persons  appointed  to  fill  by  such  vacancies  shall  be 
appointed  for  the  unexpired  term  only.  Such  per-  b«it  poiitie. 
sons  80  appointed,  when  duly  qualified,  eonsti-. 
tuting  such  board  of  park  conunissioners,  and  ■ 
their  successors,  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic, 
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with  power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  tise  a  common 
seal  and  to  make  by-lawa.  The  members  of  any 
such  board  shall  serve  without  compensation; 
their  necessary  expenses  shall  be  allowed  and  paid, 
and  no  person  employed  by  the  said  board  shall 
be  a  member  thereof.  Before  entering  upon  tfae 
duties  of  his  office,  each  of  the  members  of  said 
board  shall  take  and  subscribe  an  oath  or  aflSrma- 
tion  faithfully  and  impartially  to  perform  the 
duties  of  his  office,  which  oath  or  affirmation  shtill 
be  filed  in  the  office  of .  the  clerk  of  the  county 
wherein  the  board  of  which  he  is  a  member  is  ap- 
pointed. Every  such  board  shall  annually  choose 
from  among  its  members  a  president,  vice-presi- 
dent and  treasurer,  and  appoint  a  clerk  or  secre- 
tary and  such  other  officers  and  employees  as  it 
may  deem  necessary  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of 
this  act.  It  may  also  determine  the  duties  and 
compensation  of  such  appointees  and  remove  them 
at  pleasure,  and  make  all  reasonable  rules  and 
regulations  respecting  the  same.  The  said  board 
shall  have  full  power  and  authority  and  is  hereby 
empowered  to  pass  and  enact,  alter,  amend  and 
repeal  rules  and  regulations  for  the  protection, 
regulation  and  control  of  such  parks  and  park- 
ways, and  the  roads,  driveways,  sidewalks,  paths, 
lakes,  pools,  ponds,  fountains,  trees,  flowers,  shrubs, 
statuary,  buildings,  tools,  implements  and  other 
things  contained  therein,  and  to  make  rules  and 
regulations  governing,  controlling,  regulating  and 
limiting  the  speed  of  motor  vehicles  npon  the 
parkways  under  the  control  of  said  board,  and  the 
driveways  within  the  parks  and  reservations  under 
the  control  of  said  board,  and  excluding  said 
motor  vehicles  from  sneh  driveways  within  said 
parks  and  reservations  as  the  said  board  shall  de- 
termine and  designate  by  appropriate  signs 
erected  at  or  near  the  entrance  to  such  driveways, 
■and  to  limit  and  prevent  the  driving  or  travel 
■  upon   the   parkways   under   the  control   of  said 
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board  and  upon  the  driveways  within  the  parks 
and  reservations  of  loaded  or  heavy  trucks, 
wagons  or  carts,  or  public  omnihuses,  express 
wagons,  carts  or  other  vehicles  carrying  or  ordi- 
narily used  to  carry  merchandise,  goods,  tools  or 
rubbish  however  propelled,  and  to  prescribe  fines 
and  penalties  for  the  violating  of  such  rules  and 
regulations  and  to  fix  the  amount  of  the  same. 
Such  penalties  shall  be  enfpreed  by  and  through  | 
such  process  and  method  of  procedure  as  shall  be 
prescribed  by  the  board  as  aforesaid  by  and  before 
any  police  justice,  police  magistrate  or  recorder  of 
any  municipality  in  such  county,  upon  proper 
complaint  on  oath  being  made  before  him,  and  on 
the  conviction  of  the  offender,  in  default  of  the 
payment  of  the  penalty  imposed,  such  magistrate 
may  commit  such  offender  to  the  county  jail  for 
any  term  not  exceeding  ten  days.

"  {inserting  the  name  of  said  county),  which  i 
pohee  system  shall  consist  of  a  chief  and  such  sub- 
ordina,te  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary  and 
proper  for  the  enforcement  of  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  said  board  within  said  parks  and  park- 
ways, and  the  proper  protection  of  public  prop- 
erty therein,  and  to  establish  proper  rules  and 
regulations  for  the  appointment,  control  and  man- 
agement of  the  members  of  such  constabulary, 
and  for  the  securing  of  proper  discipline  and  ef- 
6ciency  among  the  members  of  the  said  constabu- 
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lary.  Members  and  officers  of  said  pai^  police 
shall  have  power  to  arrest,  on  view  and  witiiont 
warrant,  and  conduct  before  the  nearest  police 
magistrate  of  the  local  municipality  in  which  said 
arrest  is  made,  or  a  police  magistrate  of  a  nei^- 
boring  municipality,  any  person  found  violating 
the  rules  and  regulations  enacted  by  said  board 
for  the  protection,  preservation,  regulation  and 
control  of  said  parks  and  parkways,  and  all  prop- 
erty and  other  things  therein,  and  in  addition  shall 
have  all  the  powers  conferred  by  law  on  police 
officers  or  constables  in  the  enforcement  of  the 
laws  of  this  State  and  the  apprehension  of  vio- 
lators thereof.  Every  such  board  shall  have  a 
suitable  office  where  its  maps,  plans,  documents, 
records  and  accounts  shall  be  kept,  subject  to  pub- 
lic inspection  at  such  times  and  under  such  rea- 
sonable regulations  as  the  board  may  determine. 

2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  inconsistent  with 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  are  hereby  repealed, 
and  this  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

2.  The  Catholic  bishop  appointed  by  the  Pope  of 
Eome  to  have  supervision  over  Ruthenian  Catho- 
lics of  the  Greek  rite  in  the  United  States,  together 
with  his  secretary  or  chancellor,  and  the  pastor  of 
such  Ruthenian  Greek  Catholic  church  or  congrega- 
tion for  the  time  being,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may 
elect  two  lay  members  of  such  church  or  congrega- 
tion and  may,  with  said  layman,  sign  a  certificate, 
Betting  forth  the  name  by  which  they  and  their  suc- 
cessors shall  be  known  and  distinguished  as  a  body 
corporate,  and  transmit  the  said  certificate  to  the  < 
clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  !

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CHAPTER  151. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  tax  tlie 
transfer  of  property,  of  resident  and  nonresident 
decedents,  by-  devise,  bequest,  descent,  distribu- 
tion by  statute,  gift,  deed,  grant,  bargain  and . 
sale,  in  certain  cases,"  approved  April  twen- 
tieth, one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  nine. 


Be  it  bnacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  one  of  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  , 
amendatory  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  further  ' 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

1.  A  tax  shall  be  and  is  hereby  imposed  upon  the  < 
transfer  of  any  property,  real  or  personal,  of  the  * 
value  of  five  hundred  dollars  or  over,  or  of  any  in- 
terest therein  or  income  therefrom,  in  trust  or 
otherwise,  to  persons  or  corporations,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided,  in  the  followifig  cases: 

First.     WTien  the  transfer  is  by  will  or  by  the  B«id«t. 
intestate  laws  of  this  State  from  any  person  dyinR. 
seized  or  possessed  of  the  property  while  a  resident 
of  the  State. 

Second.  When  the  transfer  is  by  will  or  intes-  Mon-n..M«nt. 
tate  law,  of  real  property  within  this  State,  or  of 
goods,  wares  and  merchandise  within  this  State,  or 
of  shares  of  stock  of  corporations  of  this  State,  or 
of  national  banking  associations  located  in  this 
State,  and  the  decedent  was  a  nonresident  of  the 
Sitate  at  the  time  of  his  death. 

Third.    "Wben  the  transfer  is  of  property  made  ot  proptru 
by  a  resident,  or  is  of  real  property  within  this  JSitSjita?ion 
State,  or  of  goods,  wares  and  merchandise  within  "'  '***"■ 
this  State,  or  of  shares  of  stock  of  corporations  of 
this  State  or  of  national  banking  associations  lo- 
cated in  this  State,  made  by  a  nonresident,  by  deed, 
grant,  bargain,  sale  or  gift  made  in  contemplation 
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of  the  death  of  the  grantor,  vendor  or  donor,  or  in- 
tended to  itake  effect,  in  possession  or  enjoyment  at 
or  after  such  death. 

Fourth.  When  any  person  or  corporation  comes 
into  the  possession  or  enjoyment,  by  a  transfer 
from  a  resident  or  from  a  nonresident  decedent, 
when  such  nonresident  decedent's  property  consists 
of  real  property  within  this  State  or  of  shares  of 
stock  of  corporations  of  this  State  or  of  national 
bankin  association  located  in  this  State,  of  an  es- 
tate in  expectancy  of  any  kind  or  character  which 
is  contingent  or  defeasible,  transferred  by  an  in- 
strument taking  effect  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  or  of  any  property  transferred  pursuant  to  a 
power  of  appointment  contained  in  any  instrument 
taking  effect  after  the  passage  of  this  act. 

All  taxes  imposed  by  this  act  shall  be  at  the  rate 
of  five  per  centum  upon  the  clear  market  value  of 
such  property,  except  as  hereinafter  provided,  to 
be  paid  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  Staite  of  New  Jer- 
sey for  the  use  of  said  State,  and  all  administra- 
tors, executors,  tnistees,  grantees,  donees  or  ven- 
dees, shall  be  personiJly  liable  for  any  and  all  such 
taxes  until  the  same  shall  have  been  paid  as  herdn- 
after  directed,  for  which  an  action  of  debt  shall  lie 
in  the  name  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 

Property  passing  to  churches,  hospitals  and 
urphan  asylums,  public  libraries,  Bible  and  traci 
societies,  religious,  benevolent  and  charitable  insti- 
tutions and  organizations,  organized  under  the  laws 
of  this  State,  or  operating  solely  within  this  State, 
shall  be  exempt  from  taxation  under  this  act  and 
also  property  to  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dol- 
lars passing  to  a  father,  mother,  husband,  wife, 
child  or  lineal  descendant  born  In  lawful  wedlock, 
brother  or  sister,  or  the  wife  or  widow  of  a  son,  or 
the  husband  of  a  daughter,  shall  be  exempt  from 
taxation  under  this  act,  but  no  other  exemption  of 
any  kind  or  character  shall  be  allowed.  Property 
transferred  to  a  father,  mother,  brother  or  sister, 
or  the  wife  or  widow  of  a  son,  or  the  husband  of  a 
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daughter,  shall  be  taxed  at  the  rate  of  two  per  cen- 
turn  on  any  amount  in  excess  of  five  thousand  dol  - 
lars,  up  to  &&.J  thousand  dollars;  two  and  and  one- 
half  per  eentmn  on  any.  amount  in  excess  of  fiftj" 
thousand  dollars,  up  to  one  hundred  and  fifty 
thousand  dollars ;  three  per  centum  on  any  amount 
in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars, 
up  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars ;  and 
four  per  centnm  on  all  amounts  in  excess  of  two 
hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dollars.  Property  J™^  '' 
transferred  to  any  child  or  children,  husband  or  '  ""' 
wife,  of  a  decedent,  or  to  ihe  issue  of  any  child  or 
children  of  a  decedent,  shall  be  taxed  at  the  rate  of 
one  per  centum  on  any  amount  in  excess  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  up  to  fifty  thousand  dollars ;  one 
and  one-half  per  centum  on  any  amount  in  excess 
to  fifty  thousand  dollars,  up  to  one  hundred  and 
fifty  thousand  dollars;  two  per  centum  on  any 
amount  in  excess  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars,  up  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  dol- 
iaxs;  and  three  per  centum  on  any  amount  in  ex- 
cess of  two  hundred  and  fiity  thousand  dollars. 
Property  passing  to  a  child  or  children  of  any  de-  ^ImSS. 
cedent,  adopted  in  conformity  with  the  laws  of  this 
State,  or  any  of  the  United  States,  or  of  any  foreign 
kingdom  or  nation,  or  to  the  issue  of  any  such  child 
or  children,  shall  be  taxed  at  the  same  rate  with 
the  same  exemption  up  to  five  thousand  dollars  al- 
lowed as  a  child  or  children  born  in  lawful  wedlock, 
or  tiie  issue  of  any  such  child  or  children,  and  the 
same  amount  of  tax  shall  be  Imposed  upon  and  the 
same  exemption  up  to  five  thousand  dollars  allowed 
to  any  child  to  whom  such  decedent  for  not  less  than 
ten  years  prior  to  such  transfer  stood  in  the  mu- 
tually acknowledged  relation  of  a  parent;  provided,  •"""»■ 
however,  such  relationship  began  at  or  before  the 
child's  fifteenth  birthday,  and  was  continuous  for 
at  least  ten  years  thereafter;  provided,  further,  t""^"- 
that  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be  construed 
to  repeal  or  in  anywise  impair  the  provisions  of  an 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  payment 
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to  counties  of  five  per  centum  of  transfer  taxes  col- 
lected," approved  April  twenty-first,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  nine,  but  the  said  act  shall  remain 
in  full  force  and  effect  as  though  this  act  had  not 
been  passed. 

2.  Section  ten  of  the  act  of  which  this  act  is  amen- 
datory be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to  read 
as  follows : 

10.  Whenever  any  of  the  real  estate  of  which  any 
decedent  may  die  seized  shall  pass  to  any  body 
politic  or  corporate,  or  to  any  devisee  or  beneficiary 
otter  than  the  corporations,  institutions  and  or^n- 
izations  specifically  exempted  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  from  the  tax  imposed  hereby,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  heirs,  devisees,  executors,  adminis- 
trators or  trustees  of  such  decedent  to  give  infor- 
maition  thereof  in  writing  to  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury  of  this  State  within  six  months  after  they 
obtain  title  thereto  or  undertake  the  execution  of 
their  respective  duties,  or,  if  'the  fact  be  not  known 
to  them  within  that  period,  then  within  one  month 
after  the  same  shall  have  come  to  their  knowledge. 

3.  Section  twelve  of  the  act  of  which  this  act  is 
amendatory  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  further 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

12.  If  a  foreign  executor,  administrator  or  trus- 
tee shall  assign  or  transfer  any  stock  or  obliga- 
tions in  this  State  standing  in  the  name  of  a  dece- 
dent, or  standing  in  the  joint  names  of  such  a  de- 
cedent and  one  or  more  persons,  or  in  trust  for  a 
decedent,  liable  to  any  such  tax,  the  tax  shall  be 
paid  to  tlie  Treasurer  of  this  State  on  the  transfer 
,  thereof.  No  safe  deposit  company,  trust  company, 
corporation,  bank  or  other  institution,  person  or 
persons  having  in  possession  or  under  control  se- 
curities, deposits  or  other  assets  belonging  to  or 
standing  in  the  name  of  a  decedent  who  was  a  resi- 
dent, or  belonging  to  or  standing  in  the  joint  names 
of  sueh  a  resident  decedent  and  one  or  more  per- 
sons, including  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of,  or 
other  interests  In,  the  safe  deposit  company,  trust

company,  corporation,  bank  or  other  institution 
making  the  delivery  or  transfer  herein  provided, 
or  of  shares  of  stock  of  corporations  of  this  State 
or  of  national  hanking  associations  located  in  this 
State  belonging  to  or  standing  in  the  name  of  a 
nonresident  decedent  or  in  the  joint  names  of  such 
nonresident  decedent  and  one  or  moiie  persons  in- 
cluding the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of,  or  other 
interests  in,  the  safe  deposit  company,  trust  com- 
pany, corporation,  bank  or  other  institution  making 
the  delivery  or  transfer  herein  provided,  shall  de- 
liver or  transfer  the  saifle  to  -the  executors,  admin- 
istrators or  legal  representatives  of  said  decedent, 
or  to  the  survivor  or  survivors  when  held  in  the 
joint  names  of  a  decedent  and  one  or  more  persons, 
or  upon  their  order  or  request,  unlesB  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  such  initended  delivery  or  trans- 
fer be  served  upon  the  Comptroller  of  the  Treasury 
of  this  State  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  said  delivery 
or  transfer;  nor  shall  any  such  safe  deposit  com- 
pany, trust  company,  corporation,  bank  or  other 
institution,  person  or  persons  deliver  or  transfer 
any  secnrities,  deposits  or  other  assets  belonging  to 
or  standing  in  the  name  of  a  resident  decedent,  or 
belonging  to  or  standing  in  the  joint  names  of  a 
resident  decedent  and  oqe  or  more  persons,  includ- 
ing the  shares  of  the  capiital  stock  of,  or  other  in- 
terests in,  theBafe  deposit  company,  trust  company, 
corporation,  bank  or  other  institution  making  the 
delivery  or  transfer,  or  of  shares  of  stock  of  cor- 
porations of  this  State  or  of  national  banking  asso- 
ciations located  in  this  State  belonging  to  or  stand- 
ing in  the  name  of  a  nonresident  decedent  or  in  the 
joint  names  of  such  nonresident  decedent  and  one 
or  more  persons,  including  the  shares  of  the  capital 
stock  of,  or  other  interests  in,  the  safe  deposit  com- 
pany, trust  company,  corporation,  bank  or  other 
institution  making  the  delivery  or  transfer,  without 
retaining  a  sufficient  portion  or  amount  thereof-to 
pay  any  tax  and  interest  which  may  thereafter  be 
assessed  on  account  of  the  deUvery  or  transfer  of 
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sach  secarities,  deposits,  shares  of  stock,  or  other 
assets,  includmg  the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of, 
or  other  iDterests  in,  the  safe  deposit  company, 
trust  company,  corporation,  bank  or  other  institn 
tion,  making  the  delivery  or  transfer,  under  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  unless  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury  consents  thereto  in  writing  And  it  sliali 
be  lawful  for  the  said  Comptroller  of  the  Treasutyl 
either  personally  or  by  representative,  to  examine 
said  securities,  deposits  or  assets  of  a  resident  de- 
cedent, and  the  shares  of  stock  aforesaid  cf  a  non- 
resident decedent,  at  the  time  of  suon  delivery  or 
transfer.  Failure  to  serve  such  r-itice  or  failure 
to  allow  such  examination,  or  failure  to  retain  a 
suflScient  portion  or  amount  to  pay  such  tax  and  in- 
terest as  herein  provided  shall  render  said  safu 
deposit  company,  trust  company,  corporation,  bank 
or  other  institution,  person  or  persons  liable  to  the 
payment  of  the  amount  of  the  tax  and  interest  due 
or  thereafter  to  become  due  upon  said  securities,  de- 
posits, shares  of  stock,  or  other  assets,  including 
the  shares  of  the  capital  stock  of,  or  other  interests 
in,  the  safe  deposit  company,  trust  company,  eor- 

[)oration,  bank  or  other  institution  making  the  de- 
ivery  or  transfer,  and  in  addition  thereto  a  penalty 
of  one  thousand  dollars ;  which  liability  for  such  tax 
and  interest,  or  the  penalty  above  prescribed,  or 
t)oth,  shall  be  enforced  in  an  action  of  debt  in  Uiv 
name  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  and  the  same, 
when  recovered,  shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  for  the  use  of  the  State. 

No  corporation  of  this  State  shall  transfer  any 
stock  of  said  corporation  standing  in  the  name  of 
ov  belonging  to  a  decedent,  resident  or  nonresident, 
or  in  the  joint  names  of  a  decedent  and  one  or  more 
persons,  or  in  trust  for  decedent,  unless  notice  of 
tlie  time  of  such  intended  transfer  be  served  upon 
the  Comptroller  of  the- Treasury  of  this  State  at 
least  ten  days  prior  to  such  transfer,  nor  until  said 
Comptroller  shall  consent  thereto  in  writing.  Any 
corporation  making  such  a  transfer  without  first 
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obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury,  as  aforesaid  shall  be  liable  for  tlie 
amount  of  any  tax  which  may  thereafter  be  assessed 
on  account  of  the  transfer  of  such  stock,  together 
with  the  interest  thereon,  and  in  addition  thereto  a 
penalty  of  one  thousand  dollars,  which  liability  for 
such  tax  and  interest  and  the  said  penalty  pre- 
scribed may  be  enforced  in  an  action  of  debt  in  the 
name  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  said  penalty, 
when  recovered  to  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the 
State  of  New  Jersey. 

A  tax  shall  be  assessed  on  the  transfer  of  prop- 
erty made  subject  to  tax  as  aforesaid,  in  this  State  ! 
of  a  nonresident  decedent  if  all  or  any  part  of  the  ; 
estate  of  such  decedent,  wherever  situated,  shall 
pass  to  persons  or  corporations  taxable  under  this 
act,  which  tax  shall  bear  the  same  ratio  to  the  en- 
tire tax  which  the  said  estate  would  have  been  sub- 
ject to  under  this  act  if  such  nonresident  decedent 
had  been  a  resident  of  this  State,  and  all  his  prop- 
erty, real  and  personal,  had  been  located  within  this 
State,  as  such  taxable  property  within  this  State 
bears  to  the  entire  estate,  wherever  situated;  pro- 
vided, thstt  nothing  in  tins  clanse  contained  shall 
apply  to  any  specific  bequest  or  devise  of  any  prop- 
er^ in  this  State. 

4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  152. 

An  Act  to  regalate  hunting  with  firearms  for  wild 
animals  and  fowl  and  angling  for  fish  in  fresh 
waters,  and  providing  for  the  issnanee  of  licenses 
for  such  hunting  and  angling. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  No  person  shall  at  any  time  hunt  for,  take, 
kill  or  parsue,  with  a  gun  or  any  firearm  of  aay 
kind  or  character,  any  wild  bird,  animal  or  fowl, 
and  no  male  person  above  the  age  of  fourteen 
years  shall  at  any  time  take  or  attempt  to  take  fish 
in  any  of  the  fresh  waters  of  this  State  by  the 
method  commonly  known  as  angling,  with  hand  line 
or  with  rod  and  line,  unless  he  first  shall  have  pro- 
cured a  proper  license  therefor  as  hereinafter  pro- 
vided, and  unless  at  the  time  of  such  hunting  or  fish- 
ing he  shall  have  snch  license  on  his  person  and 
shall  exhibit  the  same  for  inspection  to  any  fish 
and  ^ame  warden  or  deputy  fish  and  game  warden 
of  this  State  or  to  any  police  officer  or  other  person 
requesting  to  see  the  same ;  provided,  however,  that 
nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  prevent  the  oc- 
cupant of  any  farm  in  this  State,  who  actually  re- 
sides thereon,  or  the  immediate  members  of  the 
family  of  such  occupant  who  also  resides  on  said 
farm  from  hunting  for,  taking,  killing  or  pursuini; 
with  a  gun,  a  firearm,  on  said  farm,  any  wild 
bird,  animal  or  fowl,  or  from  taking  fish  on  said 
farm  with  hand-line,  or  rod  and  line,  in  the  man- 
ner provided  by  law  at  any  time  when  it  is  lawful 
so  to  do,  without  being  licensed  hereunder;  pro- 
vided, however;  that  the  exemption  contained  in 
the  foregoing  provision  shall  not  apply  to  any 
person  residing  on  said  farm  or  in  any  tenant 
house  thereon  who  is  not  a  member  of  the  family 
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of  such  oocnpant,  nor  to  any  servant  of  snch  occu- 
pant. 

2.  The  licenses  issned  auder  this  act  shall  be  of  uoum: 
the  following  kinds : 

First.  A  heense  issued  to  persons  who  are  citi-  jf*^'' 
zens  of  the  United  States  above  the  age  of  four-    """' 
teen  years  and  who  actually  and  bona  fide  reside  in 
this  State  at  the  time  of  the  application  for  such  li- 
cense and  who  have  actually  and  bona  fide  resided 
in  this  State  for  at  least  one  year  immediately  prior 
thereto.     This  license  shall  be  designated  as  the 
residents'  hunting  and  fishing  license   and   shall 
authorize  the  holder  thereof  to  hunt  and  fish.    The  *■"■ 
fee  for  this  license  shall  be  one  dollar,  together 
with  an  issuance  fee  of  fifteen  cents.    This  license 
shall  be  invalid  from  the  date  of  its  issue,  when  is- 
sued to  any  person  not  entitled  thereto  hereundei 

Second.  A  license  issued  <to  persons  above  the  N™-rMMji 
age  of  fourteen  years  not  entitled  to  a  residents '  u^;*"* 
license,  authorizing  such  person  to  hunt  and  fish. 
This  license  shall  be  designated  as  the  nonresidents ' 
and  aliens '  hunting  and  fishing  license.   The  fee  for  >'••' 
this  license  shall  be  ten  dollars,  together  with  an 
issuance  fee  of  fifteen  cents. 

Third.  A  license  issued  to  any  male  person  above  "•""w  " 
the  age  of  fourteen  years  not  entitled  to  a  residents* 
license,  authorizing  such  person  to  fish  only.  This 
license  shall  he  designated  as  the  nonresidents'  and 
aliens'  fishing  license.  The  fee  for  this  license  shall  ^**- 
b©  two  dollars,  together  with  an  issuance  fee  of 
fifteen  cents. 

Every  license  issued  under  this  act  shall  be  void  li»i.«  w&. 
after  the  thirty-first  day  of  December  next  succeed- 
ing its  issuance. 

3.  The  licenses  above  mentioned  shall  be  procured  "•«■  «' 
from  any  county,  city,  borough,  town,  township  or  i'.?iSS?  "' 
village  clerk,  or  from  any  salaried  fish  and  game  ""''""■ 
warden  of  this  State.    Such  license  shall  state  the 
name,  ege,  occupation  and  place  of  residence  of  the 
licensee,  and  shall  contain  such  other  facts  and 
statements  as  may  he  required  by  the  Board  of 
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Fish  and  Qame  CommissiOQers.  It  shall  also  con- 
tain the  signature  of  the  licensee,  written  in  ink, 
and  the  official  seal  of  the  clerk  issuing  said  license, 
when  issued  by  a  clerk ;  and  when  issued  by  a  fish 
and  game  warden  of  this  State,  it  shall  be  counter- 

,  signed  by  such  fish  and  game  warden.  The  form  of 
the  license  shall  be  determined,  and  the  license 
blanks  prepared,  by  the  Board  of  Pish  and  Game 
Commissioners  of  this  State,  and  by  such  board 
furnished  to  the  clerk  of  each  county  in  this  State. 
The  clerk  of  each  bounty  shall  (furnish  Keense 
blanks  to  the  clerk  of  each  city,  borough,  town, 
township  and  village  within  such  county,  and  to 
each  salaried  fish  and  game  warden  residing  in  said 
county,  within  five  days  after  receipt  of  same.  Ad- 
ditional license  blanks  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
county  clerk  to  such  municipal  clerks  and  salaried 
wardens,  upon  request,  as  required.  Every  appli- 
cant for  a  license  shall  prove  to  the  satisfaction  of 
the  clerk,  or  fish  and  game  warden,  to  whom  appli- 
cation is  made  for  a  license,  that  he  is  entitlwl  to 
the  license  for  which  application  is  made. 

4.  Every  license  blank  shall  have  attached  to  it 
by  perforation  a  coupon,  to  be  known  as  a  return 
stub,  containing  blanks  which  shall  be  filled  in  by 
the  clerk  or  warden  issuing  the  license,  at  the  time 
said  license  is  issued,  showing  where,  when,  to 
whom  and  by  whom  such  license  was  issued,  and 
such  information  as  may  be  required  by  the  Board 
of  Fish  and  Game  Commissioners;  and  attached 
by  perforation  to  the  return  stub  shall  be  a  stub  to 
be  retained  by  the  clerk  or  warden  containing 
blanks  which  shall  be  filled  in  by  the  clerk  or  ward- 
en issuing  the  license  at  the  time  said  license  is  is- 
sued, giving  the  same  information  as  shall  be  stated 
on  the  return  stub.  The  license  blank,  the  return 
stub  and  the  stub  to  he  retained  by  the  clerk  or 

■  warden  shall  bear  the  same  serial  number.  In  case 
a  license  blank  is  spoiled,  such  license  blank  shall 
be  marked  "spoiled"  diagonally  across  its  face. 
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and  both  stubs  bearing  the  same  serial  number 
shall  be  similarly  marked. 

5.  On  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month,  uomw^  t. 
every  city,  borongh,  town,  township  or  village  clerk,  ^™  br  I 
11  nd  every  salaried  fish  and  game  warden  of  this  "'"»  '""^ 
State,  shall  send  tlie  fees  collected  for  all  licenses 
issued  during  the  preceding  month,  except  the  issu- 
ance fees,  which  may  be  retained  by  him,  also 
every  license  blank  that  shall  have  been  spoiled 
<luring  the  preceding  month,  to  the  county  clerk, 
together  with  a  hst  showing  the  serial  number  of 

each  license  issued  and  paid  for,  and  the  name  and 
residence  of  the  person  to  whom  such  license  was 
issued,  and  the  number  of  spoiled  license  blanks 
returned.  On  or  before  the  tenth  day  of  each  month, 
itic  clerk  of  each  county  shall  make  a  statement  of 
all  licenses  issued  directly  by  him,  and  shall  make 
&ueb  return  and  report  as  the  municipal  clerks  and 
wardens  are  by  this  section  required  to  make,  and 
file  the  same  in  his  office.

[  change  in  any  manner,  or  loan  or  transfer  to  an- 
other any  license  issued  under  this  act,  or  who  shall 
jpve  false  information  or  make  any  misrepresenta- 
tion to  the  clerk  or  fish  and  game  warden  to  whom 
aplication  is  made  for  a  license  under  this  act,  or 
who  shall  violate  any  provision  of  this  act  for  the 
violaition  of  which  a  penalty  is  not  herein  otherwise 
provided,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  twenty  dol- 
shall  pay  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars 
lars,  and  upon  conviction  the  license  issued  to  him, 
if  any,  shall  be  revoked  by  the  court  or  magistrate 
before  whom  such  conviction,  is  secured,  said  court

14.  Any  person  who  is  not  entitled  under  the 
provisions  of  this  act  to  a  residents'  license,  who 
shall  procure  a  residents'  licehse,  shall  be  gnilty 
of  a  misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof

All  such  penalties  recovered 
shall  be  remitted  within  ten  days  after  the  payment 
thereof  by  the  court  or  magistrate  before  whom  the 
same  were  recovered  to  the  Board  of  Fish  and 
Game  Commissioners,  who  shall,  upon  presenta- 
tion of  a  proper  bill,  with  proper  certification,  and 
verified  by  the  judge  of  the  court  or  by  the  magis- 
trate, pay  to  the  person  swearing  to  the  complaint 
in  the  proceeding  in  which  said  penalty  was  recov- 
ered, one-half  of  the  penalty  imposed,  unless  the 
person  swearing  to  such  complaint  is  a  salaried  fish 
and  game  warden.

CHAPTER  153. 

An  Act  to  annex  to  the  borough  of  Highlands  a 
part  of  the  township  of  Uiddletown,  in  the 
county  of  Monmouth. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  AJl  that  portion  of  the  township  of  Middle- 
town,  in  the  county  of  Monmouth  and  State  of 
New  Jersey,  lying  within  the  following  bounda- 
ries, to  wit :  Beginning  at  a  point  in  the  west  chan- 
nel of  the  Shrewsbury  river,  opposite  the  north- 
westerly corner  of  the  Andrew  and  Thompson 
tract,  so-called,  said  point  being  the  end  of  the 
course  numbered  (4)  in  the  description  in  chapter 
88,  laws  of  1900,  incorporating  the  borough  of 
Highlands,  and  running  thence  (1)  northerly  and 
westerly,  following  the  windings  of  the  channel 
of  said  Shrewsbury  river  and  Sandy  Hook  bay  to 
a  point  opposite  the  dividing  line  between  lots 
eleven  and  twelve  on  a  topographical  map  of  Nave- 
sink  Park,  Monmouth  county.  New  Jersey,  made 
by  Frank  Osbom,  civil  engineer,  Middletown,  New 
Jersey;  thence  (2)  southerly  and  westerly,  in  a 
straight  line  to  the  shore  of  said  river  or  bay  and 
to  and  along  said  dividing  line  between  said  lots 
eleven  and  twelve  to  Belvidere  road  on  said  map; 
across  the  same  to  and  along  the  southerly  or 
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easterly  side  of  Navesmend  road  on  said  map,  to 
the  easterly  line  of  the  public  road  leading  from 
Stone  chnrch  to  Highlands;  thence  (3)  southerly, 
along  the  easterly  line  of  said  public  road  to  the 
northerly  boundary  line  of  the  said  borough; 
thence  (4)  southwesterly,  along  the  said  boundary 
of  said  borough  to  the  stone  planted  for  a  monu- 
ment in  the  Une  of  lands  of  Hartshome;  thence 
(5)  southerly  and  southeasterly  along  the  line  of 
said  Ilartshome  to  a  point  in  the  nortiierly  line  of 
Portland  road;  thence  (6)  easterly,  along  the 
northerly  line  of  said  road  to  the  line  of  lands  of 
Haynes;  thence  (7)  southerly  and  easterly  along 
the  line  of  Haynes  to  a  point  in  the  channel  of  the 
Shrewsbury  river;  tiience  (8)  northerly,  along 
said  channel  to  the  point  therein  marking  the 
easterly  and  southerly  line  of  said  borough,  is 
hereby  set  oflf  from  the  township  of  Middletown, 
in  the  county  of  Monmouth,  and  annexed  to  and 
made  part  of  the  borough  of  Highlands,  in  said 
county. 

2.  Provided  this  act  shall  not  operate  to  effect  ^una 
SQch  annexation  of  the  territory  herein  described 
to  the  borough  of  Highlands  until  it  shall  have 
been  accepted  by  a  vote  of  the  majority  of  the 
qualified  voters  of  the  territory  embraced  within 
boundaries  hereinbefore  mentioned  at  a  special  f,^^ 
election  to  be  held  within  said  township  within 
thirty  days  from  the  approval  of  this  act,  between 
the  hours  of  six  o'clock  A,  M.  and  seven  o'clock 
P.  M.  of  said  day  fixed  for  the  election  at  a  place 
within  said  territory  to  be  fixed  by  the  clerk  of  the 
township  of  Middletown.  The  clerk  of  said  town-  nmi«. 
ship  shall,  immediately  upon  the  service  upon  him 
of  a  certified  copy  of  this  act,  cause  public  notice 
of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  such  election  to 
be  given  by  notice  signed  by  himself  and  posted  in 
at  least  five  public  places  within  said  territory  and 
published  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  or 
circulating  therein  at  least  ten  days  prior  to  such 
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election;  and  said  clerk  shall  provide  for  each 
elector  voting  at  such  election,  ballots'  to  be  printed 
or  writen,  or  partly  printed,  or  partly  written, 
upon  which  ballots  shall  be  printed  the  proposition 
to  be  submitted  to  the  voters,  with  instructions  in 
the  following  form : 

If  you  favor  the  proposition  printed  below, 
make  an  X  mark  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and 
opposite  the  word  "Yes";  if  you  are  oppo8e<l 
thereto  make  an  X  mark  in  the  square  to  the  left 
of  and  opposite  the  word  "No," 


Shall  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to 
annex  to  the  borough  of  High- 
lands a  part  of  the  township  of 
Middletown,  in  the  county  of  Mon- 
mouth," be  adopted? 


If  the  voter  makes  an  X  mark  in  black  ink  or 
black  pencil  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and  oppo- 
site the  word  "Yes,"  it  shall  be  counted  as  a  vote 
in  favor  of  such  proposition. 

If  the  voter  makes  an  X  mark  in  black  ink  or 
black  pencil  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and  oppo- 
site the  word  "No,"  it  shall  be  counted  as  a.  vot* 
against  such  proi^osition ;  and  in  case  no  mark 
shall  be  made  in  the  square  to  the  left  of  and  op- 
posite the  word  "Yes"  or  "No,"  it  shall  not  he 
counted  as  a  vote  for  or  against  sucii  proposition. 
Such  election  shall  be  lield  at  the  time  and  place 
fixed  and  be  conducted  by  the  election  officers  of 
the  election  district  in  which  said  township  clerk 
calls  the  election,  and  no  special  form  of  ballot  or 
envelope  need  be  used.  Such  election  shall  be 
conducted  and  the  vote  canvassed  in  the  manner 
provided  by  law  for  general  elections.  There 
shall  be  no  registration  for  such  election,  bat  the 
board  of  election  shall  procure  and  use  at  such 
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special  election  a  certified  copy  of  the  register  of 
voters  in  the  last  preceding  election  in  the  town- 
ship of  Middletown  and  no  person  shall  be  entitled 
to  vote  whose  name  does  not  appear  on  the  said 
rej^ster  and  who  shall  not  reside  within  the  terri- 
tory herein  deaeribed.  The  oflScers  holding  such  i 
election  shall  make  returns  to  the  clerk  of  the  town- 
ship of  Middletown  of  the  resnlt  thereof  by  a  state- 
ment in  writing  under  their  hand,  and  the  same 
shall  be  entered  at  length  on  the  minutes  of  the 
township  committee  of  the  said  township  of  Mid- 
dletown and  a  copy  thereof,  certified  by  its  clerk, 
shall  be  forthwith  filed  in  the  office  of  the  county 
clerk  of  the  county  of  Monmouth. 

3,  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  154. 

An  Act  respecting  the  appointment  of  sergeant- 
at-arms  in  the  Court  of  Common  Fleas,  Or- 
phans' Courts  and  Courts  of  General  Quarter 
Sessions  of  the  Peace,  in  counties  having  a  popu- 
lation of  more  than  two  hundred  thousand  and 
less  than  three  hundred  thousand  inhabitants. 

Be  it  enacted  by  tJie  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  That  in  each  county  of  this  State  having  Juago 
within  its  territorial  limits  a  jjopulation  exceed-  St-"™ 
iag  one  hundred  and  fifty  thousand  inhabitants, 
the  judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  said 
county  be,  and  he  is  hereby  authorized  to  appoint 
a  suitable  person  as  sergeant-at-arms,  whose  duty 
it  shall  be  to  attend  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
Orphans'  Court  and  the  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions 
and  Court  of  Special  Sessions  during  the  several 
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terms  thereof,  for  whicli  services  the  said  jndge 
of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  order  and  fix  a  yearly  salary  as  compensa- 
tion therefor  nine  hundred  and  sixty  dollars ;  such 
salary  shall  be  made  and  taken  in  lieu  of  all  fees, 
perquisites  and  allowances  whatsoever  for  such 
services  as  sergeant-at-arma  and  to  be  paid  semi- 
monthly by  the  county  collector  of  said  county  on 
the  certificate  of  said  judge  of  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  155. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  in  rela- 
tion to  county  expenditures,"  approved  April 
second,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy- 
eight. 

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  If  in  any  county  of  this  State  the  amounts 
heretofore  appropriated  for  expenses  of  elections, 
courts  and  widows'  pensions  or  any  or  either  of 
them,  has  or  have  been,  or  shall  be  exceeded,  the 
board  of  chosen  freeholders  of  such  county  may 
issue  temporary  loan  bond  or  bonds  to  raise  the 
money  wherewith  to  pay  such  deficiency  or  de- 
ficiencies. 

2.  All  temporary  loan  bonds  issued  under  this 
act  shall  run  for  a  term  not  exceeding  two  years 
from  the  date  hereof,  unless  such  board  of  chosen 
freeholders  shall  determine  that  to  place  the  whole 
amount  thereof  in  the  tax  levy  for  one  or  two 
fiscal  years,  will  be  too  burdensome  on  the  tai- 
payers  of  the  county,  in  which  case  substantially 
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one-fourth  of  the  amount  of  bonds  so  issued  may 
be  made  payable  in  two,  three,  four  or  five  years, 
respectively,  from  the  date  thereof;  such  bonds  »«»■ 
shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  exceeding  five  per 
centum  per  annum,  and  shall  be  sold  at  either 
public  or  private  sale  in  the  discretion  of  such 
board,  but  for  not  less  than  par. 

3.  To  meet  the  payment  of  such  bond  or  bonds  p«jin« 
as  they  mature,  such  board  shall  annually,  in  mak-  \^u1^ 
ing  up  its  appropriation  for  each  fiscal  year,  insert 
therein  and  place  in  the  tax  levy  a  sum  sufficient 

to  pay  the  principal  and  interest  on  such  of  the 
said  bonds  as  mature  during  that  fiscal  year, 
and  shall  likewise  insert  therein  a  sum  sufficient 
to  pay  interest  annually  on  the  said  bonds. 

4.  This  act  to  take  effect  immediately. 
Approved  April  14,  1914. 


CHAPTER  156. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  estab- 
lish a  bureau  of  statistics  on  the  subject  of  labor, 
considered  in  all  its  relations  to  the  growth  and 
development  of  industry  in  the  State,"  approved 
March  twenty-seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hun- 
dred and  seventy-eight. 

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  On  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  the  title  c^w  • 
of  the  Bureau  of  Statistics  shall  be  Bureau  of  In- 
dustrial Statistics  of  New  Jersey;  and  the  titles 

of  the  Chief  and  the  Deputy  Chief  of  the  same, 
shall  be  Director  and  Assistant  Director  respec- 
tively. 

2.  The  duties  and  powers  of  the  Bureau  of  Sta-  ""*'" 
tistics  under  its  amended  title   and  the  duties. 
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powers  and  privileges  of  the  director  and  assists 
ant  director  slmll  include  all  those  heretofore  de- 
volving upon  the  bureau  and  upon  the  chief  and 
deputy  chief  of  the  same  under  the  act  establish- 
ing the  bureau,  approved  March  twenty-seventh, 
one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  seventy-eightj  and 
the  several  supplements  and  amendments  thereto. 

3.  The  director  of  the  bureau  shall  continue,  the 
compilation  and  publication  every  third  year,  or 
oftener  if  in  his  judgment  the  interests  of  the 
State  would  be  best  served  by  so  doing,  a  new  and 
up-to-date  revision  of  the  Industrial  Directory,  in 
which  all  the  features  for  advertising  the  State, 
its  manufacturing  interests,  and  industrial  oppor- 
tunities shall  be  retained,  and  such  others  added 
thereto  for  the  same  purpose  from  time  to  time, 
as  may  commend  themselves  to  the  judgment  of 
the  director  of  the  bureau, 

4.  All  acts  or  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  this 
act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take 
effect  immediately. 

Approved  April  14,  1914. 


CHAPTER  157.

1.  Upon  the  passage  and  approval  of  this  act,  ",1S!"' 
the  aheriff  of  each  county  may  appoint  for  tbe 
county  jail  not  more  than  three  snitahle  women 
residents  witbin  the  said  county  as  matrons  for 

the  said  county  jail.  Who  shall  hold  office  during 
tbe  pleasure  of  said  sheriff.  The  board  of  chosen  compcn 
freeholders  of  the  said  county  shall,  upon  notice 
of  But^  appointment,  fix  and  determine  the  com- 
pensation to  be  paid  to  the  said  matron  or 
matrons,  which  compensation  shall  be  paid  semi- 
monthly to  the  said  matrons  by  the  proper  author- 
ities of  the  county.

sheriff,  so  far  as  practicable,  she  or  they  shall 
arrange  for  the  segregation  of  the  female  inmates 
of  the  said  institution  and,  in  general,  have  charge 
and  control  over  all  matters  pertaining  to  the  wel- 
fare, both  physical  and  moral,  of  the  female  in- 
mates of  the  said  institution;  she  or  they  shall 
make  an  annual  report  to  the  board  of  chosen  free-  Anno: 
holders  of  the  said  county  respecting  the  general  ^'^ 
condition  of  the  female  inmates  of  the  said  insti- 
tution, each  year,  with  recommendations  concern- 
ing the  necessary  steps  to  be  taken  for  the  im- 
provement of  the  welfare,  both  moral  and  physical, 
of  the  said  female  inmates  of  the  said  institution, 
as  observed  by  her  or  them. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  regn- 
lating  the  receipt  and  disbursement  of  State 
moneys  in  certain  cases,"  approved  October 
thirty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
seven. 

Be  it  enaotbd  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury  of  this  State  within  sixty  days  after  the 
passage  of  this  act,  to  prepare  a  form  of  requisi- 
tion covering  the  doing  of  any  work  or  labor,  or 
the  furnishing  of  any  goods,  chattels,  supplies  or 
material  of  any  kind  whatsoever,  for  use  in  every 
department,  institution,  commission,  committee, 
official,  board  or  body  of  the  State  government, 
which  said  form  of  requisition,  when  so  prepared 
as  aforesaid,  shall  be  the  only  form  which  shall  be 
used  for  the  ordering  of  any  work  or  labor,  or  the 
furnishing  of  any  goods,  chattels,  supplies  or  ma- 
terials of  any  kind  whatsoever,  for  the  use  of  said 
department,  institution,  commission,  committee, 
official,  board  or  body  of  the  State.  There  shall 
be  indicated  in  said  form  of  requisition  the  pur- 
pose of  expense,  the  limitation  of  expense  and  a 
blank  space  for  the  signature  of  the  officer  author- 
ized by  law  to  incur  any  obligation  or  expense  on 
the  part  of  said  depariment,  institution,  commis- 
sion, committee,  official,  board  or  body  of  the 
State  government,  and  provision  shall  be  made  in 
said  form  for  the  counter-signature  of  the  Comp- 
troller or  an  assistant  specially  designated  by  him.

the  proviaions  of  this  act,  shall  be  presented  to 
his  department  for  audit,  and  it  shall  be  his  duty 
to  examine,  audit,  adjust  and  settle  all  accounts 
so  presented  and  certify  the  amounts  adjusted  or 
allowed  to  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  for  receipt 
and  payment,  and  they  shall  be  paid  on  warrant 
of  the  Comptroller  when  so  examined ,  audited, 
adjusted  and  settled. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Comptroller  of  the 
Treasury,  in  addition  to  the  records  now  required 
by  law  or  in  the  interests  of  the  State,  to  provide' 
such  additional  records  as  will  easily  indicate  the 
expenditures  authorized  and  anticipated  by  the 
issuance  of  any  requisition  as  provided  by  this 
act,  and  to  adjust  the  same  in  such  manner  as  the 
interest  of  the  State  may  demand  and  in  no  event 
shall  said  Comptroller,  either  by  himself  or  the 
assistant  designated  by  him,  approve  any  requisi- 
tion issued  by  any  department,  institution,  com- 
mission, conmiittee,  ofBeial,  board  or  body  of  the 
State  for  any  sum  in  excess  of  the  amount  appro- 
priated for  any  such  department,  institution, 
commission,  committee,  official,  board  or  body  of 
the  State  govermnent  in  any  fiscal  year;  provided, 
however,  in  the  case  of  any  department,  institu- 
tion, commission,  committee,  official,  board  or  body 
of  the  State  government  which  is  now  or  hereafter 
may  be  in  receipt  of  earnings,  fines,  fees,  et  cetera, 
or  moneys  from  sources  other  than  appropriations 
and  which,  by  the  operation  of  any  law,  are  en- 
tilled  to  the  use  of  the  same  for  the  purposes  and 
expenses  of  said  department,  institution,  commis- 
sion, committee,  official,  board  or  body  of  the 
State  government,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  State 
Comptroller  to  approve  of  requisitions  in  the  man- 
ner heretofore  provided,  up  to  the  amount  of  said 
earnings,  fines,  fees,  et  cetera,  on  deposit  in  the 
State  Treasury,  or  as  shown  to  his  satisfaction  by 
the  records  of  said  department,  institution,  com- 
mission, committee,  official,  board  or  body  of  the 
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State  govemmeiit,  up  to  and  iDcluding  October 
thirty-first  of  each  year.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  ^^'""""j, 
the  State  Comptroller  during  the  last  month  of  "™^ 
the  fiscal  year  to  retain  in  his  possession,  out  of 
the  moneys  appropriated  but  unexpended,  a  sum 
scfBcient  to  pay  all  bills  for  which  requisitions 
have  been  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
of  this  act  during  the  said  fiscal  year,  but  which 
remain  unpaid. 

5,  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  State  Treasurer  to  PMmwt 
pay,  on  the  warrant  of  the  Comptroller,  all  bills  '""™'- 
which  have  been  duly  certified  according  to  the 
provisions  of  this  act. 

6.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  a>pMi«.

gress known  as  the  "Federal  Reserve  Act," 
approved  December  twenty-third,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  thirteen. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey:  sut*^ 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  trust  company  or  »^e» 

State  bank  heretofore  or  hereafter  incorporated  i»n  I 

'  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  to  become  a  member  bTnk.' 
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of  fhe  Federal  Reserve  Bank,  organized  or  to  be 
organized  in  the  Federal  Reserve  District  in  which 
such  trust  company  or  State  bank  is  located,  un- 
der the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  known 
as  the  "Federal  Reserve  Act,"  approved  Decem- 
ber twenty-third,  one  thousaDd  nine  hundred  and 
thirteen;  and  such  trust  company  or  State  bank 
may  subscribe  for,  purchase,  hold  and  surrender, 
from  time  to  time,  such  amounts  of  the  capital 
stock  of  such  Federal  Reserve  bank  as  such  trust 
company  or  State  bank  may  deem  advisable  or  as 
may  be  required  under  said  "Federal  Reserve 
Act,"  or  any  amendment  thereof,  in  order  to  ob- 
tain and  continue  such  membership,  and  upon  the 
purchase  of  sueli  stock,  to  assume  the  liabilities 
and  become  entitled  to  the  benefits  recited  in  said 
"Federal  Resen'e  Act."

CHAPTER  160. 

Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  create 
a  sewage  district  to  be  called  Passaic  Valley 
Sewage  District,"  approved  March  twenty- 
seventh,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  two. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  lines  of  the  sewage  district  known  as  the 
Passaic  Valley  Sewage  District,  created  hy  the  act 
to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  be  and  they  hereby 
are  altered  and  amended  so  as  to  include  the  mu- 
nicipalities adjoining  the  city  of  Paterson  on  the 
north  known  as  the  borough  of  Prospect  Park  and 
the  borough  of  Haledon.

Bb  it  enacted  6y  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  one  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  atcom  i 
amendment  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  ">«*»^- 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  by  moon-  p«t«tioi. 
Ught  or  with  the  aid  or  by  the  ust  of  any  lamp,  KiMta!'" 
lantern,  or  artificial  light  of  any  kind  or  descrip- 
tion, to  shoot  or  kill  with,  a  rifle  of  any  kind  or 
description,  or  any  firearm  or  shotgun,  any  skunk, 
mink,  muskrat  or  otter  in  this  State,  or  to  take  or 
attempt  to  take  any  skunk,  mink,  muskrat  or  otter, 
except  by  means  of  a  trap,  or  to  disturb  or  destroy 

any  muskrat  lodge  or  nesting  chamber ;  provided,  ^"^^■ 
that  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  shoot, 
kill  and  take  by  means  of  any  firearm  or  gun  and 
light  of  any  description,  in  Salem  county  above 
Mill  creek,  any  skunk,  mink,  muskrat  or  otter  from 
the  fifteenth  day  of  November  in  every  year  to 
the  first  day  of  April  of  the  year  following,  both 
dates  inclusive,  of  each  year. 

2.  This  act  sball  take  effect  immediately. 
Approved  April  14,  1914. 
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CHAPTER  162. 

An  Act  to  prevent  lead  poisoning  and  other  occu- 
pational diseases  and  providing  penalties  for 
the  violation  of  its  provisions. 


Be  it  enacted  6y  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  General  datles  of  employers. 

Every  employer  shall,  without  cost  to  the  em- 
ployees, provide  reasonably  effective  devices, 
means  and  methods  to  prevent  the  contraction  by 
his  employees  of  any  illness  or  disease  incident  to 
the  work  or  process  in  which  such  employees  are 
engaged. 

2.  Especially  dangerous  work  or  processes. 

(a)  Every  work  or  process  in  the  manufacture 
of  white  lead,  red  lead,  litharge,  sugar  of. lead, 
arsenate  of  lead,  lead  chromate,  lead  sulphate,  lend 
nitrate,  or  fluo-silicate  is  hereby  declared  to  be  es- 
pedaUy  dangerous  to  the  health  of  the  employees 
who,  while  engaged  in  such  work  or  jirocess  arc 
exposed  to  lead  dusts,  lead  fumes  or  lead  bi  hitions. 

(b)  Every  work  or  process  in  the  iiiauulaeture 
of  pottery,  tiles,  or  porcelain  enameled  sanitary 
ware  is  hereby  declared  to  be  especially  dangerous 
to  the  health  of  the  employees  who,  while  engaged 
in  such  work  or  process,  are  exposed  to  lead  dusts 
or  lead  solutions. 

3.  Duties  of  employers  to  provide  safety  apph- 
ances  for  the  protection  of  employees  in  especially 
dangerous  works  or  processes. 

Every  employer  shall,  witiiout  cost  to  the  em- 
ployees, provide  the  following  devices,  means  and 
methods  for  the  protection  of  his  employees  who, 
while  engaged  in  any  work  or  process  included  in 
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section  two,  are  exposed  to  lead  dnsts,  lead  fames 
or  lead  Bolntions: 

(a)  Working  rooms,  hoods  and  air  exhausts  ; 
for  the  protection  of  employees  engaged  in  any 
work  or  process  which  produces  lead  dusts  or  lead 
fmnes.  The  employer  shall  provide  and  maintain 
work  rooms  adequately  lighted  and  ventilated,  and 
80  arranged  that  there  is  a  continaous  and  suf- 
ficient change  of  air,  and  all  such  rooms  shall  be 
fully  separated  by  partition  walls  from  all  depart- 
ments in  which  the  work  or  process  is  of  non-dusty 
cliaracter;  and  all  such  rooms  shall  be  provided 
witii  a  floor  permitting  an  easy  removal  of  dust  by 
wet  methods  or  vacuum  cleaning,  and  all  Such 
floors  shall  be  cleaned  either  by  wet  method  or 
vacuum  cleaner  daily. 

Every  work  or  process  referred  to  in  section  ^^^t, 
two,  including  the  corroding  or  oxidizing  of  lead,  «  *»■"-■ 
and  the  crushing,  mixing,  sifting,  grinding  and 
packing  of  all  lead  salts  or  other  compounds  re- 
ferred to  in  section  two,  shall  be  so  conducted  and 
Bnch  adequate  devices  provided  and  maintained  by 
the  employer  as  to  protect  the  employee,  as  far  as 
possible,  from  contact  with  lead  dust  or  lead  fumes. 
Every  kettle,  vessel,  receptacle  or  furnace  in  which 
lead  in  any  form  referred  to  in  section  two  is  being 
melted  or  treated,  and  any  place  where  the  eon- 
tents  of  such  kettles,  receptacles  or  furnaces  are 
discharged,  shall  be  provided  with  a  hood  con- 
nected with  an  efficient  air  exhaust;  all  vessels  or 
containers  in  which  dry  lead  in  any  chemical  form  . 
or  combination  referred  to  in  section  two  is  being 
conveyed  from  one  place  to  another  within  the 
factory  shall  be  equipped,  at  the  places  where  the 
same  are  flUed  or  discharged,  with  hoods  having 
connection  with  an  efficient  air-exhaust;  and  all 
hoppers,  chutes,  conveyers,  elevators,  separators, 
vents  from  separators,  dumps,  pulverizers,  chasers, 
dry  pans  or  other  apparatus  for  drying  pulp  lead, 
diying  pans  dump,  and  all  barrel  packers  and  cars 
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or  other  receptacles  into  which  corrosions  are  at 
the  time  being  emptied  shall  be  connected  with  an 
efficient  dust  collecting  system;  such  system  to  be 
regulated  by  the  discharge  of  air  from  a  fan,  pump 
or  other  apparatus,  either  through  a  cloth  dust 
collector  having  an  area  of  not  less  than  one-half 
square  foot  of  cloth  to  every  cubic  foot  of  air 
passing  through  it  per  minute,  the  dust  collector 
to  be  placed  in  a  separate  room  which  no  employee 
shall  be  required  or  allowed  to  enter,  except  for 
essential  repairs,  while  the  works  are  in  opera- 
tion ;  or  such  other  apparatus  as  will  efficiently  re- 
move the  lead  dusts  from  the  air  before  it  is  dia- 
chatged  into  the  outer  air. 

(b)  Washing  facilities.  The  employer  shall 
provide  a  wash  room  or  rooms  for  such  employees, 
which  shall  be  separate  from  the  work  rooms,  be 
kept  clean  and  be  equipped  with : 

(1)  Lavatory  basins  fitted  with  waste  pipes,  and 
two  spigots  conveying  hot  and  cold  water;  or 

(2)  Basins  placed  in  troughs  fitted  with  waste 
pipes,  and  for  each  basin  two  spigots  conveying 
hot  and  cold  water ;  or 

(3)  Troughs  of  enamel  or  similar  smooth  im- 
pervious material  fitted  with  waste  pipes,  and  for 
every  two  feet  of  trough  length  two  spigots  con- 
veying hot  and  cold  water. 

Where  basins  are  provided  there  shall  be  at 
least  one  basin  for  every  five  such  employees  and 
where  troughs  are  provided  at  least  two  feet  of 
trough  length  for  every  five  such  employees.  The 
employer  shall  also  furnish  nail  brushes  and  soap, 
and  shall  provide  at  least  three  clean  towels  per 
week  for  each  such  employee.  A  time  allowance 
of  not  less  than  ten  minutes,  at  the  employer's 
expense,  shall  be  made  to  each  of  such  employees 
for  the  use  of  said  wash  room  before  the  lunch 
hour,  and  at  the  close  of  the  day's  work. 

The  employer  engaged  in  the  manufacture  of 
white  lead,  red  lead,  litharge,  sugar  of  lead,  arse- 
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nate  of  lead,  lead  chromate,  lead  sulphate,  lead 
nitrate,  or  flno-silicate  shall  also  provide  at  least 
one  shower  bath  for  every  five  such  employees. 
The  baths  shall  be  approached  by  wooden  mn- 
ways,  be  provided  with  movable  wooden  floor 
gratings,  be  supplied  with  controlled  hot  and  cold 
water  and  be  kept  clean.  The  employer  shall  fur- 
nish soap  and  shall  provide  at  least  two  clean  bath 
towels  per  week  for  each  employee.  An  additional 
time  allowance  of  not  less  than  ten  minutes,  at  the 
employer's  expense,  shall  be  made  to  each  such 
employee  for  the  use  of  said  baths  at  least  twice 
a  week  at  the  close  of  the  day's  work.  The  em- 
ployer shall  keep  a  record  of  each  time  that  such 
baths  are  used  by  each  employee,  which  record 
ahall  be  open  to  inspection  at  all  reasonable  times 
by  the  Department  of  Labor  of  this  State  and  also 
by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

(c)  Dressing  rooms.  The  employer  shall  pro- 
vide a  dressing  room  or  rooms  which  shall  be  sep- 
arate from  the  work  rooms,  to  be  furnished  with 
a  double  sanitary  locker,  or  two  single  sanitary 
lockers  for  each  such  employee,  and  be  kept  clean. 

(d)  Eating  rooms.  The  employer  shall  provide 
an  eating  room,  or  eating  rooms  for  such  em- 
ployees, and  such  rooms  shall  be  separate  from 
the  work  rooms,  be  furnished  with  a  sufficient 
number  of  tables  and  seats,  and  be  kept  clean.  No 
such  employee  shall  take  or  be  allowed  to  take  any 
food  or  drink  of  any  kind  into  any  work  room,  nor 
shall  any  such  employee  remain  or  be  allowed  to 
remain  in  any  work  room  during  the  time  allowed 
for  his  meals. 

(e)  Drinking  fountains.  The  employer  shall 
provide  and  maintain  a  sufficient  number  of  sani- 
tary drinking  fountains  readily  accessible  for  the 
use  of  such  employees. 

(f)  Clothing.  The  employer  shall  provide  at 
least  two  pairs  of  overalls  and  two  jumpers  for 
eadi  such  employee,  and  repair  or  renew  such 
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clothing  when  necessary,  and  wash  the  same 
weekly.  Snch  clothing  shall  be  kept  exclnsively 
for  the  use  of  that  employee. 

(g)  Eespirators.  The  employer  shall  provide 
and  renew  when  necessary  at  least  two  reasonably 
effective  respirators  for  each  employee  who,  while 
engaged  in  any  work  or  process  which  prodnces 
lead  dusts,  is  espoeed  to  such  dusts ;  provided,  if  at 
any  time  it  is  shown  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Ck>m- 
missioner  of  Labor  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey, 
in  the  case  of  any  manufacturer  or  process  or  any 
operation  forming  part  thereof  in  the  potteries 
that  injury  to  health  is  adequately  prevented  by 
other  appliances  or  any  other  condition  than  those 
prescribed  by  law,  he  may  modify  the  whole  or 
any  part  of  the  law  so  far  as  it  applies  to.  such 
pottery  manufacture  or  process. 

4.  Duties  of  employees  in  especially  dangerous 
works  or  processes  to  use  the  safety  appliancee 
provided  by  the  employers. 

Every  employee  who,  while  engaged  in  any  work 
or  process  included  in  section  two,  is  exposed  to 
lead  dusts,  lead  fumes  or  lead  solutions,  shall: 

(a)  Use  the  washing  facilities  provided  by  the 
employer  in  accord  with  section  three  (b),  and 
wash  himself  at  least  as  often  as  a  time  allowance 
is  therein  granted  for  such  use ; 

(b)  Use  the  eating  room  provided  by  the  em- 
ployer with  section  three  (d),  unless  the  employee 
goes  off  the  premises  for  his  meals ; 

(c)  Put  on  and  wear  at  all  times,  while  engaged 
in  such  work  or  process,  a  suit  of  the  clothing  pro- 
vided by  the  employer  in  accord  with  section  three 
(f),  and  remove  the  same  before  leaving  at  the 
close  of  the  day's  work;  and  keep  his  street  clothes 
and  working  clothes,  when  not  in  use,  in  separate 
lockers  or  separate  parts  of  the  locker  provided  by 
the  employer  in  accordance  with  section  three  (c) ; 

(d)  Keep  clean  the  respirators  provided  by  the 
employer  in  accordance  with  section  three  (g). 
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and  nse  one  at  all  times  while  engaged  in  any  work 
or  process  which  produces  lead  dusts  and  is  ex- 
posed to  such  dusts.  ^ 
5.  Notices.  ; 
The  employer  engaged  In  any  of  the  processes  • 
mentioned  in  section  two  shall  post  in  a  conspicu- 
ous place  in  every  work  room  where  any  work  or 
process  included  in  section  two  is  carried  on,  in 
every  room  where  washing  facilities  are  provided, 
in  every  dressing  room  and  eating  room,  a  notice 
of  the  known  dangers  arising  from  such  work  or 
process  and  simple  instnietions  for  avoiding,  as 
far  as  possihle,  snch  dangers.  The  Commissioner 
of  Labor  shall  prepare  a  notice  containing  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  and  shall  furnish,  free  of  cost, 
a  reasonable  number  of  copies  thereof  to  every 
employer  included  in  section  two,  and  the  em- 
ployer shall  post  copies  thereof  in  the  manner 
hereinabove  stated.  The  notices  required  in  this 
section  shall  be  printed  in  plain  type  on  cardboard. 
and  shall  be  in  English  and  in  such  other  languapres 
as  the  circumstances  may  reasonably  require.  The 
contents  of  such  notices  shall  be  explained  to  every 
employee  who  may  be  exposed  to  lead  dusts,  lead 
fumes  or  lead  solutions,  by  the  employer  when  the 
said  employee  enters  employment  in  such  work 
or  process,  interpreters  being  provided  by  the  em- 
ployer, when  necessary,  to  carry  out  the  above  re- 
quirements. 
6.  Medical  examination.  '  • 
The  employer  shall  cause  every  employee,  who, 
while  engaged  in  any  work  or  process  included  in 
section  two,  is  esposed  to  lead  dusts,  lead  fumes, 
or  lead  solutions,  to  be  examined  at  least  once  a 
month  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  if  symp- 
toms of  lead  poisoning  appear  in  any  employee. 
The  employee  shall  submit  himself  to  the  monthly 
examination,  and  to  examination  at  such  other 
times  and  places  as  he  may  reasonably  be  re- 
qnested  by  the  employer,  and  he  shall  fully  and 
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truly  answer  all  qneations  bearing  on  lead  poison- 
ing asked  bim  by  tbe  esamining  physician.  The 
examination  shall  be  made  by  a  Ucensed  physiciaii, 
designated  and  paid  by  the  employer,  and  shall  be 
made  during  the  working  hours,  a  time  allowance 
therefore,  at  tbe  employer's  expense,  being  made 
to  each  employee  so  examined. 

7.  Record  and  reports  of  medical  examination. 

Every  physician  making  any  examination  under 
section  six  and  finding  what  he  believes  to  be  symp- 
toms of  lead  poisoning  shall  enter,  in  a  book  to  be 
kept  for  that  purpose  in  the  office  of  the  employer, 
a  record  of  such  examination,  containing  the  names 
and  addresses  of  the  employees  so  examined,  the 
particular  work  or  process  in  which  he  is  engaged, 
the  date,  place  and  finding  of  such  examination, 
and  the  directions  given  in  each  case  by  the  phy- 
sician. The  record  shall  be  open  to  inspection  at 
all  reasonable  times  by  the  Department  of  Labor 
and  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

Within  forty-eight  hours  after  such  examination 
and  finding,  the  examining  physician  shall  send  a 
report  thereof  in  duplicate,  one  copy  to  the  De- 
partment of  Labor  and  one  to  the  State  Board  of 
Health.  The  report  shall  be  on  or  in  conformity 
with  blanks  furnished  by  tbe  State  Board  of 
Health,  free  of  cost,  to  every  employer  included  in 
section  two,  and  shall  state : 

(a)  Name,  occupation  and  address  of  employee. 

(b)  Nam^,  business  and  address  of  employer. 

(c)  Nature  and  probable  extent  of  disease. 

(d)  Such  other  information  as  may  be  reason- 
ably required  by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

The  examining  physician  shall  also,  within  the 
said  forty-eight  hours,  report  such  examination 
and  find  to  the  employer,  and  after  five  days  from 
such  report  the  employer  shall  not  continue  the 
said  employee  in  any  work  or  process  where  he 
will  be  exposed  to  lead  dusts,  lead  fmnes,  or  lead 
solutions,  nor  return  the  said  employee  to  snob 
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work  or  process  without  a  written  permit  from  a 
licensed  physician. 

8.  Enforcement. 

The  Conunissioner  of  Labor  shall  enforce  this 
act  and  prosecute  all  violations  of  the  same.  The 
said  commissioner,  the  assistant  commissioner, 
and  the  inspectors  of  the  said  department  shall 
be  allowed  at  all  reasonable  times  to  inspect  any 
place  of  employment  included  in  this  act. 

9.  Penalties. 

Every  employer  who,  either  personally  or 
through  any  agent,  violates  or  fails  to  comply  with 
any  provision  of  section  one  or  section  three  of 
this  act  shall  be  liable  to  penalties  of  fifty  dollars 
for  the  first  offense,  one  hundred  dollars  for  the 
second  offense  and  three  hundred  dollars  for  the 
third  and  each  subsequent  offense.  Every  em- 
ployee who  violates  or  fails  to  comply  with  any 
provision  of  section  four  of  this  act,  shall  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  ten  dollars  for  the  first  offense  and 
twenty-five  dollars  for  the  second  and  each  subse- 
quent offense.  Every  employer  who,  either  per- 
sonally or  through  an  agent,  violates  or  fails  to 
comply  with  any  provisions  of  sections  five,  six  or 
seven  of  this  act,  relating  to  him,  shall  be  liable 
to  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each  offense,  and 
every  employee  who  violates  or  fails  to  comply 
with  any  provision  of  section  six  of  this  act,  re- 
lating to  him,  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  ten 
dollars  for  each  offense. 

10.  Any  and  all  penalties  prescribed  by  any  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  recovered  in  an 
action  of  debt  by  and  in  the  name  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Labor  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey.  The 
pleading  shall  conform  in  all  respects  to  the  prac- 
tice prevailing  in  the  court  in  which  any  such  ac- 
tions shall  be  instituted,  but  no  pleading  or  process 
shall  be  set  aside  or  invalidated  by  reason  of  any 
formal  or  technical  defects  therein,  if  the  same 
contain  a  statement  of  the  nature  of  the  alleged 
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violation  and  of  the  section  of  this  act  alleged  to 
have  been  violated,  and,  upon  the  attention  of  the 
court  being  called  to  any  such  formal  or  technical 
defect,  the  same  shall  be  immediately  corrected, 
and  the  said  pleading  or  process  amended  as  a 
matter  of  course,  and  as  to  all  other  defects  in 
pleading  or  process,  the  same  may  be  amended  in 
the  discretion  of  the  court  as  in  any  other  action 
or  proceeding  in  said  court. 

11.' When  judgment  shall  be  rendered  against 
any  defendant  other  than  a  body  corporate,  execu- 
tion shall  be  issued  against  his  goods  and  chattels 
and  body  without  any  order  of  the  court  for  that 
purpose  first  had  and  obtained.  If  the  oflScer  exe- 
cuting any  such  writ  shall  be  unable  to  find  suf- 
ficient goods  and  chattels  of  said  defendant  in  his 
bailiwick  to  make  the  amount  of  said  judgment,  he 
shall  take  the  body  of  the  said  defendant  and  de- 
liver him  to  the  keeper  of  the  common  jail  of  said 
county,  there  to  be  detained  until  discharged  by 
the  court  in  which  such  judgment  was  obtained  or 
by  one  of  the  justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  when 
such  court  or  justice  shall  be  satisfied  that  further 
confinement  will  not  result  in  the  payment  of  the 
jndgment  and  costs.  In  case  judgment  shall  be 
rendered  against  a  body  corporate,  execution 
shall  be  issued  against  the  goods  and  chattels  of 
such  body  corporate  as  in  other  actions  of  debt 
Any  penaltj'  recovered  in  any  action  brought  un- 
der the  provisions  of  this  act  shall  be  paid  to  the 
plaintiff  therein,  who  shall  pay  the  same  to  the 
Treasurer  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

V2.  Definition. 

In  this  act,  unless  the  context  otherwise  requires, 
"employer"  includes  partnerships  and  corpora- 
tions. *■* 

13.  In  case  for  any  reason  any  section  or  any 
pio''ision  of  this  act  shall  be  questioned  in  any 
court,  and  shall  be  held  to  be  unconstitutional  or 
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invalid,  the  same  shall  not  be  held  to  affect  any 
other  section  or  provision  of  this  act. 

14.  Time  of  taking  effect  .         ; 

This  act  shall  take  effect  on  the  first  day  of  Oc- 
tober, one  thoQSand  nine  hundred  and  fonrteen, 
except  as  to  snbdivislons  (a),  (b),  (c)  and  (d)  of 
section  three,  which  finbdiyisions  shall  take  effect 
as  follows : 

Subdivisions  (b),  (c)  and  (d)  of  section  three, 
on  the  first  day  of  October,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  fifteen. 

Subdivisions  (a)  of  section  three,  on  the  first 
day  of  October,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
sixteen.

CHAPTER  163. 

An  Amendment  to  an  act  entitled  "A  supplement 
to  an  act  entitled  'An  act  concerning  publio  utili- 
ties; to  create  a  Board  of  Public  Utility  Com- 
missioners and  prescribe  its  duties  and  powers," 
approved  April  twenty-first,  one  thousand  nine 
hnndred  and  eleven,"  which  amendment  was  ap- 
proved March  nineteenth,  one  tiionsand  nine 
hundred  and  twelve. 

Bb  it  bnactbd  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  That  nothing  contained  in  the  act  to  which 
this  act  is  an  amendment  and  supplement,  shall  be 
construed  to  prevent  the  transportation  by  any 
railroad  company  of  ministers  of  religion  and  sis- 
ters or  nuns  who  may  be  members  of  any  religious 
order  or  commimity  engaged  in  charitable  or  edu- 
cational work  at  special  or  reduced  rates. 

2.  Tiiis  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
Approved  April  14,  1914. 
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CHAPTER  164. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "Ad  act  respect- 
ing conveyances  (Beyision  of  1898),"  approved 
June  fourteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  ninety-eight. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  As$efi^ 
bly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey:

hereditaments  are  situated,  that  is  to  say:  convey- 
ances, releases,  declarations  of  trust,  mortgages, 
defeasible  deeds  or  other  conveyances  in  the  na- 
tnre of  a  mortgage,  releases  or  deeds  in  which  the 
intention  to  operate  as  releases  from  the  lien  and 
effect  of  any  mortgage  or  judgment  is  plainly 
manifested,  deeds,  releases  or  postponements  in 
which  the  intention  to  operate  as  a  postponement 
or  waiver  of  priority  of  lien  of  a  recorded  mort- 
gage or  mortgages  to  the  lien  and  operation  of  a 
mortgage  or  mortgages  recorded,  or  to  be  recorded 
subsequent  thereto,  is  plainly  manifested,  assign- 
ments and  discharges  or  satisfaction  pieces  of 
mortgages,  assignments  of  judgments,  letters  of 
attorney  for  any  sale,  conveyance,  assurance,  ac- 
quittance or  release,  leases  for  life  or  any  term  not 
less  than  two  years,  or  any  assignments  thereof 
absolute,  or  by  way  of  mortgage,  or  security. 
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tenements  for  sale,  or  written  consents  of  any 
person,  to  the  execntion  by  an  executor,  adminis- 
trator with  the  will  annexed,  or  trustee,  of  a  power 
for  sale,  conveyance,  acquittance,  or  release,  or 
writings  to  declare  or  direct  any  use  or  trust  of 
real  estate,  or  which  though  made  for  some  other 
purpose  are  yet  by  the  terms  of  any  recordable 
deed  or  will  which  refers  to  such  writings,  made 
to  operate  as  such  declarations  or  directions,  and 
all  other  instruments  that  may  have  been  hereto- 
fore or  may  be  hereafter  directed  by  any  statute 
to  be  acknowledged  or  proved  and  recorded ;  and 
also  in  the  ofiBce  of  the  clerk  of  the  Conrt  of  Com- 
mon Pleas  of  the  county  in  which  the  goods,  chat- 
tels and  personal  property  lie,  unless  otherwise 
directed  in  this  or  any  other  act,  the  following 
deeds  and  instruments  not  of  or  affecting  the  title 
to  land,  but  of  or  affecting  goods,  chattels  and 
personal  property  in  this  State,  that  is  to-  say: 
chattel  mortgages,  assignments,  releases  and  dis- 
charges thereof,  contracts  for  the  conditional  sale 
of  goods  and  chattels,  deeds  of  personal  property 
to  literary,  benevolent,  religious  or  charitable  insti- 
tutions upon  particular  trusts  therein  specified  or 
otherwise. 

2.  Section  fortj?--one  of  the  act  to  which  this  Is 
an  amendment  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as 
follows : 

41.  The  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of 
each  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State  shall 
record,  when  delivered  to  him  for  that  purpose, 
and  duly  acknowledged  or  proved  and  certified  as 
aforesaid,  in  large,  well-bound  books  of  good 
paper,  to  be  provided  for  that  purpose  and  eare- 
fnlly  preserved  and  to  be  called  and  backed 
"Deeds,"  the  various  instruments  set  forth  in  the 
twenty-first  section  of  this  act  and  therein  de- 
Bcribed  as  conveyances,  declarations  of  trust,  re- 
leases, letters  of  attorney  for  sale,  conveyance,  as- 
surance, acquittance  or  release,  leases  for  life  or 
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any  term  not  less  than  two  years,  aBsignmeots 
thereof  absolute,  agreements  for  sale,  consents  to 
the  execution  of  powers,  writings  to  declare  or 
direct  uses  or  trusts,  and  also  all  other  instru- 
ments heretofore  or  hereafter  directed  by  law  to 
be  acknowledged  or  proved  and  recorded  and  not 
by  such  law  expressly  directed  to  be  recorded  in 
some  other  class  of  books;  and  also  in  like  books 
to  be  called  and  backed  "Ancient  deeds,"  all 
ancient  deeds  of  the  description  set  forth  in  the 
fifty-eighth  section  of  this  act;  and  in  like  books  to 
be  called  and  backed  "Releases,"  all  releases  of 
deeds  in  which  the  intention  to  operate  as  releases 
from  the  lien  and  effect  of  any  mortgage  or  judg- 
ment is  plainly  manifested,  and  all  deeds,  releases 
or  postponements  in  which  the  intention  to  oper-

said  court,  for  the  interpretation  of  the  Hungarian 
and  Slavish  languages  and  dialects  in  the  trans- 
action of  the  public  business  thereof ;  and  said  in- 
terpreter shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  ser- 
vices a  salary  at  the  rate  of  not  over  nine  hundred 
dollars  in  the  discretion  of  the  court,  per  annum, 
to  be  paid  monthly  by  the  county  collector,  on  tiie 
certificate  of  the  county  clerk,  showing  perform- 
ance of  duty,  to  be  endorsed  upon  a  formal  claim 
for  services  rendered,  verified  by  the  oath  of  the 
claimant  and  presented  to  the  comity  (^erk  for  en- 
dorsement. 
Approved  April  14,  1914. 


CHAPTER  166. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  concern- 
ing townships"  (Revision  of  1899),  approved 
March  twenty-fourth,  one  thousand  eight  hon- 
dred  and  ninety-nine. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey:

to  compensation  cannot  be  made,  by  the  payment 
of  damages  as  hereinafter  mentioned  and  pro- 
vided. 
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2.  Every  ordinance  passed  pursuant  to  the  pro-  -^^•^ 
visions  of  Uiis  act  shall  be  preceded  by  an  appUca-  Snita««. 
tion  in  writing  for  such  improvement,  describing 

the  natnte,  kind  and  extent  of  the  work  and  im- 
provement desired,  signed  by  at  least  ten  free- 
holders of  said  township  residing  therein. 

3.  The  township  committee  upon  receiving  such  J"^^"* 
application  and  the  introduction  of  the  ordinance  p^^poxdTDi. 
for  making  of  such  improvement  shall  cause  the  p""""*^ 
clerk  to  give  public  notice  of  such  proposed  im- 
provement, briefly  describing  it  and  stating  the 

time  when  and  place  where  the  township  committee 
wiU  meet  to  receive  and  consider  objections  there- 
to, which  time  shall  not  be  less  than  ten  days  after 
the  date  of  such  notice ;  said  notice  shall  be  posted  ' 
in  five  of  the  most  public  places  in  the  township  for 
at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  date  therein  named 
(or  published  in  a  newspaper  circulating  in  said 
township  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  date  of 
meeting  as  aforesaid),  at  the  time  and  place  so  H«ru«. 
speei£ed  the  township  committee  shall  give  all 
persons  interested  in  such  improvement  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard  and  if  at  the  time  and  place  so  r 
specified  the  owners  of  one  half  of  the  property 
fronting  within  the  limits  mentioned  in  said  appli-                        / 
cation  object  thereto  in  writing,  the  township  com-                         f.

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the  township  to  make  all  assessments  in  favor  of 
the  owner  of  lands  or  real  estate  damaged  or  taken, 
or  npon  the  owners  of  any  lands  or  real  estate  for 
benefits  conferred  by  such  improvements;  that 
where  any  lands  have  ben  purchased  by  the  town- 
ship committee  for  such  improvement,  the  moneys 
paid  by  the  township  committee  for  the  purchase 
of  such  lands  shall  be  certified  to  the  commission- 
ers and  shall  be  included  in  the  amonnt  of  dam- 
ages to  be  provided  for  in  their  assessment  of 
benefits ;  if  any  person  so  appointed  shall  be  inter- 
ested in  said  improvement  or  shall  decline  or  re- 
fuse to  serve  as  such  commissioner,  the  said  town- 
ship committee  shall  appoint  a  discreet  and  impar-, 
tial  freeholder,  resident  in  said  township,  to  act  in 
his  place  and  stead;  and  every  report  of  assess- 
ments made  by  said  commissioners  of  assessment, 
shall  be  accompanied  by  the  oath  or  a£&rmation  of 
each  commissioner  maMng  the  same  that  he  is  not 
interested,  directly  or  indirectly  in  the  matter  of 
the  assessment  and  tiiat  he  has  performed  his 
duties  in  relation  thereof  honestly,  faithfully  and 
impartially  to  the  best  of  his  ability,  skill  and  un- 
derstanding, which  oath  or  affirmation  the  clerk  of 
the  township  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer. 

6.  Upon  tiie  appointment  of  such  commissioners, 
the  township  committee  shall  fix  their  compensa- 
tion, which  shall  be  included  in  and  made  a  part  of 
said  assessmept. 

7.  Upon  the  passage  of  such  ordinance,  said 
.  map,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  ordinance  duly 

attested  by  the  township  clerk,  shall  be  handed  to 
the  commissioners  of  assessment  appointed  on  said 
improvement,  or  to  any  one  of  them,  and  said  com- 
missioners shall  thereupon  appoint  a  time  and 
place  of  meeting  for  hearing  all  parties  interested 
in  such  improvement  and  notice  thereof  shall  be 
given  by  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such 
meeting  by  posting  sndi  notice  at  five  public  places 
in  said  township  two  weeks  prior  thereto  or  by  pnb- 
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li&hing  the  same  in  a  newspaper  circolating  in  said 
township  once  a  week  for  two  weeks  prior  to  Buoh 
meeting  as  said  commissionera  may  idetermine; 
and  the  nature  of  said  improvement  shall  be  briefly 
stated  in  said  notice,  so  as  to  sufficiently  identify 
the  same;  the  clerk  of  the  township  shall  act  as 
clerk  of  said  commissioners. 

8.  The  commissioners  of  assessment  shall  attend  hmhd,. 
to  the  time  and  place  so  appointed;  two  of  them 
shall  be  a  qnormn  for  transactidn  of  business,  and 
snf&cient  to  make  any  assessment  but  one  member 
shall  have  power  to  adjourn  any  meeting;  the  com- 
missioners may  adjourn  from  time  to  tune;  they 
shall  give  all  parties  interested  in  or  affected  by 
the  improvement  ample  opportunity  to  be  heard 
npon  the  subject  of  the  assessment;  Uiey  shall  view  ainhw 
the  premises  and  have  power  to  examine  the  wit- 
nesses under  oath  or  affirmation  administered  by 
auy  of  them ;  they  shall  thereupon  make  a  just  and 
equitable  assessment  of  the  damages  sustained  by 
the  taking  of  such  lands  or  real  estate  and  the 
benefits  conferred  upon  any  lands  or  real  estate  by 
reason  of  such  improvement,  as  the  case  may  be, 
liavlng  due  regard  to  the  rights  and  interest  of  all 
persons  concerned,  as  well  as  to  the  value  of  the 
lands  and  real  estate  taken,  damaged  or  benefited ; 
they  shall  certify  their  assessments  to  the  town-  B«Dit 
ship  committee  by  report  in  writing,  signed  by  at  *"'"*^ 
least  two  of  their  number.    Said  report  shall  be  Bcpon  •> 
accompanied  by  a  map  showing  the  lands  and  real  '""™'- 
estate  taken,  damaged  or  benefited  by  said  im- 
provement and  for  which  they  have  assessed  dam- 
ages or  benefits ;  such  report  may  be  considered  by  B«port  > 
the  township  committee  at  any  meeting  of  which  ™'' 
at  least  two  weeks'  previous  notice  shall  have  been 
pvon  by  the  clerk,  posted  in  five  public  places  in 
the  township  or  published  in  a  newspaper  circu- 
lating in  the  township  once  each  week  for  two 
weeks  prior  to  such  meeting,  as  the  township  com- 
mittee shall  direct  and  also  serve  personally  upon  ' 
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the  owner  or  owners  of  land  named  in  said  report, 
if  resident  in  said  township,  or  if  nonresident,  by 
mailing  a  copy  of  said  notice  to  sneh  owner  or 
owners  directed  to  them  at  their  post-office  ad- 
dress, if  the  same  can  be  ascertained,  and  by  post- 
ing the  same  conspicuously  upon  some  part  or 
parts  of  said  lands,  the  affidavit  of  said  clerk  shall 
be  conclusive  as  to  the  manner  of  service,  and 
shall  be  attached  to  the  report  as  a  part  thereof  j 
the  notice  shall  briefly  state  the  object  of  the  meet- 
ing with  reference  to  said  assessments ;  at  that  or 
any  snbsequent  meeting  the  township  committee, 
after  considering  said  report  and  map,  may  adopt 
and  confirm  the  same  with  or  without  alterations 
as  to  them  may  seem  proper ;  and  when  the  report 
shall  be  so  adopted  and  confirmed  with  or  without 
alterations  the  same  shall  be  conclusive  upon  all 
p:irtios,  except  as  to  such  assessments,  from  which 
i.n  appeal  may  be  taken  as  hereinafter  provided. 

9.  Any  person  or  persons  being  aggrieved  by 
any  such  assessment  of  damages  for  any  lands  and 
real  estate  taken  for  or  damaged  by  such  Improve- 
ment may  appeal  to  the  Circuit  Court  of  said 
county  at  any  time  within  sixty  days  after  the  final 
adoption  of  said  report  by  the  township  committee 
and  said  court  shall  thereupon  order  a  trial  by  jury 
to  assess  such  damages  anew,  and  said  trial  shall 
be  conducted  as  in  other  cases  of  trial  by  jury; 
provided,  that  the  completion  of  said  improvement 
shall  not  be  delayed  thereby,  and  that  the  township 
committee  may  proceed  therewith  as  though  said 
appeal  had  not  been  taken.  No  certiorari,  injunc- 
tion or  other  writ  or  process  shall  be  allowed  or 
granted  to  set  aside  any  ordinance  for  sneh  im- 
provement after  sixty  days  shall  have  elapsed  from 
the  date  of  the  confirmation  of  assessment  by  the 
township  committee. 

10.  The  township  committee  shall  have  power  to 
borrow  any  money  that  may  be  required  for  the 
purchase  of  any  such  lands  or  the  payment  of  dam- 
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ages  that  may  be  assessed  in  favor  of  any  owner 
of  land  taken  or  damages  that  may  be  assessed 
apon  the  township  at  large  for  benefits  received 
from  such  improvement  on  certificates  of  indebted- 
ness of  the  township  to  be  made  payable  in  not 
more  than  one  year  from  the  date  thereof. 

11.  Before  any  such  improvement  shall  be  car-  mw  t.i«i.r 
ried  into  effect  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  township  "*"""'■ 
collector,  under  the  direction  of  liie  township  com- 
mittee, to  pay  or  tender  nnto  the  owner  or  owners 

of  lands  and  real  estate  taken  therefor  or  damaged 
thereby  the  amount  or  amounts  of  damages  so  as- 
sessed to  him,  her  or  them  respectively;  provided,  !*««». 
that  if  snch  owner  does  not  reside  In  said  township, 
or  is  in  any  way  legally  incapacitated  to  receive 
snch  damages  or  will  not  accept  such  damages  and 
sign  a. proper  receipt  therefor  when  tendered,  then 
the  said  collector  shall  make  an  affidavit  of  the  fact 
and  file  the  same  with  the  clerk;  and  the  township 
committee  shall,  after  inquiry,  direct  the  amount 
or  amonnts  of  said  damage  to  be  placed  in  a  place 
of  safe  deposit  for  the  nse  of  the  person  or  per- 
sona to  whom  the  same  may  be  due,  and  the  same 
shall  be  paid  to  him,  her  or  them,  when  duly  au- 
thorized to  receive  the  same,  without  interest;  pro-  pnnM. 
vided,  no  tender  shall  be  necessary  in  any  case 
where  the  benefits  which  may  be  assessed  against 
the  owner  or  owners  are  equal  to  or  exceed  the 
amount  of  damages  assessed,  in  his,  her  or  their 
favor,  and  a  tender  of  the  difference  between  the 
assessments  and  the  amount  of  benefits  assessed 
shall  have  the  same  binding  force  and  effect  as  a 
tender  of  the  whole  amount  of  the  assessments  for 
damages. 

12.  After  said  report  of  the  commissioners  of  Beport  of 
assessment  shall  have  been  adopted  and  confirmed  K^tlSS"* 
by  the  township  committee  with  or  without  altera-  '^^^'•^■ 
tion  as  aforesaid,  and  shall  have  been  duly  re- 
corded at  full  length  in  the  records  of  their  pro- 
ceedings, it  shall,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  last 
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mentioned  map,  be  delivered  to  the  collector;  said 
collector  shall  immediately  thereafter  prepare  an 
abstract  of  said  report,  including  therein  a  brief 
description  of  the  improvement,  the  names  of  the 
several  owners  of  the  lands  and  real  estate  asses- 
sed, the  several  amounts  so  assessed  against  them, 
and  a  brief  description  of  the  several  parcels  of 
said  lands  and  real  estate,  specifying  the  locahty 
thereof  with  reference  to  streets ;  and  the  said  col- 
lector shall  enter  such  abstract  in  a  book  to  be  kept 
in  his  office  for  that  purpose,  which  book  shall  be 
called  the  book  of  assessments;  he  shall,  within 
fifteen  days  after  receiving  the  same,  demand  pay- 
ment of  the  sum  so  assessed  by  delivering  to  the 
owner  of  each  lot,  or  to  one  of  the  owners  of  each 
lot,  residing  within  his  township,  or  by  leaving  at 
the  place  of  residence  of  any  owner  residing  within 
his  township,  or  by  delivering  to  the  agent  of  any 
such  owner  or  owners,  a  notice  in  writing  or 
printed,  which  notice  shall  set  forth  the  name  or 
names  of  the  owner  or  owners,  a  brief  description 
of  the  lot,  the  amount  of  the  assessment,  and  the 
time  when  the  same  shall  become  dne  and  payable, 
and  if  any  owner  or  owners  shall  reside  out  of  bis 
township,  the  said  collector  shall,  within  the  same 
time,  send  a  like  notice  to  him,  her  or  them,  b^ 
mail,  with  postage  prepaid,  directed  to  his,  her  or 
their  last  loiown  post-office  address ;  every  assess- 
ment shall  become  due  and  payable  sixty  days 
from  the  date  of  confirmation. 

13.  In  case  any  assessment  shall  remain  nnpaid 
and  in  arrears  for  the  space  of  six  months  from 
and  after  the  time  when  said  assessments  shall  be 
confirmed  by  the  township  committee  It  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  collector  at  the  next  meeting  of  the 
township  committee,  after  the  expiration  of  said 
period  of  six  months,  to  return  to  them  the  certi- 
fied copy  of  the  assessments  with  a  list  of  the 
names  of  the  owners  from  whom  he  has  collected 
assessments,  and  the  amounts  from  them  respec- 
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tively  collected,  which  list  shall  be  annexed  to  said 
certified  copy  of  assessments  and  shall  be  Terified 
by  the  oath  of  the  collector;  provided,  that  if  the  i 
collector's  term  of  office  shall  expire  before  the 
expiration  of  said  period  of  six  months,  he  shall, 
npon  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  or  at  the 
first  meeting  of  the  township  committee  thereafter, 
make  a  return  to  the  township  committee  in  like 
manner  as  if  the  said  period  of  six  months  had  ex- 
pired, and  the  certified  copy  of  assessments,  to- 
gether with  said  list  of  names  and  moneys  col- 
lected, shall  in  such  case  be  delivered  to  said  col- 
lector's snccessor  in  office,  who  shall  proceed  to 
collect  the  assessments  shown  by  such  certificate 
and  the  return  thereto  annexed  to  be  unpaid,  and 
at  the  expiration  of  said  period  of  six  months  shall 
likewise  make  return  to  the  township  committee 
under  oath. 

14.  If  any  assessment  shall  not  be  paid  at  or  be-  ' 
fore  the  time  when  the  same  shall  become  due  and  • 
payable,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  collector  to 
demand  and  collect,  in  addition  to  the  amount  of 
the  assessment,  interest  thereon  at  the  rate  of  ten 
per  centum  per  annum  from  the  time  the  same 
shall  become  due  and  payable  until  fully  paid. 

15.  Every  assessment  for  improvements  of  any  ; 
kind,  together  with  interest  thereon  and  all  costs 
and  charges  connected  therewith,  shall  be  a  first 
and  paramount  lien  npon  the  lot  of  land  described 
in  soch  assessment ;  and  at  any  time  after  the  ex- 
piration of  one  year  from  the  date  of  confirmation 
of  such  assessment  the  collector  of  the  township 
shall  enforce  the  payment  of  such  assessment,  by 
selling  such  lot  in  the  same  manner  as  lands  are 
sold  for  the  collection  of  unpaid  taxes,  notwith- 
standing any  mistake  in  the  name  or  names  of  any 
owner  or  owners,  or  any  omission  to  name  any 
owner  or  owners  who  are  unknown,  and  notwith- 
standing any  lack  of  form  therein  or  in  any  other 
proceeding  vrhidii  does  not  impair  the  substantial 
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rights  of  the  owner  or  owners  or  other  person  or 
peraoiiB  having  a  lien  npon  or  interest  in  any  such 
lot  of  lands ;  every  sale,  assesement  or  proceeding 
preliminary  thereto  shall  be  presmned  to  have 
been  regularly  made  or  conducted  until  the  con- 
trary be  showiL 

16.  All  acts  or  narts  of  acts  incoDBistent  with 
any  of  the  terms  and  provisions  of  this  act  are 
hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect 
immediately.

CHAPTER  167. 

An  Act  authorizing  the  board  of  inspectors  of  the 
New  Jersey  State  Prison  to  expend  moneys  al- 
ready appropriated  for  other  purposes. 

Whereas,  Ten  thousand  dollars  was  appropriated 
by  the  Legislature  of  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  thirteen  for  baildings  at  the  State  Prisoo 
farm;  akd  whbbeas,  such  amount  is  more  than 
sufficient  for  snch  purposes  during  the  fiscal 
year  ending  October  thirty-first,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  fourteen;  and  whekeas,  there 
is  an  insufficient  amount  appropriated  for  other 
purposes  at  the  State  Prison  farm ;  therefore 

Be  rr  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  board  of  inspectors  of  the  New  Jersey 
State  Prison  is  authorized  to  expend  from  the  ap- 
propriation of  ten  thousand  dollars  appropriated 
for  buildings  at  the  State  Prison  farm  by  chapter 
330,  laws  of  1913,  for  uses  at  the  State  Prison 
farm,  the  following  sums  for  the  purposes  set 
forth  herewith: 
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n.  For  buildings,  $2,000 

For  stock,  2,500 

For  farm  implements  and  harness,  1,500 
For  provisions  1,500 

For  fertilizer,  seeds  and  forage,       2,500 

2.  Tills  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

be  taken  to  be  admitted,  unless  it  is  put  in  issue 
by  the  pleadings ;  and  in  courts  in  which  the  prac- 
tice is  that  the  defendant  need  not  file  a  plea,  the 
authenticity  of  such  signature  or  endorsement 
shall  be  taken  to  be  admitted  unless  the  party  to 
the  suit  denying  the  authenticity  of  such  signature 
or  endorsement  shall  file  with  the  court  an  affidavit 
stating  that  to  the  best  of  his  or  its  knowledge  and 
belief  such  signature  or  endorsement  is  not  the 
true  signature  or  endorsement  of  the  person  pur- 
porting to  have  made  the  same. 

2.  All  acta  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here-  ^f**^- 
with  are  hereby  repealed. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  169. 

An  Act  coDceming  the  goTenunent  of  cities  of  the 
third  clasB  in  this  State,  regulating  the  terms 
of  office  and  method  of  election  of  the  mayor  and 
common  conncil  of  such  cities,  consolidating  the 
offices  of  city  treasurer  and  receiver  of  taxes, 
and. defining  the  duties  of  the  city  attorney. 

Be  it  en-aoted  by  the  Senate  and  Oeneral  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  In  all  cities  of  the  third  class  in  this  State  tba 
common  council  thereof  shall  consist  of  six  mem- 
hera,  each  of  whom  shall  hold  office  for  the  term  of 
three  years,  to  be  elected  by  the  legal  voters  of 
said  city.  Of  the  members  first  elected  under  this 
act,  two  shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  two  for  two 
years,  and  two  for  three  years,  and  their  respec- 
tive terms  shall  be  determined  by  lot  at  the  first 
meeting  of  said  board. 

2.  The  mayor  of  said  city  shall  he  elected  by  the 
legal  voters  thereof  for  the  term  of  three  years. 
He  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  common 
council  and  have  a  vote  on  all  questions  coming 
before  the  common  council,  the  same  as  any  man- 
her  of  the  common  council. 

3.  The  office  of  receiver  of  taxes  in  all  such 
cities  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  abolished,  and  the 
city  treasurer  shall  perform  all  the  duties  hereto- 
fore devolved  upon  the  receiver  of  taxes. 

4.  The  city  attorney  shall  receive  an  annual 
salary  to  be  fixed  by  the  common  council,  which 
salary  shall  be  in  full  compensation  for  all  ser- 
vices rendered  by  him.  He  shall  perform  all 
duties  now  devolving  upon  the  city  attorney,  and 
all   other  duties   which  now    devolve  upon  aaj 
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eoonsel  or  attorney  for  any  board,  body  or  com- 
mission within  said  city. 

5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately,  bat  its 
provisions  shall  remain  inoperative  in  any  city  in 
this  State  until  assented  to  by  a  majority  of  the 
legal  voters  of  such  city,  who  shall  vote  either  for 
or  against  the  adoption  of  its  provisions,  as  here- 
inafter provided,  at  a  special  election  held  in  such  ^^ 
city,  at  any  time  to  be  fixed  by  the  common  coun- 
mI  or  other  legislative  body  of  such  city.  The 
common  council  or  other  legislative  body  may,  by 
resolution,  provide  for  the  liolding  of  a  special 
election  for  the  purpose  of  adopting  or  rejecting 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  by  such  resolution 
fix  the  time  for  holding  such  election ;  and  the  city  Noti«. 
clerk  shaU  cause  public  notice  of  the  time,  place 
and  purpose  of  holding  such  election  to  be  ^ven  by 
advertisements  signed  by  himself  and  set  up  at 
least  fourteen  days  prior  to  said  election,  in  at 
least  twenty  of  the  most  public  places  witlun  said 
city,  and  published  in  two  newspapers,  one  of 
wlucfa  shall  be  printed  and  circulated  in  said  city 
at  least  ten  days  previous  to  the  day  of  such  elec- 
tion; and  the  clerk  of  said  city  shall  provide,  or 
cause  to  be  provided,  for  each  voter  votmg  at  such  Btuata. 
election  ballots,  upon  which  ballots  shall  be  printed 
the  following  words  "For  the  adoption  of  the  pro- 
visions of  an  act  of  the  Legislature  entitled  'An 
act  concerning  the  government  of  cities  of  the 
tiiird  class  in  this  State,  regulating  the  terms  of 
ofiBce  and  method  of  election  of  the  mayor  and 
common  council  of  such  cities,  consolidating  the 
offices  of  city  treasurer  and  receiver  of  taxes,  and 
defining  the  duties  of  the  city  attorney,'  "  and  im- 
mediately thereunder  the  proposition  against  the 
adoption  of  said  act,  and  the  voter  may  vote  to 
adopt  this  act  by  erasing  the  second  proposition, 
or  may  vote  to  reject  this  act  by  erasing  the  first 
proposition,  and  if  he  fails  to  designate  his  prefer- 
ence, this  ballot  shall  not  be  counted.

6.  If  submitted  at  a  special  dection,  sneh  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  at  the  usual  place  of  polling  at 
the  annual  election  in  said  city,  and  the  polls  shall 
be  open  from  seven  A.  M.  until  seven  P.  M.  Said 
election  shall  he  conducted  by  the  proper  election 
officers  of  said  city  for  the  time  being,  and  in  the 
manner  prescribed  by  law  regulating  elections

mayor  and  councilmen  shall  be  elected  in  accord: 
ance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act  in  the  place 
and  stead  of  the  common  council  and  mayor  then 
in  office.

CHAPTER  170. 

An  Act  to  authorize  towns  and  villages  to  con- 
struct storm  sewers  and  drains  and  to  provide 
for  the  payment  of  the  cost  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  bif  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  in  any  town  or  village  in 
this  State  which  has  been  incorporated  under  any 
general  or  special  law  of  this  State,  whether  the 
powers  granted  have  been  vested  in  a  board  of 
commissioners  having,  among  other  powers,  the 
charge  and  control  of  public  streets  of  sudi  town 
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or  village,  or  in  any  other  governing  body  for  the 
board  of  commissioners  or  other  governing  body 
of  any  such  town  or  village,  by  ordinance  to  order  • 
and  eanse,  by  contract  or  otherwise,  one  or  more 
storm  sewers  and  drains  for  the  pnrfiose  of  carry- 
ing off  surface  water,  to  be  constructed  in  any  part 
of  snch  town  or  village,  and  to  establish  and  main- 
tain one  or  more  outlets  for  such  storm  sewers  or 
drains  within  or  without  such  town  or  village,  and 
for  that  pnrpose  to  acquire  by  purchase  or  con- 
demnation any  land  or  premises  which  may  be 
needed  therefor;  provided,  however,  that  the  board  pnnm 
of  commisaionerB  or  other  governing  body  of  any 
town  or  village  in  this  State  before  deciding  to 
construct  snch  a  storm  sewer  or  drain  shall,  by 
resolution,  submit  the  question  of  the  acceptance  B.f*r«>iimni.

other  governing  body  or  at  a  special  election  called 
for  that  purpose  whereof  at  least  ten  days  pre- 
vious notice  shall  be  given  by  public  advertise-  nuu**. 
ment  in  at  least  two  of  the  newspapers  published 
and  circulating  in  said  town,  if  there  be  so  many; 
the  resolution  shall  fix  the  time  and  place  for  hold-  aiMtion;  iww 
ing  snch  election  and  the  said  board  or  other  gov- 
erning body  shall  appoint  inspectors  of  the  elec- 
tion who  shall  hold  the  same  as  provided  by  said 
resolution  and  return  the  result  thereof  to  the  said 
board;  each  ballot  deposited  by  those  who  favor  aoiot. 
the  acceptance  of  this  act  shall  contain  the  words 
"For  the  Storm  Sewer  Act,"  written  or  printed 
thereon,  and  those  opposed  shflll  each  deposit,  a 
ballot  with  the  words  "Against  the  Storm  Sewer 
Act,"  written  or  printed  thereon,  and  if  a  majority 
of  the  ballots  so  cast  shall  be  found  to  be  for  the  k«ii. 
acceptance  of  this  act  it  shall  then,  but  not  other- 
wise, KO  into  effect  and  be  binding  upon  said  town 
or  village;  those  persons  who  are  qualified  to  vote 
at  the  annn&I  mtmicipal  town  or  village  election 
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for  the  electioa  of  fhe  o0eers  of  snch  town  or  vil- 
lage shall  be  qnalified  to  vote  at  the  dectioD  pro- 
•  vided  for  in  this  section. 

2.  Should  the  election  above  provided  for  in  the 
first  section  result  in  the  acceptance  of  this  act, 
then  it  shall  be  lawful  at  any  time  thereafter  for 
the  said  board  of  commissionerB  or  other  govern- 
ing body  to  adopt  an  ordinance  for  the  constrnc- 
tion  of  any  snch  storm  sewer  or  drain,  to  award 
contracts  for  the  same  or  for  any  part  or  section 
thereof,  and  to  take  aU  necessary  steps  for  prop- 
erly installing  the  desired  improvement. 

3.  The  sum  or  sums  of  money  necessary  to  pay 
the  expense  of  any  such  improvement  may  be 
raised  by  the  governing  body  having  control  of  the 
finances  by  general  taxation,  as  other  taxes  are 
raised  and  levied,  or  by  the  issne  of  temporary  loan 
bonds,  or  by  issue  of  bonds  of  the  particular  ma- 
nicipality.  If  permanent  bonds  are  issued,  they 
shall  be  for  not  less  than  twenty  nor  more  than 
fifty  years,  shall  bear  interest  not  exceeding  five 
per  centum  per  annum  and  shall  be  sold  for  cot 
less  than  their  par  value.  If  permanent  bonds  are 
issued,  there  shall  be  raised  each  year  by  general 
taxation  by  the  municipality  issuing  the  same,  as 
other  taxes  are  raised  and  levied,  a  som  sufficient 
to  pay  the  annual  interest  and  also  a  sum  for  a 
sinking  fund  for  such  bonds  sufficient  to  meet,  pay 
and  retire  the  same  at  maturity.  If  temporary 
loan  bonds  are  issued,  they  shall  be  so  issued  that 
at  least  one-fifth  thereof  shall  be  due  and  payable 
each  year,  and  there  shall  be  raised  by  genera! 
taxation  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  and  retire  tbe  tem- 
porary loan  bonds  falling  due  that  year.  All 
pioneys  received  by  the  said  governing  body  shall 
be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of  said  municipality 
and  by  him  kept  in  a  special  fund  which  shall  be 
under  the  control  of  said  governing  body,  and  the 
said  moneys  shall  be  issued  only  for  the  purpose 
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of  payiag  of  said  temporary  loan  bonds  at 
matority. 

4.  Ab  soon  as  may  be  after  the  completion  of  2^^£S_ 
the  work  of  oonstracting  any  such  storm  sewer  or 

drain,  the  cost  thereof,  inclnding  the  expense  of 
aarveying,  printing  and  advertising,  and  of  such 
reasonable  fees  for  legal  services  as  may  have  been 
incnrred,  shall  be  ascertained  and  determined  by 
the  said  board  of  commissioners  or  other  govern- 
ing body  and  shall  be  entered  by  resolution  upon 
the  record  of  their  proceedings  and  the  amount  so 
ascertained  and  determined  shall  thereafter  be 
treated  as,  and  held  to  be,  the  true  and  actual  ex- 
pense of  making  such  improvement. 

5.  After  the  cost  of  such  storm  sewer  or  drain  ^"^  % 
has  been  ascertained  or  determined  as  provided  nkrir. 
for  in  the  preceding  section,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 

the  said  board  or  other  governing  body  to  also  de- 
termine by  resolntion  what  part  of  the  cost  and 
expense  of  such  improvement  shall  be  raised  in 
each  year  by  taxation  and  applied  by  said  town 
or  village  in  payment  of  the  money  borrowed  on 
temporary  improvement  certificates  as  aforesaid 
nntU  such  cost  and  expense  shall  be  paid  in  fuU. 

6.  If  shall  be  the  dut^  of  the  board  of  eommis-  "^aUST^' 
aioners  or  other  governing  body  of  any  sueli  town 

or  village  where  the  general  taxes  levied  and  col- 
lected within  the  town  or  village  are  assessed, 
levied  and  collected  by  the  township  officers  of  the 
township  within  the  limits  of  whi(i  such  town  or 
village  is  located,  to  famish  yearly  before  the 
twentieth  day  of  August  in  each  year  to  the  tax 
assessor  of  such  township  a  statement  in  writing 
fflgned  by  the  president  or  treasurer  of  such  board 
or  other  governing  body  setting  forth  the  amount 
designated  by  the  said  board  of  commissioners  or 
other  governing  body  to  be  paid  by. such  town  or 
village  on  account  of  any  such  improvement  in  the 
next  fiscal  year;  and  the  said  assessor  shall  assess 
Bnch  amoont  against  the  real  and  personal  estate 
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of  the  resident  and  nonresident  property  owners 
within  the  limits  of  such  town  or  village  in  the 
same  manner  that  the  general  township  taxes  are 
levied  and  assessed,  and  the  same  when  levied  and 
assessed  shall  be  collected  by  the  township  col- 
lector and  as  fast  as  collected  shall  he  paid  over 
by  the  collector  of  the  said  township  to  the  treas- 
urer of  tl)e  said  board  of  commissioners  or  other 
governing  body,  who  shall  apply  the  same  to  the 
payment  of  the  amount  designated  by  sndi  board 
or  other  governing  body  as  the  amount  to  be  raised 
and  paid  in  snch  year  in  redaction  of  the  tempor- 
ary indebtedness  incnrred  by  the  said  town  or  vil- 
lage for  the  construction  of  such  storm  sewer  or 
drain. 

7.  In  alt  towns  or  villages  of  this  State  havmg 
by  their  acts  of  incorporation  power  to  levy  and 
collect  the  annual  taxes,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
board  of  commissioners  or  other  governing  body 
of  any  such  town  or  village  to  incorporate  in  the 
annual  tax  levy  each  year,  such  amount  as  shall 
be  designated  by  the  said  board  of  commissioners 
or  other  governing  body  to  be  paid  in  such  year  by 
such  town  or  village  on  account  of  such  improve- 
ment; and  the  same  shall  be  raised  by  general 
taxes  and  the  moneys  so  raised  shall  be  applied 
to  the  payment  of  the  amount  designated  to  be 
paid  in  reduction  of  the  temporary  indebtedness 
incurred  by  the  said  town  or  village  for  the  con- 
struction of  such  storm  sewer  or  drain. 

8.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTEE  171. 

An  Act  to  regulate  the  conduct  of  collection  agen- 
cies, bureaus  or  offices. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  No  person,  partnership,    association  or  cor-  ooiietuao 
poration  shall  conduct  a  collection  agency,  collec-  Su''^1rf " 
tion  bureau  or  collection    office  in  this  State,   or  .'J^t'^"'^  ' 
engage  in  this  State  in  the  business  of  collecting 

or  receiving  payment  for  others  of  any  account, 
bill  or  other  indebtedness,  or  engage  in  this  State 
in  the  business  of  sofieiting  the  right  to  collect  or 
receive  payment  for  another  of  any  account,  bill 
or  other  indebtedness,  or  advertise  for  or  solicit 
in  print  the  right  to  collect  or  receive  payment  for 
another  of  any  account,  bill  or  other  indebtedness, 
unless  at  the  time  of  conducting  such  collection 
agency,  collection  bureau,  collection  office  or  collec- 
tion business,  or  of  doing  such  advertising  or  so- 
liciting, such  person,  partnership,  association  or 
corporation,  or  the  person,  partnership,  associa- 
tion or  corporation  for  whom  he  or  it  may  be  act- 
ing as  agent  shall  have  on  file  with  the  Secretary 
of  State  a  good  and  sufficient  bond  as  hereinafter 
specified. 

2.  Said  bond  shall  be  in  the  sum  of  five  thousand  ^,^„t  ,« 
dollars  and  shall  provide  that  the  person,  partner-  l™^" 
ship,  association  or  corporation  giving  the  same 

shall,  upon  written  demand,  pay  and  turn  over  to 
or  for  the  person,  partnership,  association  or  cor- 
poration for  whom  any  account,  bill  or  other  in- 
debtedness is  taken  for  collection  the  proceeds  of 
such  collection  in  accordance  with  the  terms  of  the 
agreement  upon  which  such  account,  bill  or  other 
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indebtednesB  was  received  for  coUectioD.  Swd 
bond  shall  be  in  such  form  and  shall  contain  such 
farther  provisions  and  conditions  as  the  Secretary 
of  State  shall  deem  necessary  or  proper  for  the 
protection  of  the  persons,  partnerships,  associa- 
tions or  corporations  for  whom  said  accounts,  bills 
or  other  indebtedness  are  taken  for  collection. 

3.  Said  bond  shall  be  for  tbe  term  of  one  year 
from  the  date  thereof,  and  mnst  be  renewed  an- 
nnally.  ^o  action  on  any  said  bond  shall  be  be- 
gun after  two  years  from  the  expiration  of  said 
bond. 

4.  Said  bond  shall  be  execnted  by  said  persons, 
partnerships,  associations  or  corporations  as  prin- 
cipal to  the  State  of  New  Jersey  to  the  nse  of  any 
party  aggrieved  with  at  least  two  good  and  suf- 
ficient sureties  who  shall  be  residents  of  the  State 
of  New  Jersey,  and  the  owners  in  their  own  name 
of  real  estate  situate  therein,  worth  at  least  the 
sum  of  ten  thousand  dollars  over  and  above  all 
liens  and  encumbrances  thereon.  Said  bond  shall 
not  be  accepted  unless  approved  by  the  Secretary 
of  State,  and  upon  such  approval,  it  shall  be  filed 
in  his  office.  The  bond  of  a  surety  company,  au- 
thorized to  do  business  in  New  Jersey,  may  be  re- 
ceived if  approved  as  aforesaid ;  or  cash  may  be 
accepted  in  lieu  of  sureties. 

5.  The  Secretary  of  State  shall  keep  a  record  of 
such  bonds  filed  with  him  under  the  provisions 
hereof,  with  the  names,  places  of  residence  aud 
places  of  business  of  the  principals  and  sureties, 
and  the  name  of  the  officer  before  whom  the  bond 
was  executed  or  acknowledged,  and  the  record 
shall  be  open  to  public  inspection.  There  shall  be 
paid  a  filing  fee  of  five  dollars  to  the  Secretary  of 
State  for  the  filing  of  each  bond. 

6.  No  bond  required  by  this  act  to  be  delivered 
to  the  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  approved  and 
accepted  by  him  until  it  has  been  examined  and 
approved  by  the  Attorney-Gfeneral. 
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7.  Any  person,  member  of  a  partnership  or  of-, 
ficer  of  an  asBociation  or  corporation  who  fails  to 
comply  with  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  more  than  five  hnndred 
doUars  or  to  imprisonment  for  not  more  than  three 
months  or  to  both  snch  fine  and  imprisonment. 

8.  This  act  shall  not  apply  to  an  attomey-at- 
law  duly  anthorized  to  practice  in  this  State,  to  a 
national  bank,  or  to  any  bank  or  trust  company 
doly  incorporated  under  the  laws  of  this  State. 

9.  This  act  shall  take  effect  thirty  days  after  its

CHAPTEB  172. 

An  Act  to  anthorize  boards  of  chosen  freeholders 
of  counties  of  this  State  to  acquire  lands  for  and 
to  erect  and  maintain  additions  to  or  additional 
buildings  in  connection  with  existing  county 
penitentiaries,  jails,  and  houses  of  detention  and 
to  famish  the  same,  and  to  issue  bonds  in  pay- 
ment therefor. 

Be  it  BNACTsn  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Whenever  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of  ^i"*^^  '■" 
Chosen  Freeholders  of  any  county  in  this  State, 
it  shall  be  deemed  necessary  to  erect  and  maintain 
an  addition  or  additions  to,  or  additional  build- 
ings in  connection  with,  any  penitentiary,  jail  or 
house  of  detention  in  such  county,  either  on  lands 
owned  by  the  county  or  on  lands  to  be  acquired 
under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  it  shall 'be  lawful 
for  said  board  of  chosen  freeholders  to  erect,  main- 
tain and  furnish  in  addition  or  additions  thereto, 
or  additional  buildings  in  connection  with  such 
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penitentiary,  jail  or  house  of  detention,  and  if 
additional  land  shall  be  deemed  necessary,  to  ao* 
qnire  by  purchase,  gift  or  condemnation  such  land 
as  may  be  deemed  necessary  for  snch  purpose. 

2.  For  tbe  purpose  of  obtaining  means  for  erect- 
ing such  addition  or  additions  or  additional  build- 
ings,  as  aforesaid,  and  providing  the  necessary 
furnishingB  thereof,  and  for  acqtiiring  such  land  if 
additional  land  shall  be  deemed  necessary,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  board  of  chosen  freeholders  of 
said  county  to  use  any  moneys  not  otherwise  ap- 
propriated and  to  raise  such  money  from  time  to 
time  by  taxation.  If  in  the  judgment  of  said  board 
of  chosen  freeholders  it  would  be  too  burdensome 
to  the  taxpayers  of  such  county  to  place  in  the  tax 
levy  in  any  one  year  the  cost  of  erecting  such  ad- 
dition or  additions  or  additional  buildings  and  the 
cost  of  furnishing  the  same,  and  the  cost  of  acquir- 
ing any  land  as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
such  board  of  chosen  freeholders  to  issue  and  sell 
the  corporate  bonds  of  such  county  either  at  pub- 
lic or  private  sale  at  any  price  not  less  than  par, 
to  an  amount  not  exceeding  four  hundred  thousand 
dollars.  Such  bonds  shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate 
not  exceeding  four  and  one-half  per  centum  per 
annum,  and  the  principal  of  said  bonds  shall  be 
payable  at  a  time  not  exceeding  thirty  years  from 
the  date  of  their  issue.  When  any  bonds  are  is- 
sued as  set  forth  herein,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
said  board  of  chosen  freeholders  to  establish  a 
sinking  fund  and  to  place  an  amount  annually  in 
the  tax  levy  of  such  county  and  deposit  the  same 
in  said  sinking  fund,  which  shall  b&  sufBcient,  with 
its  accumulations,  to  pay  off  and  discharge  said 
bonds  at  maturity;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of 
said  board  of  chosen  freeholders  to  place  in  the 
tax  levy  each  year  a  sum  sufficient  to  pay  tbe  in- 
terest on  said  bonds. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPtEB  X73. 

An  Act  relative  to  the  compensation  of  assistant 
prosecutors  of  the  pleas  in  certain  counties  of 
thia  State. 

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Whenever  the  population  of  any  county  bor-  Bm\*tj  « 
dering  on  the  Atlantic  ocean  in  this  State,  as  ascer-  S^^nton 
tained  by  any  State  or  Federal  census,  is  more  ™SuiI^ 
than  seventy  thousand  and  not  more  than  ninety 
thousand,  the  assistant  prosecutor  of  the  pleas  of 

said  county  shall  receive  an  annual  salary  of  three 
thousand  dollars;  said  salary  shall  be  payable  in 
monthly  instalments  out  of  the  funds  of  said 
eonnty,  in  lieu  of  all  fees  and  allowances,  which 
fees  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury. 

2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  ^^*^' 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall 

take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  174. 

An  Act  concerning  the  salary  or  compensation  of 
the  mayor  of  any  city  of  the  third  class. 

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  city  of  the  third  ^^Z  ' 
class,  by  its  common  council  or  other  governing 
body,  to  fix  and  regulate  by  ordinance  the  salary 
or  compensation  of  the  mayor  of  such  city,  not  ex- 
ceeding five  hundred  dollars  per  anntmi. 
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2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  general  or  special, 
incoDsistent  with  tiie  proTisions  of  this  act,  be  and 
the  same  are  hereby  repealed. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
Approved  April.  14,  1914. 


CHAPTER  175. 

An  Act  to  anthoTize  cities  in  this  State  to  purchase 
steam  fire  engines,  aato  fire  engines,  fire  trucks, 
auto  fire  trucks,  hose  and  supply  wagons,  auto 
hose  and  supply  wagons,  chemical  fire  en^es 
or  wagons,  auto  chemical  fixe  engines  or  wagons; 
fire  apparatus  and  appliances  of  any  kind,  and 
automobiles  for  use  in  said  department,  and  for 
the  repair  of  any  of  the  same;  and  to  provide  a 
method  for  raising  money  for  the  payment 
thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  common  council, 
board  of  aldermen  or  other  governing  body  in 
cities  in  this  State,  when  in  the  judgment  of  a 
majority  thereof  it  is  necessary  for  the  proper  pro- 
tection from  fire  so  to  do,  to  purchase  steam  fire 
engines,  auto  fire  engines,  fire  trucks,  auto  fire 
trucks,  hose  and  supply  wagons,  auto  hose  and  sup; 
ply  wagons,  chemical  fire  engines  or  wagons,  auto 
chemical  fire  eugines  or  wagons,  fire  apparatus 
and  appliances  of  any  kind,  and  automobiles  for 
use  in  said  department,  and  for  the  repair  of  any 
of  the  same. 

2.  Any  purchase  of  any  of  the  fire  apparatus 
and  appliances  mentioned  and  described  in  the  first 
section  hereof  and  all  work  and  labor  done  and 
material  furnished  for  the  repair  of  the  same,  shall 
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be  done  and  fumished  by  contract  awarded,  upon 
at  least  two  weeks  advertisement  in  the  official 
newspapers  of  such  city  to  the  lowest  responsible 
bidder  or  bidders  for  the  same. 

3.  The  conamon  council,  board  of  aldermen  or  b«x 
other  governing  body  of  such  city  having  the  man- 
agement and  control  of  the  finances  thereof,  are 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  bonds 
either  registered  or  coupon  to  raise  money  to  pay 
for  the  purchase  of  any  of  the  fire  apparatus  and 
appliances  mentioned  in  the  first  section  hereof, 
and  for  the  repair  of  the  same;  that  said  bonds 
shall  be  of  the  denomination  to  be  determined  by 
the  said  common  council,  board  of  aldermen  or 
other  goreming  body  of  said  city  and  shall  be  des- 
ignated as  "fire  bonds,"  and  shall  be  payable  in 
not  more  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  thereof.  Mm 
and   shall  bear  interest  not  exceeding  five  x>^r  b»u 
centum  per  annum,  and  may  be  sold  either  at  pri- 
vate or  public  sale,  but  in  no  case  for  less  than  par ; 
and  that  there  shall  be  a  sufficient  sum  appropri-  ^^^ 
ated  and  be  in  the  tax  levy  of  such  city  each  year  •*' 
to  pay  the  interest  on  such  bonds,  and  also  there 
shall  in  each  year  be  appropriated  and  be  in  the 
tax  levy  of  such  city,  the  further  sum  equal  to  one- 
twentieth  of  the  amount  of  such  bonds  to  be  paid 
into  a  sinking  fund  to  meet  the  principal  of  said 
bonds,  when  they  shall  become  due  and  payable. 
Said  bonds  shall  recite  that  they  are  issued  pur-  b«>! 
snant  to  this  act  and  the  resolution  authorizing 
them,  giving    the  date  of  its  adoption,    and  such 
recital  shall  he  conclusive  evidence  of  the  legality 

of  said  bonds. 

4.  The   powers  conferred  by   this  act  shall   be  f*?^ 
deemed  to  be  in  addition  to  and  independent  of 
any  and  all  powers  and  authority  conferred  by  any 
other  law  or  laws,  and  not  subject  to  any  limita- 
tion contained  in  any  such  other  law  or  laws. 

5.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
Approved  April  14,  1914. 
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CHAPTER  176. 

An  Act  authorizing  cities  to  eell  fire  engine  honsea 
and  the  sites  thereof,  and  to  acquire  lands  and 
erect  and  equip  bnildings  for  the  use  of  the  fire 
department  of  the  city,  and  to  provide  for  the 
payment  of  the  cost  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Genercd  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Whenever  the  board  or  body  having  charge  of 
the  fire  department  of  any  city  shall  deem  it  ad- 
visable to  sell  any  fire  en^ne  house  or  houses 
owned  by  the  city  and  lauds  whereon  the  same  are 
situated,  the  board  or  body  having  charge  of  the 
finances  of  said  city  may  sell  such  fire  engine  house 
or  houses  and  land,  or  any  part  thereof,  at  public 
or  private  sale  for  the  best  price  obtainable;  and 
the  proceeds  of  such  sale  shall  be  used  for  the  ao- 
quisition  of  other  lands  for  fire  houses  and  the 
erection  and  equipment  of  fire  houses  on  sncli 
lands,  or  other  lands  owned  by  the  city,  or  for  any 
of  said  purposes. 

2.  The  board  or  body  having  charge  of  the  finan- 
ces of  any  city  may,  by  resolution,  cause  to  be  is- 
sued bonds  to  provide  funds  necessary  or  esti- 
mated to  be  necessary  for  the  purpose  of  acquir- 
ing lands  for  the  erection  of  buildings  for  the  use 
of  the  fire  department  and  for  erecting  and  equip- 
ping buildings  for  the  use  of  the  fire  department 
on  such  lands,  or  on  other  lands  owned  by  the  city, 
or  for  any  of  said  purposes,  after  applying  to  the 
payment  of  sucb  cost  and  expenses  the  amount  of 
the  proceeds  of  the  sale  of  fire  engine  houses  and 
lands  whsreon  the  same  are  situated,  as  provided 
in  section  one  of  this  act.

grade  and  boundaries  of  the  streets  and  roads  in 
said  borough  and  to  regulate  the  use  thereof;  to 
declare  what  shall  he  considered  nuisances  in  the 
streets,  roads,  lots  and  places  in  said  borough;  to 
prevent  and  remove  all  obstructions,  encroach- 
ments, incumbrances  and  nuisances  in  and  upon 
any  street,  road,  or  sidewalk,  or  other  public  place 
in  said  borough ;  to  prescribe  the  manner  In  which 
corporations  or  individuals  shall  exercise  any 
privilege  granted  to  them  in  th^  use  of  any  street, 
road  or  highway,  or  in  dig^ng  up  the  same  for 
any  purpose  whatever;  to  regulate  the  planting 
and  protection  of  shade-trees  in  the  streets  and 
parks ;  to  name  and  number  the  streets  and  honses; 
to  provide  for  and  enforce  the  removal  of  snow 
and  ice  from  the  sidewalks  and  gutters  of  streets 
by  the  owners  of  and  occupants  of  the  land  front- 
ing thereon,  and  to  provide  that  in  case  of  the  re- 
fusal or  neglect  of  said  owner  or  occupant  to  com- 
ply with  said  ordinance  that  the  couneil  may  cause 
the  same  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  said  owner, 
and  that  the  cost  thereof  as  ascertained  by  said 
council,  with  interest  thereon,  shall  be  added  to 
and  form  a  part  of  the  taxes  next  to  be  levied  and 
assessed  upon  such  lands,  and  shall  be  a  lien  upon 
said  lands  until  paid;  to  prevent  horses,  cattle, 
sheep,  swine,  dogs,  goats  and  other  animals  from 
running  at  large  in  said  borough,  and  to  provide 
for  the  impounding  and  sale  of  the  same;  to  fix 
the  fees  to  be  paid  to  persons  impounding  animals, 
and  the  fees  to  be  paid  for  the  redemption  of  said 
animals  to  provide  for  Qie  destruction  of  dogs  mn- 
ning  at  targe;  to  prevent  immoderate  or  fast  rid- 
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tag  or  driviog  on  the  streets  or  roads  and  pnblie 
places  in  said  borough ;  to  regulate  the  use  of  the 
streets  of  the  borough  by  street  railway  com- 
panies; to  require  such  companies  to  lay  and  con- 
fine their  tracks  according  to  such  grades  of  the 
streets  as  may  be  established  by  said  council ;  to 
prevent  riots,  disturbances,  breaches  of  the  peace

of  property  from  the  encroachment  of  the  sea,  and 
the  construction  of  public  walks  along  any  beach 
or  ocean  front,  the  construction  and  maintenance 
of  public  docks  on  tide-water,  the  erection,  pur- 
chase or  renting  of  a  suitable  building  or  buildinsrs 
to  he  nsed  as  a  borough  hall  or  a  lock-up  for  said 
borough,  and  for  the  safe  and  proper  keeping  and 
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care  of  the  persons  confined  therein,  the  pnrchase, 
establishment  and  maintenance  of  pnblic  parks  or 
squares ;  to  license  and  regulate  the  nse  of  stages, 
street  cars,  and  other  carriages  and  vehicles  tised 
for  the  transportation  of  passengers,  baggage, 
merchandise,  and  goods  and  chattels  of  every  kind, 
also  to  designate  and  select  stands  and  places 
which  cartmen  and  all  other  persons  engaged  in 
carying  passengers,  baggage  and  merchandise 
shall  be  privileged  to  occnpy  when  soliciting  busi- 
ness, and  to  prevent  the  oecnpying  of  other  places 
for  such  purposes;  to  license  or  regnlate  the  nse 
of  street  sprinklers  and  of  all  vehicles  used  in  any 
business  or  occupation  for  the  purpose  of  solicit- 
ing orders  or  delivering  goods  within  the  limits  of 
the  borough;  to  license  and  regnlate  common 
criers,  hawkers,  peddlers,  auctioneers,  pawn- 
brokers, news  stands,  sweeps,  scavengers,  travel- 
ing and  other  street  shows,  street  exhibitions, 
parades,  circuses,  all  public  places  of  amusement, 
shooting  galaries,  bowling  alleys,  billiard  saloons, 
organ  grinders,  itinerant  venders  of  medicines, 
remedies  and  merchandise,  and  to  &c  the  license 
fees  to  be  paid  therefor,  which  may  be  imposed 
for  the  purpose  of  revenue ;  provided,  that  no  per-

fixed  in  such  ordinance  or  to  imprison  for  any 
term  less  than  the  term  fixed  therein,

Ad  Act  to  authorize  cities  in  this  State  to  acquire 
lands  hy  agreement  with  the  owner  or  owners 
or  by  condemnation  or  otherwise,  and  to  erect 
public  slaughter  houses  thereon,  and  to  provide 
for  their  care,  maintenance  and  use  and  methods 
and  means  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  thereof. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assern- 
■  bit/  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  board  or  body  hav- 
ing charge  and  control  of  the  finances  of  any  city 
.  in  this  State,  in  their  discretion,  by  resolution,  to 
authorize  the  issuing  of  bonds  for  the  purpose  of 
acquiring  lauds,  within  or  without  the  corporate 
limits  of  such  city,  for  and  in  the  corporate  name 
of  such  city,  and  erecting,  establishing,  equipping 
and  furnishing  public  slaughter  houses  thereon, 
and  to  provide,  hy  annual  appropriation,  an 
amount  for  the  annual  expenses  and  maintenance 
thereof,  which  amount  shall  be  annually  raised, 
levied  and  collected  as  other  taxes  in  such  city 
are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  raised,  levied  and 
collected ;  provided,  that  no  public  slaughter  houses 
shall  be  erected  without  the  corporate  limits  of  any 
such  city  without  the  consent  of  the  governing 
body  of  the  municipality  in  which  it  is  intended  to 
erect  such  public  slaughter  house;  it  shall  be  law- 
ful for  the  board  or  body  having  charge  and  con- 
trol of  the  finances  of  such  city,  hy  resolution,  to 
issue  bonds,  either  registered  or  coupon,  to  an 
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smonnt  not  exceeding  in  all  the  sum  of  seventy-  inomit. 
five  thousand  dollars,  and  to  sell  the  same  at  pub- 
lic or  private  sale,  but  in  no  case  for  less  than  par. 
Said  bonds  shall  be  designated  on  their  face  "pub- 
lic slaughter  house  bonds,"  and  shall  recite  that 
they  are  issued  pursuant  to  the  authority  of  this 
act,  and  of  said  resolution,  and  such  recital  shall 
be  conclusive  evidence  of  their  validity  and  of  the 
regularity  of  their  issuance.     All  issues  of  bonds 
under  this  act  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  and 
shall  draw  such  rate  of  interest,  not  to  exceed  five  luu.

booses  shall  include  the  right  to  purchase  in  each

An  Act  to  authorize  cities  in  this  State  to  acquire 
nnimproved  lowland,  within  or  without  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  such  cities,  either  by  purchase 
or  condemnation,  for  a  public  dump,  and  to 
issue  bonds  to  provide  funds  therefor. 

Bb  EC  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  any  second  class  city  in  J^Jl" 
this  State  to  acquire  unimproved  lowland,  within 

or  without  the  corporate  limits  of  such  city,  either 
by  purchase  or  condemnation,  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  a  place  of  deposit  for  the  indestructible 
waste  collected  in  such  city;  provided,  however,  pn>ii». 
that  no  land  shall  be  acquired  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  without  the  corporate  limits  of  such  city, 
without  the  consent  of  the  governing  body  and  of 
the  board  of  health  respectively  of  the  munici- 
pality in  which  such  land  is  situate. 

2.  To  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  and  JJ"Ji,; 
expense  of  acquiring  such  land,  the  board  or  body 
having  charge  of  the  finances  of  such  city  shall 
have  power  to  provide  for  the  issuance  and  sale 

of  bonds  in  such  amount  as  to  said  board  or  body 
may  seem  advisable;  provided,  however,  that  the  Prorta.. 
amount  of  bonds  issued  under  tiie  authority  of  this 
act  and  outstanding  shall  not,  at  any  time,  exceed 
the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars.    Said 
bonds  shall  bear  such  rate  of  interest,  not  exceed- 
ing five  per  centum  per  annum,  and  be  payable  at  »•»•■ 
such  places  and  at  such  times,  not  exceeding  thirty  tib.. 
years  from  their  date,  and  be  in  such  form,  and 
be  executed  in  such  manner  as  said  board  or  body 
shall  by  resolution  determine.    They  shall  be  sold

of  municipal  bonds.  The  proceeds,  inclnding 
preniiums,  if  any,  there  be,  resulting  from  the  sale 
of  such  bonds  shall  be  appropriated  by  said  board 
or  body  for  or  applied  to  the  payment  and  dis- 
charge of  any  expenses  or  obligations  of  such  city 
theretofore  or  tiiereafter  incurred  in  acquiring 
land  as  authorized  by  this  act.

deputy  State  Comptroller,  clerk  in  Chancery, 
deputy  Clerk  in  Chancery,  clerk  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  deputy  clerk  of  the  Supreme  Court,  Adju- 
tant-General, Quarlermaater-General,  the  secre- 
tary to  the  Governor,  the  executive  clerk,  clerk  to 
the  school  fund,  State  Librarian,  Custodian  and 
assistant  Custodian  of  the  Capitol,  State  Prison 
Keeper,  supervisor  of  the  State  Prison,  superin- 
tendent of  the  New  Jersey  Reformatory,  the  Com- 
missioner of  Education,  the  assistant  Commis- 
sioners of  Education,  the  members  of  the  Board  of 
Fish  and  Game  Commissioners,  its  secretary  and

from," approved  April  sixteenth,  one  thousand 
nine  hundred  and  eight. 

Be  rr  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assent 
hly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 
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1.  Section    one  of  the  act  to  wMch  this  is  an  ^'["J^ 
ameDdment  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows : 

1.  It  shall  be  lawfnl  for  any  .city  of  this  State  Bona  mu 
owning  a  pnblic  water-snpply  derived  from  sonirces  »•«!?""" 
beyond  the  limits  of  such  city,  and  located  wholly  '""•"'■ 

in  the  territory  of  a  single  watershed  of  this  State, 
to  issue  and  sell  from  time  to  time  as  may  be  re- 
quired the  bonds  of  such  city,  and  the  proceeds 
arising  from  the  sale  of  said  bonds  shall  be  solely 
applied  to  the  purpose  of  acquiring  for  such  city 
(from  time  to  time),  in  the  manner  provided  by 
law,  additional  lands  and  real  estate  and  water 
and  water  rights  located  within  or  adjacent  to  the 
territory  of  the  particular  watershed  from  which 
source  such  public  water-supply  is  or  shall  be  de- 
rived, and  to  acquire  the  water  rights  necessary 
for  the  use  of  the  water  therefrom. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  204. 

An  Act  providing  for  State  aid  in  the  operation 
or  repair  of  bridges  connecting  roads  improved 
or  taken  over  under  the  provisions  of  an  act  en- 
titled "An  act  to  establish  a  State  system  of 
highways,  providing  for  their  construction,  im- 
provement, maintenance,  repair  and  regulation 
of  the  use  thereof  and  for  a  road  fund  and  its 
disbursement  in  lawful  expenditures  appertain- 
ing to  roads,"  approved  April  fifteenth,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve. 

Bb  it  bnactsd  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  State  Highway  Commission  may  desig-  stxe  buh- 
nate  any  bridge  which  connects  at  each  end  witii  *"'  '"^"■^ 
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improved  roadi  in  the  State  highway  Hystem  as  a 
State  highway  bridge,  whenever,  in  Uieir  judg- 
ment, the  coBt  of  operation  or  repair  of  said  bri<]^ 
is,  in  view  of  the  tr^o  carried  thereby,  an  in* 
eqnitable  charge  on  the  board  or  boards  of  chosen 
freeholders  charged  or  to  be  charged  by  law  with 
said  costs. 

2.  The  board  or  boards  of  chosen  freeholders 
severally  or  jointly  charged  with  the  operation  or 
repair  of  sach  bridge  may,  by  resolution,  reqnest 
snch  designation.  Said  commission  may  there- 
npon,  by  resolntion,  designate  said  bridge  as  a 

Biutn  of  State  highway  bridge.  The  resolution  of  designa- 
tion shall  prescribe  the  exact  share  of  the  costs  of 
operation  or  repair  to  be  assmned  by  the  State. 

Amaij  M>u>      3.  Each  board  of  chosen  freeholders  cfiarged 

T^Zi^  with  the  duty  of  operating  and  repairing  any 
bridge  designated  or  heresdfter  designated  as  a 
State  hi^way  bridge,  shall,  dnring  the  month  of 
Janaary,  in  every  year,  snbmit  an  itemized  state- 
ment of  probable  rej>airs  necessary  during  the 
year  and  an  estimate  of  costs  thereof  to  said  com- 

jLvvnnx  w  missioner,  who,  with  the  approval  of  the  State 

^te'^iT  Highway  Commission,  shall,  as  soon  as  possible, 
set  aside  from  the  fund  available  for  maintenance 
of  public  roads,  or  from  any  appropriation  for  tiie 
irarposes  of  this  act,  such  sum  as,  in  his  judgment, 
may  be  needed  to  meet  said  estimated  costs,  as  cor- 
rected by  him,  and  the  costs  of  such  emergency  re- 

BrnvoBsiM.  pairs  as  be  may  deem  reasonable.  The  boards  of 
chosen  freeholders,  or  any  freeholder  in  charge  of 
the  operation  and  repair  of  any  State  highway 
bridge,  shall,  whenever  any  emergency  repairs  be- 
come necessary,  at  once  notify  the  Stete  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Boads  of  such  necessity.  All  sal- 
aries charged  to  the  cost  of  operation  and  repair 

p»yre«nii.  shall  be  approved  by  said  commissioner.  No  bill 
in  excess  of  one  hundred  dollars,  excepting  for 
emergency  repairs,  shall  be  incurred  without  like 
approval.    The  said  commissioner,  or  his  author 
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ized  representatiTe,  is  hereby  uaflde  sole  judge  of 
the  necessity  of  emergency  work. 

4.  The  boards  of  chosen  freeholders  shall  file  sm 
with  the  said  commissioner  certified  copies  of  all  *^ 
bills.    Payment  to  said  boards  shall  be  made  of 
the  State's  share  bf  the  costs  of  operation  and 
repair  from  the  amonnt  set  aside  as  hereinbefore 
provided,  on  certificate  of  the  said  commissioner 
attached  to  the  said  copies  of  bills,  setting  forth 
the  amonnt  of  said  share  and  the  fact  that  the  work 
described  therein   has  been  properly  done;    pro-  vtv 
vided,  that  the  said  share  assumed  by  the  State 
shall  not  exceed  thirty-three  and  one-third  per 
centum. 

Nothing  herein  contained  shall,  however,  be  held  »<, 
to  authorize  the  payment  as  the  State's  share  of 
said  cost  of  operation  and  repair  of  any  amount 
in  excess  of  the  sum  set  aside  for  that  purpose,  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act  it  shall  be  lawful 
for  the  State  Commissioner  to  expend  in  any  year 
such  sum  as  may  be  appropriated  in  any  annual  or 
supplemental  appropriation  act  for  the  purpose 
of  this  act  any  moneys  devoted  by  law  to  tiie  maiu- 
tenance  of  roads. 

6.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here- 
with are  hereby  repealed. 

7.  This  act  shall  take  e£Fect  immediately.

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CHAPTEK  205. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  estab- 
lish a  thorough  and  efficient  system  of  free  pub- 
lic schools  and  to  provide  for  the  maintenance, 
support  and  management  thereof,"  which  said 
act  was  approved  on  the  nineteenth  day  of  Octo- 
ber, in  the  year  one  thonsand  nine  hundred  and 
three. 

Be  rr  ekacteo  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Nothing  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  a  supple- 
ment shall  make  it  necessaiy  for  the  checks  in  pay- 
ment of  teachers'  salaries  to  be  signed  by  the  cna- 
todian  of  school  moneys  of  any  city,  but  any 
checks  signed  by  the  Deputy  Treasurer  of  such 
city,  provided  such  Deputy  Treasurer  is  bonded 
for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  shall  be 
as  valid  and  effectual  as  if  signed  by  such  cus- 
todian of  school  moneys  himself. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  206. 

Siippleuient  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  revise 
and  amend  an  act  for  the  taxation  of  railroad 
and  canal  property,"  approved  April  tenth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-foar,  which 
act  to  revise  and  ajnend  was  approved  March 
twenty-seventh,  one  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  eighty-eight. 

Be  it  esacted  6y  the  Senate  and  General  Assent- 
biy  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Nothing  contained  in  the  act  to  which  this  act 
is  a  supplement  shall  prohibit  any  municipality  in  ! 
Uiis  State  from  assessing  benefits  for  street,  side-  , 
walk,    sewer    or    other    municipal    improvements  ' 
against  any   of  the  property  of  any  railroad   or 
canal  company  of  this  State,  but  assessments  for 
all  municipal  improvements  shall  be  made  against 
such    railroad    or    canal    properly    in    the    same 
method  and  by  the  same  officers  as  is  now  or  may 
hereafter  be  approved  by  law  in  the  case  of  assess- 
ment against  the  properties  of  private  individuals 
in  this  State. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTER  207. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  law  libraries  for  the  use  of 
the  county  courts  at  the  courthonses  In  conntieB 
of  the  third  class. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  ths  State  of  New  Jersey: 

■1.  The  president  judge  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Fleas  of  any  county  of  the  third  class  may  pur- 
chase for  a  law  library  for  the  use  of  the  county 
courts  at  the  courthouse  of  said  county  a  set  of 
New  Jersey  reports  and  statutes  and  snch  reports 
of  other  States  and  text-books  as  may  be  desig- 
nated by  said  judge  and  the  Supreme  Court  jus- 
tice presiding  in  the  Circuit  Court  of  said  connty, 
the  amount  of  such  purchase  not  to  exceed  three 
hundred  dollars  in  any  one  year. 

2,  When  such  purchase  is  made  as  aforesaid,  the 
county  collector  of  said  county,  upon  an  order 
therefor  made  in  writing  and  signed  by  said  presi- 
dent judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  said 
county,  from  the  fines  imposed  in  the  Courts  of 
Oyer  and  Terminer,  Quarter  Sessions  and  Special 
Sessions  of  said  county  and  paid  to  said  connty 
collector,  shall  pay  the  amount  of  said  purchase  to 
the  person  or  persons  from  whom  such  purchase 
is  made. 

3.  The  Treasurer  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey,  in 
the  distribution  of  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  of 
any  digests  and  revisions,  and  all  other  publica- 
tions issued  and  published  by  or  at  the  expense  of 
the  State  of  New  Jersey,  shall  send  one  copy  of 
all  such  publications  to  the  clerk  of  each  connty 
of  the  third  class  for  the  use  of  said  law  library, 
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whicli  copies  shall  he  so  furnished  at  the  expense 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

1.  In  all  cases  of  writs  of  certiorari  hereafter  v 
allowed  where  the  evidence  given  at  the  trial  or   c 
proceeding  under  review  shall  have  been  reported  I 
stenographically  by  a  competent  stenographer  des-  ■ 
ignated  bj  the  court,  official,  tribunal,  board  or 
governing  body   before  whom  such  trial    or  pro- 
ceeding shall  be  bad,  the  official  or  court  making 
return  to  said  writ  shall,  when  requested  so  to  do 
by  the  prosecutor  or  respondent  in  said  writ,  and 
upon  being  provided  with  a  transcript  of  such  evi- 
dence, at  least  five  days  prior  to  the  return  day 
of  said  writ,  which  said  transcript  shall  be  duly 
certified  hy  said  stenographer,  certify  and  send  to 
the  reviewing  court  as-  the  evidence  given  at  said 
trial  or  proeeedng  and  as  a  part  of  the  return  to 
said    writ,  said   transcript  of  said  evidence,   and 
said  evidence  shall  constitute  a  part  of  the  state 
of    the  case  and  be    considered  by  the    reviewing 
court  upon  the  argument  of  said  writ  as  the  evi- 
dence given  at  said  trial  or  proceeding;  provided,  : 
however,  that  this  act  shall  not  operate  to  prevent 
either  party  from  taking  additional  proofs  in  the 
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manner  now  or  hereafter  provided  by  law;  and 
provided,  further,  that  this  act  shall  not  apply  to 
District  Courts,  ■ 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

1.  An  act  entitled  "An  act  relating  to  the  in- 
vestment of  the  sinking  fund  in  incorporated 
towns  in  this  State,"  approved  April  second,  one 
thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen,  be  and  the 
same  hereby  is  repealed. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately. 
Approved  April  15,  1914. 
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CHAPTER  210. 

A  Further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act 
eonceming  the  settlement  and  collection  of  ar- 
rearages of  unpaid  taxes,  assessments  and  water- 
rates  or  water-rents  in  cities  of  this  State,  and 
imposing  and  levying  a  tax,  assessment  and  lien 
in  lien  and  instead  of  such  arrearages,  and  to 
enforce  the  payment  thereof,  and  to  provide  for 
the  sale  of  lands  subjected  to  further  taxation 
and  assessment,"  passed  March  thirtieth,  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  eiglity-six.

1.  In  all  cases  where  lands  have  heretofore  been  v»ii(iny  "t 
sold  by  any  municipality  of  this  State,  under  and  bc>iigbt°t)y" 
by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  act,  to  which  this  moTuMe"' 
act  is  a  further  supplement,  and  the  purchaser  at  i"*"*"- 
such  tax  sale  had  a  mortgage  interest  in  the  prop- 
erty purchased  at  such  sale,  and  such  purchaser 
has  complied  with  all   the  requirements   of  the 
aforesaid     act    and  .  supplements     thereto     and 
amendatory  thereof,  and  deeds  of  conveyance  hav- 
ing heretofore  been  made  and  executed  to  such 
purchasers,  that  all  such  deeds  of  conveyance  and 
the  title  to  the  lands  conveyed  thereby  shall  be 
deemed   to  be  good  and   effectual  in  law,  in   like 
manner  and  of  the  same  force  and  effect  as  if  such 
purchaser  at  the  time  of  the  sale  of  snch  lands  had 
no  mortgage  interest  in  the  lands  purchased. 

2.  All  acts  so  far  as  they  conflict  herewith  be  Rfiwuier. 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed,  and  that  this 
act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

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CHAPTEB  211. 

An  Act  concerning  imprisonment  for  non-payment 
of  taxes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  collector  who  commits  a  person  to  jaU 
shall  give  the  sheriff  or  jailer  thereof  a  certificate, 
signed  by  him,  stating  that  he  has  committed  the 
person  for  non-payment  of  his  tax,  and  for  want 
of  goods  and  chattels  whereof  to  make  a  distress 
and  setting  forth  the  amount  of  tax  and  costs. 
Upon  the  payment  of  the  amount  due  to  the  col- 
lector, he  shall  give  a  certificate  stating  that  the 
tax  and  costs  have  been  paid,  and  directing  his  re- 
lease from  custody,  and  upon  delivery  of  such  cer- 
tificate to  the  sheriff  or  jailer  he  shall  forthwith 
release  the  person  named  therein  from  imprison- 
ment. 

2.  Upon  presentation  of  a  petition,  duly  veri- 
fied, setting  forth  that  the  petitioner  is  in  the  ens- 
tody  of  the  sheriff  or  jailer  of  said  county  for  the 
non-payment  of  a  tax,  that  such  person  is  with- 
out sufficient  goods  and  chattels  whereof  to  make  a 
distress,  and  that  he  is  without  means  of  payment 
of  said  tax  and  costs,  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
shall  thereupon  appoint  a  time  and  place  for  the 
examination  of  the  petitioner,  and  shall  direct  the 
sheriff  or  jailer  to  cause  such  person  to  be  present 
at  snch  examination.  Notice  of  snch  application, 
and  of  the  time  appointed  for  hearing  the  same, 
shall  be  given  to  the  legal  representative  of  the 
municipality  wherein  such  tax  was  levied,  who 
may  be  present  and  be  heard  in  relation  to  snch 
application.  After  the  examination  of  the  peti- 
tioner, the  court  may  order  his  discharge,  or  order 
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hiB  release,  upon  condition  that  he  shall  pay  the 
tax  and  costs  assessed  against  him  in  such  man- 
ner as  the  drcamstances  of  the  case  shall  warrant. 
Any  person  released  upon  condition  that  he  shall  i 
pay  such  tax  and  costs,  who  shall  violate  the  eon-  I 
dition  of  the  order  releasing  him,  may  he  taken 
into  custody  and  kept  in  confinement  until  such  tax 
and  costs  are  paid. 

3.  A  person  committed  for  the  non-payment  of  i 
a  poll  tax  or  a  dog  tax  shall  not  be  detained  in  jail  ' 
for  more  than  fourteen  days. 

4.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  ) 
the  provisions  of  this  act  be  and  the  same  are  here- 
by repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect  immedi- 
ately.

CHAPTER  212. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  reor- 
ganize the  hoards  of  chosen  freeholders  of  the 
several  connties  of  this  State,  reducing  the  mem- 
bership thereof,  fixing  the  salaries,  and  provid- 
ing for  the  election  and  terms  of  office  of  the 
members,  and  also  for  the  appointment  and 
terms  of  office  of  officers  appointed  by  such 
boards"  (Revision  of  1912),  approved  April 
first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  seven  of  an  act  entitled  "Au  act  to 
reorganize  the  boards  of  chosen  freeholders  of  the 
several  counties  of  this  State,  reducing  the  mem- 
bership thereof,  fixing  the  salaries,  and  providing 
for  the  election  and  terms  of  office  of  the  members, 
and  also  for  the  appointment  and  terms  of  office 
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of  officers  appointed  by  aueh  boards"  (Revision  of 
1912),  approved  April  first,  one  thousand  nine  hnn- 
dred  and  twelve,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
amended  to  read  as  follows : 

7.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts,  both  general  and 
special,  inconsistent  with  this  act,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  repealed;  provided,  however,  that  none 
of  the  foregoing  provisions  shall  take  effect  in  any 
county  until  the  same  shall  have  been  adopted  by 
vote  of  the  legal  voters  of  sucli  county,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided.  The  adoption  of  this  act 
shall  be  submitted  to  vote  in  any  county,  at  any 
election  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  or 
at  any  special  election  called  solely  for  the  purpose 
of  submitting  the  question  of  the  adoption  of  this 
act,  or  at  any  special  election  hereafter  held,  for 
any  purpose,  cither  within  the  entire  State  or  in  a 
subdivision  thereof,  not  less  than  the  county,  in 
which  the  question  of  the  adoption  of  this  act  is  to 
be  submitted.  In  order  to  require  the  submission 
of  the  question  of  the  adoption  of  this  act  to  he 
voted  upon  at  any  general  or  special  election,  a 
petition  therefor,  which  shall  be  signed  by  at  least 
five  (5)  per  centum  of  the  qualified  electors  of  sudi 
county  as  evidenced  by  the  total  number  of  votes 
cast  at  the  then  next  preceding  election  for  mem- 
bers of  the  General  Assembly  in  such  county,  sball 
be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  such  county.  Such  peti- 
tion shall  set  forth  whether  or  not  it  is  the  desire 
of  the  petitioners  to  have  the  question  of  the  adop- 
tion of  this  act  submitted  at  the  election  for  mem- 
bers of  tbc  General  Assembly  or  at  a  special  elec- 
tion to  be  called  solely  for  the  parpose  of  submit- 
ting the  question  of  the  adoption  of  this  act,  or  at 
any  special  election  hereafter  held  for  any  pur- 
pose as  hereinbefore  set  forth.  If  the  petitions 
require  the  submission  of  the  question  of  the  adop- 
tion of  this  act  at  a  general  election  for  members 
of  the  General  Assembly,  said  petition  shall  be 
filed  with  the  countv  clerk  of  such  couflty,  at  least 
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ninety  days  before  said  general  election,  and  when 
said  petition  is  so  filed  a  notice  of  the  Bnbmission 
of  the  qaestion  of  the  adoption  of  this  act  shall  be 
included  and  shall  form  a  part  of  and  shall  be 
^ven  in  the  same  manner  as  notice  is  required  to 
be  given  of  elections  for  members  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  there  shall  be  printed  on  each  of-  < 
ficial  ballot  nsed  at  such  general  election,  in  addi-  ' 
tion  to  the  details  that  are  now  required  by  law  to 
be  printed  thereon,  the  following  proposition: 
"Shall  the  act  to  reorganize  the  boards  of  chosen 
freeholders  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State, 
reducing  the  membership  thereof,  fixing  the  sal- 
aries and  providing  for  the  election  and  terms  of 
office  of  the  members,  and  also  for  the  appoint- 
ment and  terms  of  office  of  officers  appointed  by 
such  boards"  (Revision  of  1912),  approved  April 
first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve,  be 
adopted!"  If  the  petition  shall  require  a  special  ; 
election  to  be  held,  the  county  clerk  of  such  county  ! 
shall  give  notice  of  a  special  election  to  be  held  on 
the  fijfth  Tuesday  following  the  date  of  filing  of 
such  petition ;  provided,  however,  that  if  such  Tues-  j 
day  falls  on  a  legal  holiday  then  in  that  case  the 
election  shall  be  called  for  the  sixth  Tuesday  fol- 
lowing the  date  of  filing  of  said  petition.  The  : 
county  clerk  of  the  county  in  which  such  petition  ] 
is  filed  shall  give  notice  to  the  clerk  of  every  mu- 
nicipality within  the  county,  within  five  days  after 
the  filing  of  said  petition,  under  his  hand  and  seal, 
that  such  petition  has  been  filed  in  his  office  and 
that  a  special  election  will  be  called  on  the  date  re- 
quired in  this  a.ct,  for  the  purpose  of  submitting 
the  question  of  the  adoption  of  this  act,  and  that 
within  five  days  after  the  receipt  of  such  notice,  by 
the  clerk  of  any  municipality,  said  clerk  shall  put 
up  or  cause  to  be  put  up  and  posted  an  advertise- 
ment in  at  least  five  of  the  most  public  places  with- 
in the  municipality,  which  advertisement  shall 
make  known  the  time  and  place  and  the  purpose 
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of  holdiag  such  election,  and  that  the  board  of  elec- 
tions of  such  mnnicipality  will  meet  on  the  Tues- 
day preceding  eaid  election  for  the  purpose  of  cor- 
recting and  revising  the  registry  list  of  such  mu- 
nicipality. Said  notice  shall  be  signed  by  such 
clerk,  and  he  shall,  in  addition  thereto,  at  least  ten 
days  preceding  the  said  special  election,  cause 
notice  to  be  published  in  not  more  than  two  of  the 
newspapers  published  in  the  county  wherein  such 
municipality  is  situate,  setting  forth  the  time, 
place  and  purpose  of  such  election,  and  that  the 
board  of  elections  of  such  municipaiity  will  meet  on 
the  Tuesday  preceding  said  election  for  the  purpose 
of  correcting  and  revising  the  registry  list  of  such 
municipality.  The  county  clerk  shall,  within  five 
days  after  he  has  issued  the  call  for  such  special 
election  to  the  municipal  clerks,  notify  the  board  of 
elections  of  the  county,  of  such  special  election, 
and  the  date  on  which  such  special  election  shall  be 
held,  and  the  board  of  elections  shall  immediately 
direct  the  members  of  the  various  boards  of  elec- 
tion for  the  several  municipalities  in  such  county 
to  meet  on  the  Tuesday  preceding  the  date  of  such 
special  election  for  the  purpose  of  revising  the  reg- 
istry lists  to  be  used  at  such  special  election,  and 
such  boards  shall  use  for  the  purpose  of  such  spe- 
cial election  the  register  of  voters,  within  such  mu- 
nicipality, used  at  the  general  election  next  pre- 
ceding the  holding  of  such  special  election,  and 
they  shall  revise  and  correct  the  same  by  adding 
thereto  the  names  of  all  persons  entitled  to  vote 
within  such  municipality  at  said  special  election, 
who  shall  appear  in  person  before  them  and  estab- 
lish to  the  satisfaction  of  the  majority  of  the  board 
that  they  are  entitled  to  vote  at  such  election.

"Shall  the  act  to  reorganize  the  boards  of  chosen 
freeholders  of  the  several  counties  of  this  State, 
reducing  the  membership  thereof,  fixing  the  sal- 
aries and  providing  for  the  election  and  terms  of 
office  of  the  members,  and  also  for  the  appoint- 
ment and  terms  of  office  of  the  officers  appointed 
by  such  boards"  (Kevision  of  1912),  approved 
April  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  twelve, 
be  adopted?"  The  said  county  clerk  shall  deliver 
said  ballots  to  each  clerk  of  every  municipality 
within  the  county  at  least  two  days  before  the  date 
of  such  special  election.  No  special  election  shall 
be  held  after  the  first  day  of  August  of  each  year. 
The  legal  voters  of  such  county  shall  either  at  the 
general  election  for  members  of  the  General  As- 
sembly or  any  special  election  at  which  the  ques-

tion of  this  act,  but  not  otherwise,  this  act  shall 
take  effect  in  each  county  so  voting,  immediately.

vote  for  the  disbursement  of  public  moneys,  in 
excess  of  the  appropriation  respectively  to  any 
such  board  or  committee;  or  which  board  or  com- 
mittee, or  any  member  thereof,  who  shall  incur 
obligations  in  excess  of  the  appropriation  and 
limit  of  expenditure  provided  by  law  for  the  pur-

inspectors  are  or  may  be  appointed  to  inspect  any 
pnblic  work  or  improvement  authorized  and  or- 
dered to  be  done  by  any  common  council,  board  of 
aldermen  or  other  governing  body  in  said  cities, 
all  such  inspectors  shall  hereafter  be  appointed 
by  the  said  common  council,  board  of  aldermen  or 
other  governing  body  in  the  same  maner  in  which 
other  subordinate  officers  are  or  may  be  appointed 
in  any  such  city;  but  said  appointment  shall  apply 
only  to  the  particular  public  work  or  improvement 
designated  in  the  resolution  naming  said  inspec- 
tor, and  his  term  of  office  shall  cease  upon  the  com-  i 
pletion  of  the  said  public  work  or  improvement 
unless  sooner  terminated  by  the  said  common 
council,  board  of  aldermen  or  other  governing 
body. 

2.  That  the  compensation  to  be  paid  to  said  in-  ' 
specters  shall  be  fixed  at  the  time  of  the  appoint- 
ment by  the  said  common  council,  board  of  alder- 
men, or  other  governing  body;  said  inspectors  so 
appointed  shall  possess  the  same  qualifications 
and  be  subject  to  the  same  regulations  and  liabili- 
ties as  now  or  may  hereafter  be  provided  by  law; 
any  such  inspector  may  in  the  discretion  of  the 
said  common  council,  board  of  aldermen  or  other 
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governing  body,  be  at  any  time  removed  from 
office.

CHAPTER  222. 

All  Act  to  regulate  the  practice  of  optometry,  to 
license  optometrists,  and  to  punish  persons  vio- 
lating the  provisions  thereof. 

Be  it  exacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  practice  of  optometry  is  ht'feby  defined 
to  be  the  employment  of  any  means,  other  than 
the  use  of  drugs,  for  the  measurement  of  the  pow- 
ers of  viKion  and  the  adaptation  of  lenses  for  the 
aid  thereof. 

2.  There  is  hereby  created  a  board  to  be  known 
and  styled  the  New  Jersey  State  Board  of  Opto- 
metrists. Said  board  shall  consist  of  five  persons, 
who  shall  possess  sufficient  knowledge  of  theo- 
retical and  practical  optics  to  practice  optometry, 
and  wlio  shall  have  been  residents  of  this  State 
actually  engaged  in  the  practice  of  optometry  for 
at  least  five  yeans.  The  term  of  each  member  of 
said  board  shall  be  three  years,  or  until  his  suc- 
cessor is  appointed  and  shall  have  qualified;  and 
vacancies  shall  be  filled  for  the  unexpired  term 
only;  but  in  tile  original  appointment  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  board,  two  shall  be  appointed  for  the 
term  of  one  year,  two  for  two  years,  and  one  for 
three  years,  from  July  1st,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  fourteen.     Said  board  shall  be  appointwl 
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by  the  Governor  of  this  State,  on  or  before  July 
first,  one  tboasand  nine  hundred  and  fonrteen, 
and  annually  thereafter  as  vacancies  occur  in  the 
membership  of  said  board  they  shall  be  filled  by 
the  Governor. 

3.  The  members  of  said  board  shall,  before  en-  o,th. 
tering  upon  the  discharge  of  their   dnties,   and 
withm  thirty  days  after  their  appointment,  take 

and  subscribe  an  oath  before  any  officer  author- 
ized to  administer  oaths  in  this  State,  for  the 
faithful  performance  of  duty,  and  file  the  same 
with  the  Secretary  of  State;  thev  shall  annually  or,«nii«uun. 
elect  from  their  number  a  president  and  secre- 
tary, who  shall  also  be  treasurer,  each  of  whom 
shall  hold  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  suc- 
cessor shall  have  been  duly  elected  and  shall  have 
qualified ;  the  secretary  and  treasurer  shall  receive 
sneh  compensation  for  his  services  as  may  be  de- 
termined by  the  board,  and  shall  ^ve  a  bond  for 
the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties,  in  such  sum 
as  the  said  board  may  determine. 

4.  Said  board  shall  make  such  rules  and  repu-  ^^^J^ 
lations,  not  inconsistent  with  the  law,  as  may  be 
necessary  for  the  proper  performance  of  its  du- 
ties; any  member  of  the  board  may,  upon  being 

duly  designated  by  the  board,  or  a  majority  there- 
of, administer  oaths  or  take  testimony  concerning 
any  matter  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  board; 
the  board  shall  adopt  a  seal,  and  the  secretary  bwi. 
shall  have  the  care  and  custody  thereof,  and  shall 
keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings  of  the  board, 
which  shall  be  open  to  public  examination. 

5.  Provisions  shall  be  made  by  the  said  board  ?f^™!Sj 
for  holding  examinations  of  applicants  for  regis- 
tration to  practice  optometry,  at  least  twice  in 

each  year,  if  there  shall  be  any  such  applicantB. 

6.  Every   person  desiring  to    commence  or   to   appii«««o" 
continue  the  practice  of  optometry  after  January  ^  ""' 
first,  one  thonsand'  nine  hundred  and  fifteen,  ex- 
cept as  hereinafter  provided,  shall  file  with  the 
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secretary  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Board  of  Op- 
tometrists, upon  blanks  to  be  fnmiBhed  by  said 
secretary,  an  application,  verified  by  oath,  stating 

"■  therein  that  such  applicant  is  more  than  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  of  good  moral  character,  has  a 
preliminary  education  equivalent  to  at  least  two 
years  in  a  high  school  of  this  State,  and  has  also 
studied  at  least  three  years  in  a  registered  op- 
tometrist's office,  or  has  graduated  from  a  school 
of  optometry  maintaimng  a  standard  satisfactoi^ 
to  said  board,  or  has  practiced  as  a  registered 
optometrist  for  two  full  years  outside  of  Gas 
State,  and  shall  take  an  esamination  before  said 
hoard  to  detemmie  his  qualifications  therefor.   If 

oi  the  examination  of  any  applicant  for  registration 
shall  be  satisfactory  to  the  majority  of  the  board, 
he  shall  receive  from  said  board  a  certificate  of 
re^stration  authorizing  him  to  practice  optome- 

'-  try,  but  any  person  who  shall,  prior  to  January 
first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifteen,  snb- 
mit  to  the  board  satisfactory  proof  as  to  his  char- 
acter, competency  and  qualifications,  and  that  he 
has  been  continnonsly  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
optometry  in  this  State  for  more  than  two  yean 
next  prior  to  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  receive 
a  certificate  of  registration,  which  shall  entitle  hint 

of  to  practice  optometry  under  this  act.  All  exam- 
ination papers  shall  be  deposited  in  the  State 
Library  in  the  Capitol  building,  and  they  shall  re- 
main there  for  a  period  of  one  year,  at  the  ex- 
piration of  which  time  they  shall  be  destroyed, 
and  they  shall  be  prima  fade  evidence  of  all  ma^ 
ters  therein  contained. 

7.  The  fee  for  such  examination  shall  be  fifteen 
dollars;  for  a  certificate  of  registration,  ten  dol- 
lars; to  be  paid  to  the  secretary  of  the  board  by 
the  applicant  upon  filing  his  application  and  re- 
ceiving his  certificate,  respectively,  and  constitute 
a  fund  for  expenses  made  necessary  by  this  act 

8.  Before  any  certificate  is  issued  it  shall  be 
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nnmbered  and  recorded  in  a  book  kept  in  the  office 
of  the  board,  and  its  nmnbers  shall  be  noted  upon 
the  certificate,  A  photograph  of  the  person  reg- 
istered shall  be  filed  with  the  record.  In  all  legal 
proceedings  the  record  and  photograph  bo  kept 
in  the  office  of  the  board,  or  certified  copies  there- 
of, shall  be  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  facts 
therein  stated. 

9.  Every  person  to  whom  a  certificate  of  regis-  oewuiMU 
tration  shall  be  issued  shall  file  the  same  for  the  «wdJ  ciirt 
purpose  of   registration,   with-  the  clerk  of  the 

county  in  whi<di  he  resides,  and  also  with  the  clerk 
of  each  other  county  wherein  he  shall  then  prac- 
tice or  thereafter  commence  the  practice  of  optome- 
try, and   said  clerk  shall  enter  a  memorandum  coonu  ntoi 
thereof,  giving  the  date  of  said  certificate,  with    ""' 
the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  the  same  is  is- 
sued, the  number  thereof,  and  the  date  of  said  fil- 
ing, in  a  book  to  be  kept  by  him  for  that  purpose, 
and  shall   retnm'  said   certificate   to   the   owner 
thereof,  and  for  which  registry  the  said  county 
clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  from 
each  person  registering  the  sum  of  one  dollar ;  and 
each    county  clerk  in  the    counties  of  this    State  ^™^ 
shall,  upon  the  last  day  of  December  of  each  year,  io'»MMt.r, 
furnish  to  the  secretary  of  the  New  Jersey  State  "'  "'*"'■ 
Board  of  Optometrists  a  list  of  all  the  certificates 
of  said  board  filed  as  aforesaid  in  his  office  during 
the  previous  year,  and  upon  notice  to  him  of  the 
change  of  location  or  death  of  the  person  so  regis- 
tered, or  of  the  revocation  of  said  certificate,  said 
county  clerk  shall  enter  at  the  appropriate  place 
in  the  book  so  kept  by  him  a  memorandum  of  said 
fact. 

10.  Every   person   practidng   optometry   must  ^^^ 
also  display  his  certificate  in  a  conspicuous  place  ■■•''ainM. 
in  the  principal  office  wherein  he  practices  optome- 
try,   and,  whenever  required,    exhibit  such    cer- 
tificate to  said  board  or  its  authorized  representa- 
tives.   And  whenever  practicing  said  profession 
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of  optometry  outside  of  or  away  from  said  oflBce 
or  place  of  basiness,  he  shall  deliver  to  each  cus- 
tomer or  person  so  fitted  with  glasses  a  bill  of 
purchase,  which  shall  ccmtain  his  signature,  home 
post-office  address  and  the  number  of  his  cer- 
tificate. 

11.  The  board  shall  have  power  to  revoke  any 
certificate  of  registration  granted  by  it  under  thi 
act  the  holder  of  which  ia  guilty  of  any  fraud  or 
deceit  in  his  practice,  has  been  convicted  of  crime, 
or  is  an  habitual  drunkard  or  grossly  incompetent 
to  practice  optometry.  Proceedings  for  revoca- 
tion of  a  certificate  shall  be  begun  by  filing  with 
the  New  Jersey  State  Board  of  Optometrists  a 
written  charge  or  charges  against  the  accused. 
These  charges  may  be  preferred  by  any  person  or 
corporation,  or  the  board  may,  on  its  own  motion, 
direct  its  secretary  to  prefer  said  charges. 

12.  When  charges  are  preferred,  the  New  Jer- 
sey State  Board  of  Optometrists,  or  a  majority 
thereof,  shall  hear  and  determine  said  charges; 
for  such  purpose  the  said  board,  or  a  majority 
thereof,  shall  have  the  powers  of  a  coart  of  record 
sitting  in  the  county  in  which  its  meeting  shall  be 
held,  to  issue  subpoenas  and  to  compel  the  attend- 
ance and  testimony  of  witnesses.  A  time  and 
place  for  the  hearing  of  said  charges,  within  the 
countji^  in  which  the  accused  was  .last  known  to 
practice,  shall  be  fixed  by  said  board  as  soon  as 
convenient,  and  a  copy  of  the  charges,  togetlier 
vritb  a  notice  of  the  time  and  place  when  they  will 
be  heard  and  determined,  shall  be  served  upon  the 
accused  or  his  counsel  at  least  twenty  days  before 
the  date  actually  fixed  for  said  hearing;  the  ac- 
cused shall  be  entitled  to  the  subpoena  of  the  board 
for  his  witnesses.  Where  personal  service  or 
service  upon  counsel  cannot  be  affected,  and  sach 
fact  is  certified  on  oath,  the  board  shall  cause  to 
be  published  for  at  least  seven  times,  for  at  least 
twenty  days  prior  to  the  hearing  in  two  daily 
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papers  in  the  connty  in  which  the  optometrist  was 
last  known  to  practice,  a  notice  to  the  effect  that 
at  a  definite  time  and  place  a  hearing  will  be  held 
for  the  purpose  of  hearing  charges  against  the  op- 
tometrist upon  an  application  to  revoke  his  cer- 
tificate. At  said  hearing  the  accused  shall  have  siunuia 
the  right  to  cross-examine  the  witnesses  against  '"""" 
him  and  to  produce  witnesses  in  his  defense,  and 
to  appear  personally  or  by  cotinsel. 

13.  The  said  board  shall  reduce  its  findings  to  UMnim™ 
writing,  to  be  signed  by  all  the  members  who  have  SS^iliiT. 
heard  said  charges.     If  the  board  shall  unani- 
mously find  that  said  charges,  or  any  of  them,  are 
sustained,  the  board  may  thereupon,  in  its  discre- 

lion,  revoke  said  certificate  of  registration. 

14.  If  the  board  shall  revoke  such  certificate  it  coontr  Bietk'» 
shall  forthwith  transmit  to  the  clerk  of  the  county  T 
or  counties  in  which  said  accused  is  registered  as 
an  optometrist,  a  certificate  under  its  seal  certi- 
fying that  such  certificate  of  registration  has  been 
revoked,  and  said  clerk  shall,  upon  receipt  of  said 
certificate,  file  the  same  and  forthwith  mark  said 
registration  "certificate  revoked," 

15.  No  person  shall  practice  optometry  after  "^^_ 
his  resignation  has  been  marked  "certificate  re- 
voked." 

16.  Any  person  whose  certificate  shall  be  re-  f^i"' 
fused   or  revoked  by   said  board  shall  have    the 
right  to  appeal  by  certiorari  to  the  Supreme  Court 

for  a  review  of  such  action,  and  the  Supreme  Court 
is  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  review 
9nd  correct  the  action  of  said  board,  and  the  said 
board  shall  forthwith  carry  out  the  judgment  of 
the  Supreme  Court  on  such  review. 

17.  Where  the  certificate  of  registration  of  any  i»m«  of  n™ 
person  has  been  revoked,  as  herein  provided,  the  titer 
board  may,  after  the  expiration  of  one  year,  en-  "^™"™- 
tertain  an  application  for  a  new  certificate  in  like 
manner  as  original  applications  for  certificates  are 
entertained;   and   upon  such  new  application  it 
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may,  in  its  discretion,  exempt  the  applicant  from 
the  necessity  of  undergoing  any  examination. 

18.  The  expense  of  said  board  and  of  the  officers 
thereof,  and  of  the  examination  held  by  said  board, 
and  of  any  other  matter  in  connection  with  the 
provisions  of  this  act,  shall  be  paid  from  the  reg- 
istration fees  above  provided  for;  in  do  case  shall 
any  of  such  expense  be  paid  by  the  State  of  New 
Jerey  or  be  a  charge  against  said  State. 

19.  An  itemized  account  of  all  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  said  board  shall  be  kept  by  its 

'  secretary,  and  a  detailed  report  thereof,  each 
year  ending  with  the  thirtieth  day  of  November, 
duly  verified  by  the  affidavit  of  the  said  secretary, 
shall  be  filed  with  the  Secretary  of  State  withm 
ten  days  thereafter,  the  Secretary  of  said  State 
to  be  paid  snch  fees  therefor  as  are  now  paid  for 
filing  similar  papers  in  his  office. 

20.  The  members  of  the  board  shall  be  entitled 
to  reimbursement  for  their  traveling  and  hotel 
expenses,  incurred  in  pursuance  of  their  dutira, 
not  to  exceed  ten  dollars  per  diem  for  each  mem- 
ber of  the  said  board. 

21.  No  person  not  a  holder  of  a  certificate  duly 
issued  to  him  and  filed  as  above  provided  shall, 
after  January  first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  fourteen,  practice  optometry  within  ■  this 
State.  No  person  shall  falsely  personate  a  reps- 
tered  optometrist  of  a  like  or  different  name,  nor 
buy,  sell  or  fraudulently  obtain  a  certificate  issued 
to  another.  Practicing  or  offering  to  practice  op- 
tometry, or  the  public  representation  of  being 
qualified  to  practice  the  same  by  any  person  not 
authorized  to  practice  optometry,  shall  be  snt- 
ficient  evidence  of  a  violation  of  this  act. 

22.  Any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  act 
shall  be  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall  be  pnnished  by 
a  fine  of  not  less  than  fifty  dollars  nor  more  than 
two  hundred  dollars,  or  by  imprisonment  for  not 
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less  than  thirty  daja,  or  not  more  than  six  months, 
or  by  both  fine  and  impriBonment. 

23.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  construed  to  Act- how 
apply  to  duly  licensed  physieians  anthorized  to  ™''*™^ 
practice  medicine  nnder  the  laws  of  the  State  of 

New  Jersey,  nor  to  persons  who  neither  practice 
nor  profess  to  practice  optometry,  who  sell  spec- 
tacles, eyeglasses  or  lenses  either  on  prescription 
from  such  physician  or  from  duly  qualified  op- 
tometrists, or  as  merchandise  from  permanently 
located  and  established  places  of  business. 

24.  Nothing  contained  in  this  act  shall  author-  thim  not 
ize,  empower,  or  confer  upon  any  person  practie-  '""''*'^- 
ing  optometry,  the  right  to  add,  &mx,  or  attach  to 

his  or  her  name,  the  title,  designation,  character 

or  letters  of  M.  D.,  surgeon,   doctor,  opthalmolo- 

gist,  or  to  indicate  in  any  wa^  that  he  or  she  is 

engaged  in  the  treatment  of  injuries  of  the  human 

eye,  or  to  use  any  therapeutic  measures  or  agencies 

other  than  glasses  for  the  treatment  of  the  human  to  p»«Tibe 

eye,  except  he  or  she  is  authorized  to  do  so  by  the  ''"""  "'' 

board,  body,  or  persons  now  empowered  by  law 

to  award  such  nght  or  title;  provided,  however,  Pmim>. 

that  any  person  violating  the  provisions  hereof 

shall  he  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor. 

25.  This  act  shall  take  effect  Immediately. 
Approved  April  17,  1914. 
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CHAPTER  223. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  *'An  act  to  estab- 
lish a  thorough  and  efficient  system  of  free  pub- 
lic schools,  and  to  provide  for  the  maintenance, 
support  and  management  thereof,"  approved 
October  nineteenth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  three. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 
1.  Definition. 

(a)  "Supervisor  of  school  exemption  certifi- 
cates," as  used  in  this  act,  shall  mean  any  super- 
intendent of  schools,  supervising  principal,  prin- 
cipal or  teacher  of  any  school  district  who  shall 
be  designated  by  the  board  of  education  in  that 
district  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

(b)  "Age  and  schooling  certificate,"  as  used  in 
this  act,  shall  mean  a  certificate  granted  by  the 
supervisor  of  school  exemption  certificates,  and 
such  certificate,  when  granted,  pursuant  to  this 
act,  shall  authorize  the  holder  thereof  to  cease  at- 
tending school  when  employed  in. some  occupation 
lawful  for  children  nnder  sixteen  years  of  age. 

(c)  "Age  and  working  certificate,"  as  used  in 
this  act,  shall  mean  a  certificate  granted  by  the 
supervisor  of  school  exemption  certificates,  pur- 
suant to  section  thirteen  of  this  act,  which  certifi- 
cate, when  granted,  shall  not  exempt  the  child  from 

'  attendance  at  school,  but  shall  allow  such  child  to 
secure  certain  employment  in  the  open  air,  which 
employment  shall  be  lawful  for  children  under 
fourteen  years  of  age, 

(d)  "Employer's  certificate,"  as  used  in  this 
act,  shall  mean  a  certificate  setting  forth  the  fact 
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that  a  child  has  secured  employment,  as  provided 
in  section  twelve  of  this  act. 

2.  Every  parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  hav-  J^|^ 
ing  custody  and  control  of  a  child  between  the  ages 

of  seven  and  sixteen  years,  shall  cause  such  cMld 
regularly  to  attend  a  day  school  in  which  at  least 
reading,  writing,  spelling,  English  grammar, 
arithmetic  and  geography  are  taught  in  the  Eng- 
lish language  by  a  competent  teacher,  or  to  re- 
ceive equivalent  instruction  elsewhere  than  at 
school,  unless  such  child  is  above  the  age  of  four- 
teen years,  has  been  granted  an  age  and  schooling 
certificate,  and  is  regularly  and  lawfully  employed 
in  some  useful  occupation  or  service.  Such  regu- 
lar attendance  shall  be  during  all  the  days  and 
hours  that  the  public  schools  are  in  session  in  said 
school  district,  unless  it  shall  be  shown  to  the  sat- 
isfaction of  the  board  of  education  of  said  school 
district  that  the  mental  or  bodily  condition  of  the 
child  is  such  as  to  prevent  his  or  her  attendance  at 
school. 

3.  Age  and  schooling  certificates  and  age  and  certiflatx 
working  certificates  may  be  granted  by  the  super-  '"iSit.uo'J. 
visor  of  school  exemption  certificates  in  the  school 
district  in  which  the  child  resides,  on  the  applica- 
tion in  person  of  the  parent,  guardian  or  custo- 
dian of  the  child  for  whom  such  certificate  is 
desired. 

4.  Every  child  under  the  age  of  sixteen  years  AiteDdanc* 
who  is  not  regularly  and  lawfully  employed  in  any  "  *^°*'' 
useful  occupation  or  service,  shall  not  be  exempt 

from  attendance  at  school. 

5.  For  the  purpose  of  this  act,  evidence  that  the  mot  oi  >««. 
child  is  at  least  fourteen  years  of  age  shall  consist 

of  one  of  the  following  proofs  of  age,  and  shall  be 
required  in  the  order  herein  designated,  as 
follows ; 

(a)  A  duly  attested  transcript  of  the  birth  cer-  J|"*^''*^ 
tificate  filed  according  to  law  with  a  registrar  of  cu.  ** 
vital  statistics  or  other  officer  charged  with  the 
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duty  of  recording  births,  which  certificate  shall  be 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  age  of  such  child. 

(b)  A  passport,  or  a  duly  attested  transcript  of 
a  certificate  of  baptism  showing  the  date  of  birth, 
and  place  of  baptism  of  the  chUd. 

(c)  In  case  the  proofs  required  by  paragraphs 
(a)  or  (b)  cannot  be  produced,  such  other  docn- 
mentary  evidence  of  age  as  shall  be  satisfactory  to 
the  officer  issning  the  certificate  (except  the  school 
record  of  the  child  or  the  affidavit  of  the  parent, 
guardian,  or  other  person  having  control  of  such 
child)  may  be  accepted,  duly  attested,  as  proof  of 
age,  in  the  discretion  of  the  officer  issuing  the  cer- 
tificate. 

(d)  In  case  no  documentary  proof  of  age  can  be 
produced  the  officer  authorized  to  issue  the  cer- 
tificate may  receive  and  file  an  application  for  a 
physician's  certificate  signed  by  the  parent,  guard- 
ian or  other  person  having  control  of  the  child  for 
whom  the  application  is  made.  Such  application 
shall  contain  the  name,  alleged  age,  place  and  dat^ 
of  birth,  and  present  residence  of  the  child,  to- 
gether with  su<5i  further  facts  as  may  be  of  assist- 
ance in  determining  the  age  of  such  child,  and  shall 
also  contain  a  statement  certifying  that  the  per- 
son signing  such  application  is  unable  to  produce 
any  of  the  documentary  evidence  specified  in  para- 
graphs (a),  (b)  or  (c).  Within  sixty  days  after 
the  date  of  the  filing  of  such  application  a  careful 
investigation  shall  be  made  as  to  the  truth  of  the 
facta  set  forth  in  said  application,  and  if  no  facts 
shall  appear  tending  to  discredit  or  contradict  any 
material  statement  in  the  application,  the  officer 
authorized  to  issue  the  certificate  may  direct  the 
child  to  appear,  at  a  time  and  place  to  be  desig- 
nated by  him,  for  physical  examination  without  re- 
moval of  clothing  by  a  medical  inspector  employed 
by  the  board  of  education  of  the  school  district  in 
which  said  cluld  resides.  In  case  said  medical  in- 
spector shall  certify  in  writing  that  he  has  exam- 
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ined  Baid  child,  and  that,  in  his  opinion,  such  child 
is  at  least  fourteen  years  of  age,  such  officer  shall, 
for  the  purpose  of  this  act,  accept  the  certificate 
of  said  medical  inspector,  as  sufficient  proof  of  the 
age  of  said  child.  The  officer  issuing  the  certificate  p»(««i»  ■* 
shall  require  the  evidence  of  age  specified  in  para-  J?  ^™" 
graph  (a)  in  preference  to  that  specified  in  any 
sul^equent  paragraph,  and  shall  not  accept  the 
evidence  of  age  specified  hy  any  paragraph  other 
than  paragraph  (a)  unless  there  shall  be  filed  in 
his  office,  in  addition  thereto,  an  affidavit  of  the 
parent,  guardian,  or  other  person  having  control 
of  the  child,  showing  that  no  evidence  of  age  speci- 
fied in  an^  paragraph  preceding  that  specified  in 
the  affidavit  can  he  produced.  Said  affidavit  shall 
also  contain  the  age,  date  and  place  of  birth,  when 
and  where  baptized  and  present  residence  of  the 
child. 

6.  All  oaths,  affirmations  and  affidavits  required  Adminiiunin 
to  be  made  or  taken  in  any  proceeding  had  pursu- 
ant to  this  act  in  an  application  for  an  age  and 
schooling  certificate,  or  age  and  working  certifi- 
cate shall  be  t^en  by  the  supervisor  of  school 
exemption  certificates  and  the  said  supervisor  of 

school  exemption  certificates  is  hereby  granted 
the  power  to  administer  oaths  and  take  affidavits 
and  affirmation  in  all  such  proceedings  held  pur- 
suant to  this  act.  Any  person  who  shall  swear  or  perJorr. 
affirm  falsely  at  any  hearing  or  any  proceeding 
taken  pursuant  to  this  act  to  an  application  for 
an  age  and  schooling  certificate  or  age  and  work- 
ing certificate,  or  shall  sign  and  swear  or  affirm  to 
any  affidavit  containing  a  false  statement  to  be 
used  in  any  such  proceeding,  shall  be  guilty  of 
committing  perjury  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  be  fined  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  p™«'tr- 
or  imprisoned  with  or  without  hard  labor  as  the 
court  may  direct  for  any  time  not  to  exceed  three 
years,  or  both.  ^ii  .ppucnu 

7.  Before  granting  any  age  and  schooling  cer-  ^S^"^ 
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tificate  or  age  and  working  eertifioate  the  child 
shall  appear  before  a  medical  inspector  employed 
by  the  board  of  education  who  shall  examine  said 
cnild  and  Hie  with  the  sapervisor  of  school  exemp- 
tion certificates  a  certihcate  signed  by  said  medical 
inspector  describing  the  physical  condition  of  said 
child  and  certifying  as  to  whether  such  child  has 
the  normal  development  of  a  child  of  its  age  and 
is  of  sufiiciently  sound  health  and  physically  able 
to  be  employed  in  any  of  the  occupations  in  which 
a  child  between  fourteen  and  sixteen  years  of  age 
may  legally  be  employed. 

8.  No  age  and  schooling  certificate  shall  be 
issued  until  there  shall  have  been  filed,  with  the 
ofldcer  authorized  to  issue  the  same,  satisfactory 
proof  that  the  child  for  whom  such  certificate  is 
requested  has  regularly  attended  a  pubUc  school, 
or  has  received  instruction  equivalent  to  that  pro- 
vided in  the  pubhc  schools,  for  a  period  of  not  less 
than  one  hundred  and  thirty  days  during  the 
twelve  months  next  preceding  the  date  of  the  ap- 
plication for  such  certificate,  is  able  to  read  intel- 
ligently and  write  legibly  simple  sentences  in  the 
English  language,  has  completed  a  course  of  study 
equivalent  to  five  yearly  grades  in  reading,  writ- 
ing, spelling,  English  language  and  geography,  is 
familiar  with  the  fun(&mental  operations  of 
arithmetic,  up  to  and  including  simple  fractions, 
and  that  such  child  is  able  to  perform  the  work  in 
which  he  or  she  may  be  lawfully  employed. 

9.  Satisfactory  proof  on  behalf  of  a  child  apply- 
ing for  an  age  and  schooling  certificate  pursuant 
to  the  provisions  of  this  act  having  been  produced 
as  to  Uie  age,  physical  condition  and  schooUng  of 
said  child,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  supervisor  of 
school  exemption  certificates  to  Issue  in  accordance 
with  section  three  of  this  act  an  age  and  schooling 
certificate  to  said  child,  dated  on  the  day  it  is 
issued  and  signed  by  the  person  issning  the  same, 
which  certificate  shall  state  the  color,  name,  sex, 
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date  and  place  of  birth,  residence,  color  of  hair 
and  eyes,  height,  weight,  and  any  distingaishing 
facial  marks  of  the  child,  and  Bbatl  contain  a  state- 
ment that  the  proofs  of  age,  education  and  physical 
condition  required  by  this  act  have  been  filed  with 
the  officer  issuing  the  certificate,  and  that  the  child 
named  in  the  certificate  has  personally  appeared 
before  the  medical  inspector  and  been  examined. 
Every  such  certificate  shall  be  signed  in  the  pres- 
ence of  the  supervisor  of  school  exemption  cer- 
tificates by  the  child  in  whose  name  it  is  issued  or 
other  person  having  custody  and  control  of  such 
chUd. 

10.  Every  supervisor  of  school  exemption  cer-  JjJSa'.a.'"""' 
tificates  issuing  an  age  and  schooling  certificate  or 
an  age  and  worMng  certificate  shall  send  immedi- 
ately to  the  Departaient  of  Labor  at  Trenton  the 
original  papers  upon  which  said  certificate  was 
granted.    Said    department    shall    examine    said 
papers  and  promptly  return  them  to  the  super- 
visor of  school  exemption-  certificates,  who  shall 
file  them  in  his  office.    Whenever  there  is  reason  Action  of 
to  believe  that  an  age  and  schooling  certificate  or  JJop.S     "^ 
an  age   and  working  certificate  was   improperly  "'°^' 
issued  the  Commissioner  of  Labor  shall  notify  the 
Commissioner  of  Education  and  the  board  of  edu- 
cation of  the  school  district  in  which  said  certifi- 
cate was  issued.    The  board  of  education  of  said 
district  may  cancel  any  age  and  schooling  certifi- 
cate or  any  age  and  working  certificate  issued  by 
it  and  shall  cancel  the  same  whf^n  directed  so  to  do 
by  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

H.  The  supervisor  of  school  exemption  certifi-  {^^[J,^, 
cates  shall  keep  a  record  of  every  such  certificate  ^ept- 
issued  by  him  giving  all  the  facts  contained  in  such 
certificate,  and  also  a  record  of  the  name  and  ad- 
dress of  every  child  to  whom  a  certificate  has  been 
refused,  together  with  the  name  or  number  of  the 
school  which  such  child  should  attend,  and  the  rea- 
son for  refusal. 
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12,  The  snpervisor  of  school  exemption  certifi- 
cates shall  give  to  each  child  to  whom  an  age  and 
schooling  certificate  is  isBued  a  blank  form  of 
"employer's  certificate"  which  shall  be  filled  In 
by  the  person  employing  said  child,  setting  forth 
the  nature  of  the  work  tiie  child  is  to  do,  the  date 
the  child  starts  work,  and  also  the  salary  a  week 
to  be  paid  the  child,  which  form,  correctly  filled 
out,  shall  within  two  days,  be  sarrendered  or  re- 
turned by  the  person,  firm  or  corporation  employ- 
ing said  child  to  the  supervisor  of  school  exemp- 
tion certificates  of  the  district  in  which  the  child 
resides.  The  child,  upon  securing  employment, 
shall  surrender  the  age  and  schooling  certificate 
to  his  employer  who  shall  retain  said  certificate 
during  the  time  said  child  is  in  his  employ;  said 
employer  shall,  within  two  days  after  the  child  is 
discharged  or  ceases  to  work  for  him,  surrender 
or  return  the  age  and  schooling  certificate  to  the 
supervisor  of  school  exemption  certificates  of  the 
school  district  in  which  said  child  resides,  who 
shall  file  the  same  in  his  office  and  keep  said  cer- 
tificate until  such  time  as  the  child  shall  again  se- 
cure employment.  If,  however,  said  employer  does 
not  know  or  cannot  find  the  location  of  said  child's 
residence,  he  shall  surrender  or  deliver  the  age 
and  schooling  certificate  to  the  supervisor  of  school 
exemption  certificates  for  the  district  in  which  the 
business  of  the  employer  was  located,  and  said 
supervisor  of  school  exemption  certificates  shall 
make  inquiry  and  search  for  said  child,  and  if  he 
cannot  find  where  said  child  resides,  he  shall  re- 
turn the  certificate  to  the  anpervisor  of  school  ex- 
emption certificates  who  issued  the  same. 

Whenever  a  child  shall  find  other  employment 
it  shall  apply  to  the  supervisor  of  school  exemp 
tion  certificates  of  the  school  district  in  which  said 
child  lives  for  the  return  of  the  age  and  schooling 
certificate,  together  with  a  blank  form  of  employ- 
er's certificate,  and  the  employer  shall  retain  and 
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file  in  his  office  said  age  and  schooling  certificate, 
and  fill  in  and  return  the  employer's  certificate  as 
provided  above.  Any  person,  the  members  of  any  p«.itr. 
firm  or  the  officers  or  agents  of  any  corporation 
failing  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  this  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  to 
be  a  disorderly  person  or  persona,  and  upon  con- 
viction thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  to  esceed  twenty- 
five  dollars,  or  imprisoned  in  jail,  not  to  exceed 
thirty  days,  or  both. 

Whenever  any  age  and  schooling  certificate  or  ^'*^^^ 
any  age  and  working  certificate  shall  have  been  ceniflMW.. 
cancelled  as  provided  in  section  ten  of  this  act, 
the  board  of  education  eancelling  said  certificate 
shall  immediately  notify  the  Commissioner  of  Edu- 
cation, the  Commissioner  of  Labor  and  the  person 
or  corporation  by  whom  the  child  is  employed  of 
its  action,  and  said  person  or  corporation  shall 
immediately  upon  rficeiving  said  notice  forward 
said  certificate  to  the  Commissioner  of  Education. 

13.  Whenever  a  child  between  the  age  of  ten  ■."JSIS'"' 
and  sixteen  years  desires  to  work  in  order  to  as-  tboaaa 
sist  in  suppojting  itself  or  the  family,  it  shall  be  Kh^hoon, 
lawful  for  the  parent,  guardian  or  other  person 
having  the  custody  and  control  of  said  child  be- 
tween the  ages  of  ten  and  sixteen  years  to  file  a 
petition  with  the  supervisor  of  school  exemption 
certificates   of  the   school  district  in  which  the 
child   resides,  which   petition  shall  set   forth  the 
fact  that  said  child  desires  to  secure  employment 
in  order  to  help  support  itself  or  family,  together 
with  evidence  which  shall  comply  with  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act  as  to  the  age  of  said  child  and 
the  character  of  the  work  the  child  is  to  perform, 
which  work  shall  only  include  selling  newspapers, 
blacking  shoes,  running  errands,  and  other  light 
employments,  not  otherwise  prohibited  by  law  for 
children  under  sixteen.    If  upon  investigation  it  J^^^^, 
shall  be  found  that  the  facts  set  forth  in  the  peti-  uftt  wor*. 
tion  are  true  and  that  the  work  will  not  interfere 
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with  the  child's  standing  in  school,  or  with  the 
child's  health,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  snpervisor 
of  school  exemption  certificates  to  grant  to  said 
child  an  age  and  working  certificate,  to  work  at 
such  times  as  the  public  schools  in  the  district  shall 
not  be  in  session,  but  not  before  six  o'clock  in  the 
morning  nor  after  seven  o'clock  at  night.

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CHAPTER  224. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  estab- 
lish a  village  for  epileptics,  and  to  repeal  certain 
acta  inconsistent  therewith,"  approved  March 
twenty-first,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and  one, 
and  to  repeal  a  portion  thereof. 


Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

I.  Section  eleven  of  the  act  referred  to  in  the 
title  of  this  act  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  fol- 
lows: 

II.  Any  person  being  an  epileptic  and  in  indigent 
circumstances,  above  the  age  of  five  years,  entitled 
to  reside  at  the  village  by  the  terms  of  this  act, 
or  the  rules  and  regnlationa  adopted  by  the  board 
of  managers,  who  has  been  a  resident  of  this  State 
for  at  least  one  year  continuously  immediately 
prior  to  his  application  for  admission,  and  having 
lodged  with  the  superintendent  the  written  request 
provided  for  in  the  preceding  section,  may  be  ad- 
mitted to  the  village  by  the  order  of  the  judge  of 
the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the  county  wherein 
the  applicant  resides,  with  the  approval  of  the 
board  of  chosen  freeholders  of  the  county  where 
the  applicant  resides.  Such  judge,  upon  applica- 
tion being  made  to  him  on  behalf  of  such  applicant  ■ 
by  the  medical  superintendent  of  the  village  shall 
take  such  evidence  as  he  shall  deem  sufficient  to  a 
full  investigation  of  the  facts  stated  in  the  appUca- 
tion,  and  in  a  summat?  manner  determine  the  ques- 
tions of  epilepsy  and  indigency.  If  he  shall  de- 
termine that  such  applicant  is  an  epileptic  and  is 
indigent,  he  shall  make  an  order  to  that  effect,  on 
which  order  the  applicant  shall  be  admitted  to  the 
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village.  When  any  such  person  is  sent  to  the  vil- 
lage by  the  order  of  the  judge,  the  order  or  war- 
rant shall  be  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of 
Common  Pleas  of  the  coimty  in  which  such  order 
or  warrant  is  made,  and  a  certified  copy  thereof 
must  be  lodged  with  the  medical  superintendent 
of  the  village  before  such  applicant  can  be  admit- 
ted. The  order  or  warrant  so  made  shalt  oper- 
ate as  a  commitment  of  the  person  named  therein 
to  the  said  village  for  an  indeterminate  period,  the 
minimum  whereof  shall  not  be  less  than  one  year  T«n. 
from  the  date  of  the  said  order,  and  the  maximmn 
whereof  shall  lie  in  the  determination  of  the  board 
of  managers,  subject  to  discharge  as  hereinafter 
provided.  The  medical  superintendent  shall  have 
the  custody  and  control  of  all  inmates,  indigent  or 
otherwise,  admitted  or  committed  to  the  said  vil- 
lage until  properly  discharged,  subject  to  the  regu- 
lations established  by  the  board  of  managers  for 
the  restraint,  discipline  and  treatment  thereof. 

^I'lie  board  of  managers  shall  have  power  to  dis-  DiKturt. 
charge  any  inmate  committed  according  to  the  pro-  "'  i*"*"'*- 
visions  of  this  section,  when,  in  their  judgment,  the 
physical  condition  of  such  inmate  is  such  that  his 
discharge  is  not  likely  to  be  detrimental  to  the  wel- 
fare of  the  community  in  which  such  patient  may 
reside,  and  such  patient  is  not  likely  to  become  a 
public  charge,  or  when  the  treatment  of  any  pa- 
tient has    resulted  in  a    cure,  or  the    equivalent 
thereof,  so  far  as  the  said  disease  may  be  capable 
of  cure,  or  when  in  any  patient  the  period  of  pro- 
creative  power  is  past.    The  decision  of  the  said  axutw  <a 
board  with  reference  to  any  patient  may  be  re-  ^•'^'°- 
viewed  upon  certiorari,  at  the  instance  of  the  in- 
mate, or  any  relative  or  guardian,  as  any  other 
decision  of  a  quasi  judicial  board  or  body,  and 
upon  the  issue  of  any  such  writ  the  gaid  board  shall, 
as  a  part  of  their  return,  state  in  writing  the  family 
history  of  the  patient,  so  far  as  it  bears  upon  the 
hereditary  transmission  of  epilepsy,  or  a  tendency 
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thereto,  the  history  of  tiie  patient  while  an  inmate 
of  the  said  village,  and  the  reasons  whjr,  in  the 
jndgment  of  the  said  board,  discharge  should  not 
be  granted. 

Pending  decision  npon  any  such  writ  of  certi- 
orari, the  inmate  in  question  shall  remain  under  the 
custody  and  control  of  the  said  village  as  before 
the  is^e  of  the  said  writ. 

2.  Section  twelve  of  the  act  referred  to  in  the 
title  of  this  act  is  hereby  repealed. 

3.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acta  inconsistent  herewith 
are  hereby  repealed,  and  this  act  shall  take  effect 
immediately.

CHAPTER  225. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  provid- 
ing for  the  formation,  etablishment  and  govern- 
ment of  towns,"  approved  March  seventh,  one 
thousand  eight  hnndred  and  ninety-five. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  8&iate  and  Qenerci  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  council  of  any  town,  now  or  hereafter 
governed  by  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this 
is  a  supplement,  shall  have  power  to  repave,  re- 
flag  or  otherwise  reimprove  any  street,  avenue, 
place  or  any  part  thereof  which  has  been  or  shall 
have  been  paved,  flagged  or  improved,  and  for  the 
pavement,  flaggiug  or  improvement  of  which  as- 
sessments for  special  benefits  have  been  or  shall 
have  been  levied  or  imposed,  whenever  a  petition 
shall  be  presented  signed  by  the  owners  of  more 
than  one-half  of  the  lands  fronting  on  any  such 
street,  avenue,  place  or  part  thereof  proposed  to 
be  repaved,  reflagged  or  otherwise  reimproved. 
Except  as  herein  otiierwise  provided,  the  proceed- 
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inga    for  such  repavement,    reflagging  or    reim-  Appnpri«ta 
provement  shall  be  the  same  as  provided  for  the  '*'>™'"'**- 
improvement  of  any  street  in  the  act  to  which  this 
act  is  a  supplement. 

The  special  benefits  derived  hy  the  lots  or  par^  bimcui^*- 
cels  of  land  fronting  on  any  such  street,  avenue,  ""  "••'•^■ 
place  or  part  thereof  shall  be  assessed  for  the  spe- 
cial benefit  received  from  said  repavement,  reflag- 
ging  or  reimprovement,  and  the  additional  cost 
thereof,  if  any,  shall  be  borne  and  paid  for  by  the 
town  at  large. 

2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  with  inpmIw. 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

An  Act  to  authorize  the  Biparian  Commissioners 
of  the  State  of  New  Jersey  to  grant  lands  of  the 
State  now  or  formerly  under  tidewater  to  mu- 
nicipalities for  street  and  park  purposes,  and 
impose  terms  upon  such  municipalities  as  con- 
ditions of  such  grant. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  Genertd  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Whenever  any  public  park  or  street  has  been 
or  shall  here^ter  be  laid  out  or  provided  for  by 
any  municipality,  along,  over,  including  or  front- 
ing upon  any  of  the  lands  now  or  formerly  under 
the  tidewaters  of  this  State,  or  whenever  any 
streets  or  highways  or  public  parks  shall  extend 
to  said  lands  now  or  formerly  under  tidewater,  the 
Biparian  Commissioners  of  this  State,  upon  appli- 
cation of  such   municipality,  may  grant   to  such 
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nmnicipality  lands  now  or  fonnerly  under  water 
within  the  limits  of  said  public  park  or  street  and 
of  the  land  in  front  of  said  streets  or  highways  or 
public  park.  Such  grant  shall  contain  a  proyi-  conditinu 
siun  that  any  land  now  or  formerly  under  water  "'  ""'" 
so  granted  for  park  or  street  uses,  shall  be  kept 
and  maiutaincd  as  a  public  park,  street  or  place 
for  public  usei  resort  and  recreation,  and  that  no 
building  or  other  structures  shall  be  erected  on 
such  park,  or  on  the  lands  now  or  formerly  under 
water  bo  granted  inconsistent  with  its  use  as  a 
public  park,  street  or  place  of  public  use,  resort 
or  recreation.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  AatboHtr 
the  full  power  and  authority  to  make  ijueh  gr;.nt,  ^"J^"" 
notwithstanding  the  same  may  be  for  the  entire 
bed  or  land  now  or  formerly  underneath  the  whole 
or  any  part  of  the  waters  of  a  branch,  arm,  slake, 
lesser  channel  or  any  subsidiary  or  auxiliary  por- 
tion of  any  tidal  water  of  this  State,  for  reason- 
able compensation  therefor;  provided,  however,  ptotim. 
that  if  such  grant  be  made  to  such  municipality 
for  a  portion  or  the  whole  of  the  bed  or  land  under 
such  branch,  arm,  slake,  lesser  channel,  or  sub- 
sidiary or  auxiliary  portion  of  any  tidal  water  of 
this  State,  that  the  said  commissioners  shall  im- 
pose such  terms  upon  such  municipality,  if  needed, 
with  respect  to  providing  for  additional  flowage 
in  the  main  part  of  such  stream,  as  in  their  judg- 
ment may  best  subserve  and  protect  the  interests 
of  any  other  municipality,  whose  territorial  limits 
border  on  the  main  stream,  as  well  as  any  riparian 
owner  or  owners  whose  lands  abut  said  main 
stream.  If  said  municipality  shall  be  unable  or  B„6c.bi. 
unwilling  for  any  reason  to  pay  the  price  fixed  for  •""■ 
such  lands  under  water  by  the  Riparian  Commis- 
sion, the  said  commission  are  authorized  upon  ap- 
plication by  such  municipality  to  grant  to  such 
municipality  a  revocable  lease  of  or  permit  to  use 
of  said  lands  now  or  formerly  under  water  for 
such  park  or  street  purposes,  for  a  nominal  con- 
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sideratioD,  nntil  Buch  time  as  the  said  Bipariau 
Commissioners  shall  decide  to  make  a  grant  in  fee 
of  said  lands  under  water  to  Buch  municipality  or 
other  grantees  for  such  consideration  as  the  Ri- 
parian Commission  may  determine  to  be  adequate 
compensation  for  such  land;  provided,  howevett 
that  such  grant  or  permit  or  lease  shall  operate 
only  as  a  conveyance  of  the  rights  of  the  State  and 
shall  not  deprive  any  riparian  owner  of  any  rights 
to  compensation  which  he  may  have.

1.  The  board  of  aldermen,  common  council,  or 
board  having  charge  and  control  of  the  finances 
of  any  city  in  this  State,  may  issue  bonds  to  the 
amount  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  the 
purpose  of  placing  police,  telegraph  and  telephone 
wires,  and  fire  telegraph  and  telephone  wires 
owned  by  such  cities,  in  conduits  located  in  the 
btreets,  alleys  and  highways  of  such  city;  said 
bonds  shall  be  payable  in  not  less  than  ten  years 
nor  more  than  twenty  years  from  the  date  of  their 
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issne,  and  shall  bear  and  pay  interest  at  not  more  B>t«. 
than  five  per  eentmn  per  annum,  shall  be  signed 
by  the  mayor,  countersigned  by  the  comptroller 
and  attested  by  the  city  clerk,  and  shall  have  the 
corporate  seal  aflSxed,  and  shall  be  sold  for  not 
less  than  their  par  value.

CHAPTER  230.

1,  All  bonds  heretofore  issued  by  any  borough  J^^' 
of  this  State  to  defray  the  cost  of  any  improve- 
ment or  object  authorized  by  law,  are  hereby  rati- 
fied, validated,  approved,  and  confinned,  notwith- 
Btanding  any  defect,  irregularity  or  ommission  of 

any  kind  or  character  in  any  proceeding  bad  by 
the  council  of  any  such  borough,  or  the  erroneous 
designation  in  such  bonds  of  the  corporate  naipe 
of  any  such  borough;  provided,  that  a  majority  Pmn*. 
of  the  ballots  cast  at  any  election  held  for  the  pur- 
pose of  authorizing  the  issue  of  such  bonds  was 
in  favor  thereof,  and  that  the  total  issue  of  such 
bonds  did  not  exceed  the  amount  limited  by  law.

CHAPTEE  231. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  es- 
tablish a  thorough  and  efiScient  system  of  free 
public  schools  and  to  provide  for  the  mainte- 
nance, support  and  management  thereof,"  ap- 
proved October  nineteenth,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  three. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  twenty-three  of  the  act  to  which  this 
act  is  an  amendment  be  and  the  same  is  amended 
hereby  so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows : 

23.  The  yearly  salary  of  a  county  superintend- 
ent of  schools  shall  be  three  thousand  dollars. 
Such  salary  shall  be  paid  in  equal  monthly  install- 
ments, and  the  State  Comptroller  shall,  on  the 
order  of  the  Commissioner  of  Education,  draw  his 
warrant  for  such  salary  on  the  State  Treasurer 
in  favor  of  such  county  superintendent  of  schools. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  as  of  the  first  day 
of '  October,  one  thousand  nine  hundred  and 
thirteen.

man physician  and  such  other  officers,  teachers  and 
employees,  as,  in  their  judgment,  the  wants  of  the 
institution    may   require.    All    salaries    shall   be 

TtnuM.  fixed  by  the  trustees.    The  superintendent  may  be 

removed  by  the  trustees,  for  cause,  upon  service 
of  written  charges,  and  being  afforded  an  oppor- 
tunity to  be  heard  thereon.  The  superintendent, 
subject  to  the  approval  of  the  trustees,  shall  ap- 
point, and  may  remove,  all  subordinate  officers 
and  employees  and  define  their  duties,  subject, 
however,  to  the  terms  and  requirements  of  the  act 
entitled  "An  act  regulating  the  employment,  ten-

CHAPTEE  234. 

A  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  participation  by  the  State  of  New 
Jersey  in  the  exposition  to  be  held  at  San  Fran- 
cisco, in  the  State  of  California,  in  the  year 
nineteen  hundred  and  fifteen  (1915),  in  com- 
memoration of  the  opening  of  the  Panama 
Canal,"  approved  February  twenty-ninth,  nine- 
teen hondred  and  twelve. 

Whereas,  the  expenses  of  the  commission  which 
are  of  a  character  requiring  a  prompt  cash  ex- 
penditure promise  to  amount  to  a  sum  demand- 
ing a  provision  of  funds  at  its  prompt  demand, 
to  avoid  the  necessity  of  a  personal  or  official 
advancement  of  moneys  for  such  purposes;  and 

Whereas,  The  employment  and  discharge  of  ] 
servants,  caretakers  and  all  other  employees 
requisite  to  the  maintenance  of  the  State  b.uild- 
ing  at  San  Francisco  when  completed,  can  be 
more  economically  and  efficiently  conducted  if 
the  commissioners  are  at  liberty  to  employ  and 
discharge  employees  falling  within  the  class 
above  stated,  without  restriction;  therefore. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful,  from  the  funds  appropri-  : 
ated  for  the  nse  of  the  commission,  to  create  an 
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expense  fund  of  an  amonnt  not  exceeding  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000.00)  at  any  one  time, 
which  Bum,  or  any  part  thereof,  upon  the  warrant 
of  the  State  Comptroller,  issued  upon  the  written 
request  of  said  commission  in  form  satisfactory 
to  the  said  Comptroller,  the  State  Treasurer  shall 
pay  to  one  member  of  said  commission  to  be  des- 
ignated by  the  Governor,  as  custodian  of  the  ex- 
pense fund. 

2.  Said  custodian  shall  give  bond  to  the  State 
Comptroller  to  and  for  the  State  with  at  least  two 
securities  satisfactory  to  the  said  Comptroller,  in 
double  the  possible  amonnt  of  the  said  expense 
fand,  conditioned  npon  his  faithful  custody,  dis- 
bursement, accounting  and  return  of  said  fund  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

3.  Disbursements  from  this  fund  shall  be  con- 
fined to  expenses  of  the  character  demanding

6.  This  fund  being  State  funds  shall  be  and  re-  rma  aaa, 
main  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  State  Comp-  """  '™'' 
troller  and  subject  to  recall  by  him  at  any  time, 

and  any  deposit  thereof  made  in  any  depository 
shall  be  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey 
subject  to  draft  or  check  authorized  by  the  com- 
mission by  resolution  as  to  form  and  signatures 
thereof,  which  may  be  recognized  and  accepted  by 
said  depository  unless  and  until  otherwise  noti- 
fied by  said  Comptroller.

Be  it  enacted  bi/  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 
ctif,  ot  1.  Where  important  roads  under  the  care  of  any 

l^^br        board  of  chosen   freeholders  pass  through   any 
«»nwpujtui.   thickly-settled  municipaUty  it  shaU  be  lawful  for 
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the  governing  bodies  of  such  municipalities  to  take 
over  the  care  and  jurisdiction  of  said  county  roads 
by  resolution;  provided,  said  resolution  shall  not 
become  effective  until  accepted  by  resolution  of 
the  board  of  chosen  freeholders. 

2.  It  shall  further  be  lawful  for  said  board  and 
said  governing  body  to  enter  into  a  contract 
whereby  the  said  board  shall  agree  to  pay  to  the 
municipality  such  sum  towards  the  upkeep  and 
maintenance  of  streets  or  roads  of  such  munici- 
pality, forming  links  connecting  important  county 
roads,  as  may  fairly  represent  the  increased  cost 
of  repair,  resurfacing  and  maintenance  thereof 
due  to  through  traCBc. 

3.  Such  contracts  shall  not  be  for  a  period  of  '^*' 
over  one  calendar  year,  but  may  contain  a  clause 
for  renewal  over  a  term  of  0ve  years ;  in  such  case

exceeding  one  hundred  feet  in  width,  unless  more 
shall  be  required  for  slopes  of  cuts  or  embank- 
ments or  retaining  walls,  and  all  such  other  land 
and  property  adjoining  to  such  right  of  way,  as 
in  the  judgment  of  the  directors  the  exigencies  of 
business  may  demand,  for  the  erection  of  freight 
and  passenger  depots,  and  all  other  legitimate  pur- 
poses of  the  company,  and  any  land  and  property 
required  for  the  purpose  of  complying  with  any 
order  made  by  the  Board  of  Public  Utility  Com- 
missioners, upon  ascertainment  and  payment  or 
tender  of  compensation  as  prescribed  by  law ;  and 
either  party  may  have  an  appeal  from  the  award 
of  commissioners  fixing  compensation,  and  the 
proceedings  of  such  ascertainment,  taking  and  ap- 
peal shall  be  had  pursuant  to  "An  act  to  regulate 
the  ascertainment  and  payment  of  compensation 
for  property  condemned  or  taken  for  public  use" 
(Revision  of  1900) ;  no  company  organized  under

each  company;  no  company  shaU  be  authorized  to 
take  by  condemnation  any  land  belonging  to  the 
State  of  New  Jersey.

CHAPTER  242. 

Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the  pro- 
tection of  certain  kinds  of  birds,  game  and  fish, 
to  regalate  their  method  of  capture  and  provide 
open  and  close  seasons  for  such  capture  and 
possession  (Kevision  of  1903),"  approved  April 
fourteenth,  one  thousand  nine  himdred  and 
three. 

Be  it  bnaoted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  to  sow,  deposit  or  place  iMtta 
any  rye,  wheat,  oats  or  com  or  other  cereal,  ex-  toSu" 
cept  wild  celery  and  wild  rice,  in  any  of  the  salt 

or  fresh  waters  of  tbls  State,  or  to  cause  the  same 
to  be  done,  for  the  purpose  of  luring,  decoying  or 
baiting  any  goose,  duck,  swan,  brant  or  any  kind  of 
water  wild  fowl  whatsoever,  so  that  the  same  may 
be  shot  at,  killed  or  captured  while  feeding  or  at- 
tempting to  feed  thereon,  or  to  shoot  at,  wound, 
kill  or  capture  any  goose,  duck,  swan,  brant  or 
other  water  wild  fowl  while  feeding  or  attempting 
to  feed  where  any  rye,  wheat,  oats  or  com  or  other 
cereal,  except  wild  celery  or  wild  rice,  is  known  to 
have  been  sown,  deposited  or  placed  in  violation 
of  this  act,  under  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars  for  each.  Ptnu 
offense. 

2.  This  act  shall  be  enforced  by  the  persons  au- 
thorized and  in  the  manner  provided  by  an  act 
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entitled  "An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure 
for  the  enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish> 
game  and  birds,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties 
for. violations  thereof,"  approved  Mardi  twenty- 
ninth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 
seven,  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof  and  sup- 
plementary thereto.

An  Act  prohibiting  the  use  of  hanling  seines  be- 
neath the  ice  in  salt  waters. 

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  or  per- 
sons to  take,  or  to  attempt  to  take,  any  fish  from 
any  of  the  salt  waters  of  this  State  by  means  of 
a  hanling  seine  drawn  beneath  the  ice  in  said 
waters. 

2.  Every  person  offending  against  any  of  the 
provisions  of  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall 
suffer  a  penalty  of  fifty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  in 
accordance  with  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  a  uniform  procedure  for  the 
enforcement  of  all  laws  relating  to  fish,  game  and 
biids,  and  for  the  recovery  of  penalties  for  viola- 
tiot's  thereof,"  approved  March  twenty-ninth, 
eighteen  hundred  and  ninety-seven,  and  the 
amendments  thereof  and  supplements  thereto. 

3.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Paragraph  twelve  of  the  act  referred  to  in  ^"^^JS,'* 
the  title  of  this  act  is  hereby  amended  to  read  aa 
follows : 

12.  In  case  of  death  compenaation  shall  be  com-  b^"  "^ 
pnted,  but  not  distributed,  on  the  following  basis:  ™w"rf'* 

For   one  dependent,   thirty-five  per  centum   of  '''"''■ 


For  two  dependents,  forty  per  centum  of  wages. 

For  three  dependents,  forty-five  per  centum  of 
wages. 

For  four  dependents,  fifty  per  centum  of  wages. 

For  five  dependents,  fifty-five  per  centum  of 
wages. 

For  six  or  more  dependents,  sixty  per  centum 
of  wages. 

The  term  "dependents"  shall  apply  to  and  in- 
clude any  or  all  of  the  following  who  are  depend- 
ent upon  the  deceased  at  the  time  of  accident  or 
death,  namely:  husband,  wife,  parents,  steppar- 
ents, grandparents,  children,  stepchildren,  grand- 
children, posthumous  child,  illegitimate  children, 
brothers,  sisters,  half  brothers,  half  sisters.  Le- 
gally adopted  children  shall,  in  every  particular, 
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be  considered  as  natural  children;  provided,  how- 
ever, that  dependency  shall  be  presumed  as  to  a 
widow  who  was  living  with  her  husband  at  the  time 
of  bis  decease,  and  children  under  the  age  of 
eighteen  years;  stepchildren  and  illegitimate  chil- 
dren shall  be  presumed  to  be  dependent  when  they 
were  part  of  the  decedent's  household  at  the  time 
of  his  death.  Every  provision  of  this  act  apply- 
ing to  one  class  shall  be  equally  applicable  to  the 
other.  Should  any  dependent  of  a  deceased  em- 
ployee die  during  the  period  covered  by  such 
weekly  payments,  or  shonld  the  widow  of  a  de- 
ceased employee  remarry  during  such  period,  the 
right  of  such  dependent  or  of  such  widow  to  com- 
pensation under  this  section  shall  cease. 

Compensation  shall  be  computed  upon  the  fore- 
going basis.  Distribution  shall  be  made  amon^ 
dependents,  if  more  than  one,  according  to  the 
order  of  the  judge  of  the  Conrt  of  Common  Pleas, 
who  shall,  when  applied  to  for  that  purpose,  de- 
termine, upon  the  facts  being  presented  to  hira, 
the  proportion  to  be  paid  to  or  on  beh^  of  each 
dependent  according  to  the  relative  dependency. 
Payment  on  behalf  of  infants  shall  be  made  to  the 
surviving  parent,  if  any. 

If  death  results  from  the  accident  whether  there 
be  dependents  or  not,  expenses  of  last  sickness 
and  burial,  the  cost  of  burial  however  not  to  ex- 
ceed one  hundred  dollars. 

,  In  computing  compensation  to  orphans  or  other 
children,  only  those  under  eighteen  years  of  ojje 
shall  be  included,  and  only  during  the  period  in 
which  they  are  under  that  age,  at  which  time  pay- 
ment on  account  of  such  child  shall  cease;  pro- 
vided, however,  that  payments  to  such  phj-sically 
or  mentally  deficient  children  as  are  for  such  rea- 
son dependent  shall  continue  during  the  full  term 
of  compensation  payment. 

The  compensation  in  case  of  death  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  maximum  compensation  of  ten  dollars 
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per  week  and  a  minimum  of  five  dollars  per  week; 
provided,  that  if  at  the  time  of  the  injury  the  em-  Protiw. 
ptoyee  receives  wages  of  less  than  five  dollars  per 
week,  then  the  compensation  shall  be  the  fnll 
amoant  of  snch  wages  per  week.  This  compensa- 
tion Bhall  be  paid  during  three  hundred  weeks. 

Compensation   under    this    schedule   shall    not  ■*"«« 
•  apply   to  alien  dependents   not  residents  of   the  '"*'' 
United  States. 

2.  All  acts  and  parts  of  acts  inconsistent  here-  B«»MUir. 
with  are  hereby  repealed,  aad  this  act  shall  take 
effect  immediately.

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
misaioQ  who  shall  have  power  to  construct  one 
or  more  bridges  or  tunnels  under  or  over  a 
navigable  stream  or  river  which  is  a  boundary 
of  the  State ;  the  cost  of  such  construction,  pre- 
liminary investigation  and  maintenance  to  be 
an  obligation  of  three  or  more  counties  of  the 
State  whose  territory  is  contiguous  and  one  of 
which  is  partially  bounded  by  such  navigable 
stream  or  river  m  conjunction  with  the  State, 
county  or  municipality  with  which  such  bridge 
or  tunnel  may  connect. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
blf/  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Three  or  more  counties  of  this  State  whose  coanHw  bk 
territory  is  contingnous,  and  one  of  which  is  par-  Jjlij^^f  ™- 
tially  bounded  by  a  navigable  stream  or  river,  wdft'^ 
which  stream  or  river  is  one  of  the  boundaries  of 
this  State,  may  join  together  as  provided  in  this 
act  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  and  maintain- 
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log  across  socb  stream  or  river  one  or  more 
bridges  or  tunnels,  as  may  be  suitable  or  neces- 
Gary,  to  provide  passage  across  or  under  such 
stream  or  river  for  traffic  of  all  kinds. 

2.  When  the  consent  and  request  of  any  three 
or  more  of  snch  connties  expressed  and  declared 
as  hereinafter  provided  is  duly  filed  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  Governor  to  appoint  by  and  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  three  suitable  persons 
from  each  of  said  counties,  and  one  person  a  resi- 
dent of  the  State  bnt  not  a  resident  of  any  of  such 

counties,  who  shall  be  known  aa  The 

Biver  Bridge  and  Tunnel  Conmiission  (inserting 
in  the  blank  space  the  name  of  such  stream  or 
river)  for  a  term  of  three  years.  Said  commis- 
sioners shall  have  the  power  and  it  shall  be  their 
duty  to  procure  and  have  made  and  prepared  th$ 
necessary  and  proper  plan  or  plans  of  such  bridge 
or  tunnel,  to  select  the  location  of  same  and  make 
the  necessary  estimates  of  the  cost  of  construction 
of  such  bridge  or  tunnel;  and  when  further  au- 
.thorized  as  herein  set  forth,  the  said  commission 
in  conjunction  with  a  similar  body  appointed  by 
the  city,  State  or  county  with  which  such  bridge 
or  tunnel  will  connect  or  with  snch  city.  State  or 
county,  shall  have  the  power  to  enter  into  the 
necessary  contract  or  contracts  to  build,  equip  and 
maintain  the  same.    The  consent  and  request  of 

■'  any  county  to  the  Governor  to  appoint  such  com- 
mission shall  be  by  resolution  duly  passed  at  a 
regular  meeting  oi  the  governing  board  of  such 
counties  after  such  notice  and  in  such  form  as  is 
required  to  duly  obligate  a  county  to  enter  into 
any  legal  contract  for  the  payment  of  money;  and 
shall  authorize  such  commission  to  prepare  such 
plans  and  specifications  and  procure  estimates  of

■  nel;  the  cost  to  each  of  said  counties  to  be  fised 
in  such  resolution  not  exceeding,  however,  a  cost 
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to  each  of  said  cotmtiea  of  the  sum  of  ten  tiioa- 
sand  dollars,  whioh  said  aom  such  counties  shall 
a^ree  to  become  responsible  for  and  pay;  pro-  mrUD. 
vided,  however,  that  in  no  event  shall  any  county 
be  bound  by  any  action  of  its  board  of  freehold- 
ers, unless  and  until,  the  board  of  freeholders,  re- 
spectively, of  two  other  counties,  as  aforesaid, 
shall  have  each  also  adopted  the  resolution  calling 
for  the  appointment  of  the  said  bridge  and  tun- 
nel commisaion ;  and  provided,  further,  that  if  any  et<»vn. 
board  of  freeholders  shall  adopt  sach  resolution 
as  aforesaid,  the  same  shall  be  and  become  inef- 
fectual and  void  unless  re-enacted,  after  a  period 
of  six  months  from  its  original  adoption  in  the 
event  that  similar  resolutions  shall  not  in  the 
meantime  have  been  adopted  by  two  other  coun- 
ties, as  aforesaid, 

3.  As  soon  after  such  request  and  consent  of  Pni>uiu«i 
any  three  counties  for  the  appointment  of  a  com-  "  '"'*■ 
mission  shall  have  been  made  to  the  Governor,  as 
provided  for  herein,  the  Governor  shall  appoint 
snch  commissioners  as  herein  provided,  who  shall 
proceed   forthwith    to   prepare    such   plans    and 
specifications  and  make  such  estimates,  and  for 
that  purpose  are  authorized  to  employ  the  neces- 
sary engineers,  counsel,  clerks  and  other  assist-  a«uudu. 
ants  as  may  be  necessary,  to  have  such  plans  and 
specifications   prepared.    Said    commission    shall 
be  and  become  a  body  corporate,  adopt  a  seal,  and 
have  power  to  sue  and  be  sued.    The  commission- 
ers provided  to  be  appointed  herein  shall  hold  of- 
fice for  the  time  as  herein  provided  and  shall  serve 
without  remuneration.    One  of  said  commission-  •!<,„■■ 
ers  from  each  of  such  counties  shall  be  appointed  ™'^' 
for  one  year,  one  for  two  years  and  one  tor  three 
years,  and  one  commissioner  from  each  of  such 
counties  shall  be  appointed  annually  thereafter.

and  registration  fees;  prescribing  and  regulat- 
ing process  and  the  service  thereof,  and  pro- 
ceedmgs  for  the  violations  of  the  provisions  of 
the  act  and  penalties  for  said  vioiations,"  ap- 
proved April  twelfth,  one  thousand  nine  hundred 
and  six. 

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  ihe  State  of  New  Jersey: 
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L  Section  nine  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is 
an  amendment  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
so  as  to  read  as  follows: 

9.  The  Assistant  Secretary  of  State  shall  be  ex- 
officio  CommissioDer  of  Motor  Vehicles,  and  shall 
have  personal  charge  and  supervision  of  the  en- 
forcement of  the  provisioDB  of  this  act,  and  shall 
execute  all  contracts  entered  into  by  the  Depart- 
ment of  Motor  Vehicles.  The  Commissioner  of 
Motor  Vehicles  shall  appoint  a  chief  inspector  of 
motor  vehicles,  who  shall  have  practical  Imowledge 
of  the  mechanical  arrangement  and  capabilities  of 
all  kinds  of  motor  vehicles,  and  be  capable  to  pass 
npon  the  efficiency  of  motor  vehicles  and  the  com- 
petency of  motor  vehicle  drivers.  The  Commis- 
sioner of  Motor  Vehicles  shall  also  appoint  as 
many  inspectors,  not  exceeding  sixteen,  as  may  be 
necessary  in  detecting  violations  of  this  act,  in  ob- 
taining evidence  of  violations,  and  otherwise  as- 
sisting in  the  enforcement  of  the  act.  The  said  in- 
spectors shall  be  chosen  with  especial  reference  to 
their  fitness  for  the  work,  and  shall  be  required  to 
submit  themselves  to  such  an  examination  as  the 
Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles  shall  provide, 
and  shall  be  equipped  at  his  discretion  with  motor 
cycles  or  other  means  of  conveyance.  The  Com- 
missioner of  Motor  Vehicles  shall  organize  the  in- 
spector force  with  the  chief  inspector  at  its  head, 
and  shall  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  for  the 
regulation  of  the  inspector  force  as  shall  appear 
desirable,  and  shall  exercise  the  power  of  suspen- 
sion, and,  when  necessary,  of  discharge  of  mspeo- 
tors  for  failure  to  comply  with  the  rules  of  the  de- 
partment or  for  any  other  cause.  The  compensa- 
tion of  these  inspectors  shall  be  thirteen  hundred 
and  fifty  dollars  per  annum.  The  Commissioner 
of  Motor  Vehicles  shall  also  have  the  power  to  ap- 
point any  number  of  citizens,  not  exceeding  thirty, 
who  shall  be  interested  in  the  proper  enforcement 
of  this  act,  and  who  shall  be  kaown  as  Bpeoial  in- 
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spectors.    They  shall  serve  withoat  pay  and  shall 
have  all  the  power  and  authority  of  the  paid  in- 
Bpeetors  as  steted  in  this  act.    The  Commissioner  sp«ui  n- 
of  Motor  Vehicles  shall  also  have  power  to  ap-  ^th^°^^ 
point,  in  addition  to  these  snch  employees,  officers,  sut"  " 
or  inspectors  of  other  departments  of  the   State 
government  apon  the  request  of  such  departments, 
as  special  inspectors,    such    appointees  to  serve 
without  any  additional  compensation. 

2.    Section  ten  of  the  act  to  which  this  is   an  J^^,'" 
amendment  shall  he  and  the  same  is  hereby  amend- 
ed so  as  to  read  as  follows  t 

10.  The  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles  shall  *w*^ 
be  authorized,  and  full  power  and  authority  are 
hereby  given  to  him,  to  designate  any  proper  per- 
son, to  be  the  agent  of  said  Commissioner  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  for  the  registering  of  motor  vehicles  and 
issning  registration  certificates  and  licensing  of 
drivers,  subject  to  the  reqairements  of  this  act  and 
to  such  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  imposed 
by  the  commissioner;  aDd  any  agent  who  may  be  i»>ti««- 
so  designated  is  hereby  authorized  and  required 
to  act  according  and  until  the  said  authority  so  to 
act  is  revoked  by  the  said  commissioner.  The  fee  fm  ■iiono. 
allowed  such  agent  for  registration  certificate  so 
issued  by  him  and  for  every  license  so  granted  by 
him  shall  be  fixed  by  the  Commissioner  of  Motor 
Vehicles,  the  same  to  be  deducted  and  remitted  to 
such  agent  by  said  commissioner  from  the  registra- 
tion fee  or  the  license  fee  paid  to  him ;  and  the  said 
commissioner  may  limit  the  fee  so  paid  to  a  maxi- 
mum ;  provided,  however,  that  every  registration  J^j;^^  „, 
certificate  and  every  license  certificate  to  drive  nao-  "^^ 
tor  vehicles  may  be  suspended  or  revoked  by  the 
said  Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles  for  a  viola- 
tion of  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  on  other 
reasonable  grounds,  after  due  notice  in  writing  of 
such  proposed  suspension  or  revocation  and  the 
ground  thereof,  and  if  a  driver  of  motor  vehicles 
shall  have  had  his  license  suspended  or  revoked, 
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R«>w»^  a  new  licenBe  granted  to  him  shall  be  void  and  of 
no  effect  unless  it  shall  be  granted  b^  the  said 
Commissioner  of  Motor  Vehicles  in  person ;  and  if 
the  registration  or  registration  certificate  shall 
have  been  suspended  or  revoked,  a  new  registra- 
tion made  or  a  new  re^stration  certificate  issned 
sliall  be  void  and  of  no  effect  nnless  the  new  reg- 
istration shall  be  made  and  the  new  certificate 
issued  nnder  the  pergonal  direction  of  the  Com- 
missioner of  Motor  Vehicles.

CHAPTER  247. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
appointment  of  fire  wardens,  the  prevention  of 
forest  fires  and  the  repeal  of  sundry  acts  relating 
thereto,"  approved  April  eighteenth,  nineteen 
hundred  and  sis. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Section  six  of  the  act  of  which  this  act  is 
amendatory  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to 
read  as  follows: 

6.  Township  and  district  fire  wardens  and  help- 
ers shall  be  paid  at  the  following  rates,  nnless  other 
rates  shall  be  fixed  by  the  township  committee  or 
other  governing  body,  and  notice  thereof  filed  with 
the  State  Fire  Warden.  Each  township  fire  war- 
den shall  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  twenty  dollars  a 
year,  and  each  district  fire  warden,  appointed  as 
provided  in  section  two  as  amended,  at  the  rate  of 
ten  dollars  a  year.  Said  sums  shall  be  in  lieu  of 
all  allowances  for  making  reports,  for  postage,  for 
posting  fire-warning  notices,  and  for  issuing  per- 
mits. For  special  services  in  investigating  fires  and 
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the  causes  thereof,  or  for  any  service  required  by 
the  State  Fire  Warden,  and  for  all  time  in  fire 
fighting,  fire  wardens  and  their  helpers  shall  be 
paid  at  the  following  rates : 

Fire  wardens,  while  engaged  in  fighting  fires, 
two  dollars  for  five  hoars  or  less,  and  thirty  cents 
per  hour  thereafter. 

Fire  wardens,  while  otherwise  employed,  twenty- 
five  cents  per  hour. 

Helpers,  fighting  fire,  one  dollar  for  five  hours 
or  less,  and  twenty  cents  per  hour  for  more  than 
five  hours. 

Helpers,  on  patrol  or  employed  otherwise  than 
fighting  fire,  twenty  cents  per  hour. 

Fire  wardens  shall  render  to  the  governing  body 
of  the  township  in  which  the  service  was  rendered, 
a  statement  of  the  services  rendered  by  them  and 
by  the  men,  teams  and  other  apparatus  employed 
by  them  as  provided  in  this  act,  within  ten  days  of 
the  date  of  such  service,  which  said  hill  shall  show 
in  detail  the  amount  and  character  of  the  service 
performed,  the  exact  duration  thereof,  the  name 
of  each  person  employed,  and  all  disbursements 
made  by  said  fire  warden.  When  properly  verified 
said  bill  shall  he  paid  in  such  manner,  and  by  such 
ofiKcial,  as  other  hills  of  said  township  are  paid. 
A  certified  copy  of  each  bill  paid  in  aeeordanee 
with  this  section,  with  evidence  of  payment,  shall 
be  made  on  a  blank  provided  by  the  Forest  Com- 
mission, and  filed  with  the  State  Fire  Warden 
within  ninety  days  of  the  date  upon  which  the  ser- 
vice was  rendered.  Failure  to  do  this  shall  act  as 
a  waiver  of  alt  daim  upon  the  State  for  reimburse- 
ment as  provided  in  this  section  or  for  a  share  of 
penalties  as  provided  in  section  twelve,  as  amended, 
of  the  act  which  this  act  amends.  Upon  the  ap-  om- 
proval  of  said  bill  by  the  State  Board  of  Forest  "'  ' 
Park  Eeservation  Commissioners,  one-balf  of  the 
amcnnt  shall  be  repaid  said  township  by  the  State 
Treasnrer  npon  warrant  of  the  State  Comptroller; 
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provided,  however,  the  State  ahall  pay  the  entire 
coBt  of  extingaishing  fires  originatiDg  on  and  re- 
stricted to  State  forest  reservations.  SQch  bills 
shall  not  be  presented  to  the  township  committee 
but  certified  to  the  State  Fire  "Warden  directly; 
and  provided,  further,  that  in  no  case  shall  the 
State's  share  of  any  bill  be  based  npon  a  higher 
rate  for  services  than  as  fixed  above. 

2.  Section  nine  of  the  act  of  which  this  act  is 
amendatory  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended  to 
road  HR  follows: 

9.  In  any  township  or  part  thereof  for  which 
fire  wardens  have  been  appointed  nnder  the  pro- 
visions of  this  act,  no  person  shall  set  fire  to  or 
canse  to  be  bnmed  waste,  fallows,  stnmps,  logs, 
bmsh,  dry  grass,  fallen  timber  or  anything  that 
may  cause  a  forest  fire  unleas  the  written  permis- 
sion of  the  State  Fire  Warden,  or  a  division  fire 
warden,  or  of  the  township  or  district  fire  warden 
of  the  township  or  district  in  which  such  fire  is  set 
has  been  first  obtained. .  Such  permission  shall  not 
be  granted  by  any  fire  warden  if,  in  his  opinion, 
any  forest  or  woodland  will  be  endangered  thereby, 
nor  shall  such  permission,  if  granted,  relieve  or 
exonerate  any  person  from  any  penalties  under 
this  act,  in  case,  by  reason  of  such  fire,  any  forest, 
brushland  or  woodland  be  burned;  provided,  hate- 
ever,  permits  shall  not  be  necessary  for  burning 
said  materials  when  the  fire  is  set  in  a  public  road, 
.  garden  or  plowed  field  at  a  distance  of  not  less  than 
two  hundred  feet  from  any  woodland,  brushland, 
or  field  containing  dry  grass  or  other  inflammable 
material  from  which  fire  may  be  transmitted  to  any 
forestland,  brushland  or  wasteland. 

3.  Section  thirteen  of  the  act  of  which  this  act 
is  amendatory,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amended 
so  that  it  shall  read  as  follows: 

13.  Every  district  court  in  any  city  or  jndicial 
district  of  any  county,  and  every  justice  of  the 
peace  in  any  city  or  county,  and  every  police  jna- 
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tiee  or  recorder  in  any  city  or  other  municipality, 
is  hereby  empowered,  on  complaint  under  oath  or 
affirmation  made  according  to  law  that  any  person 
or  persons  has  or  have  violated  any  of  the  provi- 
sions of  this  act,  to  issue  process,  in  the  name  of 
the  State  Board  of  Forest  Park  Reservation  Com- 
misaionera,  as  prosecutor,  for  the  use  of  the-  State 
of  New  Jersey.    Said  oath  or  affirmation,  if  made 
by  a  fire  warden,  or  by  a  member  or  officer  of  the 
said  commission,  may.  be  upon  information  or  be- 
lief.    Said  process  shall  be  in  the  nature  of  either  JJJSTti" 
a  summons  or  warrant  against  the  person  or  per-  »iuoiw"»- 
sons  BO  charged ;  when  in  the  nature  of  a  warrant, 
it  shall  be  returnable  forthmth,  but  before  any 
warrfint  shall  issue  out  of  any  district  court  the 
judge  thereof  shall  endorse  upon  the  complaint  an 
order  in  the  following  or  similar  words:  "Let  the  Kn*inKiii« 
warrant  issue  in  this  case."     To  which  said  judge 
shall  sign  his  name ;  and  when  in  the  nature  of  a 
summons,  It  shall  be  returnable  in  not  less  than  one 
or  more  than  ten  entire  days.

15.  In  case  judgment  as  aforesaid  shall  be  ren- 
dered against  any  defendant,  in  any  such  proceed- 
ings as  aforesaid,  execution  shall  thereupon  be 
granted  by  the  court,  justice  of  the  peace,  police 
justice  or  recorder  giving  the  judgment,  command- 
ing the  officer  to  whom  the  execution  is  delivered 
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to  levy  and  make  the  amount  of  the  penalty  ami 
costs  imposed  by  the  judgment  out  of  the  goods  and 
chattels  of  the  defendant,  and  for  want  of  sufficient 
goods  and  chattels  whereon  to  levy  and  make  the 
same,  to  take  the  body  of  the  defendant  and  con- 
vey him  to  the  common  jail  of  the  county  and  de-  ! 
livei  him  to  the  keeper  thereof,  to  be  there  con- 
tined  until  the  said  penalty  and  costs  be  fully  paid, 
or  until  he  be  discharged  by  the  justice  of  the 
peace,  district  or  police  magistrate,  by  whose  au- 
thority said  execution  was  issued,  or  by  one  of  the 
justices  of  the  Supreme  Court,  .when  such  court, 
justice  of  the  peace,  police  magistrate  or  police 
court  justice,  shall  be  satisfied  that  further  con- 
finement will  not  result  in  the  payment  of  the  judg- 
ment and  costs.  Any  such  defendant  shall  after 
such  discbarge,  continue  liable  to  tlie  payment  of  . 
said  judgment  and  costs.  Any  judgment  recov- 
.  ered  under  tliis  act  may  be  docketed  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  the 
county,  in  which  such  judgment  shall  have  been 
obtained.  Such  docketing  shall  be  in  the  manner 
provided  by  an  act  entitled  "An  act  concerning 
District  Courts"  {Revision  of  1898).  approval 
June  fourteenth,  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
ninety-eight,  which  said  judgment,  when  so 
docketed  as  aforesaid,  shall  have  a  like  eflfect  and 
may  be  collected  in  the  same  manner  as  judg- 
ments recovered  in  district  courts,  docketed  by 
virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  above  men- 
tioned. The  said  court,  justice  of  the  peace,  po-  ' 
lice  justice  or  recorder  is  hereby  further  empow- 
ered either  before  or  after  the  issuance  of  such 
execution,  to  cause  any  such  defendant,  who  may 
refuse  or  neglect  to  pay  the  amount  of  the  judg- 
ment entered  against  him,  and  all  of  the  costs  or 
charges  incident  thereto,  unless  an  appeal  is 
granted,  to  be  committed  to  the  county  jail  for 
any  period  not  exceeding  ninety  days.  ;

16.  The  officers  to  serve  and  execute  any  pro- 
cess or  execution  issued  as  aforesaid  sball  be  the 
sheriff  or  any  constable  of  the  county,  and,  within 
the  jurisdiction  of  any  district  court,  shall  include 
the  sergeant-at-arms  thereof,  which  service  and  ex- 
ecution shall  in  all  cases  be  made  in  the  same  man- 
ner and  under  the  same  liabilities  that  other  pro- 
cesses and  executions  issued  out  of  the  district 
court  of  tliis  State  are  served  and  executed  under 
and  by  virtue  of  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled 
"An  act  concerning  district  courts,"  approved 
June  fourteenth,  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-eight,  and  the  acts  supplemen- 
tal thereto  and  amendatory  thereof.  The  costs 
taxable  and  recoverable  in  any  case  prosecuted  as 
aforesaid  shall  be  the  costs  allowed  by  the  act  last 
above  mentioned  in  cases  prosecuted  in  district 
courts.  The  penalty  recoverable  in  any  such  ac- 
tion shall  be  paid  to  the  prosecutor  therein,  who 
shall  disburse  it  as  provided  in  section  twelve  of 
this  act.  The  judge  of  the  district  court,  justice  of 
the  peace,  police  justice  or  recorder  before  whom 
any  c^^se  is  prosecuted  under  the  provisions  of  this 
act  may  adjourn  the  hearing  thereof  from  time  to 
time  and,  in  any  case  where  a  warrant  shall  have 
been  issued,  may  require  the  defendant  to  enter 
into  a  bond  with  sufiScient  surety  to  the  plaintiff  in 
the  penal  sum  of  two  hundred  dollars,  conditioned 
to  appear  at  the  time  and  place  of  the  hearing  or 
trial,  and  in  default  of  such  bond,  may  commit  the 
defendant  to  the  common  jail  of  the  county,  to  be 
there  detained  until  the  hearing  or  trial  of  the  com- 
plaint; and  if  any  defendant  shall  fail  to  appear 
at  the  time  and  place  to  which  the  hearing  or  trial 
shall  be  so  adjourned,  the  bond  sball  be  delivered 
to  the  prosecutor,  who  may  sue  thereon,  and  all 
moneys  recovered  in  such  suit  shall  be  paid  by  the 
prosecutor  into  the  State  treasury.    Any  prosecn- 
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tion  brought  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  ^^i 
this  act,  for  violation  of  any  of  its  provisions,  may  in  n™ 
be  brought  within  two  years  next  after  the  date 
of  the  commission  of  said  violation,  and  not  after- 
ward.

CHAPTEE  248. 

A  Further  Supplement  to  an  act  entitled  "An  act 
.  to  establish  a  uniform  standard  of  weights  and 
measures  in  this  State,  to  establish  a  Depart- 
ment of  Weights  and  Measures,  and  to  provide 
penalties  for  the  use  of  other  than  standard  or 
legal  weights  and  measures,"  approved  Aprii 
twenty-fourth,  nineteen  hundred  and  eleven,  and 
to  repeal  a  certain  supplement  thereto,  approved 
March  twelfth,  nineteen  hundred  and  thirteen. 

Bb  it  enacted  fci/  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  No  person  shall  sell  or  deliver,  or  have  in  ^ 
possession  with  intent  to  sell  or  deliver,  any  fruit  • 
or  fruits,  berries  or  vegetables,  contained  in  any 
basket,  box  or  other  container,  unless  such  basket, 
box  or  other  container  shall  be  of  the  capacity,  in 
standard  dry  measure,  of  thirty-two,  twenty,  six- 
teen, eight,  four  or  two  quarts,  or  one  quart  or  one 
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pint;  provided,  houfver,  tbat  notbiog  in  this  act 
contained  shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  the  sale 
or  delivery,  or  the  possession,  wth  intent  1o  sell  or 
deliver,  of  any  fruit  or  fruits,  berries,  or  vegetables 
contained  in  any  sealed  can,  jar  or  bottle,  or  which 
are  sold  by  the  barrel,  except  cranberries,  which 
may  be  sold  in  standard  crates  or  barrels,  of  the 
standard  measure  as  provided  by  the  act  to  which 
tills  act  is  a  further  supplement. 

2.  No  person  except  as  hereinbefore  provided 
shall  sell  or  deliver  or  have  in  possession  with  in- 
tent to  sell  or  deliver,  any  fruit  or  fruits,  berries 
or  vegetables,  contained  in  any  basket,  box  or  other 
container,  unless  such  basket,  box  or  other  container 
shall  have  legibly  marked  on  the  outside  thereof, 
by  the  manufacturer  thereof,  in  English  letters  or 
Arabic  numerals,  the  exact  capacity  of  said  basket, 
box  or  other  container,  and  unless  said  basket,  box 
or  other  container  shall  also  contain  the  name  and 
address  of  the  manufacturer  thereof,  painted  or 
written  thereon,  legibly  in  the  English  language; 
provided,  Iwwevpr.  tbat  any  manufacturer  of  any 
such  baskets,  boxes  or  other  containers  may  mark 
thereon,  in  lieu  of  liis  name  and  address,  a  sign 
or  sjinbol  furnished  him  by  the  Superintendent  of 
Weights  and  Measures  of  this  State. 

3.  Any  person  violating  any  of  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  one  hundred  dollars  for 
each  offense.  Such  penalty  may  be  sued  for  and 
recovered  by  the  State  Superintendent  of  Weights 
and  Measures  or  by  the  county  or  municipal  super- 
intendent of  weights  and  measures  of  the  county 
or  municipality  in  which  such  violation  occurred. 
The  proceedings  for  the  collection  of  such  penalty 
sliall  he  in  all  respects  the  same  as  the  proceedings 
for  the  collection  of  penalties  under  and  by  virtue 
of  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  suj}-

to  be  used  for  tuberculosis  hospitals,  the  equip- 
ment of  the  same,  the  acquisition  of  land  as  a 
site  therefor  by  purchase  or  condemnation,  and 
the  redemption  or  payment  of  bonds  or  other 
county  obligaticlns  heretofore  issued  to  raise 
moneys  for  any  of  such  purposes. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Semtfe  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1,     The    board  of    chosen  freeholders    of  any  ' 
county  may  provide  for    the  raising    of  moneys  ! 
deemed  by  such  board  necessary  for  any  or  all  of 
the  following  purposes  :  the  erection,  improvement. 
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alteration  or  repair  of  buildings  to  be  used  for 
tuberculosis  hospitals  and  for  the  equipment  of  the 
same  and  for  the  acquisition  of  land  as  a  site  there- 
for by  purchase  or  condemnation,  by  the  issuance 
and  sale  of  bonds  of  said  county,  and  the  redemp- 
tion or  payment  of  any  bonds  or  other  county  obU- 
gations  maturing  within  five  years  from  the  pas- 
sage of  this  act  heretofore  issued  to  raise  moneys 
for  any  of  such  purposes.  Such  bonds  shall  be  pay- 
able in  not  more  than  thirty  years  from  their  date, 
shall  bear  interest  at  a  rate  not  esceedihg  five  per 
centum  per  annum,  payable  semi-annually,  shall  be 
of  such  form  and  denomination  and  shall  be  exe- 
cuted by  such  officers  as  the  said  board  shall  deter- 
mine, and  shall  be  sold  at  not  less  than  par,  at  pab- 
lie  sale  or  public  subscription,  when  so  issued  the 
full  faith  and  credit  of  the  county  shall  be  pledged 
for  the  payment  of  the  same. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  board  of  chosen 
freeholders  of  any  county  issuing  bonds  under  the 
authority  of  this  act  to  establish  a  sinking  fund 
for  the  payment  of  the  principal  thereof  at  ma- 
turity, and  for  that  purpose  to  include  in  the  an- 
nual appropriations  each  year,  until  the  maturity 
of  the  bonds,  a  sum  not  less  than  two  per  centum 
of  the  par  value  of  the  bonds  so  issued,  lo  be  levied 
and  collected  with  the  other  taxes  of  such  county, 
and  paid  into  such  sinking  fund;  and  said  board 
of  chosen  freeholders  shall  also  each  year,  until 
the  maturity  of  said  bonds,  include  in  their  annual 
appropriations,  and  cause  to  be  levied  and  collected 
with  the  other  tases  of  the  county,  an  amount  suf- 
ficient to  pay  the  interest  on  said  bonds  falling  due 
in  such  year.

It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  per-  Honting 
son  to  go  into  the  woods  or  fields  with  a  hound  or  '.".^IT" 
firearm,  except  only  during  the  open  season  now 
or  hereafter  provided  for  killing  the  above  men- 
tioned game  birds  or  game  animals,  under  a  pen-  p»i.iiij 
alty  of  twenty  dollars  for  each  offense. 

Provided,  tiiat  the  owner,  lessee  or  custodian  of  iT«ri->. 
any  dog  may  go  into  the  woods  or  fields  with  such 
dog  without  firearms  for  the  purpose  of  exercising 
or  training  said  dog  in  daylight  from  the  first  day 
of  October  to  the  first  day  of  the  open  season  for 
killing  the  above  mentioned  game  birds  or  animals, 
except  during  the  open  season  for  deer;  and 
further  provided,  that  the  Board  of  Fish  and  Game  pr<,rt«. 
Commissioners  is  hereby  authorized  to  issue  in  its 
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discretion  to  properly  accredited  persons,  permits 
to  hunt  foxes  with  hound  and  firearms  from  the 
last  day  of  the  open  season  for  killing  the  above 
mentioned  game  until  the  thirty-first  day  of  March, 
or  to  hunt  foxes  with  hounds  and  horses  and  to 
drag  hunt  at  all  times;  and  further  provided,  that 
this  act  shall  not  apply  to  hunting  deer,  woodcock, 
snipe,  rail,  mud  hen  and  water  fowl  at  the  time  and 
in  the  manner  provided  by  law;  and  provided, 
further,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  prevent  any 
owner,  lessee  or  custodian  of  any  dog  going  into 
the  woods  or  fields  with  such  dog  without  firearms, 
at  any  time  of  the  year,  if  such  dog  is  not  allowed 
to  hunt  or  pursue  any  game,  and  if  such  dog  is

The  officers  and  i 
agents  of  any  corporation,  or  the  members  of  any 
firm  or  any  person  failing  to  comply  with  the  pro- 
visions of  this  section  shall  be  deemed  and  ad- 
judged to  be  disorderly  persons,  and,  upon  convic- 
tion thereof,  shall  be  fined  not  to  exceed  fifty  dol- 
lars, or  imprisoned  in  jail  for  not  more  than  ninety 
days,  or  both;  provided,  however,  that  any  place 
where  a  child  or  children  are  habitually  employed,

ever which  exposes  him  to  conditions  that  will  re- 
tard his  growth  or  injure  his  health,  or  in  any 
place  that  is  damp  pr  unhealthy,  or  that  is  in- 
jurious in  any  way  to  the  health  and  strength  of  a 
child,  or  in  any  place  where,  on  account  of  the 
light  or  the  nature  and  character  of  the  work  the 
child's  eyesight  or  hearing  will  be  injured.  The 
officers  or  agents  of  any  corporation,  the  members 
of  any  firm  or  any  person  who  shall  employ  any 
child,  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  section  of 
the  act  shall  be  deemed  and  adjudged  to  be  disor- 
derly persons,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall 
be  fined  not  to  exceed  fifty  dollars,  or  imprisoned 
in  jail  for  not  more  than  ninety  days,  or  both; 
provided,  however^  that  any  place  where  a  child 
or  children  are  habitually  employed,  contrary  to 
the  provisions  of  this  section  of  the  act,  shall  be 
a  disorderly  house,  and  the  officers  or  agents  of 
any  corporation,  the  members  of  any  firm  or  any 
person  owning,  operating  and  managing  said  busi- 
ness, shall  be  deemed  to  be  guilty  of  keeping  a  disor- 
derly house,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be 
fined  not  to  exceed  one  thousand  dollars,  or  shall 
be  committed  to  jail,  not  to  exceed  three  years,  or 
both.

CHAPTER  254. 

An  Act  to  amend  an  act  entitled  "A  general  act 
relating  to  boroughs,"  approved  April  twenty- 
fourth,  one  thonsand  eight  hundred  and  ninety- 


Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.    Section  forty-four  of  the  act  to  which  this  ^il"^** 
is  an  amendment  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  amend- 
de  so  as  to  read  as  follows: 
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44.  The  council  shall  have  power  to  issne  im- 
provement certificates  and  certificates  and  renew- 
als thereof,  payable  within  a  term  of  not  more 
than  five  years  in  all  with  interest,  to  the  amount 
of  eighty  per  centum  of  the  work  done  on  any 
street,  sewer  or  other  improvement,  when  certified 
as  correct  by  the  engineer  in  charge  of  the  work; 
and  when  the  contract  is  fully  completed  and  the 
work  accepted  the  council  may  issue  a  certificate 
for  an  additional  ten  per  centum  of  said  work  done, 
and  in  not  less  than  three  nor  more  than  six  months 
after  the  date  of  the  acceptance  of  the  work  may 
issue  a  final  certificate  for  the  balance  due,  unless 
some  errors  or  defects  in  the  work  shall  have  ap- 
peared, in  which  case  the  certificate  shall  be  with- 
held until  the  defect  or  errors  are  rectified  to  the 
satisfaction  of  the  council. 

2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  255. 

A  Further  Supplement  to  "An  act  to  provide  for 
the  planting  and  care  of  shade  trees  on  the  high- 
ways of  the  municipalities  of  this  State,"  ap- 
proved March  twenty-eighth,  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  ninety-three. 

Bb  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  In  all  townships  of  this  State  there  may  be 
appointed  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  a  commission  of  three 
freeholders,  who  shall  serve  without  compensation, 
and  who  shall  be  vested  with  all  the  rights,  privi- 
leges, powers  and  duties  contained  in  the  act  to 
which  this  is  a  supplement,  and  in -the  several  anp- 
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plements  thereto;  provided,  that  it  shall  be  op-  ptqu*. 
tional  with  the  township  committee  to  increase  the 
nnmber  of  the  commission  to  five. 

2.    This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

CHAPTER  256. 

An  Act  to  provide  for  the  opening  and  cleaning 
ont  of  certain  parts  of  the  Troy  or  Parsippany 
brook,  the  Whippany  river,  the  New  "Whippany 
river  and  the  Rockaway  river,  situate  in  the 
township  of  Hanover,  in  the  county  of  Morris, 
and  for  the  payment  of  the  cost  and  expense  of 
the  same. 

"Whereas,  By  virt;ue,  and  under  the  provisions  of  i 
an  act  entitled  "An  act  to  provide  for  the  drain- 
age of  flowed  lands  in  the  township  of  Hanover, 
county  of  Morris,  lying  and  situate  between  the 
Whippany  river,  the  Troy  brook,  the  road  lead- 
ing from  the  Methodist  church  in  Whippany,  in 
a  northeasterly  and  northerly  direction  to  Troy 
brook,  beyond  Troy  Hills  and  the  road  leading 
from  the  last-mentioned  road  to  the  Hanover 
Neck  road,  passing  the  properties  of  H.  C. 
Bleeker,  David  Perrine  and  Samuel  Hopping," 
approved  April  seventh,  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  ten,  managers  have  been  chosen  and 
the  work  of  draining  the  said  flowed  lands  has 
been  since  the  passage  of  said  act  and  is  now 
being  carried  on;  and 

"Wheeeas,  Under  and  by  virtue  of  an  act  entitled  ' 
"An  act  to  provide  for  the  drainage  of  flowed 
lands  in  the  township  of  Hanover,  in  the  county 
of  Morris,  lying  and  situate  between  the  Whip- 
pany river  and  the  ditch  known  as  the  New  Whip- 
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pany  river j  the  Troy  or  Pareippany  brook;  the 
road  leading  from  Troy  Hills  to  Montviile,  cross- 
ing the  Caldwell  turnpike  at  Condit'a  comer;  the 
said  Caldwell  turnpike  from  the  said  Condit's 
corner  to  Edward's  corner  io  the  road  leading 
from  Edward's  comer  in  said  Caldwell  turnpike 
to  Hanover  Neck,  and  the  said  road  leading 
therefrom  to  Hanover  Neck,  and  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  cost  and  expense  of  the  said  drain- 
age," approved  April  ninth,  one  thousand  nine 
hundred  and  thirteen,  managers  have  been 
chosen  and  the  work  of  draining  the  said  flowed 
lands  has  been  since  the  passage  of  said  act  and 
is  now  being  carried  on ;  and 

Whekeas,  It  has  been  found  that  the  waters  of 
that  part  of  the  said  Troy  or  Pareippany  brook 
lying  between  the  Sowed  lands  mentioned  in 
said  acts,  and  of  that  part  of  the  said  Whippany 
river  from  the  road  leading  from  the  Whippany 
to  Troy  Hills  road  to  the  Hanover  Neck  road, 
adjoining  the  property  of  the  late  Samuel  M. 
Hopping  to  the  junction  of  said  Whippany 
river  with  the  New  Whippany  river,  and  of  the 
said  New  Whippany  river,  and  of  that  part  of 
the  Kockaway  river  from  the  junction  of  the 
New  Whippany  river  to  the  Passaic  river  have 
become  clogged  up,  by  reason  of  the  filling  in  of 
said  rivers,  and  the  falling  of  trees  and  other 
things  in  the  same,  so  that  the  work  of  draining 
the  said  flowed  lands  has  been  and  is  seriously 
hindered;  and 

Whereas,  It  is  desired  by  the  owners  of  the  sfud 
flowed  lands  that  the  said  brook  and  rivers  be 
opened  and  cleaned  out;  therefore, 

Be  it  BNACTEn  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  owners  of  the  flowed 
lands  lying  within  the  boundaries  mentioned  in 
the  two  aforesaid  acts,  at  any  annual  meeting  of 
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the  said  owners,  held  under  said  acts,  or  at  any 
special  joint  meeting  of  the  said  owners  to  be 
called  and  held  at  any  time  in  any  year  after  the 
time  of  holding  said  annqal  meeting,  to  determine 
by  a  majority  vote  in  the  method  of  voting  pre- 
scribed in  said  acts,  er  any  amendment  thereof, 
that  that  part  of  the  said  Troy  or  Farsippany 
brook  lying  between  the  flowed  lands  mentioned  in 
said  acts,  and  that  part  of  the  said  Whippany 
river  from  the  road  leading  from  the  Whippany 
to  Troy  Hills  road  to  the  Efanover  Neck  road,  ad- 
joining the  property  of  the  late  Samnel  M.  Hop- 
ping to  the  junction  of  said  Whippany  river  with 
the  New  Whippany  river,  and  the  said  New  Wl;ip- 
pany  river,  and  that  part  of  the  Rockaway  river 
from  the  junction  of  the  New  Whippany  river  to 
the  Passaic  river,  or  any  of  said  brook  and  rivers, 
or  any  part  thereof,  be  opened  and  cleaned  out. 
The  time  and  place  of  holding  any  such  special  noii«  m 
joint  meeting  shall  be  advertised  by  posting  no-  S^ri. 
tices  thereof^  signed  by  at  least  three  owners  of 
said  flowed  lands,  in  five  of  the  most  public  places 
in  said  township,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  time 
appointed  for  holding  said  meeting. 

2.  In  case  such  determination  is  so  made,  it  shall  ^t'^^iJ 
be  the  duty  of  the  managers,  chosen  under  both  of 

said  acts,  within  ten  days  after  the  said  determina- 
tion, to  meet  together  and  choose  a  chairman,  a 
clerk  and  a  treasnrer,  all  of  whom  shall  continue 
in  office  for  one  year  or  until  the  nest  annual  meet- 
ing of  the  said  owners,  and  until  others  are  chosen 
and  qualify. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerk  to  procure  a  tuoaf  ■»

writing,  under  their  hands,  whose  duty  it  shall  be 
forthwith  to  proceed  and  assess  upon  the  owners 
of  all  the  said  fiowcd  lands  lying  within  the  boun- 
daries mentioned  in  the  two  acts  above  mentioned 
the  expenses  thereof,  as  ascertained  and  deter- 
mined by  the  said  managers,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  upon  the  making  of  such  contract  or  con- 
tracts or  the  taking  and  providing  measures  and 
means  aforesaid,  in  proportion  to  the  benefits  each 
owner  will  receive,  in  the  opinion  of  said  assessor, 
from  the  opening  and  cleaning  out  of  said  brook 
and  rivers;  and  said  assessor  shall,  within  thirty 
days  after  his  appointment,  make  return  of  his 
assessment  to  the  said  managers,  who,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall  thereupon,  within  five  days 
thereafter,  cause  the  said  clerk  to  ^ve  notice 
thereof  to  said  owners  of  lands  so  assessed,  and 
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if  any  owner  of  land  shall  feel  a^rieved  by  said 
assessment,  he  may,  within  ten  days  after  receiv- 
ing notice  thereof,  as  aforesaid,  appeal  therefrom  ' 
to  said  managers,  who  shall  appoint  a  time  and  ai>p«*i  aur 
place  for  the  hearing  of  all  appeals  to  them  made,  *"  "^ 
and  their  decision,  or  the  decision  of  a  majority  of 
them,  in  the  premises  shall  be  final  and  conclnsiv.e.

6.  The  said  assessment  shall  be  due  and  pay-  vn»t»w—- 
able  to  said  managers  on  or  before  the  fifteenth  ""'  *"*■ 
day  of  October  in  each  year,  and  if  any  person  or 
persons  assessed  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  his  ReMMi  to  p-r.

said  assessment  and  added  per  centum  shall  be  a 
lien  upon  the  said  lands  of  such  person  or  persons, 
and  said  managers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  may, 
after  five  days'  notice,  set  up  in  five  public  places 
in  the  said  township,  make  sale  at  public  auction  a.!,  ot  mp. 
of  the  crops  growing  on  said  lands  of  the  person  "  """^  "' 
or  persons  so  making  default  as  aforesaid  in  order 
to  raise  and  pay  the  amount  of  his,  her,  or  their 
assessment  and  added  per  centum  and  costs  and 
expenses  of  collecting  the  same ;  or  if  said  man-  Aeti«  lur 
agers,  or  a  majority  of  them,  choose  so  to  do,  they  ™teS! '  "* 
may  bring  an  action  on  contract  against  any  per- 
son or  persons  in  default  as  aforesaid  in  any.  court 
having  jurisdiction  of  the  amount  to  be  recovered, 
which   action  may   be  brought  in  the   individual 
names  of  the  said  managers,  or  any  two  of  them, 
and  it  shall  be  sufficient  to  declare  that  the  suit  is 
brought  to  recover  of  the  defendant  an  assess- 
ment made  against   him  under  and  by  virtue   of 
this  act,  and  any  judgment  recovered  in  any  such 
action  may  be  collected  by  execution  issued  gen- 
erally against  the  goods  and  chattels,  lands  and 
tenements  of  the  defendant,  io  the  same  manner 
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as   other  judgment  m   said  court  are  or  may   be 
collected. 

7.  The  said  managers  and  clerk  shall  be  entitled 
to  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and  fifty  cents,  and  the 
said  assessor  shall  be  entitled  to  the  sum  of  two 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  for  each  and  every  day  they 
may  be  respectively  employed  in  and  about  the 
duties- of  their  said  offices;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  said  assessor  to  levy  and  assess  as  afore- 
said, in  addition  to  the  expenses  of  opening  and 
cleaning  out  said  brook  and  rivers,  such  araonnt 
as  the  said  managers,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
shall,  under  their  hands,  certify  to  him  is  neces- 
sary to  be  raised  to  pay  the  said  clerk,  managers 
and  assessor,  and  other  necessary  expenses  incur- 
red or  to  be  incurred  during  that  year  in  and 
about  making  and  collecting  of  said  assessments.

An  Act  to  authorize  cities  of  the  second  class  to 
acquire  lands,  within  or  without  the  corporate 
limits  of  such  cities,  by  purchase  or  condemna- 
tion, and  to  erect  suitable  buildings  thereon  for 
housing  the  poor,  and  to  sell  lands  and  build- 
ings now  used  for  that  purpose,  and  to  issue 
bonds. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
hly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  Whenever  in  any  second   class  city  of   this  jjjj  jw< 
State  the  common  council,  board  of  aldermen  or  .'hhuhZh 
other  governing  body  thereof,  having  charge  and 
control  of  the  finances  of  such  city,  shall  adopt  a 
resolution  declaring  the  building  or  buildings  in 
use  for  housing  the  poor  of  the  city  to  be  inade- 
quate or  unsuitable  for  such  purpose,  said  common 
council,  board  of  aldermen   or  other  governing 
body  shall  have  power  to  acquire  for  and  in  the 
proper  corporate  name  of  such  city,  lauds  either 
within  or  without  the  corporate  limits  of  such  city 
with  the  consent  of  any  adjoining  municipality  in 
which  such  lands  may  be  situated,  which,  in  the 
judgment  of  such  body,  are  either  alone  or  with 
such  lands  as  may  have  been  heretofore  acquired 
by  such  city,  suitable  for,  and  to  erect  upon  the 
lands  acquired,  or  on  the  lands  to  be  acquired,  or 
on  both,  such  building  or  buildings  as  in  the  judg- 
ment of  such  body  would  be  adequate  and  suitable 
for  use  in  housing  the  poor  of  such  city,  and  to 
famish   the  same  in   a  suitable   manner.

No 
lands  shall  be  acquired,  however,  outside  the  ear- 
porate  limits  of  any  such  city,  for  the  purpose 
aforesaid,  without  the  consent  of  the  governing 
body  of  the  municipality  in  which  such  lands  lie. 

2.  The  cominon  council,  board  of  aldeimen  or 
other  governing  body  of  any  such  city  shall  have 
power  to  sell,  at  public  sale,  after  due  advertise- 
ment of  not  less  than  two  weeks  in  the  oflScial 
papers  of  such  city,  and  after  such  adjournments 
of  the  sale  as  the  bidding  thereof  shall,  in  the  judg- 
ment of  such  body,  require  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  city,  such  public  ground  or  grounds,  and 
any  building  or  buildings  thereon  or  connected 
therewith,  the  property  of  such  city,  as  the  said 
governing  body  shall  by  resolution  have  deter- 
mined, as  aforesaid,  to  be  inadequate  or  unsuit- 
able, and  the  common  council,  board  of  aldermen 
or  other  governing  body  having  charge  of  the 
finances  of  such  city  shall,  in  case  of  sale,  give  a 
good  and  sufficient  title  therefor,  or  such  title  as 
such  city  may  possess. 

3.  It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  the  common  coun- 
cil, board  of  aldermen  or  other  governing  body 
having  charge  and  control  of  the  finances  of  sudi 
city  to  issne  and  sell  bonds  of  such  city,  to  an 
amount  not  exceeding  the  sum  of  one  hundred 
thousand  dollars  nnder  this  act.  Said  bonds  shall 
be  of  such  denomination,  bearing  such  rate  of  inter- 
est, not  exceeding  five  per  centum  per  annum,  and

The  proceeds,  inelnding  the  premiums,  if  ''^^ 
any  there  be,  resulting  from  the  sale  or  such  bonds, 
shall,  together  with  all  moneys  realized  from  the 
sale  of  lands  and  buildings  under  this  act,  be  ap- 
plied by  said  hoard  or  body  to  the  acquisition  of 
lands  and  the  erection  and  famishing  of  a  build- 
ing or  buildings  as  herein  provided.

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  council  or  other 
governing  body  of  any  city  of  the  fourth  class  in 
this  State,  bordering  on  the  Atlantic  ocean,  to 
assess  and  collect,  whenever  snch  council  or  other 
governing  body  shall  deem  it  expedient,  and  to 
the  best  interests  of  and  for  the  good  of  such  city, 
and  to  iuclnde  in  their  annual  appropriations  snch 
sum  of  money  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  for 
the  purpose  of  publicly  advertising  snch  city  as  a 
seaside  resort. 

2.  This  act  shall  take  effect  immediately.

exceeding  four  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  in  Ueu 
of  all  fees,  fines  and  other  moneys  allowed  by  law 
in  such  cases ;  and  all  fees  collected  by  sach  recor- 
der shall  be  accounted  for  to  the  governing  body 
of  such  third  class  city  and  paid  over  to  the  dty 
treasurer  monthly. 

2.  Such  recorder  shall  have  the  same  jurisdic- 
tion, power  and  authority  in  criminal  matters, 
cases  of  bastardy,  relief,  removal  and  settlement 
of  the  poor,  breaches  of  the  peace,  vagrancy  and 
disorderly  conduct  and  violation  of  the  municipal 
ordinances,  as  is  now  conferred  on  justices  of  the 
peace  of  this  State.

CHAPTEE  261. 

An  Act  to  authorize  cities  or  other  mnnicipalities 
of  this  State  located  on  or  near  the  ocean  to 
baild,  rebuild  and  repair  bulkheads,  jetties  and 
other  works  and*  structures  to  protect  the  beach 
or  ocean  front  from  encroaclunent  by  the  sea 
and  to  provide  for  the  payment  of  the  cost 
thereof. 

Be  rr  bnactbd  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  common  council  or  other  governing  body  protwiioii  at 
of  any  city  or  other  municipality  in  this  State  bor-  brje"!X'.te 
dering  upon  the  Atlantic  ocean  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  protect  the  beach  or  ocean  front  of  said 

city  or  other  municipality  from  encroachment  by 
the  sea,  and  to  that  end  to  build,  rebuild  and  re- 
pair bulkheads,  jetties  and  other  works  and 
structures  for  the  protection  thereof.  Such  im- 
provements, repairs  and  structures  may  be  made 
both  above  and  below  high-water  mark. 

2.  The  common  council  or  other  governing  body  Bond  im* 
of  any  such  city  is  hereby  authorized  to  pay  the  '"  "*"  *"'' 
cost  of  such  improvements,  repairs  and  structures 

by  taxation,  or  may  by  ordinance,  from  time  to 
time,  issue  and  sell,  for  not  less  than  par,  bonds 
of  such  city  to  an  amount  not  exceeding  in  the  ag- 
gregate the  sum  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  Amount 
payable  not  more  than  forty  years  from  the  date  tm.. 
of  their  issue,  hearing  interest  not  exceeding  five  lut.. 
per  centum,  payable  semi-annually,  and  to  apply 
the  proceeds  of  such  bonds  to  the  payment  of  the 
coat  of  the  works  or  improvements  authorized  in 
this    act.    Such  bonds  shall    be  sealed  with  the 
corporate  seal  of  the  city  and  executed  in  such 
manner  and  be  in  such  form  as  the  common  conn- 
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eil  or  other  goTeminr  body  may  by  ordinance  or 

resolntion  provide.  Sach  bonds  shall  contain  a 
recital  that  they  are  issned  pursuant  to  this  act 
and  snch  ordinance,  which  recital  shall  be  conclu- 
sive evidence  of  their  validity  and  the  regnlarity 
of  their  issae. 

3.  The  common  council  or  other  governing  body 
of  any  city  issuing  bonds  under  the  authority  of 
this  act  shall  provide  for  a  sinkiDg  fund  sufficient 
to  retire  said  bonds  at  maturity,  into  which  shall 
be  paid  annually  an  amount  not  less  than  two  per 
centum  of  the  principal  of  such  bonds,  to  be 
raised  by  special  tax,  to  be  assessed,  levied  and 
collected  with  the  other  taxes  of  such  city;  and 
there  shall  be  likewise  raised  by  tax  each  year, 
until  the  payment  in  full  of  such  bonds,  an  amount 
equal  to  the  interest  payable  on  such  bonds  in  such 
year. 

4.  Said  common  council  or  other  governing  body 
of  such  city  or  other  municipality  may  assess  so 
much  of  the  cost  of  such  improvement  as  repre- 
sents the  special  and  peculiar  benefits  conferred 
upon  the  owners  of  lands  and  real  estate  benefited 
by  such  improvement  or  any  part  thereof,  such 
benefits  to  be  assessed  against  said  lauds  in  pro- 
portion to  the  benefits  each  parcel  shall  be  deemed 
to  acquire ;  provided,  however,  that  there  shall  not 
be  any  assessment  of  benefits  for  the  cost  of  any 
such  improvement  other  than  the  repair  or  re- 
building of  any  bulkhead  in  existence  at  the  time 
of  the  enactment  of  this  act,  unless  there  shall 
have  been  presented  to  such  common  council,  or 
other  governing  body,  within  six  months  prior  to 
the  passage  of  the  ordinance  for  such  improve- 
ment, a  petition  therefor  in  writing,  signed  by  the 
owners  of  at  least  seventy-five  per  centum  of  the 
linear  feet  of  frontage  of  each  consecutive  five 
hundred  feet  (not  including  street  ends)  of  front- 
age of  land  fronting  or  bordering  on  the  ocean,  or 
on  the  ocean  front  public  park,  if  one  shall  have 
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been  established,  and  proposed  to  be  OBsessed  for 
such  benefits. 

And  provided,  further,  that  if  bonds  shall  have  , 
been  issued  to  pay  for  any  sach  improvement,  any 
moneys  received  from  the  assessment  of  benefits 
from  such  improvement  shall  be  paid  into  the  ap- 
propriate sinking  fond,  established  as  above  pro- 
vided, to  meet  snch  bonds.  Th€  proceedings  to 
impose  such  assessments  shall  be  the  same  as  are 
applicable  in  such  city  for  the  imposition  of  other 
benefit  assessments. 

5.  The  powers   conferred  by  this  act    shall  be  , 
deemed  to  be  in  addition  to  and  independent  of  any  ' 
and  all  powers  and  authority  conferred  by   any 
other  law  or  laws,  and  not  subject  to  any  limita- 
tion contained  in  such  other  law  or  laws ;  provided,  , 
however,  that  nothing  in  this  act  shall  operate  as 
an  extinguishment  or  abrogation    of  any  obliga- 
tion or  covenant  heretofore  created  or  entered 
into  by  virtue  of  any  agreement,  deed  or  other 
conveyance  entered  into  between  any  such  city  and 
any  property  owner,  under  which  agreement,  deed 
or  other  conveyance  lands  on  the  ocean  or  beach 
front  of  such  citiea  have  been  subjected  to  limita- 
tions or  restrictions  as  to  use.

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CHAPTEB  262. 

An  Act  to  authorize  cities  and  other  manicipalities 
having  a  public  water  supply  derived  from 
sources  beyond  the  city  limits  to  protect  the 
same  from  pollution  by  providing  for  the  pay- 
ment of  a  portion  of  the  expense  of  the  construc- 
tion of  a  system  of  sewers  to  any  municipality 
through  which  said  water  flows,  and  providing 
also  for  the  raising  and  expenditure  of  the 
money  necessary  for  this  purpose. 

Bb  rr  ENACTED  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem^ 
bly  of  the  State  of  New'Jersey: 

1.  In  cities  and  other  municipalities  of  this 
I  State  having  a  public  water  supply  derived  from 
'  sources  beyond  the  city  limits,  whenever  it  has 

become  or  may  become  necessary  to  protect  such 
water  from  pollution,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
conmiou  council,  board  of  aldermen  or  other  gov- 
erning body  of  said  city  or  other  municipality  to 
pay  to  any  municipality  through  which  said  water 
flows  a  portion  of  the  cost  toward  the  construction 
of  a  system  of  sewers  in  any  such  municipality; 
provided,  that  the  plans  for  said  systems  of  sewers 
in  any  such  municipality  shall  first  have  been  ap- 
proved by  the  State  Board  of  Health. 

2.  In  order  to  supply  the  funds  necessary  to 
carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act  the  com- 
mon council,  board  of  aldermen  or  other  governing 
body  of  the  said  city  or  other  municipality  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  bonds 
in  the  corporate  name  of  said  city,  or  other  mn- 
nicipality,  which  bonds  shall  be  sold  at  public  or 
private  sale  for  not  less  than  par  and  accrued  in- 
terest, and  all  moneys  received  from  the  sale  of 
said  bonds,  including  any  premium,  shall  be  tued 
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exclasively  for  the  purposes  contemplated  in  this 
act.

^Vto  whenever  any  idiot  or  lunatic  shall  be  entitled  to 
IlSSSr"'  property  of  "any  description  in  this'  State,  and  such 
idiot  or  lunatic  shall  be  a  nonresident  and  shall 
have  a  guardian  in  the  State  or  place  of  his  or  her 
residence,  and  snch  nonresident  guardian  shall 
prodnce  an  exemplihcation  from  under  the  seal  of 
the  office  (if  there  be  a  seal)  of  the  court  in  the 
State  or  place  of  his  residence,  containing  all  the 
entries  on  record  in  relation  to  his  appointment 
and  giving  bond,  or  of  appointment  only,  when  the 
said  nonresident  guardian  is  a  corporaUon  or  pub- 
lic official  qualified  to  act  as  gnardian  without  giv-

or  any  ambulance  of  an^  hospital  owned  or  sup- 
ported by  any  such  mnmcipality  while  responding 
to  anv  call,  shall  have  and  be  entitiled  to  an  unim- 
peded and  unobstructed  passage  through  and 
along  the  street  of  every  such  mnnicipality  over 
every  other  vehicle,  wagon,  team,  carriage,  auto- 
mobile or  trolley  car  in  and  upon  the  street  or 
streets  of  any  such  city,  town,  township,  borough, 
village  or  other  municipality. 

2.  Any  such  owner,  driver,  chauffeur,  motor-  t>D>itT  n* 
man,  or  other  person  in  charge  of  such  vehicle,  '"'•**•■<■■ 
wagon,  team,  carriage,  aatomobile  or  trolley  car 

so  failing  to  render  an  nnimpeded  and  unobstructed

1.  After  a  total  period  of  not  less  than  thirty-  wiicniitied 
five  years  of  actual  service,  every  teacher,  teacher-  "  '"'^'■ 
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clerk,  principal  and  person  employed  in  any  super- 
visory capacity  in  or  under  any  system  of  free 
public  schools  in  this  State  or  any  other  State, 
shall  be  eligible  to  retirement  from  active  service 
and  shall  receive  annually  a  sum  eqoal  to  one-half 
of  the  average  annual  salary  received  during  the

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem- 
bly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1,  Section  four  of  the  act  to  which  this  act  is  an 
amendment  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

4.  The  Commissioner  of  Charities  and  Correc- 
tions, a  member  of  the  board  of  prison  inspectors 
designated  by  said  board,  a  member  of  the  com-

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CHAPTER  271. 

An  Act  defining  the  State  Prison  and  providing 
for  the  government  and  regulation  thereof  and 
providing  for  the  control  and  management  of 
persons  committed  thereto. 

Be  n  ENACTBD  by  the  Senate  and  General  Assem-  * 
bly  of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  For  the  purposes  of  this  act  the  "State  wi..t<»iuti 
Prison"  shall  be  taken  to  include  the  present  ex-  JJSii,""" 
isting  prison  in' the  city  of  Trenton,  and  any  and 

all  State  farms,  cam'ps,  quarries  or  grounds  where 
convicts  sentenced  to  the  St^te  Prison  may  be 
kept,  housed  or  employed. 

2.  The  management  of  the  State  Prison  shall  be  B«rd  oi 
vested  in  a  board  of  inspectors  consisting  of  six  '"■*''°"- 
members,  to  he  appointed  by  the  Governor,  with 

the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate.  Of  the  orig- 
inal appointments  under  this  act,  not  more  than 
three  shall  be  of  the  same  political  party,  and  all 
subsequent  appointments  shall  be  so  made  as  to 
maintain  the  same  political  status.

1.  Section  fifty-seven  of  "An  act  to  provide  for  SMtion 
the  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,"  approved  '"°'° ' 
April    eighth,    one    thousand    nine    hundred    and 
three,  is  hereby  amended  to  read  as  follows : 

57.  The  owner,  mortgagee,  occupant  or-  other  p^^^, 
person  having  an  interest  or  lien  in  or  on  the  land  ^  ™ 
sold  for  taxes,  may  redeem  the  same  at  any  time 
within  two  years  from  the  date  of  sale,  or  at  any 
time  thereafter  until  the  right  to  redeem  has  been 
cut  off  in  the  manner  hereinafter  set  forth,  by 
paying  to  the  collector  or  other  collecting  oflScer 
of  delinquent  taxes  on  lands  of  the  municipality 
where  the  land  is  situate,  for  the  nse  of  the  pur- 
chaser, his  heirs  or  assigns,  the  amount  of  the 
purchase  money  shown  on  the  certificate,  with  in- 
terest at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  centum  per  annum 
thereon  from  the  date  of  sale,  together  with  snob 
other  expenses  as  may  be  incurred  by  the  pur- 
chaser, his  heirs  or  assigns,  under  this  act  for 
recording  fees ;  fees    for  the  service  of    notices 
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necessarily  served,  and  the  fees  and  expenses  in* 
ascertaining  the  owner  or  owners,  mor^agee  or 
mortgagees,  occupant  or  other  person  or  persons 
having  an  interest  or  lien  in  or  on  such  premises 
so  sold  for  taxes;  provided,  that  such  fees  and  ex- 
penses incurred  by  the  purchaser,  his  heirs  or  as- 
signs, in  ascertaining  the  owner  or  owners,  mort- 
gagee or  mortgagees,  occupant  or  other  person  or 
persons  having  an  interest  or  a  lien  In  or  on  such 
premises  so  sold  for  taxes,  shall  not  exceed  the 
following  rates,  to  wit:  on  any  one  lot  or  parcel 
of  land  containing  five  thousand  square  feet 
or  less,  ten  dollars;  or  any  one  lot  or  plot  of 
land  containing  more  than  five  thousand  square 
feet  and  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  square  feet, 
fifteen  dollars;  on  any  one  lot  or  plot  of  land  con- 
taining more  than  ten  thousand  square  feet  and 
not  exceeding  three  acres,  twenty-five  dollars; 
and  on  any  lot  or  plot  of  land  containing  more 
than  three  acres,  forty  dollars ;  and  provided,  fur- 
ther, no  fees  or  expenses  incurred  as  aforesaid 
shall  be  collectible  unless  the  purchaser,  or  his 
heirs  or  assigns,  shall  have  made  and  filed  with 
such  collector  or  other  collecting  officer,  an  affi- 
davit showing  the  amount  or  amounts  of  such  ex- 
penses- actually  disbursed  or  .incurred;  and  the 
collector  or  other  collecting  officer,  as  in  this  sec- 
tion mentioned,  or  receiving  such  payments  in  fall 
shall  restore  to  the  owner  said  land,  and  the  sale 
shall  be  void,  or  where  the  redemption  is  made  by 
a  mortgagee  or  other  person  not  primarily  liable 
to  pay  the  tax  and  having  a  lien  or  interest  in  or 
on  the  land,  the  person  so  paying  shall  succeed  to 
the  tax'  lien  paid  by  him,  and  the  purchaser  shall 
on  receipt  of  the  redemption  moneys,  in  full  from 
the  collector  or  other  officer  in  this  section  men- 
tioned, at  the  option  of  the  party  making  the  pay- 
ments, either  assign  the  certificate  of  sale  by  as- 
signment under  seal  and  acknowledged  as  a  con- 
veyance of  land  to  the  person  redeeming,  or  eie- 
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cute  a  satisfaction  of  the  certificate  of  sale  or  cac- 
oei  the  same  by  endorsement  in  the  manner  re- 
quired  by  law  to  satisfy  or  cancel  a  mortgage, 
wherenpon  the  record  of  the  lien  shall  be  cancelled 
by  the  county  clerk  or  register  in  like  manner  and 
for  the  same  fees  as  in  the  case  of  mortgages ;  pro- 
vided, further,  the  owner  or  other  person  having  ; 
an  interest  or  lien  in  or  on  the  land  sold  for  taxes, 
may  redeem  same  at  any  time  within  ten  days 
from  date  of  the  sale'by  paying  to  the  collector  or 
other  collecting  officer  of  tiie  municipality  where 
the  land  is  sitaate,  for  the  use  of  the  purchaser, 
his  heirs  or  assigns,  the  sum  paid  by  him  at  such 
sale  with  ten  per  cent,  added  thereto,  upon  receipt 
of  which  payments  the  sale  shall  be  void  and  shall 
be  cancelled  of  record  by  said  collecting  officer.

Whereas^  It  is  desirable  that  there  should  be  ao 
investigation  undertaken,  with  more  deliberation 
than  is  possible  during  the  legislative  session  of 
the  question  of  new  sources  of  State  revenue, 
and  of  the  possible  curtailment  of  expenditures 
in  certain  directions;  therefore. 

Be  it  itEsOLVED  by  the  Senate  and  General  As- 
sembly of  the  State  of  New  Jersey: 

1.  The  Joint  Appropriations  Committee  of  the 
Le^slature  for  the  year  nineteen  hundred  and 
fourteen  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and 
empowered  to  make  investigations  of  the  financial 
needs  of  the  Department  of  Educatio'n,  Department 
of  Public  Eoads,  the  institutions  under  the  De- 
partment of  Charities  and  Corrections  or  other 
departments  or  commissions,  and  of  any  new 
sources  of  public  revenue,  and  to  report  to  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature.  The  said  committee 
shall  have  power  to  issue  subpcenas  for  the  attend- 
ance of  witnesses. 

2.  The  said  committee  shall  have  power  to  sit 
after  the  adjournment  of  the  Legislature  at  any 
place  in  this  State  which  they  may  designate. 

3.  The  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars,  or  so 
much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  carrying 
out  the  provisions  of  this  joint  resolution. 

4.  This  joint  resolution  shall  take  effect  im- 
mediately.

Proclamations  by  the  Governor. 


State  of  New  Jersey, 

Executive  Dbpabtment. 

Among  the  vital  problems  which  call  upon  our 
people  for  solution,  the  continual  waste  of  life, 
energy  and  property  in  all  parts  of  the  country  by 
fire,  is  one  of  the  most  important.  Conservation 
of  natural  and  acquired  resources  is  a  subject  which 
is  deservedly  receiving  practical  attention.  Our 
forests  are  being  preserved,  our  water  power  and 
waterways  developed  and  utilized  and  the  hidden 
forces  of  nature  conserved  and  made  subservient 
to  the  well-being  of  man. 

The  fire  waste,  rightfully  so  called  because  loss 
by  fire  is  never  anything  but  waste,  is  increasing 
annually.  The  incidental  losses  due  to  the  inter- 
ruption of  business  are  beyond  computation.  The 
destruction  of  life  and  health,  the  discouragement 
of  ambition  due  to  property  loss  and  bereavement, 
are  likewise  incalculable.  The  fact  that  much  of 
this  is  preventable  is  a  reproach  to  us  as  a  people, 
and  it  calls  for  immediate  remedy. 

To  arouse  our  people  to  a  true  sense  of  these 
dangers  and  to  an  active  interest  in  reducing  and 
ultimately  preventing  them,  I  hereby  proclaim  that 
Tuesday,  the  Eleventh  dav  of  November,  1913,  shall 
be  known  and  observed  as  FIRE  PREVENTION 
DAY  throughout  the  State  of  New  Jersey. 

Let  the  observance  of  this  day  be  characterized 
by  simple  and  practical  measures  of  fire  preven- 
tion. I  recommend  the  collection,  removal  and  de- 
struction of  all  inflammable  rubbish  and  refuse. 

Let  all  furnaces,  heating  pipes  and  chimneys  be 
inspected  and  repaired  if  found  defective  in  the 
least  degree. 
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Let  all  public  and  private  institutions,  hotels,  fac- 
tories, theatres,  hospitals,  asylums  and  other 
buildings,  other  than  homes,  be  carefully  inspected 
for  fire  hazards  and  let  any  changes  be  made  at 
once  that  will  further  protect  the  occupants  from 
danger  by  fire. 

Let  all  basements,  cellars,  stairways,  elevator 
shafts,  yards,  attics  and  other  out-of-the=Tfay 
places,  where  rubbish  may  be  carelessly  thrown,  be 
thoroughly  defined  out  on  that  day,  and  let  the 
rule  be  established  that  thereafter  they  shall  be 
kept  dean. 

Let  municipal  authorities  give  such  attention  to 
matters  of  building  regulations,  fire  fighting  appa- 
ratus and  all  other  public  measures  for  fire  protec- 
tion and  prevention  as  will  enable  them  to  announce 
on  Fire  Prevention  Day  the  inauguration  or  ac- 
complishment of  definite  measures  in  tiiis  depart- 
ment of  public  welfare. 

Lastly,  let  fire  drills  be  held  on  that  day  in  insti- 
tutions, factories  and  in  public,  private  and  paro- 
chial schools,  and  I  earnestly  recommend  that  edu- 
cational authorities  cause  the  pupils  under  their 
charge  to  be  instructed  on  that  day  by  various 
direct  methods  upon  the  dangers  of  fire  and  a  sim- 
pler means  of  fire  prevention.
